THE FARMER’S PART IN THE PREVENTION 
OF ANIMAL DISEASES.

It is fully realised that the separation of Britain from other 
countries, by the sea, is a great asset to those who are engaged 
in the control of the contagious diseases of animals. Indeed, 
many countries that are circumscribed by others, in which 
contagious diseases occur constantly as epizootics, must 
envy us our ability not only to exclude diseases from our land, 
but also, should we so desire, to eradicate from our flocks and 
herds some of the contagious diseases still with us. That 
we have made use of our enviable state is shown by the fact 
that some diseases which were once scourges in the land 
have been eliminated—^permanently let us hope. But 
whether we have taken full advantage of our insular position 
is open to question. 

The control of animal diseases may, for convenience, be 
considered under the following headings: the control of 
notiflable diseases; diseases in connection with which the 
legislature has taken no action; and the very important 
part that good animal husbandry plays in the rearing of sound 
virile stock that obviously ■will be better able to withstand 
bacterial invasion than animals of a weak constitution. 

The stock-owning farmer definitely has a certain responsi¬ 
bility in connection with the prevention and control of animal 
diseases, and, as regards the notifiable diseases in particular, 
there is no ambiguity at all as to the extent of his duties 
and obligations. As experience has led one to believe that 
many live-stock owners have erroneous impressions regarding 
the circumstances that would warrant any disease being made 
‘ notifiable,’ it might perhaps be as well to give an explanatory 
note on this point here. A disease of animals is only made 
notifiable to a controlling authority when (a) it is in itself 
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sufficiently serious; (6) when the * disease ’ is clearly a separate 
entity; (o) when it can be diagnosed with certainty in its 
early stages; (d) when its nature is such that notffioation 
might result in some definite measure of control; and (e) 
when the endeavour to control it would not cause a dis¬ 
proportionate measure of disorganisation of the industi^. 

A consideration of these points may help to explaffi why 
many diseases, including, for example, bovine abortion, 
Johne’s disease, swine erysipelas, white scour of calves, and 
grass disease of horses, have not been added to the list of 
those diseases that are compulsorily notifiable. 

Notification of certain diseases is required by the Diseases 
of Animals Act of 1894, but the Act also confers on the 
Minister of Agriculture the power to add to the list, from 
time to time, such other diseases as he may think advisable. 

At present the following diseases are notifiable: Poot-and- 
Mouth Disease, Anthrax, Sheep Scab, Swine Fever, certain 
forms of Bovine Tuberculosis, Parasitic Mange of Horses, 
Asses and Mules (Saroptic and Psoroptic Mange, not Sym¬ 
biotic Mange), Glanders and Farcy, Epizootic Lymphangitis, 
Cattle Plague (Binderpest), Contagious Pleuro-Pneumonia of 
Cattle, Babies, and Sheep-Pox. It is surely a matter for 
congratulation to the authorities concerned, and also to the 
owuOTS of animals because of their co-operation, that of 
these twelve diseases, six have been completely eradicated 
from the country—^namely, Binderpest, Glanders, Epizootic 
Lymphangitis, Contagious Pleuro-Pneumonia, Babies, and 
Sheep-Pox. 

Each of the notifiable diseases is dealt with by an Order 
made by the Minister of Agriculture under the authority of 
the Act of 1894 or subsequent Act. The Local Authorities 
are responsible for the execution and enforcement of the various 
Acts and Orders; therefore notification of the existence or 
suspected existence of a notifiable disease has to be made by 
the owner or person in charge to the Local Authority, or one 
of its officials, and the person to whom notification has to 
be made is usually specified in each relative Order— e.g., to 
the Inspector of the Local Authority or the Police Constable 
of the District (the P.C. may also be an Inspector of the Local 
Authority). Similar notification has also to be made by a 
veterinary surgeon, and it should be noted that notification 
by one party does not free the other party from his responsi¬ 
bility. Notification has to be made not only if a disease is 
known to exist, but if there is reason to suspect the existence 
of disease, and the burden of proof of inability to have acquired 
sufficient knowledge to have reason to suspect rests with the 
person responsible for the notification. 

One cannot lay too much stress on the fact that, for the 
full benefit to be derived from notification, speed in reporting 
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is essentuJ, or, as the law expresses it, it most be done without 
undue delay. Qliis is especially important with suoh a dangerous 
disease as Anthrax, or with such a highly infectious disease as 
Foot-and-Mouth disease, when any delay in notifying the 
authorities may have, and indeed has had, disastrous results. 
The fact that the owner of the animal has to report the sus¬ 
pected existence of a disease to a Local Authority does not 
preclude him from oalUng in the services of his veterinary 
practitioner. 

Whilst regulations governing the actions of owners of 
* diseased ’ animals are laid down in each relative Order, there 
are certain important regulations, in addition to that requiring 
notification, which are common to all Orders, each one of which 
was designed for the purpose of preventing the spread of 
infection. These include the separation, as far as practicable, 
of ‘ diseased ’ from healthy animals, but in many instances 
this is often an impossible matter owing to lack of suitable 
accommodation. Prohibition of exposure by owners of 
diseased, or suspected, animals in markets, highways, railways, 
common ground, &o., is a very necessary safeguard against 
the spread of infectious diseases, and it may be taken for 
granted that its importance is fully realised by the majority 
of stock-owners, but, nevertheless, the obligation is not 
always honoured. Needless to say, failure to comply with the 
prohibition may inflict great hardship on other farmers. 

One should perhaps refer to a particular regulation which 
occurs in several of the Ministry’s Orders, and which does not 
appear to bo very well known. It is illegal for any person 
to dig up the carcase of a horse, cattle-beast, dog, sheep, 
goat, or pig that has been buried, without having obtained 
permission from the Ministry to do so. It is often assumed 
that this prohibition applies only to the carcases of animals 
affected with a -notifiable disease, but this is definitely not 
the case ; the prohibition applies to carcases whether affected 
with a notifiable disease or not. There was a time when 
carcases were exhumed for the sake of their hides, and in 
some of the Orders definite instructions are given that the 
hide is to bo so slashed as to render it useless. It is, of course, 
possible for the carcase of a bullock that has died of anthrax 
to be buried without any notification of illness having been 
made by the owner. Needless to say, if suoh a carcase were 
to be exhumed and skinned the results might be extremely 
grave. It will therefore be realised that the regulation is a 
strong provision against the spread of disease. 

There is also an obligation on farmers to see that carcases 
of horses, asses, mules, sheep, goats, and swine are not allowed 
to remain unburied in a field to which dogs can gain access. 
This is stated in Section 6 of the Dogs’ Act, 1906, and it is 
owing to failure to comply with this r^^ation that shepherds 
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BometimeB get into trouble. The purpose of this Section 
in the Order is, obviously, to prevent the possible spread of 
disease. 

As the Orders that have been issued in oonneotion with 
the Notifiable Diseases have been framed for the purpose of 
eradicating, or at least controlling the diseases, it will be 
clear that the more effective the regulations become the 
greater benefit they are likely to coiffer on the owners of 
live-stock. Indeed, were it not for legislative action in con¬ 
nection with certain diseases, economic animal husbandry in 
any country would become impossible ; manifestly, therefore, 
the ovraers of animals should make themselves thoroughly 
familiar with the Orders, so that they may fully realise their 
obligations and thus be ready to co-operate with the officials 
who are endeavouring to assist them. ' 

When a contagious or infectious disease appears in a district, 
the soundest advice one can offer to stock-owners is to remain 
at home, to keep away from markets, and not only to stay 
at home oneself but to induce one’s friends and neighbours 
to do the same. Before restrictions governing the movements 
of people to and from foot-and-mouth disease infected premises 
became as stringent as they are to-day, it was noted that 
outbreaks occurred on farms whose owners were related or 
close friends. A relation came to commiserate, or a neighbour 
out of curiosity—and the disease was carried back on boots 
or clothes. The same thing has also been noted time and 
again with swine fever. But the embargo might be carried 
s^l further, and it would be as well that canvassers, hawkers, 
and others should be rigidly excluded during such a time 
from farms free from disease as well as from infeeted premises, 
if it is possible to do so. It is weU known how the casual 
caller walks through the farm-yard to the service door of the 
farm, or, as often as not, wanders through the ^ppons 
looking for somebody, and in these days of road speed, may 
be on other premises repeating the process within a quarter 
of an hour. The human carrier is an important factor in the 
dissemination of disease. There are occasions when an un¬ 
scrupulous owner deliberately sends diseased stock to a 
public market, and detection by veterinary officials is difficult, 
if not at times actually impossible, when the aminalH are not 
obviously ill, though infected and therefore infective. 

An actual experience with which the writer was concerned 
may serve to illustrate the point. At a large auction mart, 
where a considerable number of fat pigs were exposed for 
sale, a man was standing at the entrance to the ring warning 
all incomers not to walk through the ring because So-and-so 
had swine fever pigs in the market. Apparently all sellers, 
buyers, and those who visited the sale to see the conditions 
of trade, were fully aware that diseased animals were passing 
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through the ring, and this was not because the pigs appesured 
to be ill—^they did not, they had been carefully picked by 
the owner for the deliberate purpose of deception. Needless 
to say, stock-owners of this objectionable type are not common, 
but this action does show the care that is necessary to be 
taken when attending sales. Indeed, it is a wise procedure 
to change the boots immediately on returning from any 
market. 

When an epizootic is in the district some effort should also 
be made to prevent farm dogs and oats from straying. The 
destruction of rats should be carried out by every available 
means, as there can be no doubt that they carry infection 
mechanically. The presence of large numbers of rats on a 
farm is generally indicative of slovenly husbandry. 

It is now a common custom of pig breeders to keep a mat 
soaked in disinfectant (or a shallow tray holding the fluid) 
at each entrance to a piggery, the idea being that if a visitor 
carries infection on his boots some degree of disinfection 
must take place before the building is entered. The practice 
is quite sound, though probably not a hundred per cent, 
efficient. 

Apart from the necessary and common-sense precautions 
that owners of live-stock should take against the spread of 
epizootics, one feels confident that in many instances they 
could do much to improve the health of their animals and to 
control disease by improving the hygienic conditions of 
buildings, steadings, &c. Naturally, conditions vary, and 
while many farms are run with a high degree of hygienic 
efficiency there are too many at the other extreme. Probably 
the most serious defect in animal husbandry on many farms 
is the lack of effort to supply decently clean dri nkin g water 
for horses, cattle, and other live-stock. In some cases the 
supply is limited to a pond—of sorts—^in close proximity to 
the steadings, and which is so arranged that cattle and horses 
wade into it for drinking, but unhappily their actions while 
standing in the water are not restricted to drinking. Indeed, 
one has seen many ponds that are not much better than 
cesspools. Johne’s disease, that very serious cattle scourge 
south of the Border, is not—^as yet—^nearly so widespread in 
Scotland, but it is to be noted that the most certain manner 
in which to spread the disease, once it appears on a farm, is 
by allowing the cattle to foul the drinking water with their 
fsBces. One is inclined to think that these filthy ponds are 
more common in England than in Scotland, and it has been 
suggested that Scotland’s comparative freedom from Johne’s 
disease is due to the better animal husbandry practised by 
the Scottish farmer. While there may be some truth in this, 
the. writer has seen water ponds just as foul in Scotland as 
those in England. It is not a difficult matter so to fence a 
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pond and construct a drinking-hole that, while all may drink, 
no stock can foul the water. But many farmers seem to think 
that any dirty water wiU do for animals to drink, as may be 
seen by the condition of the water troughs in many courts. 
A stream that is a common water supply for several farms is 
a real danger, for it has been shown beyond doubt that 
tuberculous sputum may bo carried from a higher to a lower 
farm, and so infect cattle. Indeed, one may say that it is 
practically impossible to maintain a tuberde-free herd under 
such conditions. 

The introduction of automatic water-bowls into byres, 
cattle courts and piggeries, not only is a means of supplying ^ 
the animals with clean water, but gives a sufficiency to many * 
that otherwise would have to go short. While experiments 
have been conducted to test if the introduction 'of these 
bowls increased the milk yield, with somewhat doubtful 
results, it should be recognised that the tests were not carried 
out in the type of byre likely to yield spectacular results. 
But farmers and veterinarians know that automatic water- 
bowls have reduced the incidence of stomach disorders and 
have definitely raised the health level of cattle. Carrying 
water in pails twice or thrice daily to stalled cows is a laborious 
business, and one knows how frequently it is badly done. 
Some time ago a herd of stalled dairy cows was stricken with 
some unusual form of illness shortly after a new compomd 
food had been introduced. An investigator who was sent 
by the firm supplying the food by lucky chance, intuition, or 
possibly former experience, sent for pails of water, when, 
much to the astonishment of the farmer and to the dismay 
of the herdsman who had recently watered the poor brutes, 
each animal drank pail after pail of water—^memory fails 
me as to the exact number. The cows were, in fact—^unknown 
to the herdsman who gave the beasts what he thought was 
necessary—suffering from an acute water shortage. The new 
food contained the amount of salt the manufacturer thought 
was desirable, while the owner added what he thought was 
necessary. The morals attached to this story are obvious. 

If the solo purpose of introducing automatic water-bowls was 
to increase milk yield, then their benefit would be problematic^. 
Indeed, the policy of increasing yields from the unfortimate 
cow can scarcely be without danger, for there must surely 
be a limit of endurance beyond which it might be considered 
unwise to pursue the effort. Unhappily for the cow, abnormal 
milk yields are inherited. One can but view with alarm the 
present policy of breeding for unlimited yields of milk; such 
a policy must eventually be disastrous for the breed. 

The general construction and condition of farm buildings 
have a close relationship with the maintenanoe of health or 
the dissemination of disease. In this connection one of the 
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great difflonlties stock-owners and veterinarians have to 
contend with is the fact that local farming conditions have 
in many oases changed completely, with the result that build¬ 
ings have had to be adapted, and everybody knows that 
makeshifts are seldom satisfactory. Seldom—one is almost 
tempted to say never—can a suitable place be found in which 
to isolate a sick animal, with the consequence that it either 
has to be left in the cowshed or stable, or else has to be put 
into some shed or other building quite unsuitable for the 
purpose. The same difficulty applies in regard to the intro¬ 
duction of new stock to a farm, so that, instead of being able 
to take the wise precaution of isolating a new purchase until 
time has shown it to be free from an infectious malady, it 
has to be placed in the midst of other animals, there possibly 
to spread disease. Adequate isolation quarters, entirely 
separate from other animals’ houses, should be regarded as 
indispensable constructional units on all stock-carrying farms. 
The difficulty, of course, is the cost of construction, which 
in many oases appears to be insurmountable. But the problem 
of building satisfactory isolation quarters, particularly for 
cattle, has never been seriously considered, and if satisfactory 
progress is to be made in the elimination of tuberculosis and 
abortion it must receive greater attention than has been given 
to it heretofore. As most attractive prizes are offered for the 
design of arable farming implements, one would suggest 
that it is of equal if not of greater importance to give encourage¬ 
ment for the design of housing units which could be constructed 
at a low cost, and that would really fulfil the purpose for which 
they are intended. The requirements are insulation against 
extremes of temperature, efficient ventilation without draughts, 
adequate lighting and drainage, impervious non-shppery 
floors insulated by hollow tiles from the underlying groimd, 
and, what is of-great importance and apparently so difficult 
to get, the possibility of cleansing and efficiently disinfecting 
the building—^not by an expert but by the labour usually 
available on a farm. It is believed that units capable of 
fulfiUing aU these requirements could be constructed at a 
reasonable cost from concrete, corrugated iron, and timber. 
The bad housing conditions that are probably most inimical 
to the health of stock are overcrowing, damp cold floors, 
and lack of ventilation, or badly designed ventilating systems 
which are productive of draughts, such as hinged roof-lights 
placed between eaves and ridges which, when open, let in 
blasts of cold air that are dkected downwards on to the 
animals, and badly fitting doors lotting in cold draughts at 
the sides and bottom. M these undoubtedly have a detri¬ 
mental effect on animals, and particularly is this the case 
when owing to inefficient ventilation the atmosphere is humid 
and oppressive. 
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It is a peculiar fact that when reconstructing buildings, 
and even when erecting new and expensive sheds, so very 
few people give thought to that fundamental necessity in 
hygienic building construction, the ease with which a building 
may be cleaned and disinfected. While the floor and walls 
are usually rendered more or less impervious to moisture, 
and are possibly capable of being cleaned and disinfected with 
the expenditure of a great deal of labour, cleansing and dis¬ 
infection could be done with greater ease and much more 
efficiently if every comer and angle were filled in with cement 
and rounded out. This simple addition makes all the difference 
between dirty piggeries, calf-houses, and byres, and those 
that are kept clean and which can be disinfected without 
difficulty should the need arise. Only those who have had the 
experience of keeping animals in buildings finished off in this 
method can fully appreciate its merits. 

Few people will deny that the prevalent system of having 
large numWs of cows packed close together in a restricted 
space is unsound. It may be remembered that there was a 
time when soldiers—for the sake of economy—^were made to 
sleep two in a bed, but it was eventually discovered that this 
was the cause of a very high death-rate from tuberculosis. 
Then it was realised that it would probably be more profitable 
to allot one man one bed, and the result was a rapid decline 
in the phthisis rate. Theoretically, the best method of keeping 
cows during the winter is to give a box to each animal, in order 
that she can be not only separated from her neighbour but 
that she may also have that freedom of movement which is 
usually associated with health maintenance. Tins is, however, 
for obvious reasons, impracticable, and the animals must, 
one supposes, remain closely packed in rows. The principal 
objection to this concentration is, of course, removed if all 
the animals are free from contagious diseases, but if they 
are not, then imdoubtedly, so far as the prevention of disease 
is concerned, the maintenance of smaller units may bo expected 
to reduce the risk of contagion spreading throughout the whole 
herd. The reconstruction of cowsheds, which has been carried 
out to such an extent during recent years, has had for its 
primary object the production of ‘ clean milk,’ that is milk 
having low bacterial content, and to this end great attention 
has been paid to the elimination of dust, to preventing the 
cows from fouling their quarters and udders with their excreta, 
and, the health of the cows being kept in mind, attention 
is also paid to the lighting and ventilation of the sheds. 
Nevertheless, in spite of the care with which Local Authorities 
have drawn up their by-laws, one cannot conceive of a method 
more favourable for the spread of disease {e.g., tuberculosis, 
abortion, and mastitis) than that of keeping a large number 
of cows tightly packed in rows in one building. Sputum 
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oontaining tubercle bacilli is coughed on the facing 'wall or 
into the feeding passage, and, after drying, the organisms 
are carried into the air. The open dung and urine channel 
running the length of the b;^e behind the cows is also a 
potential source of danger, particularly if the channel is shallo-w, 
and there is a tendency for the urine to be dammed up by 
dung and straw. The late Mr Lloyd, who for many years 
was chief Veterinary OfiScer for Sheffield, long ago recom¬ 
mended that a separate channel should be provided for the 
urine in order that it could be carried away as quickly as 
possible; this, however, became impopular, and for a long 
period the single channel was generally adopted. During 
the last few years, however, there has been a reversion to 
the double channel type, but instead of lea'ving the urine 
gutter open it is covered by short lengths of grating so designed 
that the holes ■wiU not readily become choked. The gutter 
is given a good fall.^ As a possible safeguard against the 
spread of disease this method of channel construction is 
certainly to be recommended, pro'vided that the drain is 
frequently flushed with water, the dirty water being carried 
through a by-pass to the drain instead of to the urine tank. 
Space does not permit of reference being made to the other 
constructional details of a cowshed that have a direct bearing 
on the health of the cows, but one would recommend that 
frequent use be made of the hose and brush on the wall facing 
the cows as well as on the dimg channel, standings and floor. 

For the disinfection of cowsheds, calf-house, piggeries, &c., 
there is probably nothing equal to chloride of lime, liberally 
sprinkled on to the floor and especially into dirt-holding 
comers, left overnight and washed away; aU parts of the 
building -with which it has been in contact ■will then be found 
clean. Unfortunately it cannot be used in buildings while 
animals are actually housed therein, owing to tbe irritable 
effects on the limgs of the chlorine which is given off. There 
are, however, suitable trade preparations which in proper 
dilution may be sprayed where necessary. 

The real foundation of the fanner’s part in the prevention 
of animal diseases Lies in breeding healthy stock and then 
keeping the young animals under such conditions of housing 
and so nourished that they will grow into strong healthy 
animals. And yet, in marked contrast to the housing arrange¬ 
ments found on many farms where successful breeding is 
extensively carried on, the young animals that are expected 
later on to constitute the herd are sometimes kept under 
deplorable conditions. In certain districts and on some par¬ 
ticular farms there seems to be an idea that any dark, damp, 
and dismal den is good enough for calves, whereas the tmth

is that in this critical period of their lives as much, if not 
more, attention should be paid to their housing than is 
lavished on the milch cows. All young animals are susceptible 
to cold and damp, and should therefore be provided 'with 
hy^enio comfortable quarters; and, as is well known, they 
thrive better if kept in small units than when many are 
crowded together. It is surely irrational to expect to maintain 
heidthy adult animals if in early life they are kept under 
conditions that are unfavourable for their welfare. 

But, notwithstanding the fact that his premises may be all 
that can be desired, the farmer who has to purchase young 
calves in a market may still be unable to rear them success* 
fully. The traffic in young calves and their transport and 
marketing in general are far from being satisfactory, and 
doubtless the prevalent conditions are in some' measure 
contributory factors to the high incidence of losses from 
‘ white scour ’ and aUied diseases. That the farmers engaged 
in cattle rearing in Scotland are fully alive to the seriousness 
of the losses which so often occur, and that they are anxious 
for guidance and help in their endeavour to prevent them, 
is shown by the fact that through the agency of the Farmers’ 
Union of Scotland they recently approached the veterinary 
profession for the purpose of initiating some scheme of research 
into this group of diseases and of formulating some plans for 
their prevention. One may anticipate that the conference 
■will result, eventually, in a reduction of the losses in calfhood 
which are now so serious. Apart from suggestions concerning 
possible improvements in the actual conditions of transport 
and marketing of young calves, an important matter is now 
being considered by the Ffational Veterinary Association, as 
a result of the conference—^viz., the possibility of action 
being taken to prohibit the exposure for sale in markets of 
calves in which the navel has not healed, unless the calves are 
to bo sold for slaughter. There can be no doubt that the 
enforcement of such a provision would reduce the incidence 
of disease and thus be of great benefit to purchasers of calves. 
But assmning such a restriction could, as one hopes it may, 
become operative it would not be immediately, and in the 
meantime the prospective purchaser should endeavour to 
protect himself by buying only those calves whose navels 
are closed and apparently normal. 

Careful thougM by those directly interested might also be 
given to the present custom of sending young calves, that in 
many cases are not oven twenty-four hours old, to a market 
for sale. These unfortimate animals, besides being subjected 
to the cold and draught of the market for some hours, fre¬ 
quently have to go without nourishment for a period that is 
considerably longer. On reaching their destination, cold and 
hungry, they are sometimes given a big drink of milk, which 
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is the worst treatment they conld get. In the first place 
milk, that is normal milk, is not intended as food for the new* 
bom animal, and even though the day-old calf can doubtless 
digest and assimilate it, it is not in a fit condition to do so 
when it is exhausted. The result is that the milk forms into 
a hard clot and derangement of digestion is started and 
often terminates fatally. A wiser treatment of the calf, 
after having made sure that it is dry and comfortable, is 
to give it a moderate drink of milk diluted with water and 
brought exactly to blood temperature; then some hours 
later another drink with the quantity of milk sUghtly increased. 
While plenty of fluid is essential for the wellbeing of the 
young calf, rich milk that is non-colostral in character is 
definitely contra-indicated. The prevailing custom of selling 
calves a day or two old and thus depriving them of their 
mothers’ colostrum is an unfortunate one. Colostrum is 
intended to form a link between uterine nourishment and 
post-natal nourishment by milk; it is something more than 
abnormal milk. Not oidy is its protein content different 
from that of normal milk and its ash twice as rich, but it 
gives an abundant supply of vitamin ‘ A ’ which is so necessary 
for the young. It is also probable that, whereas any colostrum 
would be better than none for the new-born calf, the colostrum 
of its own mother may have a special value. It does, therefore, 
seem a pity that calves should be exposed for sale, unless for 
slaughter purposes, when they are loss than a week old, and 
one feels confident that farmers could do much to prevent 
calfhood diseases if they would discourage the practice. It is, 
of course, true that many farmers who have surplus calves 
to dispose of do not offer them for sale immediately after birth 
but take a good deal of care in their feeding and management. 
Thus, a friend of the writer, who maintains a herd of tuberde- 
free cows, sells Ms calves to smaU-holders, but not until they 
are at least a week old. Failure on the part of the pur¬ 
chasers to rear these calves successfully has been exceptionally 
rare, as the young animals have been given a fair start in 
life. 

It is of interest to note that, wMle in tMs country we 
recognise the importance of supplying nursing and expectant 
mothers with milk to drink, in parts of the East the colostrum 
of cows and buffaloes has for long been regarded as of special 
vMue for pregnant women. 

WMle it would be out of place to refer to the medical 
treatment of the different troubles of calves in tMs article, 
one may indicate that probably a considerable amoimt of the 
< scour ’ in calves is nutritional and due to the irrational 
method of pail feeding—^with its long fasts and heavy feeds— 
that is so common. All young animalB naturally feed little 
and often, and no animal, whether young or adult, can remain 
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in health if it is given a large feed immediately after an enforced 
abstinence. 

If calves are to be fed by the pail and at the owner’s con¬ 
venience, then the process should be carried as near to the 
natural habits as possible. It is well known that when babies 
suffer from gastric and intestinal derangement the nurse 
stops all food, and, instead of milk, the infant is given boiled 
water, cooled to blood heat, at frequent intervals for twenty- 
four or forty-eight hours. Exactly the same treatment is 
indicated for calves, the water being gradually replaced by the 
addition of milk to the water; and E. J. Sheehy of University 
College, Dublin, has drawn attention to the success which 
he found to follow this line of treatment.^ 

One of the major difidculties often encountered on farms, 
when an effort is being made to control a contagious disease, 
is the lack of knowledge possessed by the farm hands con¬ 
cerning the methods by which contagion is spread. Indeed, 
the owners of stock themselves are often not very weU informed. 
As a result the weeks, and, in some cases, months, of planned 
work and resultant progress may be wasted by a thoughtless 
action. Such disheartening occurrences have been frequently 
noted when efforts were being made to control abortion and 
tuberculosis. It somehow seems to be difficult to get the stock 
hands to realise that rigid adherence to the instructions given 
is essential. But probably the real weakness is to be found 
in the lack of knowledge possessed by the farm worker. This 
does not, of course, apply to the College-trained agriculturist, 
but to the farm hands who have not had the opportimity of 
such training. It is hard to say how this difficulty may be 
overcome, but the training of the country boy and girl before 
leaving school in elementary facts of animal hygiene would 
probably be the most beneficial in the long run. Indeed, 
one could visualise a coxirse of instruction not only helpful 
but of great interest to the young mind, and that without 
arousing a morbid interest in disease. Furthermore, such 
instruction would educate youth to appreciate in some degree 
the splendid heritage of the Scottish stock-owning farmer, 
to realise something of the State’s helpful interest, and thus 
make him not only more ready to take an active part in the 
elimination of unnecessary disease but to look upon the saying, 
“ Where there’s stock there’s brock,” as being dangerous as 
well as futile. 

As the intended purpose of this article is rather to indicate 
what the farmer himself might do to prevent animal diseases 
than to give a lengthy account of the more professional aspects, 
reference in detail to the many forms of illness afflicting live¬ 
stock has been avoided. But in view of the importance to 
Scottish agriculture of healthy herds of cattle, of both dairy

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and the beef breeds, aDd in the certainty that the present 
inoidenoe of bovine disease conld be reduced, three con¬ 
tagious diseases—abortion, mastitis, and tuberculosis—^have 
been selected for a more detailed consideration, in the hope 
that the suggestions made may be of some assistance to stock¬ 
breeders in general. 


Contagious Bovine Abortion. 

There is, unfortunately, little need to refer to the enormous 
losses caused by bovine abortion, for there can be but few 
cattle breeders who have not had experience of the disease. 

Abortion holds pride of place, if such it can be called, as 
the most serious disease affecting cattle, and it is of some 
interest to note that in 1928 the Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, n.S.A., stated that the loss from abortion in that 
country amounted to $50,000,000 a year, and, whereas in 
1918 the losses from this disease and from tuberculosis were 
about equal, in 1928 the losses from tuberculosis had been 
halved and those from abortion doubled. 

Any measures taken to prevent the onset or spread 
of a disease are obviously founded on knowledge as to 
the means by which infection is carried from one animal 
to another. With this knowledge an effort can be made to 
block the channels of infection. Thus, in the case of bovine 
abortion, the organism responsible for the disease. Brucella 
abortus, is taken into the body of a healthy animal chiefly 
by ingestion, and most of the infection comes primarily from 
the aborted foetus, the placental membranes and the dis¬ 
charge from the infected uterus, but it is important to note 
that the infection may be present in the placenta and dis¬ 
charges of an infected animal that does not abort. Faeces 
and urine are also sources of infection, and much attention 
is at present being paid to the excretion of the organism in 
milk, with its potential possibUities of causing Undulant Fever 
in man. But milk as a possible source of infection to bovines 
is of much less importance than the other sources mentioned. 
Under suitable conditions the organism may retain its vitality 
for long periods; thus in some experiments in U.S.A. in some 
infected placental membranes which were left in a wood, but 
covered by leaves and protected from flies, the organism was 
alive after 136 days. 

The fate of the organism in manure sumps and liquid manure 
tanks is not known, and the wisdom of distributing such 
material on pastures intended for grazing is, therefore, open 
to question. On the other hand, the heat generated in the 
depths of a manure heap may be depended upon to kill the 
organism.

THE FABMEB’S PAST IN THE 


It may be assmaed that discharge of infection from the 
uterus ceases after the third week from calving. Bulls carry 
infection and may convey it in their semen to cows and they 
may also void the oi^anisms in their urine and faeces. They 
may also carry the infection from one animal to another 
after coitus. 

The most dangerous period is during parturition of infected 
animals and for approximately three weeks after, whether the 
animal aborts or delivers a full-time calf. 

As to the means which a farmer can adopt to prevent the 
entrance of the disease into his herd, or to control it once it 
has entered, the first consideration naturally is to prevent 
its entrance. This, admittedly, may be very difficult owing 
to the fact that there is an uncontrolled eviction of infected 
cows from herds on to the open market. A farmer anxious 
to get rid of his infected animals can, and sometimes does, 
send them to his neighbour without disclosing the fact that 
they are infected. 

It is true there is an Abortion Order which prohibits the 
exposure in markets, &o., of cows which, to the owner’s 
knowledge, have calved prematurely within the previous two 
months. It also prohibits the sale of such animals, unless 
the owner states the fact in writing, but it is to be noted 
that the Order does not prohibit the sale of all infected 
animals—only those known to have aborted within the previous 
two months. A cow known to have aborted within the stated 
period must not be sent to a bull for service unless the fact 
of abortion is stated in writing. Herd-owners are fully alive 
to the extent to which this Order is obeyed and recognise 
that they themselves must take measures for their own 
protection. In the first instance, as there is a reliable means 
for detecting infected animals, the agglutination test, all 
new purchases should be tested and kept in isolation until 
that is done. One hopes that the day will come when there 
will be official registers in Scotland of herds definitely known 
to be free from abortion as well as tuberculosis. Such registers 
would be of immense benefit to stock-owners. 

The isolation should be rigid—and that cannot be unless 
both the farmer and his helpers fxilly realise what isolation 
means. Of course, as soon as the agglutination test has shown 
the new purchase to be abortion-free it may be placed among 
the herd. Bulls on the farm should not be loaned for use on 
infected herds, it being realised that the disinfection of the 
genitals of an adult bull is not an attractive undertaking, nor 
one Ukely to be very successful. 

Unfortunately, notwithstanding aU rigid precautions being 
undertaken to exclude infection, the ffisease may make iii 
appearance, and the first indication of its presence may be the 
abortion, one after another, of the apparently healthy cows. 
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Snoh outbreaks have ooourred in herds where seemingly idl 
possible precautions had been taken to exclude the disease, 
but the fact that such care may seem on occasion to have been 
wasted ^ort should not discourage others in their attempts 
to keep their herds clean. 

When the disease is present in a herd, a definite step can, 
however, be taken to get it under control by segregating the 
infected animals, though not much progress is likely to be 
made when the disease is at its height, or, as it is often ex¬ 
pressed, an ‘ abortion-storm ’ is raging; it is later, when 
apparently the organism becomes less virulent, that success 
is Ukely to follow an attempt to separate reacting from non¬ 
reacting animals and to check the spread of infection. Indeed, 
much of the success occasionally attributed to the use of 
‘ vaccines ’ is really due to the fact that the disease is naturtdly 
becoming quiescent. 

When, in 1932, the BruceUa abortus Committee of the 
Agricultural Eesearch Council and the Scottish Committee 
on Contagious Bovine Abortion came into being, their activities 
were—and still are—directed mainly in two directions; first, 
to test out, under ordinary farming conditions, but with the 
keeping of careful records and under direct supervision, the 
extent to which the adoption of segregation methods on 
infected farms could be depended upon to control the disease. 
The second line of attack is the attempt to produce a relidble 
and safe dead culture vaccine. From the evidence which has 
been so far collected by these two Committees, one may state 
that segregation methods may be expected to be successful 
and that they are certainly worth trying under reasonably 
suitable conditions. Whether these conditions exist should, 
in the first instance, be determined by a conference between 
the farmer and his veterinary surgeon. For instance, it would 
be a waste of time, and merely be a source of annoyance, 
were the farmer to adopt the scheme—^with the trouble it 
entails—^half-heartedly. Similarly, it would be foredoomed 
to failure if the farm hands lacked enthusiasm in the projected 
undertaking or did not fully understand what would be re¬ 
quired of them. The details and responsibilities would need 
to be carefully explained by the veterinary surgeon, who, 
from his knowledge of the essential requirements, would be 
able to say if the conditions were such as to warrant the 
undertaking. 

It is common knowledge that the vaccination of cattle with 
a living culture of the disease has many objectionable features. 
It perpetuates the disease in the herd and may be the 
means of spreading it, and as it is now known that Undulant 
Fever may be caused by the consumption of milk infected 
with Bruedla abortus^ the use of a live vaccine is certainly 
contra-indicated. 
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At present a herd-owner has no means of knowing where 
he can buy abortion-free cattle, but during recent years there 
has been an increasing tendency for vendors to advertise their 
cattle as having passed the agglutination test, and, on the 
otW hand, for purchases to be made subject to the test being 
successful. This is a clear indication of the trend of thought, 
and shows that, in Scotland at any rate, definite action is 
being taken by the farmers themselves to combat the disease. 
Their desire to take an active part iu the battle against abortion 
is also clearly shown by the response given to the appeal of 
the Scottish Committee on Contagious Bovine Abo^on for 
funds to strengthen the work imdertaken on their behalf 
by the Animal Diseases Besearch Association, where an 
attempt is being made to produce a satisfactory dead vaccine. 
The ISghland and Agricultural Society of Scotland' made a 
grant of £1000, conditional upon the Committee being able 
to raise a second £1000 ; when approached, the Scottish Milk 
Marketing Board contributed £600, and some, though not aU, 
of the remaining £400 has been donated from Breed and 
Agricultural Societies. It may, therefore, be said that the 
Scottish farmer is doing his part in this particular campaign. 
Probably the most hopeful sign of progress is the fact, already 
referred to, of the increasing demand for non-reacting stock ; 
this, in itself, will stimulate efforts to establish free herds. 


Mastitis. 

The term mastitis properly includes all bacterial infections 
of the udder. The dairyman, however, usually only recognises 
the existence of the disease in a herd by the obvious presence 
of an abnormal udder. To this he appUes the name of ‘ garget ’ 
or ‘ weed,’ and he may talk of types as ‘ bard ’ and ‘ soft ’ 
weeds—descriptions which have no clinical or bacteriological 
significance. For the proper control of this much-dreaded 
trouble, it is essential for those who own or work among cows 
to realise that mastitis frequently exists in a byre in a latent 
form, which cannot be detected by a mere inspection or 
handling of an udder. It is possible, however, to detect these 
cases when proper steps are taken to do so. 

The bacteriologist can determine the type of infection by a 
study of the micro-organisms present, but it would serve no 
useful purpose to enumerate these here. 

It is well known that mastitis causes enormous losses, but 
the extent to which it is present in herds is probably not fully 
realised. Minett, Stableforth, and Edwards, worMng in the 
Besearch Department of the Eoyal Veterinary College, London, 
examined milk samples from 1600 cows belonging to thirty 
herds, and of these, 660 cows (40 per cent) were found to show 
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definite infection in at least one quarter of the udder. It is 
important to note that the infection was usually of a latent 
nature. From his own investigations and other evidence 
Minett considers that the general incidence of mastitis is not 
less than 30 per cent among dairy cows. The full significance 
of this can only be realised when it is understood that a latent 
case may, at any time, become active and be the cause of a 
devastating spread of the disease throughout the herd. It is 
failure to detect these cases, or unwise amateur handling of 
early obvious infections, that are the cause—all too frequently 
—of big financial losses. 

While the disease may remain in a latent or dormant con¬ 
dition for a considerable time, there are certain well recognised 
factors which favour it becoming active. Stagnation of the 
milk in the udder, such as is produced by that pernicious and 
cruel practice of ‘ over-stocking ^ or ^ hefting ’ prior to sale, 
injury to the udder from bad milking, from calves^ teeth, 
and from horns, &c., cold wet floors and badly fitting doors, 
which lot in a cold draught on to the udders of recumbent 
cows, are a few of the more common pre-disposing causes. 
The real cause of the disease is, of course, the entrance of 
bacteria into the udder by way of the teat, which in the case 
of housed cattle is usually effected by the hands of milkers, 
and in the case of cattle at grass by flies. The filthy practice 
of miUdng the fore milk on to the standing, or into the hands 
to see if the milk appears to be normal, is often responsible 
for the spread of the disease throughout a herd. In one herd 
there was consistent freedom from serious disease for a number 
of years, but, unfortunately for the owners, they introduced 
a new farm manager who had acquired that little knowledge 
which may be so very dangerous. He introduced milking 
machines which he looked after himself; but alas, he also 
removed (in part) putrid cleansings and doctored suppurating 
feet—and so on. He cut down the veterinary accounts 
and felt a proud man until, unhappily, his milk was rejected. 
An inspection of the herd then revealed a pitiful condition 
of affairs—^practically every animal being clinically affected 
with mastitis. The manager’s cleverness cost the owners not 
less than £3000. 

What can the farmer do to prevent mastitis ? From what 
has been said, obviously the latent case must be detected 
and removed to isolation quarters. Systematic periodical 
veterinary examination of the cows should be looked upon as 
an insurance against the risk of spread of the disease. But if the 
latent case is to be detected sufficiently early, something more 
is required than a mere manual examination of the udders. 

As is now well known, the reaction of milk to an ‘ indicator ’ 
changes in the early stages of mastitis—the secretion becoming 
aJkalhie. Advantage is therefore taken of this fact to test 
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the milk, not the first squirts, on ash-free filter paper which 
has been impregnated with an indicator, brom-cresol-purple, 
normal milk giving a greenish yellow or dove-grey colour to 
the milk-moistened paper and mastitis milk causing the 
paper to turn blue. 

A recent improvement in the method of applying the test 
has been devised by the British Drug Houses, whereby the 
fore milk of each quarter is milked through a circular gauze 
disc which is impregnated with the indicator, the four discs, 
one for each quarter, being held in the lid of a metal container. 
Thus, the reaction of the milk of each quarter is noted, any 
clotting is detected on the gauze, and the milk is held in the 
cup for safe disposal. 

While the routine adoption of this simple procedqre before 
each milking may be expected to be of decided assistance 
in the detection of abnormal udders, for the really satisfactory 
control of the disease a bacteriological examination of the 
milk of every cow in the herd should be carried out at regular 
intervals. Monthly tests of this nature, made by a bacteriologist 
in collaboration with the owner’s veterinary practitioner, 
would give the herd-owner a degree of security obtained by 
no other method. But here, as with other bovine diseases, 
is the difficulty of knowing what to do with the diseased 
animal. To isolate her, if isolation be possible, is the right 
and proper thing to do. But on how many farms can adequate 
isolation quarters be found f The only alternative, short of 
keeping her in the herd, is disposal in the open market. A 
good-looking cow with an apparently healthy udder will 
tempt a purchaser, and so, after having left her warm quarters 
in the byre, she is carried in a draughty lorry to stand in a still 
more draughty mart; eventually she reaches her new home 
where change of feeding and management, superimposed on 
the exposure associated with her sale, provide the conditions 
which fire the disease into activity, with possibly disastrous 
effects in the herd. 

Some day, perhaps, the stock-owners in Scotland, and also 
those in a position to help them, will realise the utter folly 
of attempting to control animal disease by the policy of turning 
it out of one farm through a mart into another farm.^ 


TUBERCnjLOSIS. 

Bovine tuberculosis is a disease which could be eliminated 
from Scotland. How soon this will be achieved depends 
entirely upon the Scottish farmer. A veterinary official,

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who is highly informed regarding the incidenoe of the disease 
and the means to combat it, recently said to the writer, 

I wonder if we shall ever see the day when none but tubercle- 
free cows will be offered for sale in the markets.’’ The answer 
to this is in the hands of the farmer—^it depends upon the part 
he will take in the prevention of the disease. 

This disease is often spoken of as ^ The Tuberculosis Problem.’ 
If by ^ problem ’ is meant any difficulty in its elimination, 
then there can scarcely be said to be a problem, because 
for many years we have had a reasonably accurate diagnostic 
agent capable of detecting the disease in its early stages, and 
highly trained veterinarians who are not merely willing but 
very anxious to start and carry through to its conclusion a 
campaign of eradication. Admittedly the expense of complete 
eradication would be great, and the cost of elimination has 
always been held out as a bar to making a start in the work. 
But, in view of the truly colossal sums spent on artificial 
aids to agriculture during recent years, it seems difficult to 
visualise any real reason for the obvious hesitancy on the part 
of the State to spend considerably less, for example, than 
has been expended on the sugar beet industry, to obtain a 
real and permanent benefit for agriculture. For, whatever 
may be said about other forms of assistance now given to the 
agriculturist, it could not be said of State aid in the elimination 
of tuberculosis that it would be making a ‘ Eoad to Nowhere.’ ^ 

It is impossible to discuss the merits of tuberculosis elimina¬ 
tion without referring, and that in some detail, to the milk 
problem. It may be supposed that everybody, at least 
everybody associated either with the industry of agriculture 
or with the nutritional aspect of Public Health, is fuUy aware 
of the evils associated with this disease. And yet it is difficult 
to think so in view of the fact that the nation has needlessly 
tolerated its existence for so long. Apart altogether from the 
ghastly suffering of young children who contract the disease 
from the consumption of filthy milk, the disease is the cause 
of an enormous annual financial loss, comprising the expense 
covering the medical and surgical treatment of children, 
the maintenance of sanatoria out of public funds, the loss 
from disease and illness of cattle, pigs, and poiiltry, and 
compensation paid by the State for seized cattle, the big 
meat condemnations, and the cost of professional inspection 
of cattle and general administration connected therewith. 

Against the tale of human suffering and financial wastage, 
one may set the benefits which one can clearly claim woffid 
result from the elimination of the disease. In the first place, 
tuberculosis of infants and young children, derived from 
infected milk, would naturally ceasO; and this in itself would

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result in a very considerable financial saving to the State. 
Condemnations of meat—a very big item in the annual bill 
of costs—and butchers’ insurances against loss from the 
disease would terminate. Tuberculosis of pigs, and probably 
to a considerable extent also of fowls, would likewise go, and, 
of course, the cost of administration of disease Orders would 
be reduced. The immediate benefit to the farmer would be 
cessation of loss from the disease, but there is also the fact, 
repeatedly stressed by farmers who have already freed their 
herds, that there is less general sickness in a tubercle-free 
herd than in one in which the infection exists. Mr J. W. 
Taylor, M.E.C.V.8., Cathkin, in a recent address to a branch 
of the Farmers’ Union of Scotland on the eradication of 
tuberculosis, concluded his remarks by saying that his ex¬ 
perience was that a man who owned tnbercle-free stock 
‘‘ had found a new Ufe, and his enthusiasm led to greater 
prosperity.” ^ But it is not only by a saving from actual 
loss that the farmer would benefit; the cash value of his herd 
would bo materially increased and there would be a greater 
demand for his stock. 

One fact should not be lost sight of—^if England and Wales 
together wore to start an eradication campaign pari passu 
with Scotland, Scotland would have her stock cleared first 
and would thus have a ready market for her cattle. Indeed, 
it is recognised that the popularity of Ayrshire cattle in the 
South is principally because it is possible to obtain them 
free from tuberculosis, rather than that they are Ayrsliires. 
As a business proposition the decision of so many Ayrshire 
breeders to free their herds from the disease was a thoroughly 
sound one. 

Bovine tuberculosis has thus to be considered from two 
points of view, public health and animal health, and hitherto 
such State action as has been taken against the disease has 
been directed rather against the massive infection of the 
milk supply than against the disease in cattle. 

It has been the view of the writer for many years that the 
prosperity of a large proportion of Scottish farmers is dependent 
upon two factors, reduction in the amount of disease (with 
complete eradication of tuberculosis) and an increase in the 
consumption of milk by the public. There can be no reason 
to hope that the second will be achieved before the first. 
It has often been suggested that an advertising campaign— 
on the ‘ drink more milk ’ principle—would do even something 
more than reduce the present milk surplus, and as an example 
of what can be done by advertising, the large present-day 
sales of fruit are noted. But one thing seems to have been 
overlooked—the success of that campaign was due to the 
remarkably high quality of the fruit offered to the public,

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and to the measures taken by the vendors themselves and the 
pnblio health officials to see that no bad fruit became available 
to the consumer. The public has absolute confidence in the 
fruit supply, and rightly so. It has not got confidence in the 
milk supply, and it is doubtful if it will have unless bovine 
tuberculosis is eradicated. There are three features essential 
for the success of a campaign to induce people to drink more 
milk: (i) the milk must be definitely free from organisms 
pathogenic to man, (ii) it must be reasonably clean—i.e., it 
must not contain an excessive number of non-pathogenic 
bacteria, and (iii) it must be sold at a price attractive to all 
classes of the public. In regard to (iii) the price will automati¬ 
cally fall as losses on wastage due to disease of milch cows and 
their calves is reduced ; No. (ii) has already in a large measure 
been achieved; the producer has now been so educated that 
he can, by adopting reasonable care, market clean milk. 
But No. (i) is much more difficult to acffieve, the reason being 
that it concerns two groups of people, the farmer and veter¬ 
inarian on the one hand, and the medical sanitarian on the 
other. Diseases spread by milk have two origins, bovine and 
human. The only bovine disease of importance to milk 
consumers is tuberculosis, and this will be eradicated when 
the producers and the State wish it to be. There is unfor¬ 
tunately a rather formidable list of diseases of human origin 
which are mechanically carried by milk, owing to some of 
those who are engaged in the industry—either as producers 
or distributors—^being aficcted with disease, in many cases 
unconsciously acting as carriers. But beyond the responsibility 
of the producer to see, so far as he is able, that his workers 
are healthy, the responsibility of protecting the milk from 
contamination by human diseases belongs to the medical 
sanitarian. The farmer’s part is perfectly plain and straight¬ 
forward, and if, owing to failure of the meffical sanitary officials 
to keep tubercle-free milk free from other disease organisms, 
the milk has to be pasteurised or sterilised, that is not the 
farmer’s fault but his misfortune. It is doubtful if com¬ 
pulsory pasteurisation were adopted, as many desire, that 
the consumption of milk would be appreciably increased. 

It is true that a considerable number of cattle breeders and 
milk producers in Scotland have already freed their herds of 
the disease, and have done so on their own initiative and at 
their own expense. But the response of the public to pro¬ 
ducers of tubercle-free milk has been somewhat discouraging, 
and this has probably been due chiefly to the fact that the 
consumer has not been properly advised concerning the great 
value of high-grade disease-free milk. Consequently the 
production of Grade A (T.T.) milk and Certified milk, while 
it has actually exceeded the demand, has not been carried out 
to the extent desirable. 
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Beference has been made to tbe fact that such actions as 
have been taten in connection with bovine tuberculosis have 
been public health measures rather than efforts to control 
the disease. Por example, the Tuberculosis Order of 192d, 
which gives power to local authorities to slaughter cattle in 
certain specified stages of the disease and to recompense the 
owner, merely aims at removing the most dangerous oases. 
The Order has been strongly criticised, and is considered by 
many to be a waste of public funds, in that it is not capable of 
doing anything towards stamping out the disease or pre¬ 
venting it from spreading. The Order has, however, been of 
great benefit, and it has been the means by which many 
imdesirable heavily infected and dangerous cows have been 
slaughtered. That it has had a great educational val;ae cannot 
be questioned. 

The passing of the Milk and Dairies (Amendment) Act of 
1922, which gives power to license herds as ‘ Certified ’ and 
‘ Grade A (T.T.) ’ under the Milk (Special Designations) 
Order, gave a definite incentive to herd-owners to free their 
herds of tuberculosis as they would bo able to offer clean 
tubercle-free milk to the public under, as it were, an official 
guarantee. But it should be understood that this again is a 
public health measure, the object being to provide good milk, 
not to establish tubercle-free herds. The veterinary pro¬ 
fession has on many occasions forwarded requests to Govern¬ 
ment departments asking for definite action to be taken with 
a view to the eradication of the disease, and some years ago 
the Scottish Branch of the National Veterinary Medical 
Association proposed a scheme for the eradication of the 
disease by ‘ areas.’ A scheme for the registration of herds 
of beef cattle as well as dairy cattle free from disease was 
also drawn up. But unfortunately, while both schemes were 
thoroughly sound and practical, neither was adopted. The 
Milk Act of 1934 has at last given power for definite action 
to be taken, and under Section 9 of the Act the “ Tuberculosis 
(Attested Herds) Scheme (Scotland) ” has come into being. 
This scheme, with which, it is presumed, all herd-owners in 
Scotland will now be familiar, is the initial step in controlling 
the disease, and while perhaps it might be unwise to attempt 
to read the minds of the officials who have been responsible 
for its conception, one may surmise that it is merely a fore¬ 
runner to a more ambitious undertaking. Since it is a vol¬ 
untary scheme it may be looked upon as a ‘ feeler ’—to ascer¬ 
tain the views of the Scottish owners of dairy herds; if a 
good response is obtained the next logical and, indeed, 
inevitable step will be compulsory clearing in sections and 
areas. To those who really desire to have Scotland freed 
from tuberculosis the present scheme gives hope that it will, 
eventually, be accomplished. The farmers’ part in tiie 
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prevention of this eradicable disease is therefore olear: they 
should give the Department of Agriculture the full weight of 
their support in this, the first State endeavour to control 
the disease. 

While the conditions for attestation for registration under 
the Scheme are strict, stock-owners will be the first to realise 
that any single weakness in the scheme would negative the 
value of the whole. 

Not the least of the benefits to be derived by becoming the 
owner of an Attested Herd is registration by the Department 
of Agriculture for Scotland. The maintenance of this register 
under the conditions laid down will give confidence to intending 
purchasers of tubercle-free cattle. 

Co-incident with the launching of the Attested Herd Scheme 
in February 1935 came the decision, under Sec. 11 of the Milk 
Act of 1934, to supply Grade A (T.T.) milk to school children to 
the extent to which it is available. A more happy combination 
of departmental actions could scarcely be conceived, as taken 
together they are bound to do much in the initial step to 
eradicate tuberculosis. The decision to supply tubercle-free 
milk to the children, not only is an encouragement to the 
farmer, but is a recognition of the fact that Certified and 
Grade A (T.T.) grades of milk in Scotland are what they claim 
to be. 
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SOME EXPERIENCES IN MECHANISED 
CORN GROWING.

In these times, when violent changes in economic conditions 
appear to be more the rule than the exception, the agricultural 
industry, suspicious and incredulous though it is supposed to 
be, is inclined to treat new departures from ‘ accepted practice ’ 
with more respect. At least the critics are more circumsjiect 
than in those often regretted days when ‘ up horn, down corn ’ 
had an element of truth in it. The farming commimity is, 
with some reason, slow to adopt new methods. Individually 
it is composed of small units, too frequently under-capitalised 
and seldom completely solvent. In any form of production 
the reorganisation, the rationalisation—call it what you will— 
cannot be accomplished without the writing off of derelict 
capital and a new share issue. But slowly change does 
permeate the industry, steam comes and ^sappears, the 
internal combustion engine tractor fights for recognition and 
wins, artificial fertilisers, regarded with suspicion for a long 
time, now supplement and assist the dungheap almost 
universally, and the most recent arrival, the combine harvester, 
is already establishing a small place for itself. 

But the combine, and with it the whole system of the 
complete mechanisation of the corn crop, is still a com¬ 
paratively new idea in this country. Mechanisation must 
inevitably mean, to a certain extent, specialisation, but how 
far, when applied to com growing, it must mean stockless 
arable farming for continuous wheat depends upon the size 
and adaptability of the particular farm, upon prices and upon 
the attitude of the individual farmer. Provided the combine 
harvester has a suitable area of grain with which to deal, it 
matters little what system of farming is adopted on the 
non-corn land—bare fallows, fallow crops, or short leys. 

When, in 1932, 8t John’s College, Oxford, took into hand 
some 348 acres of arable land and started to farm it with the 
assistance of the University Department of Agriculture, there 
Was much shaking of heads on the part of the local critics. 
Landlords have not infrequently made poor farmers, and agri¬ 
cultural scientists seldom have the opportunity—or we dare 
say, desire—to practise what they teach. Local feeling ran 
even higher when two tractors appeared and nothing else. 
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The farm was immediately christened ‘ the experimental 
farm/ and so it was, and still is, in so far as each farmer 
makes an annual experiment with his balance-sheet. The 
previous tenant, impoverished by years of adverse prices, was 
incapable of carrying on, and the landlords, rather than sink 
new capital in the re-equipment of the farm in the shape of 
new bidldings for stock, new fences, water supplies and so 
forth, to attract a somewhat hypothetical new tenant, decided 
to farm the arable land themselves and to re-let the grassland. 
So the old x)ermanent turf was carved out of the farm and the 
existing tenant relieved of his liability of the arable land. 
A year later, in 1933, a similar situation arose with regard to 
another neighbouring tenant on the estate, and so the farm 
grew from 345 to 485 acres. 

Lying in the Thames Valley, at Long Wittenham in Berk¬ 
shire, most of the land is technically river gravel, giving rise 
to a lightish gravelly loam just a few feet above the river 
flood-level. In places springs occur and the soil is wet; else¬ 
where it is so thin that it bums easily in dry years. In the 
main, however, the land is of fair quality, typically ‘ sheep 
and barley * soil, scarcely strong enough for really heavy 
wheat crops, but with the merit of being workable throughout 
the greater part of the year. At one end of the farm lies 
about 120 acres of stiff soil on the gault clay, land which both 
the previous tenants had foimd extremely difficult to work, 
it being too heavy for sheep and too far away from the home¬ 
steads to dimg regularly. The whole farm is flat, making it 
difficult to drain off surplus water in times of heavy rain and 
almost impossible to drain at all when the river back-floods 
into the open ditches. For two years almost all the spare 
time between autumn and spring sowing and between the 
fallow cultivations in the summer has been occupied in ditch 
cleaning. Ditches unattended for several years have been 
cleaned out, exhibiting drains long since inoperative. 

Some of the land scheduled as arable had been laid down 
by the previous tenants to indifferent grass, but inadequate 
water supplies for stock and the light sofls made this unprofit¬ 
able. In all about 140 acres of turf had to be ploughed out on 
the two farms. The enclosures were, in general, large. 
Farm roads and deep transverse ditches cut the farm into 
separate pieces varying from 8 to 145 acres, but only a few 
areas have to be farmed as separate fields of less than 20 
acres. The land when taken over lay in 58 separate pieces, 
and it has taken three seasons to get it into conveniently 
large blocks for mechanisation. Tim has, needless to say, 
involved some very unsightly cross-cropping, a wasteful two 
years* fallow here and there, an equally uneconomic third or 
even fourth white straw crop in succession, but such mal¬ 
practice was an inevitable preliminary, attended with less 
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disastrous results than might have been anticipated. It gave, 
however, the ‘ over the hedge ’ critics much food for gossip. 

It was decided from the beginning to farm the land on a 
system of mechanised corn growing; in fact, apart from 
completely re-equipping the farm as an arable dairy farm, 
there appeared no alternative. The buildings, inconveniently 
placed, were all more or less derelict thatch and timber bams 
and yards, the grief of a tenant and a liability of a landlord. 
The principle adopted, which has been in the main adhered to, 
was to grow, on the lighter soils, wheat followed by one or 
two crops of barley, and then a fallow; and, on the heavier 
soils, two crops of wheat and a fallow, relying entirely on the 
fallow years for weed control and on artificial fertilisers for 
the maintenance of soil fertility. Continuous corn growing, 
long ago championed and proved by Prout and his "followers, 
still appears problematical to many, and two seasons’ experi¬ 
ence can show little, especially when, it may be claimed, the 
reserves of sheep and broken-up leys are still being made use 
of by the growing crops. Judgment must be reserved upon this 
point. There is no axe to grind, and if the soil appears in the 
future to lack humus, then green manuring or even a one-year 
ley will be introduced without seriously interfering with 
general policy. 

Such was the problem and such the general principles 
adopted to meet it. Two full seasons’ work and the third 
harvest rapidly approaching has been a most valuable time 
for gathering experience. Mistakes have been made, but not 
of sufficient import to call for any very big alterations in the 
policy pursued. Two years’ records and detailed cost ac¬ 
counts show it to be, so far, sound and profitable. Against 
the farm has been charged a rack rent and interest on the 
capital involved in new permanent buildings, together with 
the maximum depreciation on deadstock allowed by the 
Inland Eevenue. 

The work of the farm divides itself into four main periods : 
autumn and spring sowing, summer fallow cultivation, and the 
harvest. There are problems in using the regular staff econo¬ 
mically in ‘ off ’ seasons, but the maintenance of the machinery 
in efficient working order, together with the trimming and 
scouring of nearly miles of ditches and two miles of hedge 
trimming, leave surprisingly little spare time. 

Autumn sowing is the most rushed period; the last two 
seasons have seen just about 300 acres of winter wheat planted. 
It is important, particularly on the heavier land, to get the 
wheat in during the month of October, and, although a fallow 
entry of about 160 acres materially assists, the whole of the 
land intended for wheat usually has to be ploughed again after 
harvest either out of fallow or out of stubble. Sowing is done 
by means of a combined seed and fertiliser 20-ooulter drill, 
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with which it is possible to do up to 26 acres per day. In 
fact in 1933 301 acres were sown between 6th October and 
13th November, and in 1934 293 acres between 2nd October 
and 26th October. The seed harrows are attached to the drill 
itself, but frequently a second harrowing has to be given to 
ensure an efficient cover to the seed. As far as possible no 
cultivation is given before sowing, the drill running straight 
over the furrow. The manure used, applied with the seed, is 
a concentrated compound fertiliser, I.C.I. No. 7, and it has 
proved a most suitable dressing for local conditions. The 
quantity applied varies with the fertility of the land. Usually 
none is applied after a fallow, and up to 2 cwt. per acre on land 
bearing its second or third crop. The use of modem concen¬ 
trated and ready mixed fertilisers, which appear expensive 
at first sight, is an imdoubted economy. To use a farm-made 
mixture of similar fertilising capacity would involve the 
application of about 3| cwt. per acre for every cwt. of the 
oompoimd, and with it the loss of much time in its handling 
and an increased consumption of tractor fuel. How far the 
combined drill is advantageous is as yet uncertain. Certain, 
however, it is that the American-made drill now in use is too 
lightly constructed for English winter conditions. A 20- 
coulter drill on two wheels, carrying bushels of seed and 
2 cwt. of manure to the acre, is too heavily laden and there is 
no doubt a loss of valuable sowing time by the constant 
replenishing of it in the field. Two alternative solutions 
seem to present themselves—either to have two smaller 
articulated drills or to apply seed and fertiliser separately. 
Theoretically, the placing of the fertiliser in direct proximity 
to the seed should be an economy, but, in practice, it has been 
found that, with closely drilled (5 inches) com, there appears to 
be no additional benefit. The last two seasons have had very 
mild autumn conditions, but, in years of indifferent weather, 
there is no doubt that the time saved in manure handling at 
planting would be amply repaid. The wheats grown are 
white wheats, which have proved the highest yiolders locally, 
and there is a good sale for biscuit flour in the district. For 
the combined harvester there is a real need for a shorter 
strawed wheat than most of our better English varieties, 
but it seems that this need has, in all probability, been al¬ 
ready met by the plant breeders. 

The completion of autumn sowing marks the usual time for 
the tractor overhauls, since they have worked almost con¬ 
tinuously for three months or more through harvest and 
sowing. In 1932, when the farm was only 346 acres, two 
whole-time men were employed with one track tractor 
(International Harvester Co., T. 20) and one wheeled tractor 
(Fordson). In 1933, when the area was increased to 486 
acres, another man was taken on and a second track tractor 
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purchased. At sowing time one additional hand is needed to 
assist in the loading of the drill, and at harvest three extra 
hwids are required to deal with the grain. When the farm was 
first planned^it was thought it might be wise, with so much 
valuable machinery, to employ a whole-time mechanic, but 
wisdom prevailed and only regular agricultural labourers were 
employed, on the principle that it is easier to train a farm hand 
to look after a tractor than to train a mechanic to look after 
wheat. There have been no regrets. After preliminary 
instruction from a qualified mechanic, the staff are now 
perfectly capable of doing all normal tractor and engine 
maintenance, which includes not only the routine care of the 
tractors, but also decarbonising, valve-grinding, clutch over¬ 
hauls and the running of the combine harvester, ^he pride, 
care, and interest which each man takes in his tractor contri¬ 
butes very materially to the elBBiciency of the farm. Every 
morning half an hour’s ‘ stable time ’ is always given for a 
thorough greasing of tractors and the implements with which 
they are at work, and once a week the engine sump oil is 
changed. The one expense never questioned is lubricating oil. 

Spring planting is confined to barley. Oats were grown in 
the first year following a newly turned ley on the heavier 
soil, but, although no difllculty was found in harvesting, and 
even though there was a small margin of profit left, the 
present prices of oats are not sufllciently attractive. Also, in 
the first year, a small area of spring wheat was grown owing 
to the failure to get the whole wheat acreage planted in the 
autumn, but spring wheat, always a' somewhat unreliable 
crop, is an ungainly one to combine, with its long weak straw. 
A rigid-tined cultivator, a pitch-pole drag harrow—this is an 
excellent tool—a disc cultivator, and a triple (27 feet) Cam¬ 
bridge press completes the equipment of the farm apart from 
the ploughs, which are discussed below. With these imple¬ 
ments there is little difficulty in securing a good and, if 
necessary, a clean barley tilth. The last two seasons’ barley 
crops have both gone to the maltsters, though the excep¬ 
tionally dry summers have resulted in disappointing yields. 
The barley is manured, as the wheat, with a complete 
fertiliser, and is also top-dressed at sowing time with sulphate 
of ammonia. The wheat, too, gets an additional dressing of 
nitro-chalk, where and when needed, though this is usually 
applied later on, at the end of April or even early in May, 
with surprisingly good results. The straw, always a problem 
to the combine harvester, is not encouraged so much by this 
late application, though there is a risk that the absence of 
May rain may reduce the effect of the dressing. Spring 
rolling and harrowing of the winter com is a combined opera¬ 
tion, the harrows being attached direct to the press, with which 
combination it is possible to cover about 60 acres in the day. 
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Ploughing for summer fallows follows immediately on the 
spring sowing, and here comes a very difficult proWem, for 
the good fallow year for the light land is a bad one for the 
heavier soil, and vice versa. It is hard to clean light land of 
its host of annual weeds if there is no rain to germinate them 
until they germinate with the planted wheat in the fall, and 
it is not easy to get an effective kill of couch grass and 
bent on the heavy soils without a really baking summer to 
kill it in the clod. It may be in part prejudice, and in part 
the exi)erienco of two exceptionally dry years, but the fallow¬ 
ing of the light land seems to be more costly and less efficient 
than the fallows on the clay. It was the clay which had put 
the previous tenants out of business, but, in spite of the easy 
working nature of the gravel, it is the clay which now is 
clean, and yielded, after fallow, quarters to the acre last 
summer, as against the lower yielding burning gravels. 
Annual weeds, particularly charlock, may be so difficult to 
control that the barley crop becomes severely menaced. An 
efficient method of dealing with this, by spraying with 
sulphuric acid, is now, however, available, and given an 
accessible water supply it is quite possible to control the weed. 
In the spring of 1933 about 20 acres were very successfully 
treated in this way. 

The ploughing team consists of the two track tractors, two 
4-furrow mould-board ploughs, and the Fordson with a 
2-furrow plough ; the latter is used for setting out and 
finishing, thus leaving the two larger units free for straight 
ploughing. A 4-furrow plough is a cumbersome implement 
with which to finish off a land, a job much better done by a 
smaller plough. Mould-board ploughs were decided on at 
the outset, and a year’s experience led to the purchase of 
another similar plough when the farm was enlarged in 1933. 
It is well known that in America and in the Colonies disc 
ploughs have largely replaced the mould-board type, but, 
where land has to be kept in ridge and furrow and where heavy 
soil must be autumn ploughed, there still seems much to be 
said for the English pattern. Once again, it may be prejudice 
to some extent, but on two occasions disc ploughs have been 
tried out on the farm, and both times they failed. Once in 
wet autumn conditions, when the discs refused to scour and 
could not be worked, the mould-board plough continued to 
work well; and once again, on a hard-baked autumn stubble, 
too hard for the farm plough to tackle, a disc plough was tried 
with even less success. It is impossible to dogmatise ; one 
swears by discs, another swears at them. There certainly is 
some difficulty in turning in the straw left by the combine 
after harvest with a mould-board plough, but whether this 
would be done more adequately by a disc plough is still, it 
must seem, open to question. 
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The problem of deaJmg "with the straw—^the combine leaves 
aU straw and chaff on the field—^is one which is stiU not 
solved. By means of attaching a ‘ spreader ’ to the combine, 
it is possible to scatter the straw evenly over the pound, but, 
even so, if a long stubble has been left (and this is inevitable in 
dealing quickly with a long-strawed crop) it is impossible to 
bury the straw properly. In addition to this, a bulk of um- 
rotted straw under the furrow makes the land lie hollow for 
the new seed. The present local price for straw is insufidcient 
to cover the cost of collection and baling, although a certain 
amount is saved for a new pig unit which has recently been 
added to the farm. The policy now adopted is to bum aU 
the unwanted straw on the land intended for immediate 
planting, but to leave the straw on the land which is to be 
fallowed the following year. Burning reduces, to a limited 
extent, the weed popifiation and certainly appears to improve 
the land, for it is possible to see in the next year’s crop where 
the fire has missed a part of the field. The whole problem 
is now being investigated on several farms by Imperial 
Chemical Industries’ Eesearch Staff, some of their plots being 
laid out on the College farm, but the exceptionally dry season 
last year somewhat vitiated their results. Apart from the 
mechanical disadvantages of ploughing in unrotted straw, it 
is also well known that the biological effect of so doing is to 
deplete the soil temporarily of its nitrogen reserves. In order 
to overcome this, experiments are being made with autumn 
applications of a nitrogenous fertiliser to assist in the decom¬ 
position of the straw in the soil. But the mechanical diffi¬ 
culties already referred to are of almost greater importance, 
and burning seems almost inevitable. 

Harvest, which has been unusually early during the two 
past seasons, is an operation requiring the most careful plan¬ 
ning and attention to detail, since the time available is so 
limited. At first it was difficult to judge exactly when to 
start—difficult not to start too soon before the grain was fully 
ripe for fear that losses would result from the grain shedding. 
It is often recommended by others experienced in combine 
harvesting that the planting should be well spaced out so that 
all the crops do not become ripe together, but schemes of mice 
and men ‘ gang aft agley,’ and the most carefully spaced out 
planting may ripen at a rush, particularly in dry hot years. 
Besides, it is hard to stay the drill in i)erfect October weather, 
for fear the whole field may rii)en next year within a day of 
the previous week’s planting. Eoughly, the com is fit for 
combining just after it is binder ripe but before it is beginning 
to shed. Barley can be cut dead ripe, in fact any time before 
the ears begin to snap off. The last two seasons have been so 
hot and d^ that practically the whole crop ripened at the 
same time, but even so, there was very little loss from shed- 
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ding and it was possible to complete the harvest in a very 
short space of time. In 1933 the 260 acres harvested took 
23 working days, and in 1934 340 acres took only 24 working 
days, in all 3| weeks, to complete. 

The harvesting equipment consists of a 6-foot power-take¬ 
off binder, an International Harvester Co., No. 8, 10-foot-cut 
combine, a grain trailer and additional lorry in reserve, a 
drying and winnowing plant, and a hay sweep for straw 
coUection, 

The binder, held in reserve in case the combine cannot 
effectively deal with the whole of the area, is also used to cut 
roads round the outsides. So far it has been used exclusively 
for the latter purpose ; the combine has dealt with a harvest 
of 340 acres, which gave an average yield of exactly 8 sacks 
to the acre, but in more normal seasons it is doubtful if it 
could cope with much more than 250-270 acres. The sheaves 
left by the binder are collected at the end of harvest, carted 
home and threshed out on the combine platform, using it as 
a stationary threshing mill. The combine, drawn by one of 
the track tractors, is driven by a separate engine and is there¬ 
fore quite independent of the speed of the tractor or of the 
grip of its own land wheels. Wet or soft ground presents a 
less serious problem to it than to its prototype, the horse-drawn 
binder. The length of stubble which can be left is controlled 
by the man on the combine platform ; it can be varied from 
an inch or two for short-strawed barley to a foot or more for 
a long-strawed heavy wheat crop. Only two men are required 
in the field, one on the tractor and one on the combine itself. 
The grain, given a preliminary though inadequate cleaning, 
is dropped straight into a tank, from which it is collected by 
the Fordson pulling behind it a trailer. The emptying of the 
combine grain tenk into the trailer can be accomplished 
without stopping the combine in the field. 

A third man brings back the com to the d^ing plant. 
Here the com is dried by means of hot air, receives its final 
winnowing and dressing, and is bagged up for despatch. 
Two more men look after this plant and thus complete the 
harvest gang, a minimum of five men. But time is valuable, 
and the harvesting process must be continuous, therefore one 
or two extra hsmds are needed to relieve each man in turn, so 
that the combine can be kept running, except for minor 
adjustments and lubrication, from the time the dew is off 
the standing crop tiU the time it falls again. The drying of 
the com, not always necessary in very hot seasons, makes it 
possible to bring the moisture content of the grain from 
an^hing up to 20-22 per cent down to 16-16 per cent, at 
which it is millable. In wet years it is impossible to get the 
grain dry enough in the ear until it is so ripe that it wfil shed 
before it is actually cut. In England the corn dryer is an 
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integral part of the combine harvester outfit. 'So damage 
is done to the grain for milling, and, if the temperature of the 
hot air bo kept below 130® F., it seems there is no injury to 
the germination. The 1934 barley crop had to be dried, 
owing to the presence of numerous green grains which could 
not 1^ winnowed out until shrivelled, but, in spite of this, the 
barley has now become beer. 

The output of the combine and dryer must vary greatly 
according to the smoothness with which the whole ensemble 
works. So attempts have been made to establish records, 
but for three consecutive days last harvest over 190 sacks of 
wheat were cut, threshed, dried, dressed, and despatched each 
day. A poor thin crop or a very heavy one will both slow up 
the performance, the one because the distance travelled per 
sack is great, the other because a heavy crop, even to a well- 
designed combine, is inclined to be indigestible. A laid crop, 
too, is slower work, but much more easily dealt with by the 
combine than by a binder; only the heads are then cut off, 
there is no arduous fagging nor the lifting of the crop with 
poles. 

And so ends the year. At Long Wittenham, in 1934, it was 
with a harvest home, where eight sat down together after a 
harvest of under four weeks—the corn all threshed and sold 
and a loaf of bread on the table made from the wheat which 
was standing in the field not three weeks before. 

But what about wet weather, sunless years, and many 
other questions ? These questions remain to be answered. 
Later harvests will mean delayed planting and poorer crops 
the following year ; wetter weather will mean more fuel and 
time taken for drying the corn. But, in such years, seed corn 
fetches a relatively higher autumn price than it has done 
during the last two seasons, and the combine producer will 
have his produce ready threshed instead of standing in the 
rickyard. Sunless summers will come again, but th(3 corn in 
the stook gets wetter than it does whilst still uncut, and but 
a few hours of sun or wind will dry it sufficiently for tho 
combine to work. 

Already new developments are taking place. To the farm 
has been added a modem Scandinavian type pig unit of 40 
sows to produce between 400 and 460 bacon hogs a year— 
a one-man imit, but still in its infancy and only three months 
in full production. An outlet for the dung, too valuable to 
be used for the wheat crop, is being found in 6 acres of 
Brussels Sprouts and Savoys. These crops make their heaviest 
labour demands at a time when there is the least demand for 
labour from the other departments of the farm, and, grown 
cheaply and sold standing, should prove profitable. Perhaps 
there will be further scope for market gardening as the pig 
manure increases ; perhaps, too, there may be a future for 
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poultry close-folded over the arable land. The end is not yet 
in sight, and it may still be possible, in the future, to employ 
the same number of men as found a living on the farm ten 
years ago, but with an output so increased that it will be pos¬ 
sible to provide each with an adequate wage and yet provide a 
fair return to the landlords in the form of rent, debenture 
interest, and profit. Meanwhile (and at present prices of wheat, 
barley, paraffin and farm machinery) it is possible to pay 
good wages, a good rent, and to leave an encouraging surplus 
on the balance-sheet. 
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SOIL REACTION AND PLANT GROWTH.

Chalk, marl, shell sand, and burnt lime have all been used 
since early times for the treatment of the soil. The reasons 
why lime in its various forms improved the soil and the crops 
grown on it were not well understood, and various explanations 
of its value have been offered at different times, most of which 
are not tenable in the light of modem knowledge. For 
instance, the great chemist. Sir Humphrey Davy, writing 
more than a century ago, ascribed its value to its action on 
vegetable matter, which it rendered soluble and of use to 
plants as food. He was of opinioi} that plants derived their 
carbonaceous food from the vegetable matter of the soil and 
not, as wo now know, from the carbon dioxide of the air. 
He drew a strong distinction between quicklime on the one 
hand and chalk and other forms of carbonate of lime on the 
other. Quicklime, he thought, by its action in dissolving 
vegetable matter, helped to supply plant food and was of 
special value therefore “in fertilising peats and in bringing 
into a state of cultivation all soils abounding in hard roots, 
or dry fibres, or inert vegetable matter.” “ Chalk and marl, 
or carbonate of lime,” he states, “ will only improve the tex¬ 
ture of the soil, or its relation to absorption ; it acts merely 
as one of its earthy ingredients.” 

As the century advanced, the opinion became prevalent 
that the function of lime in the soil was to sweeten it and to 
prevent sourness. This was, at any rate, much nearer to the 
trath than the opinion held by Davy, and also accords with 
the fact that both quicklime and carbonate of lime are of use 
in the soil. Chalk and other forms of carbonate of lime were 
sometimes called ‘ mild lime,’ in opposition to quicklime, as 
their action was similar but milder. The use of lime, both as 
burnt lime and as shell sand, marl, and other forms of carbon¬ 
ate of lime, was very common dxiring the nineteenth century, 
and largo quantities were used imtfi the last quarter of the 
century, when the practice of liming gradually fell off. Much 
land was reclaimed during the first three-quarters of the 
century, and it was considered essential in reclaiming heath 
and moorland to give a heavy dressing of lime. Where lime 
could be readily obtained, either as carbonate or as burnt 
lime, very lieavy dressings were often given, and there seems 
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little doubt that prejudice agaiust the use of lime was created 
in many cases by the use of excessive dressings of burnt lime 
which, when given to unsuitable soils, caused injury, and in 
many cases did not produce benefits commensurate with the 
cost of the dressing. 

In the latter part of the century the practice of liming fell 
off very seriously, and in Scotland generally was almost 
extinct by the end of the century. There were many causes 
for this, not the least of which was the increasing use of other 
manures which produced an immediate and early recognisable 
effect on the crop, while the eft’ects of hmo are often indirect, 
gradual, and not very obvious. Meantime, our knowledge of 
soils and of the requirements of different crops has been steadily 
increasing, and we are now in a position to give a much more 
scientific explanation of the part played by lime than could 
be given oven so recently as the beginning of the present 
century. 

All plants require a certain amount of calcium, the metal 
which is contained in lime, just as they require nitrogen or 
phosphorus, but this is not the main reason for using lime, 
since the requirement of crops for calcium is small, and if 
there is sufficient lime in the soil for other pinposes there will 
always be sufficient to satisfy the direct requirements of crops. 

Lime is a strong base—that is, a substance which readily 
combmes with acids and neutralises them and removes their 
acidity. It is chiefly on account of this property that lime is 
of use in the soil. This property is common to both burnt or 
caustic lime, and to carbonate of lime or mild lime, but more 
carbonate of lime than caustic lime is required to neutralise a 
given amount of acid. Acidity in the soil is harmful in that, 
when excessive, it checks or prevents the growth of crops, 
promotes the growth of certain weeds, checks or prevents 
certain desirable changes brought about in the soil by micro¬ 
organisms, and promotes the activity of certain of the micro¬ 
organisms which cause crop diseases. Much study has therefore 
been given during the past fifty years to the soil reaction and 
to its effect on the plants which grow on the soil and on the 
micro-organisms which live in it. 

The soil reaction may be either acid, neutral, or alkaline, 
and the degree of acidity or alkalinity which may be present 
varies witlun wide limits in the case of different soils. Till 
comparatively recently the tests made for soil reaction were 
crude. It was common to test for soil acidity or alkalinity 
by the use of litmus paper, which, if it turned red, showed that 
the soil was acid, whereas, if red litmus turned blue it showed 
the soil was alkaline. Such a test could distinguish whether 
a soil was acid, neutral, or alkaline, but could tell very little 
about the degree of acidity or alkalinity. At that time also 
it was a common belief, which will be found refiected in many 
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of the text-books of a generation ago, and even in some 
modem books, that soil ought to be neutral or slightly alkaline, 
and that any acidity, however slight, was bad for cultivated 
crops and prevented nitrification taking place in the soil. 

Fundamental research meantime had greatly added to our 
knowledge of the nature of acidity and accurate methods had 
been devised for measuring the degree of acidity or alkalinity. 
Quite apart from agriculture, measurement of degree of acidity 
or alkaJinity is of fundamental importance in many other 
industries. We are indebted to Dr Sdrensen, the distingoished 
head of the Garlsberg Laboratories in Copenhagen, for a 
scale, which is now in general use, for expressing degree of 
acidity or alkalinity. This scale is based on the fundamental 
nature of acidity and alkalinity and is known as the pH sc^e. 
In it the neutral point is called pH 7. Numbers lower than 7 
express increasing degree of aoi^ty, and those higher than 7 
increasing degree of alkalinity.

Methods of measuring, on the pH scale, the reaction of the 
soil or of other substances, with any required degree of 
accuracy, have also boon devised and gradually improved. 
Certain of those are methods which, by the use of dyes which 
nndergo characteristic colour changes at certain definite 
points in the scale, can be quickly applied to soil samples, 
even m the field, so that it is possible to determine rapidly, 
with a sufficient de^ee of accuracy for practical purposes, the 
reaction of any portion of soil. 

Even in the days before modern methods were devised it 
was recognised that some crops, such as barley, grew well in 
soils which had been well limed, while others, such as 
potatoes and oats, often seemed to bo injured by liming. It 
was also known that a large proportion of Scottish soils were 
add in reaction, and that, in spite of text-book statements, 
such soils were often of high fertility in the case of such crops 
as are usually grown in Scotland. It is now recognised that 
different plants vary considerably in the soil reaction which suits 
them best: in other words, the pH suitable for the optimum 
growth of different plants varies with the kind of plant. 
Plants like rhododendrons and heather, whose natural habitat 
is a sour heath or peat soil, require a pH well on the acid side 
of the scale, while the plants which flourish in the alkali 
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barrens of arid countries require a pH on the alkaline side of 
the scale and would die on an acid soil. 

It must be clearly understood that the pH value gives a 
measure of the intensity of the soil reaction, of the degree of 
acidity or alkalinity, and not a measure of the amoimt of 
acid or alkali present, in much the same way that the ther¬ 
mometer gives a measure of the temperature, or intensity of 
heat or cold, and not of the amoimt of heat present. 

The importance of controlling the soil reaction is now widely 
recognised, and such control has been extensively used in the 
study of problems connected with plant growth. This is 
generally done by the use of lime, either in the form of burnt 
lime or carbonate of lime. The limits of plant growth vary 
from about pH 3-0 up to about pH 9-6. Pew plants, however, 
can be grown successfully above pH 8*6, and most cultivated 
plants are adversely affected by a pH value lower than 6*0. 

Various scales have been proposed for the grouping of soils 
according to their reaction, but no general agreement has yet 
been reached. We may, for purposes of convenience, group 
them according to their pH value as follows :— 

4-0 to 6-0 very acid soils. 

6-0 to 6-0 acid soils. 

6- 0 to 7*0 slightly acid soils. 

7- 0 to 7-6 slightly alkaline soils. 

7-5 to 8-6 alkaline soils. 

It is seldom that soils of greater alkalinity than 8-6 are found 
in this coimtry, but in countries with a different type of 
climate and conditions, soils of considerably greater alkalinity 
occur. Slightly acid or sUghtly alkaline soils—^namely, those 
whoso pH value lies between 6-0 and 7-6, may be referred to as 
circumneutral soils. A great many fertile soils are of this 
character. 

Many experiments have been carried on in recent times to 
determine how different plants are affected by varying the 
pH value of the soil in which they are grown. A largo mass of 
data has been obtained in recent years on the optimum pH 
values for the production of individual crops. Work of this 
kind has been done by O. Arrhenius * in Sweden, B. Christo- 
pherson * in Norway, M. Trenel ® in Germany, C. Olsen * in 
Denmark, W. R. G. Atkins ® in Ireland, and E. T. Wherry * 
in the United States of America. The tables of pH values 
prepared by these workers show considerable differences for 
the same crop grown in different countries and under different 
conditions. These differences have led some workers to doubt 
whether the determination of pH figures has any value in 
connection with plant growth problems. It must be borne 
in mind, however, that other factors than the reaction of the 
soil have an effect upon plant growth. Most experiments

made to determine the optimum reaction for different plants, 
and the limits of pH value within which they will grow 
normally, have been carried out in such a way that the crops 
did not suffer from any lack of ordinary mineral constituents 
such as nitrogen, phosphates, and potash. There are, how¬ 
ever, various other factors which may affect the growth and 
which may therefore modify the results obtained with varying 
pH values. It has been shown by certain workers, for in¬ 
stance, that under certain conditions of acidity and of soil 
constitution, aluminium may be found in soluble form in the 
soil and may act as a plant poison, or as a limiting factor 
so far as growth is concerned. Some writers, indeed, have 
been inclined to attribute the effects of acidity in limiting 
plant growth entirely to its action in rendering 9,luminium 
soluble. 

In field experiments the moisture supply, the aeration and 
the chemical and physical constitution of the soil all have 
their effect upon plant growth and modify the results obtained 
by reaction alone. Not only so, but the pH of the soil varies 
under different conditions of aeration and moisture in the soil 
itself. 

Some writers, such as Pierre ’ in America, have shown that 
the optimum pH value for plant growth varies with different 
soils, and that plants that will grow imder very acid con¬ 
ditions on one soil formation will fail altogether on a different 
soil formation. This, however, only means that there are 
other factors coming into play as well as the pH value, 
whether these factors, such, for instance, as the solution of 
aluminium, are dependent on the pH value or not. 

On the whole the pH values determined as favourable for 
different crops by different observers in different countries 
are in good agreement. While there is a little variation up 
and down in the optimum values observed, this does not 
usually amount to more than ± 0 ’25 on the pH scale, especially 
in the case of those crops which are widely grown and have 
been extensively observed. 

Prom time to time the infiuence of soil reaction upon crops 
has been noted by the authors in connection with field experi¬ 
ments carried out in the north-east of Scotland. More recently 
this work has been extended and studies have been made into 
the causes of certain crop failures, such as those known through¬ 
out this area as ‘ clover failure ’ and ‘ oat sickness.’ The 
general conclusions reached have been that values observed 
elsewhere for plant growth are generally applicable in the 
north of Scotland, but that there are certain differences which 
may be due to the soil and to climatic or other factors different 
from those elsewhere coming into play. 
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Clover Pailube. 

The condition known to farmers throughout the north¬ 
eastern area of Scotland as ‘ clover failure ’ has been reported 
from a considerable number of farms. The symptoms of the 
condition are: in the first year’s grass there is little wild 
white clover and either very little or no red clover; in the 
second year’s grass practically aU the clovers have died out; 
and in the third year’s grass nearly aU the seeded grasses have 
died out as well and their place has been taken mainly by 
Agrostia vulgaris. Many suggestions have been put forward 
as to the causes of this conation. Some of these are that it 
is due to bad seed, or to the smothering of the young clover 
plants by their nurse crop, or that it is due to disease such as 
Eel-worm or a fungus attack. 

A number of cases were investigated. In every case the 
source of the clover seed was ascertained and the seed was 
foimd to bo of good quality. In this way the seed was elimi¬ 
nated as the probable cause of the trouble. If smothering of 
the clover by the nurse crop was the cause of the trouble, one 
would expect that the few clover plants which apj)eared in 
the first year’s grass, and especially the wild wMto clover 
plants, would increase in the second and third years. Since 
these survivors died out almost completely in the second year, 
it is not at all likely that smothering by the nurse crop is the 
sole, or even the main, cause of the trouble. In order to see 
whether disease was the cause of the clovers dying out, a 
number of the surviving plants were examined by Dr Morison, 
Advisory Officer in Entomology, and by Dr Eobertson, 
Lecturer in Agricultural Zoology in the North of Scotland 
College of Agriculture. In aU the cases investigated they found 
that the plants appeared to be free from parasitic diseases, 
both fungoid and animal, and that the general condition of the 
plants pointed to their faUure being due to a physiological cause. 

Soils from five fields on five different farms on which clover 
faUure had taken place were examined. The depth, the 
presence or absence of pan, the drainage conditions, and the 
nature of the subsoil were noted. 

On a field which wo wiU caU ‘ D,’ which was in first year’s 
grass, there were certain patches on which there was a good 
growth of clover, both rod and white, while there were other 
patches on which there was no clover. A sample, D1, was 
taken from the patches on which clover was growing, and is a 
composite sample from these patches. D 2 is another com¬ 
posite sample taken from places where there was clover failure. 
The farmer stated that clover had grown quite weU on the 
whole of this field up to about twelve years ago and had 
graduaUy decreased with each succeeding rotation. 
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A composite sample M was taken from the soil at a number 
of points of a field in third year’s grass where all the clover 
and seeded grasses had died out. The flora consisted of 
Agrostis, daisies, and other weeds, and various mosses. 

A sample H was taken from a field in first year’s grass. 
This also was a composite sample. On this field only occasional 
plants of wild white clover were found. There was no red 
clover. 

A fourth field, C, was in third year’s grass and a composite 
sample of the soil was taken. On this field all clovers and all 
seeded grasses had died out.* The herbage consisted of 
Agrostis, with many daisies and with other weeds and moss. 

From another field, E, also in third year’s grass, two samples 
were taken. The field was situated on a slope, and there was 
a good crop of clover in the upper part of the field, while the 
clover had disappeared from the lower part and Agrostis 
was beginning to displace the seeded grasses. The composite 
samples E1 and E 2 were taken from the upper and lower 
sections of this field respectively. 

The soils of all these fields wore found to vary somewhat 
in depth, but the depth was never less than 9 inches. In 
all cases there was an open sub-soil and good drainage. The 
fields aU gave good crops of oats, potatoes, and turnips, and 
appeared to be of fair fertility for these crops. 

Table I. gives a partial mechanical analysis of these soils, 
andjalso^thc depth of the soUs.

The table shows that the soils varied from light soils, such 
as D, to good working loams such as E. It wiU be seen that 
the lightest soil D and the heaviest soil E are similar in this 
respect, that part of each shows failure of clover and seeded 
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grasses, while part shows good growth. The percentage of 
humus in these soils, as shown by the loss on ignition, is 
moderate in most cases. C is the only case in which it is 
low. 

A partial chemical analysis of the soils is given in Table II.

The available phosphoric acid and potash were determined by 
Bernard Dyer’s citric acid method, the exchangeable calcium 
by extraction with ammonium chloride solution, and the lime 
requirement by the Hutchinson and MacLennan method. 

Pot culture tests were also made with these soils by the 
Mitscherlich Method,® and the results obtained, stated in 
cwts. of phosphoric acid and potash respectively per acre, 
are given in Table III.

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According to Mitschcriich a fertile soil should contain 
1*8 owb. per acre of phosphoric acid, and 1-6 CTvt. of potash 
per acre. It -will be seen that the results show that soils 
H, G, and E1 have sufidcient phosphoric acid, as determined 
in this way, while the other soils, with the exception of D 1, 
are not very deficient measured in this way. The determination 
of phosphoric acid by Dyer’s method shows that none of the 
soils is deficient in available phosphoric add, and that some 
of them, such as C and E1, are very well supplied with this 
constituent. In the case of potash, both Dyer’s method and 
Mitscherlich’s method show that M and H are somewhat 
deficient in this constituent, but Dyer’s method shows that 
none of the other soils is deficient, while the Mitscherlich 
method indicates a slight deficiency in D 1 and D 2 only. It 
is to be noted that D 1, in which some deficiency is indicated 
by the Mitscherlich method in both phosphoric acid and 
potash, is the soil in which clover grew well, while D 2, in 
which less deficiency is indicated in phosphoric acid, is the 
one in which clover failed. 

The figures in Table U. indicate that all the soils in which 
clover failed are low in available Ume. This is shown by the 
high figures for lime requirement. It will be seen that D1 
and E1, on which clover grew well, have a much higher amoimt 
of exchangeable calcium than the others, while, generally 
speaking, their lime requirement is lower. The determination 
of the degree of acidity, pH value, in the soil and sub-soil 
gives the most illuminating figures of all. The two soils on 
which clover did not fail, D1 and E1; have a pH value of 
6'6 and 6-6, while in both places the sub-soil has a pH value 
of 6 -4. In all the other cases the pH value of the soil is under 6, 
except in the case of E 2, where it is 6-0. It would seem then 
that at a pH value of 6-6 or above both red and white clover 
were able to grow, while at values of 6 or below they failed, and 
the sown grasses also failed and gave place to weeds. So far 
as these experiments go, therefore, they indicate that on soils 
of this type the limiting value for good growth of clover is 
about pH 6*6. Observations and field tests have shown that 
clover may grow fairly well on soils with a pH value down to 
about 6-2, but that below this point a rapid falling ofi in 
growth takes place. 

It may be remarked that none of the fields mentioned above 
had been limed during the past twenty years, and since the war 
aU have been manured from time to time with sulphate of 
ammonia. Sulphate of ammonia is a physiologically acid 
manure, the effect of which is to remove the supply of available 
lime in the soil, to lower the pH value of the soil, and to 
increase the lime requirement. The lime reserves of these 
soils have evidently been gradually depleted until they are 
at a very low level. These fields will probably be benefited 
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by liming, and in the case of some of them experiments are 
in progress in which lime has been applied, and observations 
are being made on the crops during the present rotation. 

A number of cases have come to the notice of one of the 
writers where clovers have been found growing on the same soil 
as heather, which is a plant which grows on very acid soils. 
One interesting example was found in the north of England 
where wild white clover and heather were growing side by 
side. The soil formation was boulder clay overlying limestone. 
The shallow surface soil had a depth of only 3 inches, and a 
1 )H value of 4 *6, while the layer of soil immediately below this 
had a pH value of 6*8. It was found that the heather roots 
were almost entirely confined to the top 3 inches of soil, 
which had a low pH value, while the main clover roots passed 
right through this acid layer into the lower layer which is 
not nearly so acid. Root hairs on the main clover roots 
were only to bo found in the zone where the pH value was 
5*8. This observation shows that wild white clover may 
live on soil the surface of which is very acid, provided there 
is a soil layer within reach of the roots which has a reaction 
suitable for the growth of clover. 


Oat Sickness. 

A condition known sometimes as ‘ Oat Sickness,^ and 
sometimes by other names, is foimd throughout the north of 
Scotland. More than one disease appears to be included under 
this term, and the nature of the disease is not clearly and 
scientifically defined. Any trouble which causes oats, after 
they have grown a few inches high, to die off is referred to as 
oat sickness, or by one of the other terms, such as ‘ segget,’ 
which is used in connection with this trouble. It is probable 
that failures due to both insect and fungoid pests, as well as 
failures due to the nature of the soil, are all included under 
the term * oat sickness.’ 

There is a type of oat sickness found in Orkney and Shetland, 
in the Western Highlands, and in the north-eastern counties of 
^otland, of which a number of cases have recently been 
investigated in this area. In these cases the oats grew quite 
satisfactorily to a height of about 3 or 4 inches and then began 
to die off. The tips of the leaves first turn brown, and the 
browning gradually spreads downwards, until finally the plant 
dies. The roots of these plants are very poorly developed and 
resemble those of oats suffering fipom phosphate deficiency. 

It is stated that oat sickness occurs especially in the vicinity 
of fishing villages where large quantities of ‘ fisher dung ’ 
have been applied in the past. The fisher dung consists of 
fish offal, together with cockle and mussel shells. Two cases 
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in the neighbourhood of fishing villages, where failure of the 
oat crop took place, were examined in detail. 

In one field, P, oat sickness was found only in one comer 
of the field, while the rest of the field grew a good crop of 
oats. A composite sample, P1, was taken from the healthy 
part of the field, while another composite sample, P2, was 
taken from the half-acre in which oat sickness occurred. It 
was found that in the oat-sick area the soil contained a very 
large number of decomposing cockle and mussel shells, while 
the rest of the field was almost free from shells. 

The other field, K, contained a clearly defined strip in which 
oat sickness occurred, while the rest of the field gave a good 
oat crop. In this case, also, the area in which oat sickness 
was found contained large numbers of decomposir^g shells, 
while the healthy part of the field was practicf^y free from 
shells. Composite samples of soil, K1 and K2, were taken 
from the healthy part of the field and from oat sick areas 
respectively. 

It was found that on both these fields, P and K, the potato 
crop as well as the oat crop was a practical failure on the 
sick area, while on the unaflected parts of the field good 
crops of potatoes were obtained. The potato crop on the 
sick area amounted to only a little over 1 ton per acre, and 
such potatoes as were obtained were badly scabbed. 

Affected oat plants from both i.elds were examined by Dr 
Morison and Dr Eobertson, who found no appearances of 
parasitic diseases either animal or fungoid. The general 
condition of the plants suggested malnutrition as the probable 
cause of the trouble. 

Both soils were of good depth, nearly 2 feet, with open 
sub-soil and good drainage.

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Table lY. gives the results of the partial mechanical 
analyses of the soils PI, P2, K1, and K2, and shows that 
these soils are loams of good mechanical composition. The 
percentage of humus in them, as indicated by the loss on 
ignition, is good. 

The partial chemical analyses of these soils is given in 
Table V., which gives both the available phosphoric acid and 
potash as determined by the Dyer method and as determined 
by the Mitscherlich Pot Culture method.

The chemical analysis shows that aU four soils are very 
well supplied, both with available phosphoric acid and with 
available potash. The Dyer and the Mitscherlich methods 
agree in this. They also indicate that there is no great dif¬ 
ference in fertility, so far as phosphoric acid and potash are 
concerned, between P1 and K1, on which oats and potatoes 
were grown successfully, and P2 and K2, on which these 
crops failed. M^en, however, we look at the pH values of 
these soils we find that P1 and K1 are both acid soils, while 
P2 and K2 have both an alkaline reaction. So far as the 
evidence goes, therefore, it shows that oat and potato crops 
failed on those soils where the reaction was alkaline, but 
yielded good crops where the reaction was add. 

Some manuring experiments were tried on the parts of these 
fields where oats and potatoes failed. It was found that a 
heavy dressing of sulphate of ammonia caused the oat crop 
to grow, but it produced such soft vigorous growth that the 
crop was badly laid. A heavy dressing of tMs manure also 
caused potatoes to grow vigorously, but tended to produce 
shaws rather than tubers. On the other hand, it was found 
that dressings of nitrate of soda and nitro-chalk had little 
effect on either oats or potatoes. Sulphate of ammonia is a 
physiologically acid manure and tends to prodxice acid 
conditions in the soil. On the other hand, nitrate of soda is a 
physiologically alkaline manure and tends to make the soil 
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more alkaline, as also does nitro-chalk. This adds to the 
evidence that it 'was alkalinity in the soil which caused the 
fadlure of the oat and potato crops and that growth can be 
promoted by using acid manures. 


SuGAB Beet. 

The gro'wth of sugar beet has attracted much attention in 
this country during recent years. It has been found that on 
many soils of the north-east of Scotland it is difficult to got a 
good crop, and that the crop is either a failure or only a very 
partial success. One of the reasons for this appears to be that 
many of our soils are too acid for the successful gro'wth of 
sugar beet. 

A number of years ago one of us, with the late Mr George 
Newlands, investigated the case of certain fields, on parts of 
which sugar beet was a failure, while on other parts a moder¬ 
ate crop -was obtained. The results of some of these investi¬ 
gations were published by the late Mr Newlands.® It was 
found that in those cases where there was complete failure of 
the beet crop, or where only a very poor crop -was obtained, 
the soil had a pH value less than 6-2, while in other cases 
where fair to good crops of sugar beet were obtained it had a 
pH value from 6-2 to 6-1. In certain cases where fields had 
been limed and where a portion of the field had been missed, 
either by accident or design, it was found that a good crop 
was obtained on the limed portion, whore the pH value of the 
soil was between 5-6 and 7, while the crop was more or less 
a failure on the imUmed portions where the pH value was 6 
or below 5. 

In some of the cases in which a fair crop was obtained on 
fields 'with a pH value between 6-2 and 6 there was some 
e'vidence that the crop could have been improved by liming 
so as to raise the pH value to a figure above 6. So far as the 
e'vidonce goes, then, it shows that while sugar beet can be 
gro-wn on soils -with a pH value do-wn to 6-2 and is a failure 
below that figure, for the best gro'wth of beet it is desirable to 
have a soil with a pH value above 5-5. Many soils in the 
north-east of Scotland require to have their pH value raised 
by liming before they 'will give a satisfactory crop of sugar 
beet. 


Tubnips and Swedes. 

Observations have been made by one of us, from time to 
time, upon the effect of soil reaction upon the growth of 
turnips and swedes, and the results have b<<en included in 
papers previously published. 
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At Craibstone, the experimental farm of the N'orth of 
Scotland College of Agriculture, an experiment has been 
carried on for many years upon the effect of liming in keeping 
flnger-and-toe in check upon turnips and swedes. In these 
experiments certain plots have been limed so as to have a pH 
value of about 7 or a little above 7, while others have b^n 
left unlimed and have a pH value of 6 or below 6. On the 
limed plots, which have a nearly neutral reaction, finger-and- 
toe is kept in check by the liming, although there is mass 
infection with the spores of the disease upon the plots, and 
turnips and swedes have been grown upon them every year 
for twenty years. Every year, however, it was noticed that 
the turnips and swedes grew better and more vigorously upon 
the acid imlimed plots during the early part of the season. 
Until about the middle of July, the plants upon the acid 
plots looked bigger and more vigorous than those upon the 
limed plots. After that they are attacked by the disease and 
gradually succumb to it, so that at the end of the season they 
give a smaller and much more diseased crop than the limed 
plots. 

The above evidence indicates that both turnips and swedes, 
and the organism which causes finger-and-toe, are favoured 
by an acid condition of the soil and that therefore this acid 
condition produces two opposite effects upon the crop. Whilo 
it tends to make the crop grow more vigorously, by promoting 
the growth of the disease oi^anism it tends to destroy the 
crop. In the absence of the disease the optimum reaction for 
the growth of turnips and swedes would probably be indicated 
by a pH value of 5’5 or 6, swedes being favoured by rather 
more acid conditions than turnips. 

While swedes and turnips are favoured by an acid reaction, 
when the conditions become very acid they appear to be 
injuriously affected. A case was investigated by one of us 
where roots grew well on certain parts of a field while they 
failed completely on other parts. The raanurial treatment 
was the same in both cases and the drainage was found to be 
in good order on both parts of the field. When the pH values 
wore taken, however, it was found that where good crops 
were obtained they were above 4-8, whilo where the crop 
failed the pH values were from 4-1 to 4-5. 


Summary of the Evidence Obtained. 

The chief crops grown in Scotland are oats, potatoes, 
turnips, and swedes, and mixed herbage of grasses and 
clovers. The evidence obtained, both in this country and 
elsewhere, indicates that the optimum growth of oats, 
potatoes, turnips, and swedes is obtained on a soil with an 
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acid reaction. Generally speaking, the naost favourable pH 
range for these crops seems to run between 5*5 and 6'5. 
Glovers and most grasses also can be grown favourably inside 
this range of reaction. Certain of the poor grasses grow best 
on more acid soils and are therefore favoured by still more 
acid conditions. 

i-. Most of the soils of the north-east of Scotland are acid in 
reaction; their general range of reaction runs from about 
5*5 to 7. Such soils, therefore, have a favourable reaction 
for the principal crops grown in Scotland, but certain crops, 
such as sugar beet and barley, find many of our soils too acid 
for their most favourable growth. In such cases the acidity 
of the soil requires to be reduced by liming before these crops 
can be successfully grown. 

The following table shows the pH range which we have found 
to be suitable for the growth of ordinary crops in the north of 
Scotland. This table summarises the results of many obser¬ 
vations which we have made in addition to the experiments 
recorded above.

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THE CONSERVATION OF GRASS. 

HAY, SILAGE, OK HKIED GKASS. 

By ARTHUR CRICHTON, M.A., B.Sc., The Uuthie Experimental Stock

Before tlio introduction of the turnip, cattle were fortunate to 
survive the winter. The only winter fe<‘ds available, so we read 
in the prize essays of the Highland Society of the b^^gtnning 
of the nineteenth century, were straw, chaff, and mashed 
whins. The conserving of summer-grown crops for winter 
use was practically unknown, unless for the making of a small 
amount of very inferior bog-hay. As late as 1839 it is recorded 
by Patrick Millar (Prize Essays, Vol. XJI, 1839, p. 58) that 
the making of hay was perhaps the worst conducted operation 
in Scottish agriculture. In England, on the other hand, 
the art of hay-making had made big strides by that time, 
and it has always remained an operation of first importance 
in farming practice in that country. In Scotland, howevi^r, 
with its damper climate, hay-making has never received the 
same attention as in England, and tiirnips and oat-straw art} 
still the staple winter home-grown feeds. 

Xot much more than a hundred years ago litth} was known 
of the art of pasture-making, but bad though pastures were 
then compared with those of the present day, (‘uttlo had an 
abundance of food in summer compared with what could be 
provided for them in winter. The cultivation of tiie turnip,’ 
and the introduction of rotation cropping, adjusted the balance 
of food supply. Indeed, for a long time the six-course rotation 
enabled a level head of stock to be maintained throughout 
the year. One-half of the farm provided grazing in summ<‘r and 
the other half turnips and straw in winter. 

In the beginning of the present century, however, pasture- 
making began to receive much more attention. Wild white 
clover was introduced, and pastures began to Ix} looked upon 
as a definite crop in the rotation, instead of simply a means of 
restoring fertility to the land after a iieriod of cropping. The 
manuring of grass was studied more intensively, and plant- 
breeders began to evolve new and more productive strains 
of grasses and clovers. Xow, when all our knowledge is fully 
applied, pastures are capable of carrying many more stock 
than formerly. Indeed, it may be true to say that the science 
of pasture production has advanced ahead of the science 
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of pasture management. The farmer, however, has still 
many problems to solve on how best to manage and stock 
intensively growing grass, and how best to conserve that 
portion of it which is not required for grazing. 

[t is with the problem of conservation that- we are concerned 
in this article. The, number of stock on a farm in summer 
is geni^rally limited to that which can \h^ maintained when 
th(^ grass is likely to be most scarce. But there is, in the 
early part of the summer, a very marked jjeak in grass pro¬ 
duction, which the normal head of stock is quite unable^, to 
deal with. Then the surplus is set aside and conserved for 
winter une by one or other of several methods. During the 
rest of tJie summer ther<>i will, where intensive production is 
going on, be other h^ss pronounced p(*aks of production, 
and the farim^r must hav<‘ some means of dealing with these 
so that- valuable stock food does not go to waste. 

Methods .—The alt(^rnative methods of conservation which 
ar<*. in use or which have been tried out may be considered 
according to the final products, viz. :— 

1. Hay. 

2. Silage. 

Dried Grass. 

The grass crop which at cutting gives the greatest yield, 
whether in actual weight or even in nutrient materials which 
can be utilised by the animal, is not, necessarily the most 
valuable. The protein part of the animal ration is the most 
(‘xpensive. Carbohydrate foods like maize, wheat, barley, &c., 
are generally cheaper than high protein foods such as linseed 
cake, cotton cake, soya bean cake, fish meal, &c. It is con¬ 
sidered, therefore, that the most profitable time to utilise 
grass is when it is.al the point of maximum protein cont(mt— 
ic., when the plant is at its leafiest stage, just before seeds 
begin to form and stems to harden. The weight of dry mattt^r 
will be less at this leafy stage, but the material is likely to Ix^ 
more valuable, and tlH‘ aftermath is lieavier. Indeed, it has 
been shown by Woodman and others at Cambridge that grass 
(*ut at its leafiest stage has a composition which approximates 
to that of linseed (*ake. It would appear, therefore, that this 
point of maximum prot<‘in content is th(‘ optimum for utilisa¬ 
tion. This is well known and it is the guiding principle of 
rotational grazing. But when tlie question of the conservation 
of surplus growth comes to be considered, other factors have 
to be taken into consideration. 

Hay. 

The best known way of converting grass into a form in 
which it can be preserved for winter use is by cutting and 
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drying by wind and sun. The advantages of this inothod are 
obvious." Th(^ sun’s <*nergy costs nothing, expensive imple¬ 
ments ar<^ not always essential, and the material can be 
stored at any e()nv<*nient point for future use. Moreover, 
the season of hay-rnaking tits in v<‘ry av<* 11 with the other 
seasonal operations on the farm—between the singling 
of the root s and tlu‘ harvesting of the grain crop. The optimum 
time for cutting tlu‘ hay is known to be where the damage 
to the plant by m<*(*hanieal handling is least a.nd the yi(‘ld

and nutritive value is greatest—just before the crop has 
reacluMl the ])oint of greati‘st W(‘ight in dry matt(»r, and, there- 
for<s (ionsiderably later than the point* where the protein 
content is liigh<‘St. 

Losses m Ilay-Maling, —n(>Avever carefully this optimum 
point for cutting is Judg<Ml, the losses in nutritive material 
are gn^ater than is geiu‘rally supposcMl. Th<‘se losses are due 
(1) to the fact alr<*ady explain<*d, that the optimum tim<i 
has passed for cutting in so far as tlie nutritive' value of the' 
grass is concerned; (2) to the dire^d losses by handling of 
material, especially of the tender and most valuable part of 
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tho plant—viz., the leaves; (3) to loss of soluble nutritive 
mak^rials by washing by rain and exposure in drying to sun 
and wind ; and (4) to fermentation in the stack. 

Losses due to handling and to exposure occur during the 
process of ‘ making.’ The farmer tries to get his hay ‘ made ’ 
and stacked with as little handling and exposure as possible. 
The mowing machine has been perfecknl so that cutting is 
rapid : tedders, swathe-turnc^rs, and rakes hav(j been produce.d 
to work in co-operation witli the mower, the sweep, and the 
stacker. Ind<»ed, it is diflicult to b<dieve. that the process of 
hay-making can be made much more speedy than it is wh(m 
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all thes(», maehiiKvs are brought into tlu» operation. It may b(\ 
liowever, that tlw^ internuHliate proc<‘ss of tedding and turning 
can be reduced or <^ven disp^msed with. In this respect, an 
impl<»ment w^hicli last y(‘ar was awarded a prize by \]ii\ Highland 
Society, is of special interest—viz., tlie Proctor Tripod systi^m 
of drying. 

Proctor Tripod Hat/-Making Hgstem .—This consists of a 
collapsible steel tripod wliich is set on the ground. The grass, 
after being allowed to wilt on the ground for a short time, 
is built around this tripod in the form of a ‘ hut ’ or ‘ cole.’ 
Triangular-shaped ventilating shafts leading to the hollow 
c(mtre of the ‘ hut ’ are formed by folded pieces of corrugated 
iron placed astride the legs. When the hut is built the pieces 
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of corrugated iron ar<* withdrawn and the vents are left. 
It is (daimed that by this method the hay retains much more 
of its original green colour and that losses are considerably 
reduced. In addition, the grass is built in a convenient form 
for hauling to the stack without further handling. Provided 
that drying can begin at oncts this method would appear to 
have distinct possibilities. 

Drying on frames is not new. Jn Scotland we have triangular 
wooden frames similar in construction but larger in size than

those used in various parts of Germany. In other parts of 
the Continent they are made so that the air passes horizontally 
instead of vertically through the material piled loosely on 
the frames. In Scandinavia wires arti stretched b<‘tween posts 
like an ordinary wire fence and the material hung up to dry. 

A good deal of data is available from Germany and Switzer¬ 
land on the losses from hay made ‘ on the ground ’ and ‘ on 
frames.’ 

The figures in the following tabk- are th(^ averages of the 
results of three years’ work at differiuit exj^uimental centres 
in Switzerland :—

The loss of starch equivalent by drying on th<‘ ground is 
stated to be usually about 40 per cent in the best weather. 
Under unfavourable conditions it was as high as 62 per cent. 
On frames the loss was around 37 per cent under good con¬ 
ditions, but might be as high as 52 per cent. The general 
conclusion reached by these Swiss workers is that the ad¬ 
vantages of frame drying are greatest in bad weather. The 
labour involved in ' frame drying ’ is stat<Ml to be rather less. 
The work refernnl to was carried out with meadow grass. 

Whatever be th<^ advantages of frames in different districts, 
there is no doubt that in Holland and other parts of the 
Continent the wonderful results which are obtained by hay¬ 
feeding are due to the fact that the principles of the work 
dom^ at Cambridge and elsewhere are established in general 
practice. The crop is cut early and carefully made. 

Losses in the Stack .—These excessive losses due to handling 
and to exposure go on more slowly during and after stacking. 
At the Institute of Animal Nutrition at Aas in Norway, it 
was foimd that when the loss in feed units was 14-15 per cent 
up to the point of stacking, there was an additional loss in 
the barn over a xK*riod of 29 weeks of 8-10 jx^r cent. The 
total loss was computed at 20 pe?* cent of the feed units in the 
original grass, and the investigators at Aas state that this was 
considerably less than in most otln^r trials, and due probably 
to a more nidture condition of the grass. 

Combine Hay-Boltr .—It would appear, therefore, that the 
nearer the grass is cut for conservation to the point where the 
yield of nutrients is th<‘ most valuable, the greater is the loss 
by handling and exposure. There is, therefore, much need 
to develop methods which simplify hay-making. In this 
connection the development of the combine hay-baler is 
interesting. This machine is in general use in California 
for baling lucerne-hay, and an interesting description of this 
machine and its working in England is given by Messrs. Cash- 
more and Newman of the Agricultural Engineering Institute, 
Oxford, in the ‘ Empire Journal of Experimental Agriculture,’ 
Vol. I, No. 1. It was found that a considerable amount of 
drying took jdace after baling, and that the hay when opened 
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was generally of good quality and at. least equal in quality to 
hay cut from the stack. This method of storing as a means 
of eliminating part of the handling in ordinary hay-making 
would ai)pcar to deserve further investigation. 

Artificially Drying Hay .—Another method by which some 
of the handling and exposure is dom^ away with is to allow 
the crop, after cutting, to wilt for a short time in the sun 
and tluui to (‘omplete tlu*! ‘ making ’ by artificially drying 
at the place when^ th<i cro]) is to be st acked. In this way the 
sun’s energy is used for driving off part of the moisture, and 
the process is speedily completed over the drying machine. 
This method has been used for some years by Mr (J. Tinker 
of Kilmartin, Inverness-shire. His farm is situat<Hi in a 
district where the rainfall is so high that to obtain good hay 
by ordinary methods is practically impossible. 


JjRiEi) Grass. 

Where drying is wholly carried out by artificial means, the 
process is carried through with the minimum of handling, 
and losses due to this cause arc^ negligibU^. In addition, it 
has been found tliat th(‘. actual drying process does not in 
any way r<Hluce th<^ amount or digestibility of the nutri(‘nts 
contain(*d in th<* original maf;<Tial. ri<T(^, then, is a method 
of (conservation which offers the greatest possibilities. Th(c 
])roblem to be solved is wludher fhe extra cost of mechanical 
drying is less than the loss<\s incurred in making into hay. 

Artificial drying fits in singularly well with the cutting of tluc 
crop at th(*< point when tlie protein (content is high(^st. At 
this stage, as has a.Ir<‘ady been pointed out, tlie pasture shows 
the greatest proportion of leaf and is probably then of monc 
uniform physical charact(‘r than at any other stage. This 
is important, for the di^gree of heat to be applied in drying 
th<* thick stemmy parts must not be so gricat that the leafy 
parts ar(‘ partly or wholly destroy(*d. This adjustment to 
the physi(*al nature of the grass is one which engineers will 
doubtk‘SS solv<c, but the mor<c uniform the material, obviously 
th(c easier the i)roc<*ss. Then, again, cutting at the leafiest 
stage means freciuent cutting. It is thereforic obvious that 
the whole operation of growing the grass, cutting, and drying 
can be organised into a continuous and therefore a more 
economi(*al procc'ss than if a (complmated plant and organisation 
had to stop oixTat.ions because the next crop was not ready 
for cutting. Mor<H)ver, the opiTation can Ixc carried on almost 
irrespective of weather conditions. 

Drying Plants .—The drying of luciTne is already established 
on a factory basis in the <»ast of England, and a number of 
drying plants suitable in output for the larger farms are in 
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operation in England and Scotland. These farm plants con¬ 
sist of an oxitlit for cutting and elevating the short grass into 
a truck, and a horizontal band drhu*. The whole plant, includ¬ 
ing two tractor trailers for hauling, costs approximately £1000. 
The output is about 4 cwt. of dried grass per hour. At this 
rate the labour required is not- fully employx^d. Four cwt. 
of dried grass is equivalent to about 1 ton of fr<‘sh material. 
]^ow, a mower and elevator is capable of cutting, and two 
tractors of hauling, much more than that amount. Even 
horse labour if it were employed would not be fully occupied. 
Again, if the drier were made long enough to fit in with the

other machines it c.ould not be opc^rated continuously and tlu^ 
capital cost would lx‘ too heavy. 

CoHt of Drying .—Tlie problem is whether, other things being 
<^qual, grass can b<‘ dried at a figure wliich will represent the 
value of th<^ lossx's incurrxid in making the same grass into hay. 
The amount of th(».se losses of nutrhmts under ordinary methods 
is almost certainly over 30 and probably more often in the 
neighbourhood of 50 per cent. The value of a pound of starch 
equivalent calculated on hay at £3 per ton is one penny, 
and on maize or barley at £6 per ton is less than three farthings. 
Grass cut frequently has a starch equivalent value of about 
20 lb. per hundrxHlweight. If one ton of fresh grass produces 
4 cwh. of dried grass of equal nutritive value, it can be cal¬ 
culated from the foregoing figures for hay that the cost of 
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drying must be between lOs. and lbs. 8d. per ton of fresh 
material. 

Feeding Value of Dried Grass and Lucerne Meal ,—In making 
the above calculations it has been assumed that the two 
products, hay and dried grass, are of equal nutritive value 
per lb. of digestible nutrients. IJnfortunately, there is no 
available data to tell us whether this is so, and, in any case, 
a crop of grass, if it wi^re to bi^ made into hay, would be left 
to grow more mature before cutting. Moreover, hay comes 
under the ‘ roughage ’ category, while dried grass is more in 
th() naturi^ of a concentrate. A <*e,rtain amount of work on the 
fe<»ding value of dried grass has, however, been carried out. 

At the experimental station of Imperial Chemical Industries 
Ltd., at J<»alott\s Hill, Dr Watson and his colleagues^ showed 
that grass dried in a band drier retained practically all its

origjinal valu<i and that the earoh'iie content was only slightly 
reduced. Thes<*. results arc in line with those found by work(»rs 
on the Continent and in America. On ordinary winter rations 
the yellow colour of the butt«‘r stt'adily falls. At J<‘alott’8 
Hill the total yellow value, as measured in Lovibond units, 
fell from 8 to 1. The replacement of most of the hay by grass 
silage did not prevent this fall, but the replacement of part of 
the production ration by artificially dried leafy grass kept the 
figure up to 10. Th(w is a close relationship between the 
yellow colour, the carotene content and the vitamin A 
content. Prom a commercial as well as a nutritive point of 
view these results are important, for any food which will 
retain the rich yellow colour of summer milk has a value 
greater than its value for the production of meat or milk only. 

An American worker, Camburn, in Vermont, found with 
cows that when dried grass was fed with two-thirds of the 
usual allowance of hay and silage, the production of milk pt*r 
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pound of digestible materials was less than on a full hay and 
silage ration plus grains. On the dried grass ration, however, 
the cows gained rather more in body weight, ^^ewlander, in 
an earlier bulletin from the same station, stated that the 
replacement of the hay in the ration by an amount of dried 
grass equal in nutritive value gave increased milk and fat 
yields. 

At tlie Duthie Experimental Stock Farm a number of 
experiments havci beim carried out, although dried mixed 
grass was not available in quantity until this winter. The 
preliminary trials were carried out with English dried lucerne, 
the composition of which is very similar to that of dried grass. 

In thes^ experiments with dairy cows 10 lb. of dried lucerne 
was used to replace part of the maintenance and part of the 
production ration—15 lb. turnips, 4 lb. straw, and 4 lb. 
concentrates. The swing-over method of experimentation 
was used, where a group of cows is first on the ordinary or 
basal ration and then switched on to the ration containing 
the material which is being tested. Tlu^ following graph shows 
the trend of milk yield.

It will be seen that a definite stimulus was given to the milk 
yield by the addition of dried lucerne. The normal fall in 
yield was checked and production better maintained. Al¬ 
though the dried lucerne was substituted on the basis of its 
feeding value as determined by chemical analysis, it is evident 
that this material had a value not indicated by this means. 
The colour of the butter was found to improve definitely, but 
not considerably, where dried lucerne was substituted for 
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silage. The health of the cows was normal on both rations 
and the dried lucerne, although of a dusty nature, was eaten 
with relish. 

Another experiment with milking cows was carried out to 
test the valu(j of imported (probably partly sun-dried) lucern(^ 
(alfalfa) meal as compared with home grown and wholly 
artificially dried (dover m<‘.al. The imported alfalfa meal had 
no effect on the quantity or colour of the milk when substitutcMl 
for ordinary concentrates of equal feeding value, while th(^ 
home grown material again gav(‘ a definite stimulus to both 
quantity and colour. 

In 1934-35, due to the kindness of Lord Cochrane who has 
installed a Ransomes* Brier on his farm at Cults, Fifeshir(% 
we have In^en able to obtain a supply of well-dried, good 
quality, mixed pasture grass. Samples of grass cut in summer 
and in autumn were available and gave the following analysis:—

Silage. 


Of the thr<*e methods of grass cons^uwation, silage-making 
is perhaps the simplest and easiest. The making Is not 
entirely independent of weatlnu conditions, but expensiv('. 
equipment can be dispens<Hl witli, and gr<^ater variations in 
the stage of growth are permissible. At the same tim<'., ther<^ 
are certain optimum conditions under which the best silag(' 
is made with th(‘ least loss of nutrients in the original cjop. 

Losses in Hilage-Mahing .—^Woodman and Ames, at Cam- 
bridg(i, have found that the losses in converting oats and 
vetches into silage need not l)e greater than 6 per amt of the 
dry matter. Rehbock, at Konigsberg in Germany, using 
meadow grass, obtained somewhat similar results. Woodman 
and Ames state that under favourable conditions of practice 
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the losses may be kept down to an amount no greater than 
those incidental to hay-making. This opinion is probably a 
very cautious one so tar as silage is conox^ed, as it is now 
generally considered that the losses in hay-making are great<‘r 
than is usually sui)posed. Even stack silage, in which the 
losses are liigher than in any other form of silage, has been 
found to hav(i a nutritive valuer almost as good as average 
meadow hay. Watson, at Jealott^’s Hill, found this to be so, 
and he states that when weather conditions are bad it is 
blotter to make silage in any form ratluT than attcmipt to mak(^ 
hay which would bt^ ol poor quality. 

Tin* best silage is undoubtedly mad(‘ in tow(*r silos, the 
next best in pits, which may be partly or wholly underground 
and lined with cioncr<d<» or timber. Professor Drew, of Uni¬ 
versity Colleger, Dublin, in a recent, article in Yol. XXXIll of 
tlu^ ‘ journal of the D(‘partment of Agriculture of the Irish 
Free State*,’ gives an interesting a(*(;ount, of a succc*8sful 
m(‘thod of making silage* in concrete lined pits holding about 
14 tons of finished silage. There is greater risk in making 
silage in stacks than in either of the other two m(‘thods. If 
the stack is not evenly tramped there will b(* uneven sub¬ 
sidence*, with slipping and great(*r opportunity for air to enter. 
Losses in silagc^-making are chiefly due to (1) oxidation and 
ba(*,terial activity through contact with air, and (2) escape of 
the juices. Tin* best silage will, therefore, be mad<^ where the 
weight of mat<*rial is just less than will forc<^ the juic<^s to run 
and just great enough to keep oxidation and bact(*rial action 
at tli(*ir minimum. 

Methods of Silage-Making ,—The management in silage¬ 
making is, th(*refor(^, of the utmost importance. Even filling 
and careful trampling of a suitable crop will produce a material 
the fei*ding value* of which has b<*en found to be? equal to the 
original crop and the loss in conversion smaller than under 
th(* best conditions of hay-making. Aoiuig pasture grass 
ap])ears to be vi*ry well suited for silage-making, as it packs 
well without (hopping. Moreover, as it is more suitable than 
stemmier crops for (‘iisiling in ])its or stacks, it can be stored 
wh(*re it grows. This is often convenient in these days when 
cattle are freqiKUitly wintered outside. It may be more econom¬ 
ical to bring the catth*, to the food than to cart food from 
the Held to tin* farm buildings and back again as dung. Tower 
silos are more suited for bulky croj^s than for grass. Crops 
su(‘li as mixtures of oats, peas, beans, and vetches usually 
require to be chop])<*d b(*fore ensiling, and great<^r i3r(*88ur(* is 
required in ord<*r to exclude air. 

The following table, from investigations by Kehbock at 
Kdnigsberg, gives comparative figures for the conservation of 
meadow grass by different methods:—

Kirsch, the JJin^clor of the Kihiigsberg Institute, discussing 
thesiH figures, states that, “ Amongst practical methods of 
conserving gr<H*n fodder, silage-making (lactic acid fermentation 
at low temperature) shows least- loss of nutrients. The stack 
process should not be used for fodder high in proti^in where 
silage (presumably in a tower) can bo made or hay dried on 
frames.” Woodman and Ames at Cambridge found that 
although stack silage may be sweet and palatable, the loss(*s 
due to wastage at the sides, on the top, and to fermentation 
were i^xcessive. 

Additions to Silage .—Much has been heard in the last year 
or two of additions to silage with the idea of controlling 
fermentation and resultant loss of nutrient materials. Some 
of these, such as the Toro-silon st<^rilising process, have provtHi 
of little or no value, but there is sonui <^videnc(* that the 
addition of molasses at the rate of | to 1 lb. per 100 lb. fodder 
to encourage lactic acid formation, and of acid to inhibit 
fermentative action, have been in certain cas(‘s atUmded by 
some success. Thes4^ methods have been evolv(*d on the 
Continent, but all the advantages ascribed to them by con¬ 
tinental workers have not been confirmed in this country. 
It is presently believed that these additions are merely safe¬ 
guards and of very doubtful valu(‘. under expert nianag(*mcnt 
where the ordinary techniqu<‘, of silage-making is carefully 
followed. For instance, in 1932, the two silos at this farm 
were filled with alternate loads of the same crop, and the 
resultant silage fed to dairy cows. In one case, acid was added 
according to the A.I.V. process. The losses were exactly 
the same in both silos, and there was no difference in <dther 
the quantity, quality, or colour of the milk. 

Further experiments with small silos holding 8 to 10 tons 
gave some evidence that the addition of acid or molasses was 
of some slight benefit where i)acking had not been thoroughly 
carried out or where the material, owing to its fibrous nature, 
had not settled so compactly. Brew states that small wooden 
silos in Ireland were not suitable for silage production even 
by the acid method. He found a reduction in the loss of 
dry matter and in the amount of protein broken down where

acid or acid and molasses were added to grass silage made in 
concrete pits holding about 14 tons, but he states that the 
extra cost involved outweighed the saving in food matiTial. 
His other findings as to heeding value confirm those already 
referred to. 

Feeding Value of Milage .—^Most of the feeding tests carrh^l 
out have shown that silage more than justifies the value 
accorded to it by chemical analysis. In nearly all cas(\s it 
has been found superior to roots—^with which it has been most 
commonly companul. At the Same time, no comiuehensive 
experiments have been carried out to determim* whether hay 
or silage from the same pasture gives the better return in 
food value when fed to animals. Amongst practical m<m 
there is a fairly general lack of confidence in silage as compared 
with hay. There are s<‘veral n^asons for this, if all the exp(‘ri- 
rnental and otJier evidence is carefully considered. At the 
end of last century th(‘. introduction of silage into general 
farming practice made a bad start owing to faulty methods. 
The^n, thos<‘ who have used silag<‘. have often Ix^en lacking 
in experience in its use. Too often it has been tried after 
animals have become accustomed to hay or other feeds, and 
too often it has been tried for too short a period. To get the 
best results, cattle should be accustomed to silage from the 
time they begin to eat. 


CONCLXJSIONH. 

It is deftnitidy proved that the loss(‘s when hay is maile 
on frames, provided the amount of handling is reduced to a 
minimum, ar<^ less than where hay is made on the ground, 
especially under bad weatlnT conditions. Then^ are develop¬ 
ments in machinery which may reduce these losses still 
further. In comparing hay and silag(^, it appears that when* 
th<*. best methods are used the losses in converting grass into 
silagii are definitely less than where hay is made. The making 
of silage will spread when this fa(*t is better known and methods 
of making and of using are better understood. The drying 
of grass is still in the exj)erimental stage. The losses are 
negligible, and th(*. resultant material is palatable and con¬ 
venient to use. It has a qualitative value beyond its chemical 
analysis, and when suitable driers ar<*. introduced, which will 
handle the grass at greater si)eed and less cost, there is no 
doubt that drying will detinitely comp<*te with hay-making 
and ensiling in ordinary farm practice. However, a great 
deal still requires to be done to determine which method, 
under all conditions, produces the cheapest material. It is 
possible that, in the end, the farmer will still be left to judge 
for himself, according to his circumstances, and that all 
three methods will come into use.

Those who, liko oik^ of th(‘ writers of this article, can look 
back to the kt^epin^ of poultry fifty years ago, must be struck 
by two significant, facts—namely, the low incidence of disease 
tlien as compared with the present time, and the poor egg- 
production of that period viewed by modt^rn standards. We 
pri(k‘ ours<‘lves on the great im])rovement mad(‘ in nudhods 
of housing, feeding, and geiK^'al management; by careful 
breeding and selection we have raised the standard of egg- 
prodiudion to a high pit(‘]i ; but the alarming increase of new 
and insidious diseases to-day makes one question if the greatly 
increased prolilicacy has not been obtained at too great a 
price. Jibv s at ‘ pensioners ’ who died of sheer old age an^ 
beginning to be l(\ss commonly heard, and the far-sighted 
breedc^r is r(‘Dlising that tlu' healthy, disease-free hen, which 
has, perhaps, put up only a moderate n^cord, but is able to 
live six or siwen years, producing strong,’ viable chicks during 
that period, is one of his most valuable assets. 

To th(^ commercial egg farmer, as to the breeder of pedigre(i 
stock, tlu‘ question of disease is a vital one. That disease is 
on the incr(*as(* cannot be denieil. Y(^ar by year there an^ 
fresh problems to face, and many of th(» modern ailments are 
of a most ballling nature. 

A book on poultry-keeping published in 1887, thumbed 
and marked by a youthful enthusiast, sheds an interesting 
light on the subject of dis(*as(L A short a])pendix is considered 
all that is necessary to deal with what is to us now a matter 
of ))aramount importance. The ‘ diseases ’ briefly alluded to 
an^: Ajwplexy^ Hard Crop, IHarrhaa, Gapes, Leg Wealeness, 
Loss of Feathers, Pip, Roup, Thrush, Paralysis, and Vertigo, 
Whether by Paralysis is meant the dreaded fowl paralysis 
which is decimating so many flocks at the present time it is 
impossible to say, but the not(^ may be quoted. “ Paralysis 
generally affects the legs and renders the bird unable to move. It 
is chiefly caused by overstimulating food. There is no known 
remedy for this disease, and the fotvl seldom, if eve?*, recovers. 
Although chiefly affecting the legs of the fowl, it is a quite different 
disease from leg tveakness,*' 
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To tho small child ^^rubbing in the /[pardon for worms to 
feed her chickens on, it would hav(>! seemed a fairy tale that 
a pullet, in tw(*.lve months, could lay at the* rate of almost an 
eg^ a day, and equally incr(‘dible tliat whole batches of 
chickens could be carried off, not by a neighbour’s eat, but by 
some myst(^rious dis<»as(i. The only dis(^ases of which she had 
any knowledge were occasional attacks of gap(vs among the 
chickens and scaly leg among the hens. &^(‘.aly h^g, indeed, 
starved as a useful guide in judging the ag(^ of a lum, in rnucli 
the same way as one told the agii of a tre<^ by its rings. There 
was, of course, always an odd pimu*, and bumble foot was fairly 
common. I lousing conditions, according to mod(*rn idc^as, were 
lanumtable, and balam^Mi rations were unknown. In spit(^ of 
all, the fowls usually lived to a happy old ag(% without f(^ar of 
being ‘ scrapped ’ because they did not lay during the winter 
months. 

Similar conditions probably prevailed among farm poultry 
flocks of that day. If production was low, mort.ality was 
equally so. Ej)ideniics, such as ar(‘. sweeping through the 
country at present, wer(‘ rare, notwithstanding tlu^. unsani¬ 
tary methods (iomnu)nly adoptcul. rr(‘<cisely to what exbuit 
modern diseases an* the outcome of higli bre(*(ling (tannot be 
discuss(Hl hen*,; the fact remains that the present-day poultry- 
keep(*T is faced with the ever-increasing problem of how to 
maintain a robust, (liseas<*-free stock. 

As has already been staknl, many of the modern ailm(*,nts 
are of a most ballling nature, obscure in origin, difficult to 
pn^vent, and often imx)ossibl(* to cun^ Th(* practical poultry- 
keep<*r, lik<‘, Naaman of old, impatiently demands a miracle, 
which th(*, investigator cannot perform. In his uphill labori¬ 
ous task the research work<*r can b<*. materially helped by tin*, 
practical man, wiio lias tlu*. living birds under daily 
observation. The poultry-keeper hith(*rto has, p(*rhaps, been 
too apt to lean on tlu* scientist, and has not r(*alised that he 
himself can do much towards solving some* of tlu*. problems, 
for he has ample material to work on, and could train himself 
to detect early syinptonis among his birds. Until each one 
reali8(*.s that h<*, has a definite responsibility in the matter, 
then*, is little*, hope*, of any real heaehvay being made*. The 
poultry inelustry at the pres<*nt tinier is in too ])reearious a 
state to bear any further burdens, and slackness on the part 
of the individual must quickly react on the whole. 

The aim of this article*, is to indicate some of the ways in 
which the practical man can help himself, and, in so doing, 
the whole*, industry. The salient features of some of the 
commoner ailments are given ; the advisability of obtaining 
an early diagnosis, particularly in cases of suspecteel cem- 
tagious elisease, is stressed, and the scientific methods of 
curative treatment, preventive measures and control, which 
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are of proved value, are briefly stated. In passing, it may be 
of interest to the poultry farmer to know that there are no 
notifiable diseases of poultry—that is to say, ncuther the 
state nor local authorities have any power to take active 
stops to combat outbreaks of disease, such as destroying 
affected birds, issuing stand-still orders, and carrying out 
compulsory disinfection, as is tlu^. cas(i with the more impor¬ 
tant animal diseases. The reasons for this apparent negk^ct 
are various, but it seems certain that before long soiiKi steps 
will be taken to obtain i)owers to enable authorities to deal 
effectively with such dreaded scourges as fowl cholera, fowl 
plague, and Newcastle disease. That such x)owers are desirable, 
all who are acquainted with these diseases will agree, for at 
the present, when outbreaks occur, the poultry farmer can 
only be ‘ advised ’ as to what steps he should take, and the 
matter hift to his good sense and personal honesty. It si^ems 
only reasonable that in such cases, where there is grave risk 
of the disease rapidly spre^iding and d(5cimating whole Hocks 
in the neighbourhood, tliere should be access to ‘ force,’ if 
necessary. 

The diseases which are to b(^ discussed here may be grouped 
into two classes: I)iseas(»s of Adult Stock and Diseases of 
Chickens. This classification must not be tak<ui too literally, 
as, while sornc^. ailments are peculiar to chickens, and others 
generally (ionfined to adult stock, many an^ common to both, 
or may be present in different forms in the young and the 
adult fowl. 


Fowl Pox. 

This is one of the commonest infectious diseases affecting 
adult fowls in this countTy, and in the past it has been r(fferr(‘d 
to as roup, diphtheria, contagious epithelioma, catarrh, and many 
other terms. It is now realised that several of the types of 
this disease noticed ari». merely diff<‘rent manifestations of one 
primary disease^ set up by the action of a filtiu-passing virus 
which is pn'seiit in the form of inclusion bodies in the cells of 
the diseased area. 

There are three forms of the disease (jommonly met with, 
but it is possible to hav(5 more than oiiii type in a single bird. 

(1) Mouth Type, 

Affected birds are listless, dull, and refuse food. If the 
mouth is examined a false membrane consisting of a yellowish 
white exudate is found adhering to the mucous membrane of 
the mouth. This membrane tends to spread and sometimes 
causes asphyxia by occluding the opening into the windpipe. 
The mortality is usually high when the disease occurs in this 
form. 
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(2) Comb Type. 

In this form yellow wart-like growths occur in the comb, 
wattles, eyelids, and sometimes in the skin of the neck and 
legs. In this type of the disease the bird does not appear to 
be greatly upset and usually recovers in 2-3 weeks, but if the 
mouth becomes involved deaths may occur. 

(3) Oculo-nasal Type. 

This type closely resembles the common cold and symptoms 
arc identical. It is readily distinguished from colds, howc'ver, 
by examination of the remainder of the flock, wh(*n, if the

trouble is due to fowl pox, birds showing typical comb and 
mouth lesions will, as a rule, be found. 

Infection is usually brought about by th<i virus gaining 
entrance to a wound, in the case of the mouth type through 
small abrasions caused by grain and sharp pieces of grit, and in 
the comb and wattle type through pecking and fighting. 
Paschen (1932) has shown that certain mosquitoes fed on 
diseased fowls can transmit the disease to healthy birds, and 
such mosquitoes once they become infective remain so for life. 
Birds. which have recovered from an attack of fowl pox 
possess some degree of immunity and there is no evidence 
that such birds act as carriers. 
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Treatment. 

In (ioaling with contegions diseases of poultry it is not 
desirable to tri^at aiTeet(‘.d birds. Jt is much better to slaughter 
off the few birds affected at the onset, and carry out dis¬ 
infection, than to try various forms of treatment and run the 
risk of the diseas<^ spreading throughout the entire flock.

This is particularly true in the case of fowl pox. In the case 
of valuable birds, where rigid isolation can be carried out, 
the membranes in the mouth may be nmoved and the under¬ 
lying surfaces swabbed with tincture of iodine. Comb lesions 
may also be treated with tincture of iodine. 

Treatment should rather b(‘ on preventive lines. Eresh 
stock should bo isolated for a fortnight to a month before 
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introduction to the flock. Birds returning from shows, &c., 
should be similarly dealt with. 

Should the disease break out on tlui farm, after dealing with 
the affected birds the remainder of the fowls should be 
vaccinated. 

If a vaccine made up from pigeon pox virus is used a safe 
immunity results; there is no upset of tlu^ birds, egg-laying is 
not appreciably affected, and there is no risk whatsoev(^r of 
the dis(>!ase being mt up by the vacciiK^ Th(\se were among 
the conclusions reached by Boyle (1930). 

If, however, a vaccine made from modifiiid fowl pox virus 
bo used there may be grave risks of a further outbreak. This 
is an important point to remember and one not properly 
appreciated by poultry farmers, and is a possible explanation 
of the bitter attacks made on vaccination by certain indi¬ 
viduals who state that instead of producing an immunity 
against the disease, fowl pox has actually appeared following 
its use. Bull instructions are issued by tlui various producers 
of the vaccine and its application is simple. 

It must be noted that protection is not conferred immedi¬ 
ately following the actual process of vaccination, but is a 
state reached by the fowl in about fourUnm days, and till that 
time elapses vaccinated birds must be carefully ])rotect<Ml 
against infection and the usual hygienic measunss carried out. 
After an outbreak, houses, utensils, ^c., should be disijih^cted, 
the land limed and left vacant for as long as possible (6 
months). 

Since in this article we are d(‘aling mainly witli infectious 
diseases, it might be appropriates at this stage to detail briefly 
the method of disinf(*cting a hen houS(», for tlie method is 
similar in eacli disease. The droppings, litter, and unused 
food from the hoppers should be swept up and buri(»d with 
quicklime ; the dropping boards and pitches being scraped 
to ensure that no hecal material is left. If a supply of hot 
water is available, it will be found useful to wash the perches, 
dropping boards, &c., wit h hot water containing ten per cent 
caustic soda before the application of the disinfectant. This 
is very effective in removing gr<*ase, &c., thus enabling the 
disinfectant to pentdrate and attack the infective agent 
present. The disinfectants available an^, numerous, but car¬ 
bolic acid or any of the reliable coal tar products may be 
used, in the proportion recommended by the manufacturer. 

An alternatives method, after cleansing, is to go over the 
house and fittings with the flame of a blowlamp, care being 
taken that no cracks, crevices, or corners are missed. The 
value of the blowlamp can scarcely be overestimated, as, 
properly applied, it is infallible. If the house is to be white¬ 
washed, some disinfectant should be added, as even freshly 
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prepared whitewash has little germicidal value. Carbolic 
acid to the rate of 5 per cent may be used. Utensils should 
also be dealt with, cither by washing with disinfectant or by 
the blowlamp. 


Colds. 

Although colds may not be responsible for many deaths on 
the poultry farm, they often prove a serious menace and a 
sourci^ of financial loss due to affected birds losing condition, 
with a consequent fall in egg supply; and the loss of time 
involved in efforts at curing affected birds is considerable. 

Various germs have been described as the cause of colds, 
but secondary factors playing an important part are over¬ 
crowding, draughty or otherwise faulty houses, improper 
feeding, or indeed anything which tends to lower the vitality 
of the birds. 

Affected birds may be heard coughing and sneezing and a 
watery nasal discharge is seen. Such birds should be isolated 
immediately and individual treatment applh^d. The nostrils 
and eyes may be washed with boracic solution, otherwise there 
is a probability of the nasal opening becoming blocked with 
exudate, which collects in the air sinuses of the head, ulti¬ 
mately causing a large swelling. Similarly, the eyes may 
become gummed up with the exudate, which collects behind 
the eyelids, ultimately leading to loss of the eye. 

An alternative method is to dip the heads in a solution of 
potassium permanganate. 

A small swelling of the head may bo treated by pressing 
over the region of the swelling and expressing the exudate 
from the nostrils, but in the case of a large swelling it will 
be found more profitable to destroy the affected bird. 

Any faults in the housing should be remedied and the birds 
put on a balanced diet, the addition of cod-liver oil often 
having a beneficial effect. 

Some recommend hanging up a pad soaked in eucalyptus 
over the birds when they are roosting, but probably a better 
method is to spray some eucalyptus or similar substance 
over the birds at night. 

Drinking water may be medicated with potassium 
permanganate, copper sulphate, &c., and after an outbreak 
the houses, utensils, &c., should bo thoroughly disinfected. 


Tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis is a common disease of poultry and is respon¬ 
sible for a good deal of unnecessary loss. It is caused by a 
germ known as Mycobacterium tuberculosis avian, which is 
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quite a different germ from that causing bovine tuberculosis 
and also from that causing tuberculosis in the human subject. 
Although it has just been said tliat the causal organism is 
different from these other types, it is of gr(‘at importance to 
the general farmer and stock-breeder to remember that pigs, 
as well as being affc^ctcnl with bovine tuberculosis, are very 
susceptible indited to the avian type of tuberculosis, and to 
run pigs and poultry on the same ground is not safe practice. 
Catth*. are not so susceptible, but cases traceable to an avian 
origin have b(^en reported in Dcmmark, America, and lately 
by Minett (1932) in England. Cases of tuberculosis in man 
in which the avian type of germ has bc^en isolated have 
occurred, but for all practical purposes w<} can take it that 
under normal (ionditions man is not sus(‘(q)tible. The domestic 
fowl, turkey, pc^a-fowl, and gutn<^a-fowl are susceptible. 
Ducks are notj so commonly affected, although w<5 have had 
cas(\s in ducks which housed with affected hens. 

Whilst tuberculosis is not common in wild birds, this may 
be due, not so much to any immunity they may possess, as 
to the fact that they are not (exposed to infection, as the 
disease is met witli in such birds as the pheasant and the swan 
living imder free conditions but having contact with domestic 
poultry; whilst amongst birds kept in captivity almost 
ev<‘ry kind hav('« been found affected, including the lordly 
(^agle. 

Tuberculosis is not so commonly mot with on well managed 
modern poultry farms where the laying stock is rarely kept 
for more than two y(‘ars, and the birds are run in S(iparato 
pens, but even under these conditions outbreaks with heavy 
loss(^s do occur. Tlie disease is commoner on the general 
farm where, perhaps, the hens are kept for several years and 
roam widespread through stackyards, steading, and fields, 
and in sucli cases once tuberculosis starts it is much more 
difficult to eradicate. 

Infection usually results from the ingestion of food and 
water contaminated by the droppings of affected birds, which 
in some cases may contain an enormous number of organisms. 
The disease is somewhat slow in progression and symptoms 
are not noticeable for some time. A few birds may appear 
unthrifty ; the comb and wattles may become pale and birds 
lose flesh rapidly, in some cases the muscles over the breast 
practically disappearing. Lameness is sometimes noticed, 
and diarrhcea is often present. In some cases, however, birds 
are foimd dead, and on handling appear to be in good con¬ 
dition. The above symptoms, followed by an odd death 
occurring at intervals, are suspicious and should be investigated. 

A post-mortem examination usually shows the disease to 
be well advanced, and in most cases yellowish-white circular 
nodules can be seen in the liver and well-marked raised nodules 
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in the spleen. The lungs are rarely affected, but th(^ intestines 
often show nodules varying in number from a single nodule 
to twenty or thirty and in size from a pea or smaller up to a 
pigtion’s egg. In many ol‘ the cases wh(*r(i tln^ bird is in good 
condition d(‘ath is found to b(i due to rupture of the tuber¬ 
culous liv(*r witih death resulting from internal haunorrhage. 
It is customary in the laboratory to contirm thes(‘. iiiidings by 
demonstrating by appropriate staining methods the presence 
of the causative organism. 

This is a fatal disease and no treatnumt can 1 m‘ of avail. 
It is ofUm best to slaughter the (*ontact birds, butchering 
those in good (*ondition and burning or burying in quicklime 
those whicdi are (unaciated. It* this method is adopted it is 
necessary to destroy <‘ven appanmtly healthy birds, or dis- 
ai)pointment is sun^ to follow, as sonu' may be in the 
incubative stage of the diseases The ])r(‘mises should be 
disinfe(ited, tli(‘, runs dr<‘SS(al with quicklime—two tons to the 
acTc—and, it })ossibl(‘, plougluMl u]) and hd't fallow for about 
three months. If the affe(*t.(*d tlock b(^ valuable pedigri^e 
stock, the intradermal tub(u*eulin test may be applic^d. This 
consists in inj<‘(*,ting avian tuberculin into the skin of the 
wattle and inspc^cting tln^ subsequent r(»a(‘tion forty-eight 
hours lat(‘r. Jf many r<‘actors ar(‘ found th(‘- test must be 
repeat(‘d. This test is of valu<‘ in <let(e.ting birds in the v(‘ry 
early stag<‘S of this disease, thus permitting of siudi to b<». 
r<unov<^d before^ th(‘y have beenme a grave source of danger 
to their n(*ighbours. 

A qmsstion fn'-queiitly askcnl is, “ Is there any danger of a 
p<TSon wlio eats an <^gg laid by a tuberculous Inm becoming 
aff(‘cted with tuberculosis ? ” Tlien^ is little^ danger of that 
happiuiing, as, apart altogxdlier from the question of human 
susciqitibility to th(* avian typ<‘, of germ, it must be remem¬ 
bered that tuberculosis of the ovary is (extremely rare, less 
than one per cent of eggs laid by affected fowls containing 
organisms. 


Fowl Uholera. 

Fowl cholera is a highly infectious disease affecting fowls, 
ducks, geese, turk(‘.ys, and many varieties of wild birds, 
caus<Ml by a germ —Fasteurclla aviceptica. It is not very 
common in Great Britain, but is prevalent in various conti¬ 
nental countries, and from time to time grave epidemics 
arise in this country following the importation of affected 
stock from abroad. In many cases secondary outbreaks 
occur over wide areas due to dissemination of stock from the 
area where the primary outbreak occurred. Thus we have 
met with fowl cholera in the East of Scotland following the 
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importation of stock from a county adjacent to the scene of 
an outbn^ak in England. 

The usual method of infection is th(^ ing<‘stion of food and 
water contaminated by the droppings of aftcTded birds, but 
infection also probably results from inhalation. Apparently 
recovered birds may harbour infection for some time and are 
thus sourciis of danger. In the very acute lypc^ of th(i disi^ase, 
symptoms may not be noted, tin*, bird eith(*r dropping dead 
or being found dead on tilu*. dropping board in tin*, morning. 
Th(*se sudd(^n deaths may give the owner the* idea that the 
birds have beim ])oisoned. In other eas(‘s wh(*r(^ the disease 
is not so acute*., thirst is wedl marked and a yellow-greem ftetid 
diarrhma is noticed. Birds hang about and an*, disinclined to 
move*, be^coming very drowsy, ele^ath folle)wing a perie)el of 
stupor. In many eases a mucous discharge*, from mouth, 
nostrils, anel eyes occurs. The death rate may be as high as 
90 to 95 pen' cemt in tlui acute type, although as the outbre*ak 
goes on, tin*. dise*ase timds te) be(*.onie*. more*. chre)nic and more 
birds may recover. VVarrack and Dalling (1932) have de¬ 
scribed a chronic type^ e)f fowl cholera in which the*, principal 
symptom is a rnarkenl eeelerna of the*, wattle, and they are* of 
the opinion that the elisease*. may be*, more comnie)n in 
England than is ge‘ne.rally be*lie*.ved. 

No curative treatment is known, so that our e*fforts must 
be directed to stamping out the* outbr<*.ak anel trying to 
prevent the* spread e)f the disease to either pre;mise*s. Any 
untowarei mortality shoulel be* inquireel into as soon as possible 
so that shemlel such a elisease as fowl cholera be*. pre*se*nt, it 
may be got under immediate control. Se*ve‘ral birds shoulel 
be submitteel feir examination to a laborateiry, toge‘ther with 
a history of the^ symptoms, number of deaths, &c. In the 
laboratory a post-niortem examinatieui is carried out, to¬ 
gether with a bacteriological examination. In many cases 
the causative organisms are found to be t;eM*ming in the heart 
blooei, and their peculiar bipolar staining is very suggestive. 
It is necessary by means of biological tests to ensure that 
germs found in the fowl examined are virulent and capable of 
setting up this disease. 

Any obviously affected birds should be destroyed immedi¬ 
ately, and if the fowls are kept in small units it is often as well 
to kill off the in-contact birds. The house must be. thoroughly 
disinfected and the ground heavily linu*d (two to three tons 
of quicklime to the acre) and left vacant for two to three, 
months. If such measures are taken it is possible to get the 
disease under control. Should it be impracticable to slaughter 
off in-contact birds, these should be isolated and great care 
must be taken by the attendant that the diseases is not carri(*.d 
by hini via boots, clothes, utensils, &c., to healthy birds. 
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Worm Infestation in Poultry. 

When one carries out a large number of i)ost-mortoni 
examinations it is found that in neairly every bird examined 
a larger or smaller number of worms is present. The exact 
signiiicance of the pres(*.nce of these parasites is dillicult to 
understand, as many of the fowls, although harbouring worms 
in relatively large numbers, do not appear to be inconvenieneed 
in any way. (Certain of the worms are definitely harmful and 
may bo the cause of serious loss as, for example, in ‘ Gapes.’ 

Gapes is a disease affecting young chickens, usually when 
two to four weeks old. It is due to a worm known as ^yn- 
gamuH trachea^ which is also found in the turkey and many 
wil<l birds such as crows, starlings, pheasants, «&c. At one 
time gapes was very common, but now it appears to be less 
so, probably due to the greater number of chicks reared 
intensively during the first few wtioks of life. 

Th(» gape worms are small red worms (about one inch long), 
attached to the lining membrane of the windpipe of afl'eeted 
chicks. Th<i male and female worms are joined together, 
giving the worm a forked appearance. The worms suck t.lu'. 
blood and also irritate the membrane, and if present in any 
number may cause suffocation. 

Affected birds cough, sneeze, shake their heads, and are 
often seen with the neck stretched forward and th(^ beak open. 
They become dejected, droop, and many may die. 

The female worms lay large numbers of eggs which may 
either be coughed out or else swallowed and reach ihe out side 
with the droppings. The egg develops on the ground, and 
after some time, if picked up by a chick, sets up the diseases. 

Alternately, the ripe eggs may be swallowed by an earth 
worm which in time is picked up by a chick and eaten. The 
ripe eggs which are swallowed hatch and the young worms 
pass through the bowel wall gaining access to the blood 
stream, thence to the lungs, finally reaching the windpipt^, 
where egg-laying again takes place. 

Treatme7it. 

Various medicinal agents have been recommended from 
time to time, but the policy of treatment cannot be justified. 
As soon as a chick is found to be affected it should bo 
slaughtered immediately to prevent contamination of the 
ground, as, if several affected chicks are allowed to disseminate 
eggs on the runs, a heavier attack may result the following 
year, and in time such land may become so heavily infested 
that it is almost impossible to rear chicks on it. 

Prevention should be the watchword, and as similar measures 
are applicable to the other worm diseases this will be dealt 
with later. 
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Eound Worms in Fowi^s. 

In our opinion Eound Worms do not often cause deaths in 
adult fowls, but outbreaks amongst chiek(ins would some¬ 
times ap])ear to b(^ a sourex^ of loss. If present in large numbers 
it is possible that by causing unthriftiness and weakness 
affected birds may b(^ reiuhired more susct^ptible to other 
diseases. 

Conv<‘rsely it s<iems to us that birds affected with various 
diseases may b(^ rendered less resistant to worms, as where a 
number of birds from a flock are examined, certain ailing 
birds— e.g., birds aff<‘cted with fowl paralysis—have been 
found to carry a large number of parasites. FurtluT re¬ 
search work is n(^c(vssary before definite information on these 
points can be given. 

The commonest worm met with at post-mortem is the 
small round worm—Ibderakis gallina^.. It is found in the 
CiPca or blind pouches of the bowel. It appanmtly dotvs little 
harm unless i)r(‘S(‘nt in large numbers. 

The large round Avorm {Asmridia galli) is not so commonly 
found. It occurs in fh(^ small intestine and may cause losses 
in young birds up to about three months old. 

Unthriftiness, <‘maciation, and diarrhma ari^ the usual 
symptoms noted. Eggs are i)assed out in large nunibiTS in 
th(». dropi)ings and must li(‘, in the ground for some time before 
becoming infective. 

Sev<u’al species of minute thresad worms (capillaria) art^ also 
found in the small iiit<‘stine and would appear to damage' tlu' 
lining membrane of the* bowe'l, (*ausing symptoms similar to 
those detailed. 

Treatment. 

Various medicinal agents liavo been used as anthelmintics, 
and many propri(‘Iary preparations are obtainable' in the form 
of capsules. Oil of cheue)j)e)elium, nicotine sulphate, tobacco 
mashes, and carbe)n tetrachloride, have all been trieel with 
varying success, but he'.re again preventive measures are the 
more important. 


Tape Worms. 

Various tape worms have been described in the fowl, but 
the most commonly femnd by us is Daeainea proglottina. It 
is a small flat Avorm composeel of a number of segments foimd 
in the small intestine, to which it is attaclied by hooks and 
suckers. It is difficult to assess what damage it causes, but 
birds heavily infested may shoAV weakness and emaciation, 
diarrheea, and in some cases paralysis. 
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The life-history is interesting inasmuch as eggs passed in 
the droppings arc harmless if ingesttnl by another fowl. Such 
eggs must spend some time and undergo further development 
in the body of an intermediate host, which varies with the 
species of tape worm. In some cases the host is a snail, in 
others a slug, and in others various flies. 

Treatment. 

Affected birds may be dosed with turpentine. The method 
recomm(md<'.d by tlu^ Ministry of Agricultures and Fislieries in 
Leaflet No. 80 is as follows :— 

Withhold food in the morning. In tins (svening give 
a mash containing epsom salts (one teaspoonful per bird). 
The following morning give eacli bird one to two tea¬ 
spoonfuls of turpentine in an e^qiial quantity of olive 
oil and four hours later gives another mash containing 
epsom salts. 

A drug known as Kainala has also been used, anel here 
neither a fast nor a purgative is necessary. 

Attention must, also be givesn to the intesrrnediate host, or 
else reinfestation will takes place. In the above leaflet copper 
sulphate is recommeneled for clearing grounel of slugs, 28 lbs. 
mixed with sand in the proportion of one part to six parts 
sand per acre being the ame)unt used. 


Prevention of Internal Parasites in Fowls. 

Incubator-hatched ishicks she)ulei bes transferred from the 
brooeler to a piece of gre)und rese*rve»d se)lely for that, purposes 
anel she)uld not Iks put into pesns which have been occupiesel by 
old birds till they are esight to tesn weseks old. When this 
ground is not being usetl fejr rearing chicks it should be 
heavily limed or sprayed with one per cent sulphuric acid and 
left fallow till next season. Heavy dressing with salt—2 cwts. 
to the acre—is said to give satisfactory ressults. On no ac¬ 
count should adult birds have access to this ground. If the 
ground has been badly contaminated and new ground is 
available, the runs should be given two tons of quicklime to 
the aere, ploughed up, sown with grass, and left free from 
poultry for a year if possible. Where no new ground is avail¬ 
able a layer of cinders four to six inches deep may be laid 
down over the runs. This keeps chicks off the infected ground 
and also keeps earthworms from coming up so readily. (See 
Gapes.) 

Turkeys and chickens should not be kept together, as adult 
turkeys are often carriers of the gape worm. 

The importance of avoiding overcrowding cannot be over- 
stressed, and lately various workers have drawn attention to 
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tho part played by diet in connection with worm infestations, 
any lack of Vitamin A. apparently rendering fowls much 
more susceptible, and a lack of the essential minerals has a 
similar elfect. 


Fowl Paralysis. 

This disease, which is also known as muirolymphomatosis, 
and in Armorica as Hange iiaralysis, is of relativ(*ly recent 
origin as far as Gn^at Britain is conctTned, having becm first 
recorded here by Galloway in 1929. It has been known on 
the continent since 1907, and also in Am(irica as early as 
1914, although it was only from 1920 onwards that extensive 
outbreaks apparently occurred. It has now been recorded in 
almost all countries where hens are kept in appreciabh^ 
numbers. Since first meeting with fowl paralysis in Scotland, 
some time after it had b<Hm recorded in England, we have 
been struck by tlu‘ rapid incD^ase in its incidence with each 
succeeding year, and we propose to deal fairly fully with this 
disease, as it apx3(‘ars to us to be of great (‘conomic importance 
to the poultry industry, having been responsible for grave 
losses in money and in valuable stock. 

The name ‘ fowl paralysis ' was x)erhaps an unfortunate 
choice, inasmuch as paralysis is only one of the manifestations 
of the disease, sinc<* many farmers on observing lameness and 
loss of power of th(‘ l(‘gs in a bird immediately concluded that 
it was affected with this disease, and huge losses were attri¬ 
buted in many cases wrongly to fowd paralysis. Although the 
death rate may be ten to Wty iier cent or more, it has been 
difficult to assess accurately the losses du(‘ to fowl paralysis, 
for it must be borne in mind that many other diseases may 
give rise to a paralysis and also such conditions may coexist 
with so-called fowl paralysis. ^Nevertheless, it is now generally 
conceded that there is a sexiarate dise^ase affecting fowls, 
giving rise to certain paralytic symptoms during life and 
manifesting itself in certain changes in the nerves and other 
organs, demonstrable after death, and to this disease has been 
given the name neurolymphomatosis or, as it is better known, 
fowl paralysis. 

The cause is so far unknown ; and though many theories 
have been advanced, none is accexitablc. Some have claimed 
that the condition is due to coccidiosis, but although birds 
badly affected with coccidiosis may show paralysis, and many 
cases of true fowl x^aralysis, on post-mortem, may have coccidia 
in the intestines, yet it is common to find birds badly affected 
with fowl paralysis and be unable to demonstrak^ a single 
oocyst. The same is true of tape worm and round worm 
infestation. Sometimes a very large number of these para¬ 
sites are present in birds affected with fowl paralysis ; some- 
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times very few: and it should be borne in mind that the 
presence of a large number of these parasites in alfected birds 
is not necessarily the cause but may be rather the effect of 
the disease. Again, feeding the birds on a vitamin-deficient 
diet has been said to be the cause, but although this may 
give rise to a type of paralysis it cannot be accepted as the 
cause of neurolymphomatosis, for, as is well known, this 
disease is widespread on farms where the methods of rearing 
and feeding are beyond reproach. A virus has also hinm 
implicated, but at the present time th(». majority of investi¬ 
gators dispute this theory. 

The disease is essentially a disease of the growing fowl, 
birds being most commonly affected between three and eight 
months of age. Cases are known to occur amongst chicks 
four to five weeks old and also in birds over a year old, but 
these are comparatively rare'.. When we investigate many 
outbreaks we find that tlie birds reared well and appeareel to 
be ge)ing on splendidly till they were about eight to tern weeks 
old, whem i)e'.rhaps an odel bird showed symptoms of the 
disease. As they grew oldeT the number of birds affected 
increased, till a maximum point was reached and then the 
disease appeared to subside, inasmuch as no fresh cases were 
observed, it being frequently not('d that in many cases it was 
just when birds ought to hav(5 been coming on to lay that 
they became affect<‘d. 

We have found that on many farms the disease', appeared 
only to affect certain breeds or certain strains of one bre<‘d. 
That is to say, the eggs of two separate br<HHling pt'ns may 
have been hatched in th(‘. sam<‘. incubator at the same time, 
the chicks toe-punched and reared eithc^r und(U’ identical 
conditions in separate brooders, or even together, yet it was 
only in the offspring of one pen that the disease was noticed. 
It is only fair to state that whilst this has been observed 
many times we have also been told by farnu^rs that on their 
premises there did not api)ear to be such definite limitation of 
the disease. Erom observation of a large number of out¬ 
breaks it would appear that the disease is not contagious and 
that healthy birds do not contract infection when penned up 
with diseased fowls. 

The first symptom usually noted is a jerky gait, the bird 
often walking with a limp. Lamem\ss becomes worse and the 
limb is often carried in a stiff manner with a peculiar bunching 
of the claws, giving the ap|)earance of clutching. 

The paralysis spreads rapidly in many cases and the affected 
bird gradually loses the power of its limbs and lies about, 
often in a spreadeagled attitude, one limb extended to the 
front and one to the back. In spite of the awkwardness of 
its lot, the bird has a bright and alert appearance, and if food 
is placed within its reach it may live for weeks.

]n other cases a drooping wing is noticed. At first the 
droop may be scarcely perceptible, but gradually becomes 
worse till in a few days, in a very bad ease, the tip of the wing 
may touch the ground. Occasionally both wings are affected. 

Twisting of the neck may be se,<m in some cases, resulting 
in the head being hold in a variety of abnormal positions. 
In other cas(»s the power of tin*, neck muscles appears to be 
lost and th<^ bird seems unable to bear the weight of the head. 

Digestive troubles are sometimes nu^t with, birds having 
the crop flaccid and apparently distended yet containing 
little food, and not responding to the usual treatment for 
such a condition. Some birds may be constipated, and others 
show evidence of diarrhma. 

Blindness is a common manifestation, either alone or ac¬ 
companied by any of the sym])toms already detailed. The 
colourcHi portion of the eye, known as the iris, which in the 
majority of birds is a reddish-y<dlow in colour, becomes 
greyish and los(‘S its normal function of (^x})anding and con¬ 
tracting— i.e,, dilating or constricting the pupil, which, due 
to alterations in the iris, becomes distorted, and instead of 
being circular in outline, becomes oval or in some (*us(‘S slit¬ 
like and sometimes completely occluded. The illustrations 
demonstrate thes<‘, changes very well. 

A great deal of confusion has arisen over these c‘yc symp¬ 
toms, and birds failing to show a yellow iris have been con¬ 
demned as liable to go down with fowl paralysis. It must be 
borne in mind that some fowls have a naturally pale iris, 
some 4‘.v(m a green iris, and also that tin* colour may vary 
physiologically, as, for (example, towards th<*. (Uid of a pc^riod 
of laying. Loss of <^ye colour is also found in birds fed on a 
diet deficient in Vitamin A., and pathological changes in that 
organ may also occur with tuberculosis and other general 
diseases. 

Similarly, it must be understood that the aforementionc^d 
symptoms of lamemsss, ])aralysis, digestive disorders, &c., 
may be due to si^v<^ral causes, c*,ach rciquiring quik*. different 
methods of treatment, and that this diseases cannot be recog¬ 
nised definitely by clinical manifi^stations alone. It is thus 
necessary to obtain an accurate diagnosis, and to this end the 
poultry farmer, observing suspicious symptoms in his flock, 
should send several typical birds to a recognised laboratory 
which speciahses in poultry ailments, together with a short 
history of the outbreak, particular attention being given to 
the age, source, and symptoms maniiested by the affected 
birds. The desirability of this should be obvious, as it is 
uneconomic to assume that fowl paralysis is the cause and 
slaughter off fowls which could have been cured perhaps by 
a dose of worm medicine. 

Although the'post-mortem findings may not be of great

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moment to the reader, it is of interest to refer to them briefly, 
as they help us to understand the variety of symptoms noted 
during life. It is customary to start with the macroscopic 
lesions, tliat is hisions visible to the naked eye, and then 
proceed to the microscopic findings (which can be seen only 
by the aid of a microscope), but to understand more readily 
the condition it will be preferable in this case to start with 
the latter. 

The essential feature of this disease is the laying down in 
various organs of the body of small cells, including lympho¬ 
cytes, which are normally present in the circulating blood. 
If these cells happen to be laid down in the sciatic nerve (the 
large nerve to the leg) certain pathological changes take 
place. A nerve, which may be likened to a rope, is made up 
of a large number of individual fibres, and it is by these fibres 
that nerve impulses ar(^ conveyed. The infiltration of lympho¬ 
cytes and associated c<*lls between the fibres causes tluuu to 
become functionless, and they are squeezed out of existences 
in advanced cases by the large number of invading cells, 
resulting in the blocking of nerve impulses and congeqiusnt 
paralysis of the mus(;l<*s supidiisd by the nerves in quesstion, 
which is manifesteel in the living bird by the le)ss of })e)wcr of 
the leg. If the nerves to the wing are attackesd, elroe)ping anel 
paralysis of thes wing is seesn. Similarly, the neTvess to the 
crop, gizzard, and intestines may be affected, thus giving 
rise to the digestive disorelers noticed during life. 

Post-mortem examination reveals the alTected nerves to 
be thickened, in some castss hardly noticeable but in others 
very well mark(sd indeed. Tumours are also commonly found 
at post-mortem in casiss of fowl paralysis, due to the deposition 
of large numbers of the associated cells in such organs as the 
ovary, liver, kidneys, lungs, &c., the condition in the iris 
which has already been noted being due to the same cause. 

To revert to th<5 eye for a moment, in certain outbreaks it 
appears that the only symptom observed is alteration in the 
iris with consequent blindness, and to this condition the 
name “ Epidemic blindness ” was given. Eindlay and Wright 
(1933), who carried out a very large number of histological 
examinations of material from such cases of blindness, state 
that, ‘‘ The evidence is therefore in favour of the view that 
epidemic blindness in fowls is one of the manifestations of 
true fowl paralysis or lymphomatosis,’’ although they later 
point out that until the cause of fowl x)a^ralysis is determined 
it is not possible to be absolutely dogmatic on this point. 

Having obtained a diagnosis of fowl paralysis, the question 
arises “ What is to be done ? ” Tip to the present time no 
medicinal or other agent has been found to be of any value 
as a cure for fowl paralysis, and this is readily understandable, 
for by the time symptoms are evidenced gross pathological 
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changes, quite beyond repair, have taken place in the 
nerves. 

Panic measures such as slaughtering off the entire flock 
are uncalled for, but each bird seen to be alTcicted should be 
destroyed at the onset of symptoms, as such, if in good con¬ 
dition, may be used for food purposes, whereas if they are 
allowed to hang on in the hope of recovery, condition is rapidly 
lost and the carcase is unfit for consumption. 

Whatever may ultimately prove to be the cause of fowl 
paralysis, it seems definite that an outbreak of the disease on 
fresh premises, in almost every case, can be traced to the

introduction of fresh blood either in the form of liatching 
eggs, day olds, pullets, or cockerels. 

!^though the disease may be introduced through the egg 
of affected birds, this does not necessarily imply that the egg 
carries the actual causative organism such as Salmonella 
pvllorum in the case of bacillary white diarrhoea, but may 
carry some genetic factor for susceptibility, lowered re¬ 
sistance, &c., but a great deal of research is still necessary 
to clear up that and other points in connection with this 
disease. 

It is easy to say that great care must be taken, in view of 
the above statement, to ensure that fresh blood is obtained 
from a flock free from this disease, but here we meet our 
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greatest difficulty, which is the problem of the carrier-fowl, 
if such a term may bo loosely applied to the apparently 
healthy fowl which is able to transmit the disease, no matter 
how, to its offspring. It is such a bird which is the greatest 
danger, as it is the last suspected—that lino new expensive 
cockerel bought to improve the stniin. It has been claimed 
by certain investigators that by means of an examination of 
the blood these carriers may be detected, but although that 
is devoutly to be desired, work we have done does not support 
this view, and Blakemore (19;{4) states : “ From the average 
counts of the normal birds examined and from the figures 
obtained by other workers, it is evident that a slightly in¬ 
creased total leucocyte count may bo present in cases of fowl 
paralysis. This rise, however, does not appear to be a con¬ 
sistent feature of the disease, and the fluctuations in the 
number of leucocytes present in normal fowl blood are in 
tluimselves sufficient to make a total leucocyte count valueless 
for diagnostic purposes.” 

Till the cause of fowl paralysis is definitely known, all 
precautions should bo lukon, and a higluir value should be 
placed on such factors as stamina and longevity, wlum the 
time comes to make up the breeding pen, and any bird show¬ 
ing defects should be rigorously excluded no matter how 
good its trap-nest record may be. 

It is inadvisable to breed from a pen if any of their number 
have gone down with fowl paralysis. In the case of valuable 
pedigree birds an exception may be made, but, oven hero, 
birds should not be used if they are related to any which 
have gone down with fowl paralysis. Although diet does not 
appear to play a large part in this diseases, selected birds 
should be fed a balanced ration and the resultant chicks 
should be similarly treated. W<‘. have indicated that it is 
held that internal parasites do not cause the condition, 
nevertheless care should be taken to protect young stock 
from them, and if infestation occurs appropriate measures 
should be taken. 

It has been suggested that to try to limit its spread fowl 
paralysis should be made a scheduled disease, but in this 
connection the difficulties are enormous, if not altogether 
insurmoimtable. The chief of these are the difficulty of ob¬ 
taining an early diagnosis, the impossibility of detecting 
carriers, the lack of knowledge regarding its causation, plus 
the tremendous amount of organisation and police measures 
which this would entail. The chief need is for facilities for 
continued and increasing research on a very largo scale, for 
only then will the problem be solved. 
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Bacillary White J)iarrhcp:a. 

Probably tho most important disease of young chicks is 
bacillary white diarrhma. This is essentially a disease associ¬ 
ated with artificial methods of hatching and rearing, and the 
mortality may be very high amongst certain batches of chicks, 
approaching one hundred per cent in some cases. Although 
the disease does occur amongst hen - hatched chicks, • the 
death-rate in such is never very high and rarely assumes large 
proportions, due to smaller units involved. The causative 
organism is a germ known as Salmonella pullorum. 

The introduction of the disease to premises is usually by 
means of eggs from affected adult stock or the purchase of 
affected day-old chicks. Several of the eggs from a batch 
placed in the incubator may contain the causative organism, 
and chicks liatching from such eggs an^ affected with bacillary 
white diarrluea. The warm, damp, dark atmosphere of the 
incubator is ideal for the spread of the disease, and as the 
chicks dry off the germs g(^t into the air with the dust and 
fluff and are inhaled by the rest of the chicks. Affected 
chicks may also soil the drinking water and food, and 
this facilitates the spread of the disease to the in-contact 
chicks. 

Symptoms are not very characteristic.. Chicks may appear 
to do well till about the fourth, fifth, or sixth day, when some 
may appear droopy, with rullled feathers,* and sway about. 
They are often unduly noisy and make a continual peeping 
sound. A few may show evidence of diarrluea, others appear 
to strain when passing fseces, whilst some may have the 
feathers round tlie vimt mattc^d with fieec^s, completely oc¬ 
cluding the natural orifice. In many eases no symptoms are 
noted, several chicks being found dead. Usually deaths 
occur during the next few days with a percentage mortality 
of anything from twcuity to one hundred per eent. 

Since various conditions, such as chill, under- or over¬ 
heating, with resultant crushing, sweating, &c., may easily 
be mistaken for bacillary white diarrluea, it is essential to have 
a reliable diagnosis. To this end sevcu’al rc'cently dead birds 
should be forwarded to the laboratory for examination. 
More than one chick should be stmt, and these should be 
accompanied by a short note detailing tlie symptoms of the 
outbreak, age of birds, &c. This disease cannot accurati^ly 
be diagnosed by a post-mortem examination alone, diagnosis 
depending on the isolation and identification of the causal 
organism—that alone justifying the statement that the 
cause of deatli is bacillary white diarrluea. 

If many of the hatch are affected it is probably more econ¬ 
omical to slaughter the survivors, burn the bodies, and carry 
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out rigorous disinfection of utensils, incubator, &c.; this is 
most important. 

The disinfection of a poultry house has already been dealt 
with, but with an incubator special methods are required. 
All movable portions may be removed and washed with 
disinfectant, the whole sprayed with disinfectant, sealed, 
and the incubator set going. Another method is the use of 
formaldehyde vapour. Commisrcial formalin (40 per cent

formaldehyde) is poured over potassimn permanganate 
crystals, placed in a dish with fairly deep sides to prevent 
the ove:^ow of the mixture when chemical action takes place. 
This method can, of course, also be used for disinfecting 
houses. The amount of chemicals required depends on the 
cubic space of the incubator, but can easily be determined by 
simple arithmetic, best results being obtained when one 
pint of formalin plus one pound of potassium permanganate 
crystals are used for every one thousand cubic feet of space. 
(Two ounces of formalin and one ounce of crystals are com-

monly used for a 150 size incubator.) The incubator should 
be sealed and h^ft for twelve hours, aft(ir which it should bo 
thoroughly aired to get rid of the irritant fumes. 

Alternatively, the survivors may be reared for the table, 
but should never be used for breeding purposes as they often 
remain ‘ carriers ’ and lay eggs containing the causative 
organism, Salmonella jmllorum^ the number of such affected 
eggs varying from about four to fourteen per cent. 

As a preventive measure, blood from birds of the bre(^ding 
pen should be submitted to the agglutination t(^st, and only 
eggs from birds which pass the test should be used for hatch¬ 
ing purposes. If eggs are purchased, the buyer should only 
deal with vendors who have had their breeding stock 
‘ blood-tested.’ 

The agglutination test has been the subject of a good deal 
of controversy, and much bitter criticism has been levelled at 
it by antagonists, many biassed, and many not possessing 
sufficient scientific knowledge to enable them to judge 
correctly. Although the test may not be so accurate as a 
chemical test, in which we are dealing with standard reagents 
whose formula) do not vary from day to day, we must bear 
in mind that a biological test cannot always be constant, as 
here we are testing substances produced by the living 
organisms with its daily, sometimes hourly, variations. 
Nevertheless, it must be admitted that the test has been the 
means of ridding many farms of the ravages of bacillary 
white diarrluea. It seians to us that it may not be inappro¬ 
priate to describe briefly the principles underlying the test. 

Birds which apparently have recovered from an outbreak 
of the disease as young chicks, or which have become affected 
as adults through being penned up with affected fowls, in 
many cases still*harbour the germs in their bodies. These 
germs do not circulate in the blood, but usually remain 
localised in the ovary of the female and in the testes of the 
male. Tlu^ abst^nce of the germs in the blood allows us, 
when collecting blood samples, to use the same needle time 
after time with only a siinpU*. wiping with a clean cloth be¬ 
tween each blo(Hling, without fear of spreading the disease 
from bird to bird. The presence of Salmonella pullorum acts 
in the nature of a ‘ foreign ’ substance and stimulates the 
defensive mechanism of the fowl to produce some counter¬ 
acting agent (anti-body) which is active only against the 
particular germ responsible for its manufacture. Thus, a 
substance known as ‘ agglutinin ’ is produced and is located 
in the blood stream. It has the particular property of 
causing the germs in the presence of salt to be clumped, and 
it is this faculty which is employed in the agglutination test. 
The actual test consists in adding a small quantity of the 
serum to be tested to a suspension of Salmonella pullorum in 
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salt water, and placing the tube containing the mixture in a 
hot water bath for several hours, the tubes then being 
examined and any showing clumping of the germs being 
described as ‘ reactors ’ or ‘ failures.' The clumping proves 
that the specific agglutinin was present in the serum, thus 
indicating the presence of Salmonella pullorum in the bir<l 
from which the sample of blood was collected. The serum of 
a normal fowl contains no agglutinin, and thus, with it, no 
clumping occurs. Lately a rapid test has been developed in 
Arri(‘rica, and to a h'sser extent in this country. It consists 
in mixing a drop of the hen's blood with a small quantity of a 
coloured suspension of the germ on a slide, a clumping 
denoting that the bird is a carrier. This method cannot be 
given preference, under conditions found on the general 
poultry farm, over the tube nndhod, as it is not so accurate, 
and moreover the tester is often the owner, who has little 
experience of such tests and whose wishes may unconsciously 
bias the reading of the test. 

It can readily be seen wher<dn the agglutination test 
occasionally may fail, as, at the time of sampling in an odd 
case, there may not be enough agglutinin present to give a 
reaction. Happily, this is relatively rare and easily remedied 
by a second test, which should always be carried out if there 
are many reactors revealed by the first test, as some of the 
contact birds may b(‘- in the <».arly stages of the disease with 
little or no agglutinin present. If a second test is necessary, 
it should be carried out not less than fourteen days, or more 
than a month, after the first test. Sometimes where the dis¬ 
ease is very bad, such as the ease when the birds to be tested 
have been survivors of an outbreak and should never have 
been put into the breeding pen, even a third test is necessary. 
Poultry-kci^pers may grumble at a second or third test, but 
in our opinion it is better and cheaper in the long run to test 
properly in one year and rid the farm of reactors than to go 
on year after y<’iar with a greater or less number of reactors. 
Many farms have been cleared in this way, and, what is more 
important, have remained clear, although it is still necessary 
to take all precautions against reintroduction of the disease ; 
and in this connection it should be scarcely necessary to remind 
the poultry-keeper who has a ‘ clear ’ flock never to introduce 
fresh untested stock, and to disinfect carefully any second¬ 
hand appliances he may acquire. 

Birds which fail to pass the test should be removed from 
the breeding pem and should be butchered. They should 
never be retained on the farm, even for egg-laying, unless 
rigorous isolation can be carried out, as a proportion of them 
may be passing Salmonella pullorum in their droppings and 
be a source of danger to other birds on the farm, particularly 
those which have already passed the test.

One would think it would bo unnecessary at this time of 
day to say that reacting birds should mwer b(i sold alive in 
the optui market, yet this is done regularly. Although there 
is no law to prevent this, it is a reprehensible practice, leading 
to fresh outbreaks of the disease and defeating th<‘, object of 
the test, which surely has as its ultimate aim not merely the 
prevention of bacillary white diarrluea in th(^ individual 
flock, but its total eradication from the country. 


CocciDiosis. 

This is another important source of loss to the chick rearer, 
but here the chicks are generally attack<'d a little later in life, 
usually from about fourteen days and after. The causative 
agent is a protozoon parasite known as Eimcria tendla. 
Several varieti(‘S of Eirneria have been described, each affect¬ 
ing a different portion of the intestines, but these need not 
be detailed here. 

Affected chicks are seen to have milled feathers, appear 
unthrifty, and huddh^. about, wings droop and birds appear 
to lose the power of their legs. In many cases a blood-tinged 
diarrhoea is noticed. In other cases no symptoms may be 
noted, the birds being found dead. 

It is essential in attempting to control an outbreak of 
coccidiosis that an early diagnosis be obtained. To that end 
several chicks should be submitted for a post-mort<un 
examination. The lesions an^ confined principally to the 
duodenum and the cix'.ca or ‘ blind gut.’ In many cases the 
ca'-ca are greatly distended, and the walls, instc^ad of being 
thin and almost transparent, are thickened and opaque, and 
the contents, instead of being soft and moist, may be of a 
cheesy consistency—in some cases blood-tinged. In other 
cases, where an outbreak is very acute, the caeca may contain 
little else but clots of blood due to the destruction of the 
lining cells of the bowel by the parasites. The tindings are 
confirmed by taking some of the caecal contents and examin¬ 
ing under the microscope, where large numbers of oocysts 
can be seen. 

It is of interest to study briefly the life-history of the 
parasite. Chicks are infected by ingestion of food or water 
contaminated by oocysts from the droppings of affected birds. 
It is important to note that the oocyst, which may be likened 
to an ‘ egg ’ (it is a resistant stage of tlie parasite), is not 
infective when it is first passed by an affected bird. Und<*r 
the optimum conditions of heat and moisture an oocyst must 
lie about for anything from forty-eight hours to over a week 
before it becomes ‘ ripe ’ or infective. If such an oocyst be 
picked up by a chick, the little parasites contained in the 
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thick resistant shell are liberated and attack the cells lining the 
bowel wall, and the disease results. 

This knowledge gives us a method of controlling the disease. 
As soon as a positive diagnosis is obtained, obviously affected 
birds should be destroyed and steps must be takim to have 
the droppings removed at regular intervals before they can 
become infective to the remaining chicks. This can be done 
in several ways. The chicks may be put in floorless pens, 
which are shifted to fresh ground daily, or they may be placini 
on wire floors and the droppings removed. The first method 
has the disadvantage of contaminating the land. If the 
chicks are running on wooden floors as little litter as possible 
should be used, and this should be swept up every twenty- 
four hours and either burned or mixed with quicklime. (We 
have found sawdust very useful as litter for affected chicks.) 

Various medicinal measures have been tried, including 
iodised milk, sour milk, butter milk, hydrochloric acid, 
mercurial preparations, &c., but in our opinion tlii‘se are 
almost worthless by themselves, although in conjunction with 
the regular removal of drojqiings they may be of some value. 
It is the prevention of reinfestation which is the important 
factor in checking an outbreak and avoiding heavy lo8S(^s, so 
that our main efforts should bo directed to the hygienic 
measures already stated. 

After an outbreak thorough disinfection should be carried 
out. This has already been dealt with early in the paper, but 
again we would draw the attention of the reader to the effi¬ 
cacy of tli<} blowlamp as a ‘ disinfecting ’ ag^mt. following 
mechanical cleansing. The oocyst, by virtue of its thick 
‘ shell,’ is very resistant to ordinary disinhictants, although 
boiling water kills it readily. The use of boiling water has a 
very limited application, but the dry heat from the flame of 
a blowlamp is equally lethal to the oocysts, and although its 
use may be tedious, good results reward the patient operator. 
Cracks, crevices, and all awkward corners must receive par¬ 
ticular attention, for these are likely places for the lodgment 
of oocysts and, if neglected, a fresh outbreak may result. 

Newly-hatched chicks are never affected with coccidiosis ; 
that is to say, the disease cannot be transmitt< 3 d from adult 
to chick via the egg as is the case in bacillary white diarrhoea, 
so that it must be our endeavour to keep the chick free from 
infection, which can nearly always be traced to contact, 
direct or indirect, with the droppings of an old<3r bird. To 
this end the reader’s attention is drawn to the paragraph 
dealing with the prevention of parasitic diseases. 

Some breed(*rs make a point of wiping each egg with 
methylated spirits before placing it in the incubator, in (jas(^ 
any fsecal material containing coccidia may be adherent to 
the shell, but this is quite unnecessary. 
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In the past we have always met with an odd case of cocci- 
diosis in older birds, but the losses rarely were serious. Of 
late years, however, there appears to be a great increase in 
the number of birds becoming affected with coccidiosis when 
several months old, and to-day such cases present a very 
difficult problem. The reason for the change is difficult to 
find. It may be that the keeping of the young stock inten¬ 
sively for a longer period renders them less resistant to 
coccidiosis when they are exposed to infection later in life. 
Again the cry of “ lack of stamina ” may be appropriate. 
Affected birds show unthriftiness, loss of condition, diarrhoea, 
weakness, and in many cases loss of power of the limbs. No 
doubt many of these cases have been mistaken for true fowl 
paralysis. So far no curative measures are available. Newman 
(1933) has suggested giving a weekly dose of epsom salts, 
and good results have been claimed for this treatment. He 
recommends ten ounces per hundred birds—twelve weeks of 
age. 

Attention should be paid to the diet, and if none is present 
cod-liver oil should be added to the food, as many research 
workers state that a lack of Vitamin A. renders fowls more 
susci^ptible to internal parasitism. It is manifestly impossible 
to carry out the hygienic measures recommended in the case 
of outbreaks in young chicks ; nevertheless houses should be 
kept as clean as possible. 

In dealing with coccidiosis as it affect s older stock, we have 
detailed the main points, but it must be realised that at the 
present our knowledge is very incomplete and a great deal of 
research work has yet to be done on this question before a 
solution to the problem is found. 

In addition to the ailments and diseases already discussed, 
there are many minor troubles which often cause more worry 
than a definiti^ disease. Rickets, leg weakness, cannibalism, 
congestion of the lungs, clogged beaks and eyes, &c., are fre¬ 
quently met with in young chickens, particularly in those 
which are reared intensively. They are generally the result 
of faulty conditions in brooding or feeding. When symptoms 
of these troubles appear, the poultry-keeper should look into 
his whole system of management in the endeavour to trace 
the cause. 

Rickets is considered to be due to imiKU'fect assimilation of 
lime salts, and is associated with lack of direct sunlight on 
the chicks. Most brooder houses are now fitted Avith drop 
shutters, slightly above floor level, so as to allow the light 
and air to reach the birds without the interv ention of glass. 
Theoretically, rickets does not develop if these conditions 
are observed, but practically a form of leg weakness, not 
perhaps true rickets, does often arise even though cod-liver 
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oil and lime are supplied. Some other factor must then be 
involved, and the nature of the diet must be looked into* 
Many of the chick mashes are of a highly concentrated nature, 
producing rapid growth and with this, probably, digestive 
disturbances. The practice of feeding young chicks entirely 
on a highly concentrated mash is very gcmeral, and where leg 
weakness makes its appearance under this method, it is 
advisable to make a radical change in the fec^ding. Where 
the dry mash hoppers are always open, the birds’ digestive 
systems never get a rest, and their gizzards are not sufficiently 
exercised. The hoppers should be closed down periodically, 
so as to allow the birds to become really hungry. A proportion 
of kibbled grain, instead of so much finely-ground material, 
has been found to produce a harder condition in the chicks, 
and increases their general activity. Where available, liquid 
milk may be given for the first seven or eight weeks. 

Cannibalism often makes its appearance amongst intensively 
reared chicks, especially if they are always running on wire 
floors. The bird’s beak and toe-nails become unnaturally 
sharp, as there is nothing to wear them down, so that th<* 
least touch on each other’s skin is enough to draw blood. 
Once the vice has started, it is exceedingly difficult to stop it. 
Sometimes the addition of a little salt (not more than on(^ 
per cent) in the mash will help matters. The use of p(‘at moss 
on the floor is apt to encourage cannibalism, as the bird’s f(^ct 
show up clearly in the dark material. Chaff or oat husks 
may be recommended as litter in preference to peat moss, as 
the toes ar<i not so easily seen. 

Congestion of the Lungs is usually a symptom of some other 
trouble rather than a primary disease. It may be brought on 
by floor draughts, overcrowding, or want of fresh air. Th<‘re 
is little danger of overheating young chicks provided that 
they can escape from the heat to a cool and airy atmosphere 
outside the hover. The alternation of heat and cold is pos¬ 
sibly one reason why hen-reared chicks seldom suffer from 
congestion of the lungs. Keeping the birds at a uniformly 
high temperature, especially if the air is not pure, weakens 
their lungs and makes them susceptible to chill. Provided 
they have a warm hover to run back to, chicks will benefit by 
being allowed to fill their lungs with cold, dry, fresh air. They 
are also very susceptible to carbon monoxide poisoning, so 
that they should be protected from the fumes of anthracite 
stoves, petrol engines, &c. The effect of heat on faulty gal¬ 
vanised metal may also give rise to irritant vapours which 
have a toxic effect on chicks. 

Working in fine dry peat moss may account for the clogging 
of the beaks, eyes, and nostrils, which is sometimes met with. 
There is evidently some interference in the respiratory pas¬ 
sages, which prevents the birds from breathing properly 
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through the nostrils. The brooding conditions should be 
look(^d into, all dusty litter removed, and the birds put on 
grain only, supplemc^nted by a small feHMl of wet mash. A 
few drops of eucalyptus sprinkled on the floor of the hover 
will help to clear the^ nasal passages. 

While (thicks can be, and are, successfully reared on dry 
mash only, the suggestion is put forward that this method 
may be partly re^sponsible for some of the troubles in the 
adult stock. No other young animal is allowed constant 
access to food, more especially food of a concentrated nature. 
It is recogiiis(‘.d that tint stomach must have a rest. Too much 
stress is often laid on labour-saving contrivances, which may 
prov(^ costly in Uw long run. Mortality in the laying stock 
is rising y(^ar by year, and, as already i)ointed out in this article', 
it is the vague, undefined ailments which are causing more 
trouble than specific disease. Each one knows where his 
own particular difficulty lies, and each has his theory as to 
the cause' of the troubles. There are many problems still 
unsolved and likely to remain so for some time to come, but 
by can'ful observation of his own conditions, and by trying 
out his own theories and comparing them with those of others, 
each poultry-ke(*p('r (‘an coutribuU' something towards the 
solution of tlu' gi'iieral probh'ins.

The Cleg (Hsematogiota ptuviatis) and other 
Horse-Flies. 

In several of his reports on Warble-flies to the Society, my 
predecessor, Dr E. Stewart MacDougall, was careful to 
explain that, although the name Gad-flies is applied indis¬ 
criminately to both Warble-flies and Horse-flies, tlu^y belong 
to two quite distinct families, the Oestridai and Tabanidie 
respectively. Although the flies of both familh‘S visit live¬ 
stock, they do so for entirely different purposes, the Warble-fly 
to lay its eggs on the hair of the host-animal, the Horse-fly to 
obtain a meal of blood. Horse-flies lay t heir <‘ggs not on the 
host but on the leaves of plants overhanging water, on the 
surfac(is of stones or rocks projecting from wat<*r, or even on 
dry twigs apart from water. Whilst the mouth-parts of the 
Warble-fly are atropliied and useless for feeding, those of the 
Horse-fly are well developed and are ifsed by the female in 
piercing the skin of its host and sucking its blood. 

In their larval habits, the flies of the two families are also 
quite distinct. The larvie of Horse-flies an', free-living in 
water, in the mud at the bottom of ponds, and in moist soil, 
whilst those of Warble-flies are parasites in th(‘. tissues of the 
host-cattle. Finally, it should be remembered that Horse-flies 
rarely inspire the terror in their hosts, which results in ‘ gad¬ 
ding ’ or stampeding, as is characteristic of the attack of the 
Warble-fly on cattle. 

Blood-Sucking Habit in Insects ,—Among insects, the habit 
of sucking the blood of animals occurs variously among flics, 
bugs, lice, and fleas. Insect-bites involve not only physical 
pain, irritation, and loss of blood on the part of the host- 
mammal or -bird, but also entail the risk of the host’s inocu¬ 
lation with pathogenic organisms conveyed by the insect, 
which multiply in the host’s tissues to the detriment of its 
well-being. Fortunately, this latter contingency is one of 
more infrequent occurrence in temperate countries than in 
tropical ones, but nevertheless should not be neglected in any 
investigation concerning blood-sucking insect pests. 

Of the two-winged flies (Diptera) of Britain, the blood- 
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siickinjy liabit is confined to Mosquitoes, a f(iw Midges, Black- 
liies. Gad-flies or Uorse-flies, Stable-liies, Forest-flies, and the 
so-called 8heep ‘ Tick ’ or Ked. With the (^xc(q)tion of 
Stabl(?-fli(ss, Forest-flies, and the Ked, tlu* liabit of blood-

sucking is peeidiar to the females, with the result that the 
non-blood-sucking males are not encounti^red on tlu^ host. 

Investigation of the Biology of British Horse-flies ,—The fact 
that the life-history and habits of no singh^ one of our British 
or, indeed, European Horse-flies had been studied in detail 
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was in itself sufficient reason why the deficiency should be 
removed as soon as possible, evt^n apart from the additional 
consideration of their economic importance to the owner of 
live-stock. In the years 1923 to 1926, in my capacity as 
Professor of Zoology in the University of Saskatchewan and 
Entomologist for the Province of Saskatchewan, I made an 
extensive investigation of th(‘. Horse-flies of Western Canada.^ 
Soon after my return to Scotland 1 undertook in 1930 a 
similar investigation of British Horse-flies at the University 
of Edinburgh. Because of its relatives abundance, I seleciti^d 
the Cleg (Eivmatojiota plnvialis) as olTering th(i most readily 
available supply of living specimens with which to begin the

work. A full account ^ of the investigation has recently been 
Ijublished elsewhere, and was preceded by two brief com¬ 
munications, the one ^ dealing with the mod(^ of egg-laying 
of the Cleg and the other ^ discussing the question of its 
rearing in the laboratory. 

The Characters Distinctive of Horse-flies ,—For the 
information of the members of the Society, a description of

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ITorso-flios mi^^ht prove useful. Many of those occurring in 
Britain are of large size and are the most formidable of all 
blood-sucking flies. Our largest one is Tabanus sudeiicus 
(Fig. 11), which measures about an inch in hmgth and an inch 
and three-quarters from tij) to tip of the expanded wings. It 
is actually the largest two-winged 11 y in Britain. Altogether, 
there are tw(mty-on(^ difT(^r(Uit kinds of Horse-flies in the 
British Islands, arranged in three grouj)S or g(m(‘ra. They 
are usually of stout build and somewliat hat. The head is 
larg(5, convex in front and concave behind. In the male, the 
eyes are large. o(*-cupy almost the whoh* head (Fig. .10), and are 
contiguous. Those of the hunah^ are s(q)arat(^ (Fig. 15). Per-

haps the most striking eharaet^T of the living fly is the 
brillianeti of its ('yes, whieli, in life, are iridesc(*nt green or copper 
and mark(Kl with purple bands or spots, that are constant for 
each species, and therefore of material help in identifying the 
different kinds. The mouth-parts are conspicuous, and con¬ 
sist of a grooved proboscis or lower lip, which projects below 
the head and encloses the piercing parts. The body is uni¬ 
formly clothed with short hair, and there are no large bristles. 
In colour. Horse-flies are usually a sombre brown or greyish 
black, frecpiently relieved by reddish and yellowish markings. 

Differentiation of the Three British Genera ,—The identi¬ 
fication of the three Tabanid groups or genera is most readily 
accomplished by an examination of the wings. In Tabanus^

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the wings are quite translucent; those of Hwmatopota have 
greyish, scroll-like markings all over the membrane, whilst 
those of Chrysops (Fig. 17) have prominent, broad, transverse, 
smoky bands, one at the middle and the other at the apex. 

Description of the Cleg ,—In Scotland, the name Cleg is usually 
applied to Hwmatopota pluvialis (Figs. 15, 16). There occurs 
along with it a closely allied speck's, 11, crassicornis, of the 
same general appearaneti and only differing from it in certain 
minute characters, such as the mor(», darkly marbled wings

and mor(‘. dilated antennai. It is also a more blackish fly. 
The latter is comparatively scarce and relatively unimportant 
as a pest of liv(^-stock. 

In H, plueialis, the eyes of the living fesmale are markt^d with 
alternate zigzag bands, of which four an*, green and live are 
purplish brown. The middle region of the body or thorax is 
markf^d with live, longitudinal, grey stripes. On each segnu^nt 
of the hind body or abdomen, abov<i, tlu^re is a pair of round, 
ashy grey spots. Below, the body is dark ycdlowish, ashy grey 
ot whitish grey. The legs are broadly banded, black and orange.

Comment has already been made on the scroll-like or mottled 
markings of the wings, a character which it shares in common 
with its relative, H, crassicorniH. 

Behaviour of the Gleq and its Relation to its Hosts .—The Cleg 
is found on the wing from June to August and is commonly 
encountered in rural and upland districts. The females 
display greatest activity on warm, sunny days, when they 
freely attack and bite human beings, cattle, and horses. 
They are lovers of bright sunshine and shun the shade. As a 
ri^sult, they rarely follow their hosts indoors. Those that may 
do so cease to display any interest in the host-animal, which 
may have occupu^d their undivided attention outdoors a 
moment previously. Their om^ anxiety is to (^scap(^ cover and 
regain the open by flying to a window, the light of which 
attracts them. During dull rainy days, they rest quietly on 
tlu^ stems and leaves of grasses but are readily disturbed by 
th(^ ])assage of man or beast, at whom they will immediately 
launch an attack. With prevailing t(‘.mperatures of 65°- 
70'' F., the (leg continues to attack its liosts from early 
morning to lati‘ ev(‘ning. 

Like the golden-cyed Horse-fly (Chrysops), the Cl(*g is notable 
for the quietness and g(‘ntleness witii which it alights on its 
victim. The pain following the bite is often the first warning 
of the presence of the fly. The larger Horse-flies reveal their 
ai)proach by their de(*p hum. Although tlu^y are swift on the 
wing. Clegs aro easily captured on the host, once they have 
b(‘gun to suck its blood. As might be expected from their 
size, tlie wound inflicted by the mouth-parts is seven*, and 
blood flows freely from the puncture after the fly has volun¬ 
tarily detached itself. Whilst the amount of blood drawn by 
a single Cleg is small in the time required to complete engorge¬ 
ment, the mass attack from day to day of numerous Clegs 
must result in a serious loss to the host in the course of a 
Si‘ason. In my studi(‘s of Canadian Horse-flies, to which I 
have referred above (p. 99), 1 computed tliat one sp(*cies 
(Tahanns septcntrionalis), which is slightly larger than the 
Cleg, re(iuin*d for its repletion during any single act of feeding 
about O’li cubic c<*ntimetre of blood. It was estimated that 
individual animals grazing in the open on a warm, sunny day 
stood to lose each about 100 cubic centimetres of blood, if 50 
flies engorged th<*mselves each hour. This estimate might 
also well apply to the Cleg, which, during the hay-harvest in 
June and July, collects in swarms on horses hot and perspiring 
as a result of their labours in the field. Such animals appear 
to be particularly attractive to the parasite. Wliilst the 
sapping of the vitality of the host is directly attributable to 
loss of blood, persistent attack by Horse-flies induces, in 
grazing animals, a restlessness that results in temporary

cessation of feeding. Therefore, during the fly-season, poverty 
of condition in live-stock and reduction of milk-yield in 
dairy cattle may bo partly ascribed to the activities of 
the Ch‘g. 

It must not be supposed that cattle and horses in good 
condition submit passively to the (Cleg’s attack. Thos<^ parts 
of the body that can bo reached by tlu^ switching of the tail 
are more or less protected, and tlui twitching of the skin is 
of km <^ffective in disturbing th(^ Cleg that has just alighk‘d 
and is exploring the skin preparatory to making a punctures 

In our laboratory exjK^riments, in which the author expos(id 
himself to the bites of hungry Clc‘gs, it was noted that the time 
taken by the individual to engorge itself varied from 2 to 
30 minutes, whilst the majority required only 3 to 6 niinutc^s. 
As feeding proceeds, the abdomen of the ins(^ct is seen to 
undergo gradual distension as the capacious stomach becoim^s 
lilled, and it exhibits a continuous, energetic, ‘ panting ’ 
movement associat(*d with the function of br(‘,athing. At tln^ 
same time a few droi)s of clear fluid are intermittently passed 
from th(^. anus of the fly. 

Afk^r partaking of a blood-m<‘al, an (mgorginl kmiah^. in 
captivity beciomes sluggish during the time that digestion is 
prodHHling. Meanwhile, thc! eggs are diweloping inside its 
body and arc ready to be laid in 6 to 12 days. During this 
period, the Oleg shows no desire to bite a living host, but f<HMls 
readily on sugar. It was definitely shown that females, bred 
in the laboratory and not imiiregnated by the male, could not 
be induced to bite a host even after repeated trials. Dor some 
unknown reason, pairing of th(‘. sexes docs not ocenr in the 
laboratory, and it is not unlikely that pairing takes place 
in Nature only when the sc^xes collect in mixed flying swarms 
in the oxien air, at some distance from the ground. ISuch a 
swarm was observed by me in July 1930 at Balerno, 
Mid-Lothian, and again in July 1933 at Loch Garten, 
Inverness-shire. 

It has been abundantly demonstratiul that only impreg¬ 
nated, blood-fed females lay eggs. Hugar-hnl femaU'S do not 
lay, for the simple reason that tlu*. ovari(».s do not und(U’go 
development on a carbohydratii diet. Tin*, latk^r can, howevi^r, 
be maintained alive in the laboratory for periods exkmding to 
a maximum of thirty days, and unpaired males, under similar 
conditions of feeding, for as long as twelve days. 


Life-History of the Ch.EO. 

Egg-Laying .—Where the eggs of the Cleg are laid in Nature 
has not so far been discovered. It is a peculiarity of many 
species of Horse-flies that, despite their apparent local abun- 
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dance, their eggs are not readily come by. Several students 
of the Tabanidai havi^ coniinented on this fact, and the 
explanation may be that suitable conditions for egg-laying 
range over wide tracts of country near ponds, reservoirs, 
swamps, and peat-bogs, which are not r(*adily accessible to 
man. Tin*, egg-laying habits of only a comparatively few 
species are known. Of these the majority sel(‘ct the leaves 
of plants overhanging water, and on th(^ surface facing the 
water a compact mass of eggs, varying in number from 100 
to 500, according to the species, is deposited. The larvie, in 
hatching, drop into 1h(^ wat(‘r and i)ass into the mud at the 
bottom. A tew sja^eies ar(‘ known to lay their eggs on dry 
twigs away from water. 

In all cas(‘S where actual observation has been made, TTorse- 
llies carry on the business of egg-laying on warm, sunny days 
only. Onec^ llie. proctsss has comnienciMl, they are not readily

In 
the compleU*d egg-mass, tin*, arrangenu*nt of the eggs in 
partly overlapping rows, combined with tlu‘ir slope relative to 
the leaf-surface anel the shape e)f the mass, is distinctive of 
each species. In a future re^peirt to this Society, I Impe to 
present appreipriate illustrations of the egg-masses of several 
Scottish lleirse^flies, bearing upon this fact. 

Failure to discover the eggs in Nature suggested the alter¬ 
native of expirinu'iiting in the laboratory with females 
captured in the field. After having been induced to feed on a 
living host, each female was isolated in a separate glass 
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brooding-jar and suppliod with fresh leaves of grasses, on which 
to lay its eggs. This method proved siiecossful, with the 

result that aftor an interval varying 



from 6 to 12 days, the captive 
sp<^cimens laid their eggs. 

Form of the Egg-Maf^s and Descrip¬ 
tion of the Egg ,—In a well-formed 
egg-mass (Fig. 18), the numbiT of com¬ 
ponent eggs amounts to about 150 to 
180. As will be not<Ml in the illustra¬ 
tion, tlu^y stand vertically on end 
on tlui leaf-surface, closely packcMl 
together in rows and secured to tlu^ 
leaf by a cement, which also coats 
the* eggs. On top of the basal, there 
is rais(*d a S(‘C.ond layer, so that 
the typical mass is df)ubl(^-tier(^d. 
Occasionally single-tienul masst's were> 
laid, but these were judged to be th(». 
product of hmiales, in whi(*li the pro¬ 
cess of egg-laying was interrupted 
before the masses were comphded. 
Should a disturbed hunale r(‘sum(' 
egg-laying, sh(^ does not concHTii hor- 
self again with- th(^ incomplete mass, 
but commences tlu^ operation at somt^ 
other place, (‘it her on th(‘. same or 
another leaf. 

Tlie egg-masses average about 
inch by | inch, the long axis of tlu^ 
mass being parallel to tliat of tlu^ h‘af. 
The egg is greyish brown, cylindrical, 
pointed at either end. It is about 
inch long and is some five times as 
long as it is broad. Hatching of the 
eggs occurs almost simultanc^ously 
throughout a single mass, after a 
period of incubation of 0 to 8 days.

To obviate loss(‘s due to 
cannibalism, which is dis¬ 
played in every larval stag<^ 
exc(jpt the first, it was essemtial 
to segregate the larvie indi¬ 
vidually. Thus th(‘, larva% aft(‘r 
the first stages, wer(‘, kept in 
solitary confimummt in small 
glass - bottles containing a 
shallow layer of sand, into 
which t hey burrowed to shun 
the light. Periodically, th<* 
sand was washed out and 
examined for moulted skins, after which tlie larva was replaced 
in the bottle with fresh sand and food consisting either of 
maggots or small pieces of live earthworm. By this method 
an accurate record was kept of a large series of larva?, in wliicli 
tlio number of stages and their duration were determined for

each one. 

From this study tho most striking facts which emerged 
were : (1) the extreme variability in the duration of the 

various stages of single larva?; (2) marked variability in the 
duration of identical stages of different larvao ; (3) segregation 
of the larvao into two kinds according as they did or did not 
exliibit retardation of development, resulting in two- or one- 
year life-histories respectively, despite identity of parentage 
and similarity of breeding conditions of the two. Full-grown 
larvao recovered from the soil in summer (July and August) 
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and, therefore, certainly hatched from eggs of the previous 
year, did not complete their development until the early 
summer of the year following their collection. There is thus 
evidence that, in Nature, the life-history of the Oleg extends to 
two years, and, judging from the rat(‘. of devidopment of other 
Scottish Horse-flies under investigation, the two-year life- 
history would appear to be the rule rather than the exception. 

Habits of the Larva .—The minute larvao of the first stag(s 
which lasts for a f(^w minut(\s only, in contrast to the tens or 
hundreds of days spent in the later stages, is incapable of 
feeding. From the second to the final stage, which may be 
the seventh, eighth, or ninth, the larva) are carnivorous, and 
prey upon each other. They sink their sharp-pointed mouth- 
hooks into the body of the victim and suck up its juices 
through the central canal of either hook. After a meal the 
larva rests, and several days may elaps<i before it partakes of 
another meal. There is, indeed, a marked irregularity in the 
intervals between consecutive feedings of the same and 
different larva), which is probably responsible for the gn^at 
variability in their rate of growth. 

Eecords of the discovery of the larva in Nature are few, and 
refer to isolated, full-grown specimens that have b(‘en re¬ 
covered by chance in the soil of cultivated ground, pasture, 
and marsh, as well as in rott<m wood. Their occurnmee under 
such conditions is no clue to the riddle of the egg-laying habits 
of the Cleg in the open, since the full-grown larva, in the yc^ar 
or two it requires to comxdete its growth, may have ranged 
far and wide from the egg-mass from which it hatched. Despite 
our lack of knowledge on this matU)r, this much is clear, that 
the young larvae, simultaneously hatched from an egg-mass, 
must occur very close to each other where they drox), whether it 
bo in soil or mud at the bottom of a pond. Indeed, as has been 
frequently observed in the laboratory, the first-stage larva) 
fall from the egg-mass in a cluster. The conditions are thus 
admirable for the practice of cannibalism by the young larva-, 
as we have repeatedly shown by confining them in moist sand in 
a small dish, two or three hundred together, when, finally, only 
a single one survived and reached maturity. On the basis of 
this evidence, it is my opinion that the larval Cleg is its own 
worst enemy, and were it not for this habit of larval cannibal¬ 
ism, the Cleg, abundant pest as it is, would be much more 
numerous. 

Progression of the larva is effected by a forward extension of 
the head-end, the body contracting to pull the tail after it. 
The movement is assisted by the protrusible stump-like ‘ legs ’ 
described above, so that the larva secures a purchase on the 
walls of its underground burrow sufficient to push itself along. 
The reverse movement is performed with equal facility. Even 
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on a smooth surface, the movement of the larvae is remarkably 
fast, and this, combined with their longevity, suggests the 
reason for their scattered distribution in th(‘ soil in Nature, 
which is further promoted by their 
foraging and predatory habits. \ / 

An account of the larva and its 
habits would be incomplete without 
mention of the unique, pear-shaped 
organ, of minute dimensions but com- / i/l i? i 

plex structure, wliich lies towards the 
upper side of the body, just beneath 1 

the skin near the tail-end. It is 
known as Graber’s organ and is 
peculiar to TTorse-lly larvae. There is I \

The Pupa .—The pupa (Fig. 21) is MM\2 

the resting, non-feeding stage which 
iunerges from the last skin of tlu^ - 

larva, from which it differs greatly in ^ 

appearance. It measures about ^ 
inch long and J .inch broad, and is 
reddish brown in colour. By refer- 
ence to Fig. 21, one can readily identify 
the regions of tlu' future head, mouth- 
parts, h‘gs, and hind body of the fly.

Outdoors, Tabanid pupae are 
found in drier soil, at some dis¬ 
tance removed from the muddy margins of ponds, where 
the larval stages may have been spent. They occur near the 
surface in an erect position, often in grassy land, within a 
smooth-walled cavity fashioned by the larva previous to its

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transformation to tho pupa. Eemoved from its earthen cell, 
the jo\m^ pupa shows itself capable of performing active but 
limited movements of its hind body, but this faculty is gradu¬ 
ally lost as its age increases and the adult fly becomes dilTeren- 
tiated within the pupal skin. These body-movements are 
pur<4y local and do not serve progression. Unlike the larva, 
tlui pupa r<‘mains permanently in the one place. 

After the lai)se of three weeks, the pupal skin splits down 
the fore-region of the back, and the fly, mah^ or female, releasees 
itself from the imprisoning shell and pushes its way above the 
surface, through the interv<‘ning half-inch of soil. Ascending 
a convenient stem or leaf of grass, it remains immobile until 
its skin hardens and the fohhnl wings expand, when it is then 
capable of taking flight. The emergence of the adults usually 
occurs during tlu^ night or early hours of the morning. Tlu^ 
mo<le of pu])ation, behaviour of the pupa, and <unerg('nc<‘ of 
the. fly, here described, ai)ply to Tabanidae in general and have 
b(5en repeatiHlly v(‘rifled in (Uegs reared in the laboratory. 

The sex of the Cleg pupa and, therefore, of the subsequ(‘nt 
fly can b(^ r(‘adily determined. On tlu^. lower surface of the 
final body-S(‘gment, there is a row of fairly long spiiuss, con¬ 
tinuous from side to side in the male. In tlie female (Fig. LM), 
th(‘ median spines of this row are lacking, leaving a gap with 
only thr(‘e spines on either side. 


Control. 

The numbers of an insect pest are subj(^ct to consid<^rable 
annual fluctuations, d<q)ending upon the degree! of variation 
of any one or mor<^ of the several ])hysical and biological 
factors that constitute its environment. 

Direct Control. —Because*, of their obscure breeding habits 
in comparatively inaccessible places, Tabanidsc in tin*, egg and 
disi)ersed, subterranean, larval and pupal stages do not lend 
themselves to measures of direct control by the use of 
insecticides. Porchinski in Kussia, as reported by Howard,^ 
observed that adult Horse-flies had a habit of skimming the 
surface of open sheets of water in rapid flight on warm days. 
Jle, therefore, conceived the plan of covering the surfaces of 
such waters with a film of mineral oil, which adhered to the 
bodies of the flies and destroyed them. Such treated waters 
he aptly called “pools of death.” In one small pool with an 
area little larger than one square yard, there were found dead 
after five days, 1260 male and 268 female Tabanus and 416 
male and 33 female Chrysops.

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From these impressive figures, it would appear as if here we 
liad the solution of the Tabanid problem, but further reflection 
only serves to impress us with the difficulties of adopting and 
practising the general oil-treatment of pools and ponds. In 
the first place, the cost of maintaining an oil-film on all and 
sundry pools, oft<m in inaccessible marshy arenas, would be 
prohibitive^ Further, tluTo is no guarantee* of tlu^. efficacy of 
the treatment, since we are not convinced that the habit of 
skimming is geiu^ral among the^ Tabanidte. Indeed, during 
S(‘,v<‘.ral years of inUmsive^ obsi‘Tvation of Tabanidje in t}u‘ 
field, both in C'anada and in Scotland, I have on no occasion 
note^d the habit among the', many spe^cies that I have* studied ; 
nor does retenmee to the literatures of the Tabanida? show that 
any author, other than Porchinski, has r<‘marked upon the 
habit, although several have commented upon his advocacy 
of th(s oil-treatment of pools. 

Indirect Control .—Changes occurring in an environment 
are fr(‘qu(uitly responsible for changes in th(‘ numbers and 
com])osition of the (d(‘ments of its residemt fauna, and the 
d(^gn‘e of change^, of tljc latter d<‘pends on that of the former. 
Such changes may bc! nuTedy small, temxiorary tluctuations, 
(hdeTinined by annual variations in one or more* of the several 
physical and biological factors that constitute the* environ¬ 
ment; or th(‘y may be of a more p(*.rmanent nature, wln^rc* 
th(*y arise from human necessity and inteiference. As a result 
of th(*. indirect influence of the latter, insect poinilations may 
be perman<*ntly inereascnl or decreased according as the n(*w 
conditions are favourable or otlu*rw'ise. 

So far as the (dTect of annual variations of physical factors 
of the environnumt on the Tabanid x)roblem are concerned, it 
is a well-known fact that, following a year of extreme drought, 
the numbers of Ilorse-tlies suffer a decrease attributable to 
the drying-up of ponds and swamps and the consequ(*nt 
reduction of suitable egg-laying sites. Such a d(^crease was 
apparent during the summer of 1934, following ux)on the dry 
summer of 1933, in the deer-forest areas of Scotland, whicli 
support a large population of Horse-flies. Similarly, the year 
following a wet summer generally sees an increase in the 
numbers of Olegs and other Tabanids. Permanent reduction 
in their numbers, on the other hand, is the result of a complete 
alteration of the environment, such as happens when bogs 
and marshes are reclaimed for agricultural or other purjxises. 
Drainage and reclamation of waste, water-logged lands un¬ 
doubtedly represent the surest means of eradicating Horse¬ 
flies. Unfortunately, such schemes do not generally lie in 
the realm of practical economics, unless they can be shown to 
yield an adequate return in increased agricultural or other 
production.

INSECT PESTS OF 1934 . 


Biological Control, —Control of Horse-flies by parasites and 
predators is not one whicli is readily subject to human 
direction. Eeference to my paper on Canadian Tabanida‘, 
quoted above (p. 90), shows that the eggs wen^ attacked by 
minute, Hymenopterous species, of which Trichogramma 
minutmn and Fhanurus cmersoni were reared in Canada. 
The same or similar parasites have been recorded by other 
investigators in other parts of the world. My results sliowed 
that the percentage of parasitism, in individual egg-masses, 
varhid between 3 and 36. Tt is not unlikely that similar 
parasites will be recovered from the eggs of British Tabanida), 
when these eggs are found in Natun^ 

In Texas, Parman ^ reports that favourable results were 
obtained by collecting and disseminating the parasitised eggs 
of Tahanus hyalinipennis in areas where the ])arasit<'S were 
not numerous. The method consisted in placing the abundant 
and readily obtained egg-masses in reetq^tacles so construct(^d 
that the emerged parasites were allowed to escape and prose¬ 
cute their activities of parasitising fresh egg-masses. The 
Tabanid larva), on the other hand, which hatclu^d from the 
unparasitised eggs were prevented from escaping and de¬ 
stroyed. It will be readily appreciated how the beneficial 
parasite was by this means favoured at the expense of its 
injurious host. 

As might be expected from their subU^rranean habits, the 
larvae and pupae of Horse-flies are comparatively immune 
from attack by parasites. In America, Pliilip ^ has recorded 
the occurrence of unnamed nematodes parasitising the larvic, 
as had been previously done by Marchand,^ who briefly 
summarised our scanty knowledge of Tabanid parasites in a 
most useful paper, which reviewed the whole subject of 
Tabanid biology up to the year 1920, and should bo consulted 
by all students of the family. 

Like the eggs, Tabanid pupao are sometimes attacked by 
Hymenopterous parasites, of which, in Canada in 1926, I 
succeeded in rearing two sp<*eies, JDiglochis occidentalis and 
Trichopria tabanivora, the latter new to science. They were 
found parasitising three distinct species of Tabanid pupa), 
and the record was all the more interesting, since this 
was the first occasion on which parasites of Tabanid pupae 
had been discovered. Five years later Philip, quoted above, 
reared D, occidentalis in Minnesota. In my Canadian studies, 
the percentage of pupal parasitism was not determined, but

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it was judged to be very small, although for each individual 
parasitised pupa, there emerged anything from 15 to 34 
specimens of />. occidentalism and 98 to 112 of 1\ tahanivora. 

Of predatory insects, Wasps (Biunbecidic) and Kobber-flies 
(Asilidsc) have bcuui recorded as attacking Tabanida) in North 
America and othesr parts of the world. TIk^ Wasp having 
first stung and paralysed the Horse-fly, carries it off to its 
nest as proveiuhT for its grubs. Jiobber-flies, on th(i other 
hand, caj^ture their prey, stab it witli their strong mouth- 
parts, and proceed to suck out its juices. So far as insectiv¬ 
orous birds are con(*.erned, there is j)ractically no information 
r(*garding th(i liabits of British species as pnnlators of 
Tabanida). Indexed, the whole qu(^stion of control of British 
Horse-flies is an unexplored field awaiting investigation, that 
can only })roceed pari passn with that of the biology of the 
dies themselves. 

Miy account of the control of the Tabanida*, would be in¬ 
complete without reference to the habit of larval cannibalism. 
It can only lx*, ndterated, in tin* liglit of our present knowledge, 
that there ap])(‘ars to b(*- no other single factor so important 
in limiting tin* numbers of Horse-flies as the internecine war¬ 
fare of the larvai. 


PRO'rECTION OF ANHIALS. 

Repellents ,—During the dy-season, cat tle and liorses may be 
grant(*d a nu^asure of prot<*ction by the external application 
of odorous dressings, Avhich serve to repel the blood-thirsty 
dies. Bepell(‘nt dressings are usually defective in that they 
r<dain their di‘terrent proi)erti(*s for only a brhd jKulod after 
application to tlu^ linimal, and must, therefore, be renewed at 
intervals during the season in order to give the required 
prot(*ction. The additional exi)enso and labour involved in 
making repeated r<*newals also detracts from their utility; 
and then* is frequently the risk that they may cause injury 
to the hair and skin of the treated animal. 

A r(q)elh^nt for the protection of cattle is recommended in 
Pr(*ss Bulk*,tin No. 95, Kansas State Agricultural (^ollege. 
It is compounded of the following ingredients, the proportions 
being expressed in parts : powdered resin, 2 ; soap shavings, 1 ; 
water, i ; kerosene, 1 ; oil of tar, 1 ; dsh-oil, 1 ; water, 3. 
The resin and soap are boiled in the half-part of water until 
the resin is dissolved. The oil of tar, kerosene, and fish-oil are 
then added, and the mixture stirred while it boils for 15 
minutes. Tin*, emulsion is cooled and applied with a brush 
daily for 2 or 3 days. Subsequent applications are made every 
3 to 5 days as required. It is said to have no harmful effect on 
the animal, if care is used in its application. 
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In the same Bulletin, there is also given a repellent mixture 
for horses, as follows : crude fish-oil, 2 quarts ; crude carbolic 
acid, 1 pint; pennyroyal, 1 oz. ; oil of tar, 8 ozs. ; kerosene, 
Ij quarts. 

Protective Coverings. —Large-meshed mits, woven of coarse 
cord, offer an effective protection for working horses exposed 
to the attacks of Horse-flies. The net is slung lightly ov(^r 
the back of the animal, and the continual movement imparted 
to the cords of the net by the animaFs own movements, serves 
to prevent the flies from settling to bite. For the protection 
of the animaFs head and neck—regions which are particularly 
affected by Clegs and Horse-flies—a burlap hood with holes 
cut for the eyes, ears, and nostrils, and with a cape-like 
extension of the same material over the neck, will serve the 
purpose admirably. Fly-nets and burlap-hoods are widely 
used by American and Canadian farmers during the fly-season. 

Shelters. —It has been observed that Horse-flies do not 
n^adily enter barns and stables. Those that ar<^ intro(iuc(*d 
with the animals fly to the windows in an endeavour to 
escape. Eeady access to suitable shelter would, therefore, 
prove a great boon to harassed animals at pasture, enabling 
them to rid thcmselv(*s of the annoying attentions of tluj 
flies. In the upland farms of Scotland, cattle and horses are 
fr<*quently observed huddled together in the corners of fields 
adjoining farm buildings, during the heat of a summer day, 
exhaust(*d by the persistent and unremitting attacks of Clegs, 
and unable to obtain the shelter which would bring relief. 


The Brown Chafer (Serica brunnea). 

ChafiT-beethvs are pests of considerable agricultural im¬ 
portance*. because of the damage done to grassland by their 
root-destroying grubs. They repre^sent but one section of the 
family known as the Scarabaidaj, of which the other includes 
the Dung-beetles, insects of no agricultural importance*.. 
Members o^ the family are readily recognised by the expansion 
of the end-segments of the antenna) to form leaflets, that bear 
a relation to each other like the ribs of a fan and can be 
similarly open and closed. 

In Britain, there are four chafer-beetles, the larva) of which 
are periodically recorded attacking grassland, namely: the 
Cockchafer (Melolontha rnelolontha), the Summer Chafer 
(Amphimallus (Rhizotrogus) solstitialis)^ the Garden Chafer or 
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Bracken Clock (Phyllopertha horticola), and the Green liose 
Cdiafer (Cetonia aurata). Unlike their subterranean larvati, 
the adult beetles of the first two species op<^nly devour the 
foliage of broad-leaved trees, whilst those of the Gard(m 
(diafer feed on the leaves of various broad-leaved plants and 
th<^ young shoots of bracken. The last species, as its name 
indicates, feeds on the flowers of rosaceous plants. 

As a result of an inquiry from a correspondent of Spring- 



field, Fifesliir<‘, there must be added to the foregoing list 
another pasture-infesting chafer-becdle. The grubs were found 
to be particularly numerous in a low-lying area of a 57-acr(‘ 
field, that had been laid down to pastun^ five years pn^viously, 
and were first observed when the field was being ploughed for 
a potato and barley crop. Examination showed that tb(‘ larvic 
(Fig. 22) were those of the Brown Chafer, Serica hrunnea, wliieh 
resemble other chafer-larvse in the possession of a dark brown 
head, strong biting jaws, throe i)airs of prominent legs, and a 
markedly curved, wrinkled, white body. It is, however, 
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readily distinguishable from the rest by the course of the anal 
slit on the leaver surface of the last segment of tlie body, which 
is longitudinal and not transverse. Jn front of this slit there is 
a single transverse row of prominent brown spines (Fig. 23). 

The only outward signs of damage, according to my corre¬ 
spondent, was the presence, here and there, of brown X3atches 
of withered grass, which were attributed to ‘ sourness ’ of the 
land, but were more probably due to the larva*, attacking and 
destroying the roots. It is important to r(un(unb(*r that the 
grubs of the Brown Chafer are not only the farmer’s concern 
but also that of the forester, in that they share with those of 
the Cockchafer and the Summer Chafer the ratlier invidious 
distinction of being classified among tln^ most destructive 
pests with which the forester has to cont(*nd.^ Especially are

they injurious in the forest-nursery by gnawing the roots of 
seedlings and transplants, to their irreparable damage. 

The adult of the Brown Chafer (Fig. 24) is less than half an 
inch in length. Its head, thorax, and wing-covers are uniformly 
dull reddish brown. Unlike the Garden Chafer, which resembles 
it in size and has a metallic green thorax, the Brown Chafer 
is not markedly hairy. 

Neither the habits nor the life-history of the Brown Chafer 
arc known in detail. The beetles are on the wing in June and 
July, when the eggs are laid in the soil. The larvao are hatched 
in four to five weeks and spend their life in the soil. The 
cycle from egg to adult probably occupies two years. The 
adults are said to occur on birch and poplar trees. 

Against the attacks of chafer-larvae on grassland, crude

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naphthalene is recommended.^ It is broadcasted on the 
atr<*.cted area at the rate of 2 cwt. per acre. “ The dressing

should be given in autumn or spring and is most effective 
when followed by rain, which carries the insecticide into the 
soil.” 

The Bkistly Eosk ‘Slug’ (Gladius differ mis). 

In recent years there have been several inquiries concerning 
a caterpillar which defoliates Eambler Eoses in Scotland in 
June and July and again in September. As I entertained 
doubts regarding the identity of the insect, I appealed to 
Mr S. G. Jary, Advisory Entomologist, Agricultural College,

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the curled-up leaves ; 


Wye, Kent, for specimc^ns of the larvae of Cladius pectinicornia, 
a saw-fly, with which my Scottish specimens appeared to 
agree most closely. In 1929, Theobald ^ recorded G, pectini- 
cornis as a pest of strawberries in S.-E. England, and in 1930, 
a similar record was made by Hodgson and Beaumont.^ 
Comparison of the larvae showed that the two were very closely 
related, but that those from Kent had a pair of ill-deflned, 
grey bands along the back, absent in the Scottish siH^cirnens. 
I then consulted Dr H.'W. Miles, Advisory Entomologist, 
Victoria University, Manchester, who has devoted consider¬ 
able time and thought to the study of saw-flies, and he 
pronounced that the Scottish larvae were those of Gladius 
dijformis, Panz. This insect is but one of several saw-flies 
which attack the rose. Others arcs thi^, Leaf-rolling Saw-fly 
{Blemiocampa jmsilla), the green caterpillars of which inhabit 

th(^. Slug-worm (hJriocampoidcs 
which i‘ats the u})}H‘r surface of the 
h*af; and the caterpillars of Ernphytus 
cinctm, which begin by eating th(‘. 
h*aves and finally bore into the pruned 
shoots to pupate. 

C. difformis (Fig. 25) is a four¬ 
winged insect, which measunss about 
one-third of an inch in length and 
has a wing-spread of about half an 
inch ; it is shiny black with fine grey 
hairs; the lower part of the legs are 
yellowish and their (extremities ar(e 
dark; the wings are slightly douched. 
In the male the antennae are pcctinatce, 
in the female thc^y are simple. 

The eggs are laid on the lower surface of the leaves, and they 
hatch in a short time in summer.

The caterpillars (Fig. 26), which occur on the undeer surfaceof 
the h*aves, eat large irregular holes, but the mid-rib and other 
large veins are left intact. They are somewhat flat, narrowed 
behind the head, increasing again in thickness to beyond the 
middle and then decreasing towards the tail. The head is 
pale green, shiny, with a few black hairs, speckled with brown 
spots, which obscure the green ground-colour; the eyes are 
black and the jaws brown. The body is deep green, some¬ 
times tinged with yellow ; each segment has three rows of 
tubercles, from which there project pale brown hairs; hence 
the name. Bristly Kose Slug. The legs are pale green, each 
with a terminal, brown claw. In young larvae, the colour of

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the body is deeper, and the head darker than in the more 
mature ones. 

When full grown, the caterpillars spin their greyish or 
yellowish, silken cocoons on the leaves. The cocoon is double- 
walled with a distinct spacM^ between the inner, dense, compact 
and out(^r, thin, transparent walls. In tlu‘, summer, the i)eriod 
of larval life lasts for four to five weeks and the pupal stage, 
in the cocoon, for about three weeks. The second generation

of saw-fii(^s again lay their iiggs on the leaves, and the cater- 
])illars, after feeding until October, pass into the soil to 
hibernate*. 

Treatment, —Tlui eat(*.rpillars are readily susceptible to 
d(‘struetion by spraying Avith a standard stomach or contact 
insecticide. Any one of the following will be found to be 
(‘ITective:—

1. Lead Arsenate. 

Lead arsenate pasU*. . . J lb.

The lead arsenat-i* is made into a thin cream with a pint of 
Avat(ir and then diluted with the remainder of the water.

Mix the powder thoroughly with the water and apply the 
liquid witliout straining.

The soft soap is first dissolved in a small quantity of hot water, 
and the solution is then added to the remainder of the wat er.

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The Tuknip-fly oh Flea Beetle (Phyllotreta undulata). 


The summer of 1934 was marked by a sevcu’o infestation of 
the Turnip-fly throughout tlu*. South of Scotland. As a result 
of the destruction caused by the beidles, many farmers found it 
necessary to sow twice or three tinu'.s before they succeeded 
in obtaining a crop of turnips. The extent of the damage 
committed by the Turnip-lly is difficailt to gauge. It is tlin^e- 
fold, involving not only loss of se<*d but increased costs of 
labour attendant upon the operation of re-sowing, as well as 
diminution of yi(4d consequ(‘nt ui)on indarded sowing. 

In Scotland, the. species of Flea Beetle mainly responsible for 
injuring cultivated cruciferous crops is Phyllotreta mididata (Fig. 

l>7), which closely resembles

Fach segment is furnished with a series of small, 
dark plates bearing short bristles, of which those on the upper 
side of the first thoracic and last abdominal segments are 
larger than the remainder. 


Life-history, —P. undulata and other related species are 
remarkable because of the extraordinary prolongation of the 
adult stage, the beetles persisting from July of one year untd 
July or August of the following year. Egg-laying proceeds 
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from May to July, and tlio lifo-cyclo is complotod in about 
six W(i(iks. ari‘ usually laid in tlu^ soil noar the host 

plant. Tlu^y hatch in ton days, and tlu^ larvae burrow into the 
roots, which they abandon aftc^r about two Wi*(^ks and pupate 
in th(i soil. The pupal period lasts for two to three we(iks, 
when the adults (mierge and remain active until September. 
They then pass into hibernation in convenient placf^s of shelter 
under bark, dead leaves, in hedgerows, bottoms of haystacks 
and tufts of grass, and do not lay their <‘ggs till the following 
summer. Tlu^re is thus only one generation ])er year, and the 
b(^etles of one generation may co-exist for a time in late 
summer with thos(». of the lu^xt. 

Damage to the Crop .—The greatest injury is done by the 
beetles attacking the leaves and stem of the seedlings as 
they push their way above the 
surface. Should the W(‘ather remain 
dry and warm, the damage is 
accent<uat(*d, since the young ijlants 
are unable to make a sufficiently 
rapid growth to comj)(Uisate 1‘or the 
destruction committed by the raven¬ 
ous beetles, which ap])car suddiuily 
and in large numbers. When tlu» 
plants have attained th<^ rough- 
leaf stage, the attack, althougli it 
may still continues becomes pro¬ 
portionately l(‘ss serious, as the 
foliage increases in amount.

1. Cidtiration. —It is apparent that 

conditions which favour the plant will reduce the risk of 
injury by the beetle. The seed-lxnl should liave a line and 
firm texture, which, by conserving moisture, helps the plants 
to become established and grow quickly beyond the susceptible, 
seedling stage:. ^ 

2. Eepellents .—Nicotine sulphate is perhaps the best. It 
should possess a nicotine content of 3 per cent and should be 
mixed with an inert lime base. The dust should be applied 
to the ])lants whilst they are still wet Avith dew, if the best 
results are to be achieved. 

Alt<‘rnativ(dy, the nicotine sulphate may be applied as a 
W(‘t spray, the fluid containing O’l to 0*4 nicotine sulphate, 
with free soft soa]) in solution, at the rate of 4 to 5 lbs. per

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100 gallons. It is applied at the rate of 100 to 120 gallons 
per acre. 

Treatment of the seed with a mixlaire of turpentine and 
paraffin in about equal proportions, just previous to sowing, 
lends protection both to the seed and the young S(iedling. 
Each pound of seed requires about one pint of the mixture, 
and care should be taken that every scchI is coated. The seed 
is allowed to dry thoroughly and sown immediately.^ 

3. Mechanical Bemce. —Advantage is taken of the readiness 
with which the flea beetles Jumi) from the plants when dis¬ 
turbed. A lightly constructed, wooden framework is mounted 
on the axle of a pair of wlHHds. It should be in the form of an 
inverted box with sloping sides, and open below. The surfaces 
on the inside of the box are smeared with an adhesive tar or 
tree-banding grease, and the box should be so adjusted that 
it just clears the plants. The contrivance should be 'pushedj 
not pulled. As the becdles leap from the plants, they are 
caught in the tar or grease. The best results are obtained by 
using the trap during warm, sunny weatluT, when the i)lants 
are in the seedling stage.

These authors ndvo<*ato dusting the attaekod seedlings witli Derris dust 
at tho rate of 30 lb. per a.-re. In the same Journal, 11. i). Milc's conlributes an 
article on ‘‘The Control of Flea Beetles with a Naphlhalene-Siliea Dust,” and 
concludes that the ajqilieation of 55 lb. of this material p(‘r acre, when tho seedlings 
are breaking through tho soil, will give adequate yirotection against Flea Beetles. 
Both of these articles should bo consulted by those interested in tho control ol 
this important pest.

In January 19;U Directors decided, on the motion of Mr 
A. Thornton Ilunt.i^r, Maybole, s<‘eond(Ml by Mr G. Bertram 
Sliields, Jioseb(^ry, Gor(‘brid^if(‘, tliat, to mark the occasion of 
the Soch'ty’s llundredtli Show to be }i(*ld in Edinburgh tliat 
y(‘ar, the Socacd-y otr<*r a substantial immiium for an Implement 
or Machim*, eitlu^r an entirely New Imphunent or a radical 
improvenumt on an existing impleriKUit or Machine, suitable 
for use on ^Scottish farms. 

[t was remitted to t.h(‘ Implement Committee to frame 
Ki^gulations governing th(‘ award of tlu^ premium, and to 
suggest the amounts tluu'eof. 

In E<‘briiary the Imphamait Committ(‘e submitted Draft 
H(*gulations for tlui proposial 8p(‘cial Premium, the amount 
of which th(‘y r<‘comm<mded should be £1000. The Directors 
approved of th(‘ proposed amount, and also of tlu^ Regulations, 
which were in the following terms :— 

L To mark the occasion of the Society’s Hundrt'dth Show in 
Etlinburgh in 1931, the Sociidy offers a pn'iniuni of £1000 for an 
entindy New Im])l(‘m('nt or Machine, or a radical improv^eimait on 
an existing Implement or Machine, suitable for use on Scottisli Farms. 

2. All imj)lemonts and Machines entered for the i)remium \\ill 
be submitted to exhaustive practical trial. 

3. The com].)etition will bo confined to Implements and Machines 
manufactured in Great Britain. 

4. Manufacturers or inventors desiring to enter an Imph^ment 
or Machine must submit a complete specification (in duplicate) 
describing the implement or Machiiu' in detail, and giving full 
parti(;ulars of the new features and the materials employed in its 
construction, together with working machine-drtiM’ings to scale 
showing plan, elevation, and cross-section. The name of the In¬ 
ventor and the ai)i)roximato price must also be stated. 

5. Entries for the })r(unium will bo r(^ceiv(Hl at any time u}) to 
31st Dijcember 1932, at which date entries will close. Such entries 
will bo accept('d only if made by the actual Manufacturer or In¬ 
ventor ; but wliere an entry is made by a Manufacturer, wlio is not 
also the Inventor, ho must produce evidence that the consent of the 
Inv(intor has been obtained to the making of the entry. Imple¬ 
ments and Machines entered must bi' ready for practical trial not- 
later than Ist March 1933, but those ready for trial at an earlier date 
may bo tried at such times as the Board of Directors may decide. 

0. It shall bi^ l(dt to the discretion of the Directors, on a report 
by the Judges, to deteimine whether any Implement or Machine 
subrnittc'd is of sidlicient merit to warrant the award of the premium. 

7. The decision of the Board of Directors will in all cases bo final. 
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At the date fixed for the closing of entries, it was found 
that the following 21 entries had been r(^c(dv(*d ;—

One of the above entries, No. 8, was subseqiKuitly with¬ 
drawn, so that the number which took part in the Competition 
was 20. 

In February 1933, the Directors decided to invite the follow¬ 
ing gentlemen to act as Judges, and tlu^y agreed to accept 
office: Professor J. A. Scott Watson, Oxford University ; 
Mr John R. Dale, Auldhame, North Berwick ; and Professor 
A. R. Horne, Heriot-Watt College, Edinburgh. 

During 1933 the Judges proceeded with their inspection of 
the various Implements at work, and, in Novembi^r of that 
year, submitted an Interim Report. In this Report the Judges 
stated that, at that time, they were of the opinion that no one 
entry was of such outstanding novelty and general utility as 
to warrant the award of the wliole sum oifenKl. Tliey, how¬ 
ever, expressed the hope that, when they had compUJed their 
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investigations, they might be able to report that some of the 
maehiiu^s entered w(‘re worthy of recognition by the Society. 

During 1934 the Judges completed tlieir inspection of the 
various Machines and Jmphuiients, and, in November of tliat 
year, submitted their final Eeport, which was in th(^ following 
terms :— 


REPORT BY JUDGES. 

We have to report that wo have now completed our examination 
of tlie Machines and Implements entered for the £1000 Premium 
offered by the Society for an entirely New Implement or Macliirif*, 
or a radical improvement on an existing Implement or Machine, 
suitable for use on Scottish Farms. We had placed at our disposal 
full <lt‘scriptions, drawings, and specifications of the Machines and 
Implements ent('rcd, and, at various times, inspected these Machines 
at work in different parts of the country under farm conditions. 

Th(‘ro were originally 21 (‘ntries, but one of these was subse¬ 
quently withdrawn. 

The results of our investigation and our recommendations are set 
out in the following Report, while a full descriptive account of the 
various entries, with illustrations where available, has been prepared, 
and is appended to this Report. 

Eniries Embodying Major Improvements. 

It appc'ars to us that out of the 21 entries there are throe which 
represent major improvements in Machines or Impl(‘ments suitable 
for Scottish Farms. These are :— 

No. 3. Universal Draining Machine, entered by Messrs W. Hender¬ 
son & Sons, Catrine.—It is well known that large areas of Scotland 
are in need of draining or re-draining, and that the cost of carrying 
out the work entirely by hand labour is prohibitive, except on the 
most valuable land*. Messrs Henderson’s Machine enables a large 
reduction in the cost of excavation to bo achieved. It worked very 
satisfactorily under dillicult conditions in the field during the Judges’ 
insj^ection. The capital cost is by no means so high as to rule out its 
general use. It is, in fact, known that large-scale drainage operations 
have been carried out, both in Ireland and in England, which would 
have been economically impossible without the use of the Machine. 

No. 2. Dunlop Pneumatic Land Wheel for Farm Vehicles^ entered 
by The Dunlop Rubber Co., Ltd., Birmingham.—Tests conducted 
by tlie Judges, as well as otiicial tests carried out elsewhere, have 
shown that a material reduction of draught can bo secured by the 
us(^ of these Wheels. Their use enables a single horse to move loads 
which are, on the average, 60 or 60 per cent higher than could be 
moved wdth the same effort wdtli the old standard typo of wheel. 
The advantage achieved must, of course, (Uq^end on the nature of the 
surface oven* which the cart is drawn, reaching its maximum on rough 
and rutted tracks. With their further advantages of rxlucing wear 
and tear on tlm vt;hicle, and causing less damage to the soil, w e con- 
sid(n* t hat tht'so wheels \)rovido the possibility of a very considerable 
incn'ase in etUciency in the work of carting on the farm. 
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No. 14. Tripod Harvesting System^ ontored by Mr Alexander 
Proctor, Blairgowrie.—llie Judges consider that the actual Imple¬ 
ments used—the all-steel tripod, with wire rings and the metal vent 
—are an important improvement on the types of tripod formerly in 
us('. They liave the advantages, first, of durability, and, therefore, 
of low depreciation ; second, of adjustability, which enables the 
trij>od to be more or less widely spread upon the ground to suit the 
nec'ds of particular crops ; and third, they can bo dismantled so as 
to bo easily transported and stored in a small space. The cost of 
about (is. per tripod represents only a moderates ca])ital charge, if 
it b(' rem('mbere(l that the same set can be used for both hay and 
com harvests. The system of using the tripods has beem tried out 
for hay anfl corn, and, although it is obvious that care and skill are 
reqiiired, th('r(‘ seems to be no doubt tliat, when the instructions 
an^ accurately followc'd, crops of all kinds can be air-dried without 
suffering damage, even in unfavourable seasons and when the material 
is stacked in somewhat damp condition. 

Apart from the construction of the tripod, rings, and vent, thc're 
an^ certain important points in Mr Proctor’s system as a whoh*. 
which, how(‘ver, the .Judg<‘s feel scarcely come within the terms of 
their nJerence. (’oiisidering the large amount of damage that is 
normally (caused to hay and corn crof)s in Scotland, wo consid(‘r that 
the gencTal use of this sy.stem would result in a larger financial gain 
to the country. 

Entries Emhodyimj Minor Improvements, 

Amongst th(' other entries, there are three whi(*h a})})ear to us to 
r('])resont valuable minor improvements on (existing machines. '^PIkssi' 
ar(':— 

No. 18. liidgiyig and Ctdtwating Attachment for Tractors, enten'd 
by Mr Pktkr Small, Kf)rfar.- Tliis re))reseiits a us(‘ful st(']) in th(‘ 
pror*(^ss of applying mi'chanical ])ower to the cidtivation of the 
])otato, turni}), and other row crops. The machine was seen both 
making and splitting ridgt's, and, later in the season, cultivating 
between tlu^ rows and ridging up. All these operations it carricnl 
out satisfactorily, without damage to the crop, and at a cost which 
must have rej^resented a large saving on that of horse work. 

No. 11. Attachment to a Mower, entered by Mr Alexander Moir, 
Littleward, Kippen Station.—^In districts whore very heavy caops of 
hay are grown, the mower, as ordinarily equipped, fails to do satis¬ 
factory work—the swaths not being laid clean away from the standing 
cro]). Mr Moir’s Attachment was seen working in a croj) of Timothy 
hay, which was estimated to yield at least 4 tons per acre, and was 
in pla(;es laid and tangled. The mower fitted with tht^ attachment 
left a satisfactory and uniform swath, thus making ])ossiblo the 
subsequent usc^ of a swath tumor. The same machine, working in 
the same crop without the attachment, loft a badly tangled swath, 
which was much more exposed to weather damage, and which would 
have been much more difficult to handle subsequently. The idea of 
this roller attachment is in fact not new, as other workers have tried 
to. perfect something of the kind for many years. 8o far as wo are 
aware, however, this is the first practicable invention which do( 5 S 
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what is required. It appears to us that a similar attachment might, 
with advantage, be tried on a j)ow’er-driven binder. 

No. 4. Combined Double-Drill Plough, Artificial Manure Distri¬ 
butor, and Dibbler, entered by Messrs Alexandkk Jack & Sons, 
Ltd., Maybole.-- This is a further development of the useful Double- 
Drill Plough or “ Jigger.” The now feature consists of a sot of dibblers 
mounted on the rear wheels, which make separate holes for the 
reception of the potato sets. The distance between the holes is 
capable of adjustment. The advantage secured is tliat the setting 
of the potatoes is considerably facilitated, because the sets s(*ttle 
at once at the exact points where they are required. The distribution 
of manure was tested and found to be thoroughly satisfactory, and 
the machine was easily cleaned. The rt'gularity of planting, both as 
regards depth and spacing, was satisfactory. 

Awards Recommended. 

In our Preliminary Report, submitted to the Directors in December 
10113, we stated that, at that time, we were of the opinion that no entry 
was of such outstanding novelty and general utility as to warrant us 
in singling it out for the award of the whole sum offered. In the 
course of our furtluT consideration and investigation, we found 
nothing to cause us to alter that view. 

[2Vte Judges here suggested, for the consideration of the 
Directors, that certain cash awards be given to the three 
entrants whose inventions are mentioned above as embody¬ 
ing major improvements, attd s?nailer amounts to the three 
whose inventions are described as minor Unprovements.'\ 

Other Entries* 

The following is a brief Report on the Impli'inents entered which 
liav(} not b(*oii recommended for awards :— 

No. 1. Potato Planters, entered by Messrs A. C. Bamlett, Ltd., 
Thirsk.- -These Planters, both two-row and thr(‘e-row models, were 
inspected at work. The quality of the work was satisfactory, but, in 
our o})iuion, th(5 machines showed no outstanding improvement on 
])reviously existing types. 

No. 5. Artificial Manure Distributor, entered by Messrs Alexander 
Jack & Sons, Ltd., Maybole.—^This Distributor was canJully tested 
with an ordinary mixture of artificial manures. The distribution 
from side to side of the machine was satisfactor^S but the amount 
discharged per unit length travelUxl varied considerably, and it 
was obvious that some further modification would bo necessiiry 
before the machine could bo recommended in farm practice. 

No. 6 . Machine for the Mechanical Treatment of Grassland, 
entered by Messrs Alexander Jack & Sons, Ltd., Maybole.- -3'his 
machine is designed to separate the turf from the undeilying soil 
and to allow it to dro}) back into its original position. This work 
was performed satisfactorily. Wo consider that it remains to be 
proved that any real or lasting improvement would result from this 
treatment. 
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No. 7. Drum Type Potato Digger, entered by Mr William Kirk¬ 
wood, Forfar.—This machine embodies a now idea in Potato Diggers, 
but the model scon by tho Judges was incapable of performing 
satisfactorily, an<l it was obvious that fvirthor \vork on tho machine 
would bo rt'quired. 

No. 9. Flt^ctric Tractor, entered by Major Andrew M‘Dowall, 
Mungoswells, Drem.—Tho application of electric pow(U‘ to land tillage 
is a problem of obvious importance, and Major M‘Dowall has apj)liefi 
a great deal of ingenuity to its solution. Up to a point, the Tractor 
performed satisfactorily^—f.c., working within a short distance' from 
the power supply, tho rate and (juality of the ploughing were satis¬ 
factory. The model seen at work was, how(*ver, of an experimental 
nature, and was obviously not in a state of dov('lopment in which 
its ultimate utility could be accurately assessed. Moreover, it sc'ems 
to us that until the Tractor can be adapted to ]ierform work other 
than ploughing, tho capital charge will bo excessive in relation to 
the extent of the work performed. Tho method of handling tho 
cable appears to be tho best that has yet been devised, but tho 
inherent difliculties and disadvantages of tho us(' of an electric cable 
for this purpose remain. 

No. 10. Imi)rovod Typo of Manure Barrows ('iitc'red by Mr James 
Millar, Lanark.—-This entry consists of a barrow specially adapted 
for use in Greenhouses, where the type) ordinarily in use has the dis¬ 
advantage that it causes frequent damage to the plants. Tho empty¬ 
ing of the barrow is effected by opening the bottom, which is in the 
form of a double door. While commending the invention, w^e feel 
that it is scarcely of sufficient importance to justify an aw^ard. 

No. 12. Improvements on Irnijlements by use of arc circles, 
entered by Mr Robert C. Morton, Prestwick.- -I’lu' entrant maintains 
that the alteration of tho shape of the cutting edges of implements 
into the form of an arc or section of a circle would lead to a sub¬ 
stantial improvement in efficiency and reduction in draught. Mr 
Morton has, so far, failed to produce to us conclusive evidence in 
support of these claims. 

No. 13. Bracken Cutting Machine, entered by Mr Thomas Noble, 
Strathpeffer.—The entrant was unfortunate in tliat he attempted to 
demonstrate a new model which had only been delivered from the 
works on the morning of the trial. Apparently, in this now machines 
some alteration in the cutting apparatus had been embodied, which 
was found to be inoHcctive in operation. This defect will doubtless 
be remedied in future models. 

No. 15. Machine for Making Hay Ricks, entered by Mr John 
Smith Rao, Ay ton.—This machine consists of a cage, whicli is 
drawn along the length of tho swath, picking up tho liay as it go(‘s. 
When full, it is tilted so as to l(*avo its contents in the form of a 
rick. It sc(med to us, however, that tho want of jjropor arrange¬ 
ment in tho material would render the hay susccq^tible to damage 
by rain. 

No 16. Potato Harvester, entcuod by Mr Robert R(^id, Dundee'.— 
This machine represents an attempt to coinbiiK' tho ojxaations of 
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lifting ami (^ollocting tlu^ potato crop. In tha form in which the 
Judge's saw it, Uio maciiiuo is too heavy and cunibcrsoinc, an<l has 
too many working parts to bo operated by land wheels. The? soil 
conditions on the day of tlio inspection were undoubtedly diftieuJt, 
the land being heavy and wot. 

No. 17. Turnip Harvesting Machine, entered by Mr William 
Reid, Tealing, Angus.—This machines embodi(\s some interesting 
ideas. It had failed to perform satisfactorily in tlio field, and w^as 
undergoing reconstruction at the time of the Judgt's’ visit. This 
reconstruction was not completed in time to allow of furtlujr trials. 

No. 19. Motor Spade Digger, (‘ntc'red by Mr K. W. Smith, Filey, 
Yorks.—This machine consists of a Tractor carrying, at the rear, 
a battery of spadc's. There w'as no Tneehani(*al breakdown during 
the course* of the trials, but the spit, inst(‘ad of b(*ing completely 
inv(*rt(*d, was only partially turned, or, in some cases, not turned 
at all. J'he digging would be substantially more costly than plough¬ 
ing, without having, in our opinion, any coinpen.sating advantage. 

No. 20. Improved Lc^ading Device for V(‘hiel(‘s, entered by Mr 
Alastair (\ Stc'wart, Tnv(‘rhaggornit?. -This is an ingenious attach¬ 
ment to a motor lorry, which (*nabl(*s live-.stock to be ek*vat(*d to 
the level of the loriy floor by [)ower derived from th(' engine. Tho 
device worked sati.sfae.torily. and would ho us(*ful under certain 
cireumstances. Tho number of occasions on which su(‘h a dtwieo 
is r(‘(juircd is soimwvhat limited, and few' farmers would find sulHcient 
(*m])l()yment for it. 

No. 21 Harvc'ster Tliresher, entered by Mr Walter Upward, War- 
minstt*r.- The idt'a of tho (‘ntrant in this ease was to construet a 
small eombiiie harvester with tlu* cutt(‘r bar directly in front of the 
threshing meehanism. The machine, howi*ver, had only reached the 
stage of a w^orking model at tho time of the inspection, and w'as not 
fit to undergo H(dd trials.

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DESCEIPTIVE ACCOUNT OP THE ENTBIES.

No. 1. Potato Planters, entered by Messrs 
A. C. Bamlett, Ltd., Thirsk. 

(British Patent No. 359888, dated 29/10/31.) 

The inventors claim that this machine is an improvement 
upon earlier forms in which a travelling conveyor is used. It 
is made in two-row and three-row types. Either machine 
may be drawn by one horse. 

The frame, which is of angle-iron, is carried upon two steel 
travelling wheels mounted upon a steel shaft fitted with 
ratchet boxes to permit of turning in a narrow headland. 
There is also a wheel at the front which runs in the drill.

Mounted upon the top of the frame is a hopper in which the 
potatoes are agitated by a shaker grid, actuated by cams. 
By reason of the slope of the base of the hopper the potatoes 
move forward towards a travelling conveyor which is slightly 
inclined to the vertical where it passes the end of the hopper. 
Near the top of the hopper the conveyor chain passes over a 
sprocket wheel and is then directed forwards and downwards. 
It then returns, when within a short distance of the ground, 
to pass upwards again at the end of the hopper. 

The conveyor consists of an endless Unk chain, upon which 
are mounted at suitable intervals specially shaped fingers or 
chairs having side walls. This chain is driven by sprocket 
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wheels which are brought into action by engaging a lever- 
operated clutch on the main axle. 

In the upward moving section of the conveyor the potatoes 
are lifted from the hopi)er upon the chairs. The teeth of the 
sprocket wheel, over which the conveyor chain passes at the 
highest point of its motion, are so designed that should any 
chair have lifted more than one potato the excess are rejected 
and are returned by gravity to the hopper. When the chair 
reaches the lowest point in its'motion and is about to return 
upwards past the hopper, the potato is dropped into the drill. 

A secondary shaft is driven from the main shaft, which 
carries the ground wheels, through a pair of spur wheels of 
fixed ratio. The second shaft carries two, or three, sprocket 
wheels of different diameters, any one of which may be con¬ 
nected by a link chain to a sprocket wheel on the shaft which 
operates the conveyor. In this way it is possible to arrange 
for two, or three, alternative spacings of the settings of the 
potatoes in the drill. 

The ground wheels are adjustable so that the spacings of 
the rows may be 26, 28, or 30 inches. A screw device is 
provided to allow of adjustment of the tension in the conveyor 
chain. The inclination of the downward path of the conveyor 
is also capable of adjustment. 

The machine is of good mechanical design and is of 
substantial construction.

No. 2. Dunlop Pneumatic Land Wheel for Farm Vehicles^ 
entered by The Dunlop Bubber Co., Ltd., Birmingham. 

(Made under Dunlop patents.) 

This equipment has been designed to overcome the dis¬ 
advantages which attend the use of iron-tyred wheels on 
farm-carts and other horse-drawn vehicles. The ease with 
which the tyres accommodate themselves to rough ground 
and surmount obstacles greatly reduces the draught necessary, 
while the flexible nature and the extent of the tyre surface 
ensures that grassland is not damaged by their passage. The 
relatively small wheel diameter permits the use of low-set 
carts, which facilitate loading. The cart may be designed so 
as to retain the tipping qusdities of vehicles fitted with the 
ordinary type of wheel. 

The wheel which carries the tyre is of the artillery type, and 
is of pressed steel. It is easily detached, being secmred to the 
hub by five studs. The hub is fitted with two roller bearings 
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of the Timken type suited to carry the vertical load together 
with any side-thrust which may arise from the nature of the 
ground, or when cornering. Provision is made for lubrication 
and for taking up wear. If desired, a brake drum may be 
fitted between the wheel and the hub. 

The outer cover is of a form specially suited for farm work. 
The foundation consists of a number of plies of heavy cord 
fabric surmounted under the tread by a reinforcing ply. The 
tread has three circumferential ribs. At the sides there are 
buttressed shoulders for protection against stones and other 
impediments. The beads of the tyres are inextensible wires 
designed to ensure that the tyre will not accidentally leave 
the rim ; yet the cover is easily removed when desired. 

The inner tube, which is of the usual motor oar type, is 
provided with a Schrader valve which enables the air pressure 
to be checked.

For normal land work the wheel rim is 19 inches diameter 
at the bead seat and inches wide. The tyre is approxi¬ 
mately 36 inches overall when inflated and 8 inches cross- 
section. With tyres of those dimensions the axle load may 
be 2 tons with safety. For lighter loads, on good roads, 
smaller covers and inner tubes can be supplied. 

The equipment may be fitted to tractor-drawn trailers 
operating at slow speeds.

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Results of Tests ,—Two loaded carts, one with ordinary 
wheels 64 inches diameter, tyres inches wide, total load 
24J cwt., and the other fitted with Dunlop wheels, total load 
28f cwt., were each drawn by a horse up a steep secondary 
road. The relative conditions of the horses at the end of the 
journey clearly indicated the advantage of the rubber-tyred 
wheel. The carts, loaded as before, were drawn by tractor 
up a farm road having a slight incline. The draught required 
was measured by dynamometer. The average draught in the 
case of the cart fitted with ordinary wheels was approximately 
40 per cent greater than that necessary for the rubber-tyred 
vehicle, wheii moving steadily. The maximum value of the 
draught was about 160 i)er cent greater for the ordinary cart 
than for the one fitted with Dunlop wheels. The metal-tyred 
wheels broke up the ground. 

Tests on grassland with equal total loads gave the following 
drauglits, in cwts., at equal steady speeds :—

No. 3. Universal Draining Machine^ entered by Messrs 
W. Henderson & Sons, Glenlussa, Mauchline. 

(British Patent No. 349217, dated 317130.) 

This machine comprises two main elements. At the forward 
end there is a sled consisting of two angle steel members 
which are curved near to the centre of their length to form a 
stone-clearing arch ; they are otherwise straight and lie side 
by side. This sled rests upon, or is close to, the ground while 
the machine is in operation. 

The second, or excavator, element is in line with, but 
rearwards of, the sled. It consists of an inclined plane struc¬ 
ture the sides of which may bo adjusted in their distance 
apart, and in their inclinations to the vertical, to allow of 
trenches of various dimensions and side slopes to be cut. It 
is so designed as to elevate to ground level the material 
removed and to dispose it along the sides of the trench. In 
function, this excavator element resembles a plough ; but it 
differs in construction therefrom in that the sides, are vertical, 
or slope outwards from the base, according to the section of 
the trench.

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Mounted on the forward section of the sled is a cutter disc, 
while at the front of the rear section, at the springing of the 
stone-clearing arch, are two adjustable cutter blades which 
may be disposed to conform to the width and side slopes of 
the trench which it is desired to cut. The rear end of the 
sled embraces an inclined, centrally disposed, cutter blade, 
to which it is attached by a pin which passes through one of 
several holes in the blade ; the hole being chosen according to 
the depth of the trench to be formed. 

The lower end of this cutter blade has secured to it a hori¬ 
zontal cutting tool which is pivotally connected at its rear

end to the forward end of the excavator element. This blade 
is on the level of the base of the trench, and its width is that 
of the trench a,t that point. The upper end of the blade is 
connected by a rod to the upper and rear end of the excavator. 
The effective length of tlds rod may be adjusted for the 
purpose of regulating the bite of the horizontal cutting tool at 
the lower end of the blade referred to above, in order that 
the excavator may neither penetrate too deeply nor rise in 
the trench. 

For the purpose of transporting the sled, a two-wheeled 
carriage is provided. This is so disposed that its axle is over 
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a point in the rear portion of the sled situated approximately 
midway between the rear end of same and the springing of 
the stone-clearing arch. 

A cable depending firom the drum of a manually operated 
winch upon the carriage is attached to the sled. The carriage 
also carries a horizontal member, the end of which is pivotally 
attached to an upright bar fixed to the forward end of the sled. 
The excavator element having been disconnected, the rear of 
the sled may be raised clear pf the ground by operating the 
winch, wliile the forward end may be elevated by tilting the 
carriage upon its axle. Thus the sled is free to be transported. 

The machine, while it is performing a trenching operation, 
is towed by a tractor of the usual type connected to the 
forward end of the sled. 

The general design and details of construction are worthy 
of high commendation. With the exception of the cutters, 
which are of high quality tool steel, the machine is entirely of 
mild steel.

liestilts of Tests .—Two demonstrations were witnessed. 
In the first, a trench was cut in heavy boulder clay. The 
cross-section of the trench was: top width 18 inches, bottom 
width 4 inches, depth 26 inches. The rate of cutting was 
approximately 10 yards per minute. The finish of the trench 
was excellent, notwithstanding the presence of boulders. 
The material excavated was laid regularly on the ground 
bordering upon the trench. 

In the second demonstration trenches 14 inches deep, 
having top and bottom widths 22 and 10 inches respectively, 
were speedily cut on sloping peatland. The regularity and 
finish of the work was highly satisfactory. 


No. 4. Combined Bouhle-DHll Plough^ Artificial Manure 
Distributor and Dibbler, entered by Messrs Alexander 
Jack & Sons, Ltd., Maybole. 

(British Patent No. 420,020, dated 23/11/34.) 

This implement combines in one imit a double-drill plough, 
artificial manure distributor and dibbler. 

The light, but rigid, frame of the machine is carried upon 
two wheels at the rear and two inter-connected steering wheels 
at the front. Susi^mded from the frame, in front of the rear 
wheels, are two drill ploughs which may be raised or lowered, 
or retained at any desired level, through the medium of a 
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linkage, hand lever, and spring-controlled jumper acting in 
combination with a toothed quadrant. 

Above the ploughs, and extending across the machine, is a 
manure distributor from which the manure is delivered 
between the mould boards of the ploughs. The rims of the 



rear wheels are perforated with closely spaced holes, or are 
otherwise adapted to receive dibbling tools which may be 
conveniently spaced to suit the seed or tubers to be planted. 
Scrapers are provided for cleaning these tools. 

The manure distributor consists of four discharge wheels, 
having conical centres, working on a flat stool plate bod. 
These wheels are immediately removable by lifting them off 
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their centres. They are actuated by a transverse shaft 
situated under the distributor hopper through worm gearing 
totally enclosed and packed with grease. This shaft is driven 
by a chain from a sprocket wheel mounted upon the axle 
which carries the ground wheels. A clutch is associated with 
this sprocket wheel in such a way that when the ploughs 
are raised it is disengaged, thus causing the distribution of 
manure to cease automatically. Lowering the ploughs nor¬ 
mally brings the distributor into action; but means are 
provided to render it inoperative when it is desired to use the 
machine to form drills and for dibbling only. •

No. 5. Artifidal Manure JHstrihntar, entered by Messrs 
Alkxandeb Jack & Sons, Ltd., Maybole. 

The hopper of this machine is of unusual form. The two 
lower faces are ineUned at 45 degrees to horizontal and meet 
at the bottom of the hopper to form the apex of a triangle. 
The two upper faces incline inwards as they rise from their 
junction with the lower faces, so that, with the lid, the cross- 
section of the hopper is a pentagon. It is claimed that this 
construction prevents the manure from packing in such a 
way as would interfere with its free movement. 

Extending along the rear lower side of the hopper is the 
delivery orifice plate of mild steel, having openings along its 
lower edge. Outside of this plafe is the usual shutting bar. 
The manure is fed towards the orifices by a reciprocating 
bottom plate of wood having a covering of steel strip. The 
plate receives its motion from a crank actuated from one of 
the ground wheels operating through bevel gearing. 

In order to deal adequately with manures wMch tend to 
become soft, the delivery orifice plate is caused to reciprocate, 
this movement being derived-from an eccentric and crank 
mechanism incorporate with the device which operates the 
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bottom plate and so devised that the orifice and bottom 
plates move in different directions at any instant. 

The only metal parts in contact with the manure are the 
steel delivery orifice plate and the strip which covers the 
moving bottom plate. These are coated to prevent corrosion. 

The machine may also bo used for sowing all hinds of seeds. 


No. 6. Muchine for the Mechanical Treatment of Grassland, 
entered by Messrs Alexander Jack & Sons, Ltd., 
Maybole. 

The objects of this invention are to rejuvenate the grass 
plants, to remove fog, to cultivate and aerate the soil, to

improve drainage, and to render manurial treatment more 
effective. The method is the separation of the turf at a 
suitable depth and the cultivation of the soil below. The 
process is not intended to supersede surface treatment. 

In appearance the machine resembles a grubber. The frame 
is carried upon three wheels, and from it depend, in order 
from front to rear, two or more revolving cutter discs, a hori- 
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zontally disposed share inclined upwards towards the back, 
a roller, and a suitable number of cultivating tines. 

The discs cut the turf into strips of convenient width ; the 
share separates the turf from the soil, prunes the roots, and 
raises the turf, which passes over a roller, so leaving a space 
between the lower face of the turf and the soil to permit the 
action of the cultivating tines. Thereafter, the turf falls back 
into its original position and may, if desired, be pressed down 
by a roller carried at the rear, of the machine. The machine 
may be arranged so that certain strips of turf remain 
undisturbed. 


No. 7. Brum Type Potato Bigger, entered by Mr William 
Kirkwood, Queenswcll Lane Works, Forfar. 

(British Patent No. 407484, dated 15/12/33.) 

Tn this machine the drill containing the potatoes is lifted 
by a plough and delivered into a steel dnim, wherein it is 
raised and carried by a conveyor band to a sieve. 

The drum, which is approximately 4 feet diameter and one 
foot wide, is mounted upon a shaft within, and to one side of, 
the steel frame of the machine. It receives its rotary motion 
by contact with the ground. The frame is supported on the 
side remote from the drum upon two wheels, one at the front 
and the other at the rear. 

The drum is open on its inner side. This opening is closed 
by a stationary plate carried upon the frame. Upon this plate 
are fixed a number of pins disposed on a circle Whose centre 
is eccentric to, and to the rear of, that of the drum. These 
pins project into the drum and carry rollers over which is 
mounted a second drum which extends the full width of the 
first, or main, drum. 

This stationary plate is provided with two openings, one 
near the ground through which the plough delivers the drill 
into the annular space between the drums, and another near 
the top through which the material leaves and is delivered to 
a conveyor band. From this band the material, now broken 
up, passes to a sieve which consists of two shakers, one above 
the other. The soil passes between the bars of the shakers and 
the potatoes are delivered over the rear end of the lower 
sieve, to be deposited in a row upon the ground. 

The plough is carried on a lever, one end of which is at the 
rear of the machine within reach of the driver. The lever is 
pivoted on the frame at a point above the rear of the plough. 
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Its forward end rests upon a hook which depends from the 
frame so that the front of the plough is supported but yet is 
free to rise. The vertical position of this hook is adjustable. 
The front of the plough may be raised by depressing the rear 
end of the lever. 

When the drill is delivered into the bottom of the main 
drum it is carried upwards and rearwards by contact with the 
inner surface of the drum. While being raised in this manner

the material of the drill makes contact with the outer surface 
of the inner drum, and by friction causes this drum to revolve 
upon the supporting rollers. The material is thus elevated, 
and carried to the discharge opening in the stationary plate, 
through which it passes to the band conveyor, as already 
described.

No. 8. Entry withdrawn. 
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No. 9. Electric Tractor, entered by Major Andrew M'Dow^all, 
Mungoswells, Drem. 

The tractor is designed to operate by electric power, the 
eneipry being supplied to the main and anxiliary motors from 
a power lino upon the farm by means of a cable which is 
wound upon, or unwound from, a drum on the chassis, accord-

ing as the tractor is approaching or receding from the power 
line. 

Each of the two main driving wheels has moimted within 
it an electric motor of approximately twelve horse-power, 
which is geared to an internal toothed ring fixed to the wheel. 
These motors, which are independently controlled, are 
reversible so that ttie tractor may be propelled in either 
direction. The tractor does not turn at the headlands. 

Two ploughs are used, one at each end of the chassis. While 
one is ploughing the other is suspended clear of the ground 
from a wire cable which passes over a pulley mounted on a 
derrick which is carried upon the chassis frame. This wire is 
attached to an electrically operated winding drum. 

The main driving wheels are mounted between* the main 
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side members of the chassis. They are disposed, not side by 
side as in an oil or steam tractor, but tandem fashion as in a 
bicycle. A bow-shaped member on one side of the chassis 
supports the cable drum and cable winding gear. This frame 
is carried at its outer end by a third wheel which, having 
contact with the ground, drives the winding drum when the 
cable is being wound in and operates the mechanism which 
lays the cable evenly upon it. 

The axles of the main ground wheels do not revolve. Each 
is pivoted to the main frame at one end, the other end of the 
axle being fitted into a box which is capable of sliding on the 
frame, under control of a simple nut-and-screw gear operated 
by an auxiliary motor. This device enables the axles to be 
slewed so that steering may be effected. The unanchored ends 
of the axles are not held permanently in the boxes but may 
be retained in the central or end positions as desired by U-bolts 
and triggers ; the latter being withdrawn, when the axles are 
to be slewed, by operating a hand lever. 

When the tractor is ploughing and being steered by the 
driver, the axles are held locked in the central position of the 
sliding boxes. By moving the box of the leading axle forward 
or backward by means of the nut-and-screw gear referred to 
above the required degree of steering is obtained. 

Almost wholly automatic steering is possible when plough¬ 
ing by the use of two idling wheels, one at each end of the 
tractor, so fitted as to run against the land shoulder of the 
last ploughed furrow. Each wheel is mounted on a shaft set 
at the proper angle to the horizontal and capable of sliding 
vertically to permit of the wheel riding over any obstruction 
in the furrow. The idling wheels are held against the land 
shoulder of the last furrow by giving the leading driving 
wheel a small angle of lead. That is to say, the front driving 
axle is so set that, were it not for the idling wheels bearing on 
the land shoulder of the furrow, the tractor would gradually 
move away from the last furrow on to the unploughed land. 

When the end of the traverse is reached the angle of lead 
is removed and the auxiliary steering motor is ttaown into 
gear, through the medium of a dog-clutch, with the plough¬ 
lifting gear. Thus the late acting plough is raised while the 
other is lowered in readiness for the return traverse. The 
motor is automatically switched off when the ploughs have 
attained their proper elevations. This allows the driver to 
attend to the process of * side-stepping ’ while winding is in 
progress. 

To side-step the tractor into position for the next traverse 
the axles of the main ground wheels are slewed through a hori¬ 
zontal angle of about 20 degrees with the aid of the sliding 
boxes, U-bolts and triggers. The wheels are slewed one at a 
time, leaving the other wheel to act as an anchor and pivot. 
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The trigger which holds the central U-bolt of the leading axle 
is released by pulling the control lever, and power is applied to 
the motor of this axle so as to drive the tractor forward. As a 
result of the anchoring and pivoting effects of the trailing wheel 
the leading wheel does not move bodily forward, but it is slewed 
so that the sliding box on its axle moves to the end of the slot 
in the frame, where it is automatically locked by another 
U-bolt. Power is now transferred to the trailing wheel, which 
is slewed in turn, so that the axles of the two wheels are again 
parallel; but they are now inclined to a line at right-angles 
to the longitudinal axis of the tractor. Further movement of 
the tractor therefore causes it to move away from the furrow, 
or to ‘ side-step.’ 

This movement is continued until the idler wheels rest upon 
the land shoulder of the furrow. The leading ground wheel is 
then straightened up. If the axis of the tractor is not then 
parallel to the furrows a slight forward or backward movement 
of the machine will rectify the defect, since the trailing wheel 
is still slewed. This done, the trailing ground wheel is straight¬ 
ened up with the aid of the auxiliary motor and the tractor is 
ready for the next traverse. 

The third groimd wheel, which operates the cable drum, 
has two ratchets within its hub, either of which may be en¬ 
gaged. By this device the drum is rotated while the tractor 
approaches the power line, so that the cable is wound up. 
When the motion is away from the power line the drum is 
free to pay out the cable, rotation of the drum being caused 
by the tension on the cable. Provision is made for laying the 
cable on the ground well clear of the tractor. 

As the cable is wound, layer upon layer, upon the drum 
the effective diameter of winding increases. In order to pre¬ 
vent excessive tension in the cable from this cause a slipping 
clutch is interposed between the ground wheel and the drum. 

The supply of current to the cable is through four pulleys, 
each of which rests upon a power line. These pulleys are 
mounted upon a pole. The leads from the pulleys are carried 
to a hand truck placed on the headland. This truck carries 
the main switch and other electrical apparatus. The tractor 
cable is connected to the lever of the switch in such a way 
that, should any undue tension come upon it, the switch is 
opened and the tractor comes to rest. 

Results of Tests ,—The figures which follow were obtained 
from carefully conducted tests with the tractor drawing a 
three-furrow plough on the level, the soil being fairly strong 
loam in a somewhat dry and hard condition. A cycle of 
opemtions here embraces all the operations involved from 
the time the tractor began ploughing in one direction until 
it is in a position ready to proceed on a second journey in 
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the same direction ; it therefore includes two traverses of 
the field and two side-stepping operations.

No. 10. Improved Type of Manure Barrow, entered by 
Mr James Millae, Porrestfield, Nemphlar, Lanark. 

This barrow has been designed primarily to meet the diffi¬ 
culty of distributing stable manure in tomato houses arising 
from the restricted passageways and spaces between the 
plants. It is well suited for use in greenhouses generally. 
Breakage of fruit trusses often occurs when a barrow of normal 
dimensions and construction is wheeled between the plants 
or while it is being emptied by tilting into a more or less 
upright position. 

The body is much narrower than usual, but capacity is 
maintained or added to by an increase of length. The 
necessity for tilting is avoided by forming the bottom in two 
parts, the line of separation being on the longitudinal centre 
line of the barrow and the parts being hinged on the side 
members, or trams. 

A device is provided at the rear of the body for locking the 
bottom doors in the closed position and for dropping them 
so that they hang vertically in line with the sides to discharge 
the contents. The bottom is closed by raising a horizontal 
handle which is free to slide on a vertical rod and is connected 
by chains to the edges of the doors remote from the hinges. 
This handle is retained in the closed position by the automatic 
engagement of a spring plate. The doors are simply released 
by pressing the upper end of this plate. 

The design of the barrow is very satisfactory, and the 
construction is substantial. The body is of larch and the 
mountings are of iron.

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No. 11. Attachment to a Mower to turn over the Gut Crop, 
entered by Mr Alexandee Moie, Littleward, Kippen 
Station. 

(British Patent No. 376«26, dated 3/12/31.) 

This attaclunent is designed to turn over a heavy crop 
during the process of reaping., 

The princiiial element consists of a hollow inverted metal 
cone whose apex is carried in a journal housed in the outer

end of the reaper cutter and whose axis is inclined upwards 
from this point and towards the centre line of the machine, 
the direction of the axis being such that the lowest line on the 
surface of the cone is parallel to the ground. A spindle, whose 
axis coincides with that of the cone, is connected at its upper 
end by bevel gearing to a cross-shaft which is carried in a 
casing so mounted upon the seat-supporting structure that it 
has sufficient freedom of movement to permit it to tilt when 
the cutter which supports the cone is raised in the usual 
manner by depressing a foot lever. This cross-shaft is con¬ 
nected by chain and sprocket wheels to the main axle of the 
machine, from which it derives its motion. Actoss the open 
base of the cone is a cross-member through which the spindle 
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passes; the rear portion of this spindle is slewed by a non¬ 
rotary tube, on the forward end of which is secured a 
stationary sun pinion wheel. It gears with two planetary 
wheels which are capable of rotation about pins fixed in the 
cross-member, so that when the spindle is rotated by the 
forward motion of the reaper the cone is revolved io such a 
direction that the ascending portion is remote from the 
machine. 

Each planetary wheel carries a crank pin with which a rod 
engages, the outer end of the rod passing through, and being 
guided in, an opening in the wall of the cone. The openings 
for the two rods are diametrically opposite. 

As the planetary wheel and the cone rotate, the rod is 
alternately projected outwards from, and withdrawn into, 
the cone; the arrangement being such that the rod projects 
when ascending on the side of the cone remote from the reaper 
whereby to entrain heavy crop not influenced by the friction 
effect of the cone surface.

No. 12. Improvements on Implements by Use of Arc Circles, 
entered by Mr Bobebt C. Mobton, 3 Blanefield Avenue, 
Prestwick. 

(British Patent No. 379461, dated 1/9/32.) 

The entrant claims that in implements such as plough 
shares, skimmers, cultivator points, digger shares, grubber 
points, hoes, grass root pruners and rejuvenators, and harrow¬ 
like devices, better penetration and cleaner cutting may bo 
obtained with increased efficiency when the edge or edges of 
shares, wings, points, or blades conform to the arc of a circle. 
It is stated that plough shares or wings having this character¬ 
istic form will give more turning power with less resistance to 
penetration, and a better and thicker furrow with less cut, 
than an ordinary type of share or wing. 

The cutting edge may consist of two circular arcs. 

It is also claimed that arc circle profiles are capable of 
application to the cutting edges of reapers and mowers. 
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No. 13. Bracken Gutting Machine, entered by 
Mr Thomas Noble, Contin, Strathpeffer. 

This machine is designed to cut bracken in the early stage 
of growth. It consists primarily of a light frame mounted on 
two ground wheels and carrying a rotary cutter disposed 
transversely at the forward end. The groimd wheels and 
cutter are driven by a small petrol engine supported on the 
frame. 

The frame, which is of steel tubing, consists of two side 
members of approximately triangular shape connected 
together by cross-ties, by the axle which carries the ground 
wheels, and by an intermediate shaft in the transmission 
system. 

The cutter is formed from a strip of mild spring steel, by 
winding it upon a mandril to form a spiral. It thus resembles 
in shape a length of cutting formed while turning a steel bar 
with a broad tool. Prior to winding, notches are cut along 
one longitudinal edge of the strip and the opposite edge is 
brought to a knife-edge. The flexible nature of the cutter 
enables it to withstand contact with stones without damage. 

When the machine is in operation the cutter, revolving in 
a direction opposite to that in which the ground wheels rotate, 
is brought in contact with the bracken, near to ground level. 
The bracken enters between the convolutions of the spiral, is 
caught by the notches and forced against the cutting edge. 

The frame is balanced about the live axle which carries the 
ground wheels. The cross-member at the rear forms a handle¬ 
bar which serves for steering and for regulating the height of 
the cutter above the ground. The cutter may be elevated to 
avoid boulders by depressing the handle-bar. 

The engine drives an intermediate shaft through roller 
chain and sprocket. A clutch, controlled from a point near to 
the handle-bar, serves to disengage the shaft while the engine 
is running. 

The live- axle is operated from the intermediate shaft 
through roller chains and toothed gearing. Eatchot and pawl 
devices in the hubs permit of the groimd wheels revolving 
independently when the machine is not travelling in a straight 
Une. The cutter, which is mounted in ball races housed in 
bearings at the front of the side frames, is driven from the 
intermediate shaft by chain and sprocket. The bearings are 
so constructed that the cutter may readily bo withdrawn. 

Two cutters are provided: one of length such that it is 
contained between the side frames, which are spaced about 
three feet apart, and the other long enough to project nine 
inches beyond each frame. 
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No. 14. Tripod Harvesting System, entered by 
Mr Alexandeb Pboctob, Blairgowrie. 

(British Patents Nos, 312102, 337827, 345377, and 375567.) 

This harvesting system, with its equipment, has been intro¬ 
duced to minimise or eliminate the damage commonly caused 
to fodder and grain crops by bad weather conditions during 
harvest; to secure a fodder crop of higher nutritive value ;

to reduce to a minimum the period during which the crop is 
exposed in the field ; and to diminish costs. 

The principle underlying the system is, that the cut fodder 
or sheaves of grain are built into ‘ cocks ’ or ‘ huts,’ normally 
about nine feet high, in such a manner that the core of the hut 
is hollow so that a current of air passes upward, by convection, 
through it, the air being admitted through openings provided 
in the wall of the hut at ground level. 

The equipment is simple in construction and inexpensive; 
easy to handle and to store; strong and durable, the material 
being steel. 
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The tripod consists of legs of angle steel connected at their 
upper ends by a bolt which allows them to be brought together 
for easy storage and transport or to be spread to suit the 
nature of the crop to be hutted. One ring or hoop, or in some 
cases two rings of unequal diameter, are passed over the top 
of the tripod after erection in the field. These serve to support 
the crop and ensure that a space is maintained in the centre 
of the hut. 

With fodder, the air vents are formed by inverted V-shaped

vent constructors of corrugated iron placed on the ground 
and disposed radially, one opposite each leg of the tripod. 
These are withdrawn immediately the hut is built, and are 
then available for use in the construction of others. Only a 
few vent constructors arc therefore required to deal with the 
crop. 

In the case of grain, metal vents are not required unless 
the sheaves are short, in which case they are placed between 
the legs of the tripod. Normally, the air vents are formed by 
so disposing some of the sheaves which rest upon the ground 
that they form triangular openings. Some experience in 
VOL. XLVn. K 
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arranging the sheaves upon the tripod is necessary to secure 
the full benefit which the system offers. 

Tests show that when it is dry the crop may safely be 
hutted within twenty-four hours of cutting, or even earlier, 
and that green fodder crops are ready for stacking, and grain 
crops are in a condition for thrashing, about two or three 
weeks thereafter. 

When folded, the length of a normal tripod is 7 feet. Its 
weight is 28 lb. From five to eight tripods, according to the 
yield, serve for one acre. 

The huts, still containing the tripods, may be removed from 
the field rapidly and effectively by means of a rick-lifter. 
The inventor of the system has designed such a lifter suitable 
for use with a tractor or horses.

No. 15. Machine for Making Hay llicks^ entered by 
Mr John Smith Kae, Linthill, Ay ton. 

(British Patent No. 331705, dated 10/7/30.) 

This device consists of two upright plates which converge 
towards, and arc coupled together at, their rear ends to form

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a triangle in plan. Bach plate may be 9 feet long, 2 feet high 
at the rear end, and 5 feet high at the front. They are suit¬ 
ably stiffened by tee or angle-steel sections. 

In the rear half the tops of these plates are connected 
together by another which forms a sloping roof, while in 
the front half they are braced together, at their upper edges, 
by diagonal members. The forward end presents an opening 
7 fe(it wide and 5 feet high. All the dimensions here given 
may be modified to suit particular requirements. 

Along the lower edge of each upright side there is a hinged

flap to gather the hay off the ground and hold it in the machine 
while it is being tilted. 

The machine is drawn along the ground by a horse or tractor 
through the medium of two chains connected to hooks attached 
to the front edges of the side plates a short distance above 
ground level. The hay or like crop is entrained within the 
machine, and is compacted, by reason of its resistance to 
movement, against the sides and sloping roof. 

When sufficient of the crop has been gathered in this way, 
forward movement of the machine is stopped. The chains 
are released sufficiently to allow of their being passed over two 
hooks fixed above those already mentioned at a level such 
that, when a forward pull is again applied, the maehine is tilted 
through a right-angle, leaving the crop in the form of a cole 
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or cock. During this action the hinged flaps come in line with 
the side plates, so that the machine is free to disengage itself 
from the cole.

No. 16. Potato Harvester, entered by Mr Eobeex Eeid, 
Over Finlarg, Dimdee. 

The body of this machine consists of two stiffened open 
vertical frames of angle iron interconnected by cross-bracing. 
It is supported upon two ground wheels carried upon a trans¬ 
verse axle located near to the centre of its length. It carries 
an endless conveyor the lower flight of which is close to the 
ground at the forward end, and rises towards the rear of the 
machine. The upper flight is approximately horizontal. 

The conveyor consists of two endless link chains which 
wrap sprocket wheels carried upon a transverse axle at the 
rear of the machine, this axle being driven from the ground 
wheels. The chains, in their upper and lower flights, run 
upon, and receive support from, the flanges of the angle irons 
of the side frames. They are interconnected by spaced rods, 
or tubes, upon which are pivoted metal plates or gates which 
normally form a continuous surface ; but where the conveyor 
rises, at the rear of the machine, from the lower to the upper 
flight, the gates swing open to allow of discharge. 

A share, mounted forward and to one side of the conveyor, 
passes below the drill as the machine proceeds. The contents 
of the drill pass up the share, and are deposited upon a number 
of horizontal arms, which radiate from a disc rotated about a 
vertical axis. The outer ends of the arms are turned down¬ 
wards that they may pass below the rear of the share. 
The rotary movement of the arms throws the larger bodies, 
such as stones and potatoes, on to the lower flight of the 
conveyor, on which they are carried to the back of the machine 
and discharged through the open gates on to a transversely 
disposed travelling band. Eotary brushes are provided for 
the purpose of cleaning the potatoes as they are carried by the 
conveyor. 

The travelling band delivers the material to a separating 
conveyor, which extends towards the front of the machine, 
and is disposed parallel to, and alongside of, the main body. 
This conveyor, being inclined transversely at a suitable angle, 
causes the potatoes to roll crosswise, while the stones are 
retained and ultimately discharged from the end. The 
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potatoes, on leaving the lower edge o£ this travelling band, 
fall on to another conveyor, from which they may be delivered 
to an elevator arranged to discharge into a cart or other vehicle 
or receptacle. 

A horizontal rotary cutter disc provided with arms or fins 
may bo mounted upon the machine for cutting the shaws in 
the drill adjacent to that being lifted, the arms serving to 
throw the shaws to one side. 


No. 17. Turnip liarvesting Machine, entered by 
Mr William Eeid, Tealing, Angus. 

The angle iron frame of this maehine is rectangular in plan 
and elevation, and is inclined upwards towards the rear at an 
angle of 15 degrees to the horizontal. It is carried, near the 
front, upon a transverse axle having two rubber-tyred wheels 
spaced to travel between the drills, and upon a single steering 
wheel at the rear mounted on the same principle as the front 
wheel of a cycle. 

Disposed longitudinally in the lower plane of the frame are 
two endless link chains wrapping sprocket wheels. The 
wheels at the rear end of the machine are driven by chain 
and bevel gearing from the main axle, so that the endless 
chains, which are faced with rubber, arc continually in motion. 
The portions of the two chains which are adjacent at any 
instant move in the same direction at equal speeds, and are 
so close together that they retain the shaws between the rubber 
facings. The device is an inclined conveyor. 

At the front of the frame is a fork which serves to loosen 
the soil in the drill, and to bring the shaws into an upright 
position so that they enter between the conveyor chains as 
the machine advances. Suspended in this way the turnips 
are carried towards the top of the rear end of the machine. 
During their passage they are cleaned by mechanically oper¬ 
ated revolving brushes ; the roots are removed by coming 
in contact with a knife. A second knife, situated below the 
level of the conveyor, cuts the shaws. The turnips drop on 
to a delivery band, and are conveyed from the side of the 
machine to an elevator, which discharges them into a cart. 
The shaws are discharged from the end of the machine. The 
machine may be designed to deal with two drills at one 
traverse. 
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No. 18. Ridging and Cultivating Attachment for Tractors, 
entered by Mr Peter Small, Forfar. 

(British Patent No. 369269, dated 14/3/32.) 

The design of this implement is sound and the construction 
robust. It is capable of cultivating on the flat, and b(‘tween 
ridges ; of ridging for row crops and covering potatoes after 
planting; and of operating upon grassland by the use of 
turf-cutting blades. 

The frame is designed to carry cither cultivating tines or

ridging ploughs. In front of the ridging ploughs are mounted 
tines which break up the track marks made by the tractor. 
At the rear it is supported on two skids which regulate the 
depth, while at the forward end the two main members are 
pivotally carried on two draw-pins fixed to the frame of the 
tractor under the rear axle. This method of attachment to 
the tractor effectively prevents the implement from swinging 
from side to side in a horizontal plane while it is being drawn 
over the ground, yet allows it to be raised or lowered. 

The implement, when raised for turning, is suspended, near 
to the centre of its length, from a framework which extends 
from the rear of the tractor, the frame of the implement 
pivoting, as already described, about the pins fixed in the 
frame of the tractor, under the roar axle, as elevation proceeds. 
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The ploughs aud tines are capable of vertical adjustment 
and can be set transversely to correspond to the distance 
between the furrows. The vertical position of the two skids 
which control the depth of penetration is adjusted by two 
long screws with cranked heads for turning by hand ; these 
revolve in bush brackets attached to the heads of the two 
skids and engage with nuts in the frame brackets in which the 
two skids slide vertically. The skids can also be set transversely 
to correspond to the distance between the furrows. 

The mechanism for raising the implement clear of the 
ground consists of a cross shaft which carries two arms. 
This shaft is mounted upon the framework extension on the 
rear of the tractor. The end of each arm carries two links 
which depend so as to embrace the frame of the implement, 
the lower ends of the links being cross-connected by a pin 
with loose roller, which, when the implement rests in the ground, 
is some distance below the frame member and therefore does 
not prevent the upward or downward movement of the 
implement, but allows it to float on its two rear skids and main¬ 
tain a regular deptli when traversing uneven ground. 

Eaising of the implement is achieved by moving a lever 
which is attached to the cross-shaft. The early part of this 
movement brings the rollers in the lifting^ links in contact 
with the undersides of the frame members and further motion 
elevates the implement. The act of raising is assisted by two 
helical springs, each connected between the extension frame 
of the tractor and an arm on the cross-shaft, these springs 
being in tension when the implement is in the lowered position. 
The elevating lever is held in its upper or lower position by a 
spring-pressed pawl and notched quadrant. 

A simple, yet effective, reversible pair of markers, having 
suitable means of adjustment, is provided at the rear for the 
purpose of marking a steering line upon the ground to be 
followed by the front wheels of the tractor. 

A set of transport wheels is included in the equipment. 

The machine and its tractor are easily operated by one man.

No. 19. Motor Spade Digger, entered by Mr E. W. Smith, 
Filey, Yorks, 

(British Patent No. 19907, dated 14/7/32.) 

This machine is designed for land tillage by means of spado 
digging. Tlie steel frame which carries the mechanism is 
moimted upon three wheels, two of which are at the rear and 
the third at the forward end. 
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Mounted transversely at the rear of the chassis is a shaft 
having a number of cranks, to each of which is connected the 
upper end of a digging tool. The lower end of this tool con¬ 
sists of a steel blade. A point in the tool, situated a little 
above the top of the blade, is pivotally coupled to a fixed 
transverse rocker shaft by a radius rod. As the crank-shaft 
revolves, the tip of the spade moves in a more or less elliptic 
curve, the axis of the ellipse being somewhat inclined to the 
vertical.

The spade, after penetrating the soil, heels about the 
surface of the ground, and so dislodges the spit. It rises there¬ 
after clear of the surface, and descends again to begin a new 
digging operation. Each crank has a phase different from that 
of its neighbors, so that, while some spades are digging, others 
are clear of the soil. In this way the load upon the engine is 
evenly distributed during the forward motion of the machine. 

The crank-shaft is carried upon arms resiUently mounted 
upon a hollow transverse shaft, which serves as a sleeve¬ 
bearing for the driving shaft, which is rotated by the engine. 
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This driving shaft is coupled to the crank-shaft by spur gearing. 
Arrangements are provided so that the ratio of crank-shaft 
speed to the speed of traverse of the machine may be altered. 
This allows spits of different widths, approximately 2, 4, or 6 
inches, to be cut. 

The depth of digging, which may be as great as 8 inches, is 
controlled by adjusting the limit of the vertical movement of 
the free ends of the arms which carry the crank-shaft. The 
operation of digging may be stopped, while th(^ machine is 
traversing, by operating a lever, which effects the raising of 
the crank-shaft and the spades. 

The spades are kept to their work by the pressure of a 
spring-loaded rod. The incorporation of a spring in the 
upper portion of each digging tool provides against damage 
when the blade encounters stones or other objects which 
prevent penetration of the ground. 

The single front wheel allows of turning in a very narrow 
headland. As a consequence, it is easy to bring the machine 
into position to begin the next traverse, and the idling move¬ 
ment is reduced to a minimum. The three wheels together 
spread the whole width of the land being traversed, with the 
advantage that the pressure upon the ground is equally dis¬ 
tributed transversely. 

In the machine inspected there were eight spades, each 
13 inches long in tlie blade and 8^ inches wide. The total 
width of land dealt with per traverse was 6 feet. 


No. 20. Improved Loading Device for Vehicles, entered by 

Mr Alastair C. Stewart, Inverhaggernie, Crianlarich. 

This is an attachment to the rear of a vehicle, such as a 
motor lorry, to facilitate loading and unloading live-stock or 
farm x>roduce. In the main, it consists of a platform which 
may be raised from the ground to the level of the floor of the 
vehicle, and -So controlled in its movement that it remains 
parallel to the ground. Reversal of the movement of the 
platform provides for unloading. When not in use, the plat¬ 
form is stowed in an upright position at the rear of the vehicle. 

An ingenious linkage, anchored upon two gusset plates 
which project rearwards of the vehicle and manipulated by 
a winch, provides the means bf elevating and lowering the 
platform and its load, and of stowing the former. 

Two attachments capable of sliding vertically in the gusset 
plates referred to, and carrying rollers at their lower ends, are 
let down by worm gearing, so that the rollers rest upon the 
ground when the platform is in use. When loading or unload- 
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ing is completed, these attachments are raised in order to give 
ground clearance when the vehicle is in motion. 

To facilitate loading, a mobile platform may be provided. 
This platform, which is mounted on wheels, can be loaded at 
any convenient place, wheeled to the rear of the vehicle, and 
thereafter hauled by a winch on to the top of the lowered 
main platform, which is provided with rails to receive the 
wheels. When live-stock is being dealt with, detachable 
guard rails may be fitted round the platform to prevent the 
animals from jumping or slipping off. 

The design and construction of the attachment are on 
sound engineering principles. The structure is almost entirely 
of rolled steel sections. The floors of the elevating and mobile 
platforms are of timber. Details of design are adjusted in 
accordance with the maximum load to be carried. 


No. 21. Harvester Thresher^ entered by Mr Walter Upward, 
The Cottage, Beckford Lodge, Warminster. 

(British Patent No. 367787, dated 22/2/32.) 

In this machine the knife is disposed in front of the vehicle 
transversely to the line of motion. It is claimed that this 
arrangement is preferable to having the knife at one side, 
which is the usual practice, in that the inconvenience when 
operating along one edge of the field is obviated. 

The reaped material is conveyed upon an endless conveyor 
band to the rear of the vehicle, where a threshing macliine 
may be installed. The grain is delivered into sacks, while tlie 
waste material is discharged from the back of the machine. 

During the conveyance of the reaped material upon the 
conveyor band referred to, it is elfectively gripped between 
this band and another moimted above it, and driven at like 
speed in the same direction. 

The chassis is carried on four wheels, the rear pair being 
driven by a motor, slung from the frame, which also actuates 
the reciprocating blade of the cutter. 

The chassis is elevated at the rear to permit of the band 
conveyors being inclined upwards from the front of the 
machine at an angle of approximately 30 degrees. 

The upper ends of both conveyor bands pass over drums, 
which are driven by a motor mounted upon the frame by 
chains and gearing. The drum which carries the lower end 
of the lower conveyor is also positively driven by means of a 
chain connected to the upper drum. 
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A rotary beater, which forms part of a thresher, is carried 
on a spindle at the rear of the vehicle, and is actuated by the 
motor which drives the conveyor bands. 

Another spindle, which extends across the front of the 
machine, above the knife blades, carries the mechanism which 
directs the material being cut on to the lower conveyor band. 

The driver’s seat is disposed in line with the centre of the 
knife. It is claimed that this construction gives the driver 
better control than is possible when the seat is situated at 
one side. The seat may be mounted over the travelling bands ; 
alternatively, two pairs of bands may be used, one on each 
side of the seat. 

The approximate dimensions of the machine are : over-all 
length, 15 feet; height, 7 feet; width, 6 feet. The weight 
is approximately 1 ton.

INSTITUTE OP ANIMAL GENETICS. 

University of Edinburgh, West Mains Road. 

Cattle .—^During the past year the experimental farm of the 
Institute at Shothead, Balerno, was formally opened by a 
visit of the members of the University Court, who were accom¬ 
panied by representatives of the Highland and Agricultural 
Society. 

The principal investigation relates to the inheritance of 
milk yield and other productive qualities in cattle. The 
breeds kept are Ayrshires, dairy Shorthorns, and beef Short¬ 
horns. Matings are being made between the beef and dairy 
Shorthorns, as well as between beef Shorthorns and Ayrshires. 
The first of the heifers bom on the farm are now coming into 
milk. Cross-bred bulls between the beef and dairy strains of 
Shorthorns have now been obtained, and, except that the 
number of low-yielding cows has been reduced, the work is 
proceeding according to plan. It will, however, be several 
years before results of statistical significance can be obtained. 
In the meantime at the adjacent farm, to which the Institute 
has been given access, an experiment is being conducted as 
to the practical value of the progeny test as a means for 
improving the productivity of dairy cattle. Some fifty 
Ayrshire cows are available, the progeny of six buUs. These 
cows are grouped in the byre according to their sire. A full 
year’s lactation record is available on each of the cows, but 
it is thought unwise to draw any final conclusions until further 
records are obtained. 
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Pigs .—The work on pigs is continuing, but the scope is 
limited owing to the fact that this enterprise has to be self- 
supporting as regards finance. As yet no analysis has been 
made of the records which have been kept during the past 
four years. There is, however, evidence of considerable 
variation in the amount of food consumed by different litters 
of pigs in relation to their live-weight gain. The progeny of 
one boar averaged as little as 3*13 lb. of meal per lb. of live- 
weight gain, while the progeny of another averaged as much 
as 3*9 lb. of meal per lb. of live-weight gain. Both sets of 
pigs were kept under identical conditions, were fed in the 
same way, and were reared at the same time. The basis of 
the experiment is what is known as diallelic-crossing. The 
rate of maturity, since it affects the rate of turnover, has also 
an important bearing on economic production. According as 
to how they are bred, litters vary from 195 to 260 days in the 
time taken to reach bacon weight from the date of their 
birth. 

Horses .—The pregnant mare appears to be a source of sex 
hormones. Accordingly, a small stud of Shetland ponies is 
maintained. This stud was first formed in connection with 
the inv(vstigation into methods of diagnosing pregnancy. It 
also furnishes lactating mares to Professor Linton of the Eoyal 
(Dick) Veterinary College, who is making a study of the 
composition of mares’ milk. 

Rabbits .—A careful selection has been made of the fiex 
breeding stock. By this means the general vitality of the 
breed has been greatly improved, and it can now be claimed 
that a strain is being established which is as hardy as the 
normal rabbit. 

In a study of fur texture it appears that fine are dominant 
to coarse fibres and that dense coat is dominant to thin coat. 
It seems likely, however, that in the latter ease multiple 
factors are concerned rather than a single alternative pair. 

In a few Kex rabbits a new type of fur has appeared. This 
is the wavy coat condition. The pelts promise to be of very 
considerable economic value, and the mode of its inheritance 
is now being analysed. 

An examination of the common belief that offspring are 
unsatisfactory moulters if bred from parents who were in 
moult at the time of mating has yielded no support for the 
belief. It does seem, however, that the rapidity of moult is 
a definitely inherited character, the offspring of rapidly moult¬ 
ing parents being themselves rapid moulters, while slowly 
moulting parents beget slowly moulting offspring. 

As in previous years, records regarding reproduction are 
being kept. The data relate to all matters affecting duration 
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of pregnancy, litter size, infertile coitus, and sex ratio. Further 
data have a^so been collected which relate to the question of 
ideal litter size both for pelt and meat production. 

Poultry .—Two lines of research with poultry are being 
pursued. The first is concerned with the mode of inheritance 
of certain phases of production of interest to the poultry 
breeder. These genetical studies include specifically the prob¬ 
lem of egg size, the absence of the moult (with which is associ¬ 
ated periods of continuous egg production over two years), 
and long continued persistency of production. In connection 
with the last, it has been found from observations on a large 
number of birds over many years that although the economic 
productive life in the great majority of hens does not continue 
after two years, occasionally birds are found which lay at an 
economic level for at least four years. These birds are being 
used to determine whetlier such a characteristic is inherited, 
and if so, the mode of its transmission from parent to 
offspring. 

Other studies in progress arc conce^rned with the relation of 
the endocrine glands to the life of the individual. Jiosults of 
some importance to the agriculturalist have already been 
obtained, and two of these experiments may be cited. Observa¬ 
tions on the castrated fowl or capon have shown that up to 
forty weeks of age they do not become lieavier than the 
normal male when both are raised on a normal diet. This is 
contrary to the general imi)ression existing among poultry 
farmers. 

From a study of the relation of certain glands to plumage 
colour in the Brown Leghorn a test for pregnancy in the mare 
has been devised which is rapid and convenient. Injection 
of urine from a pregnant mare will cause the appearance of 
red pigment in the breast feather of the capon. If the mare 
is not pregnant, the feathers, normally completely black, are 
not affected. 


ANIMAL DISEASES BESEAIK^H ASSOCIATION. 

Moredun Institute, Gilmerton, Midlothian. 

Louping-IU ,—The controlled field experiments designed to 
test the value of prophylactic vaccines have been repeated. 
23,400 sheep were vaccinated and an equal number on the 
same farms were used as controls. It was again found that 
vaccination was capable of reducing markedly the mortality 
incidence, and it is hoped that louping-ill vaccine may shortly 
be issued as a commercial product. 
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Prognant ewes have been hyperiminunised with louping-ill 
virus in order to determine whether antibodies are transmitted 
to their offspring, either before birth or through the medium 
of the colostmm. The virucidal factor in the serum of the 
vaccinated ewes was demonstrated only with difficulty, and 
no antibody was detected in the serum of the lambs at birth. 
The colostrum of the ewe, however, containcnl a demonstrable 
quantity of antibody, and several hours after th<^ lamb had 
r(^ceived the colostrum of its immune mother, antibody was 
detectable in its serum. 

Tliese exp(»rim(*nts require further confirmation. 

TicJc'Borne Fever. —The causal organisms of this dis(»ase arci 
reprc'sented by cytoplasmic inclusions, whi(*ii occur in tli<i 
polymorphonuch^ar c(*lls of the blood and sph^en. The nature 
of tliese organisms continues to be studied. 

In investigating the comparative infectivity of blood 
fractions, it has b(‘(*n found that the infective* agent occurs 
in high concentration in the white cells of the blood, whereas 
it is contained in the* r(*d cells, the blood plat(*lets and the 
plasma in only very low concentration, if at all. It has not 
yet been possible to define a cycle of developmental changes 
in the parasite, ami experiments to determine wheth(*r it 
undergo(*s a filtrabh* phase continue to prove negative. It 
has also been found that the viability of the infective agent 
persists for a period of sixteen days at room temperature. 

Braxy. —Tin* forinalinised whole culture (anaculture) vaccine 
has again proved highly satisfactory as a prophylactic measure. 

The. vaccim^ has been applied as two inoculations with an 
int(*rval of fourteen days between each injection. In 1933-34 
controlled field experiments on an ext(*nsive scale* w(*re carried 
out with the object of determining whether a single dose 
vaccine* woulel prove satisfactory. These were repeate*d in 
1934-35, and the results indicate that the single inoculation 
methoel furnishes an adequate eie*gre^e of protection. 

Grass Siciciiess. —The presemoe of a toxin of the Clostridium 
welchii group has been demonstrated in filtrates of the in¬ 
testinal contents of certain acute oases of grass sickness. The 
significance of these findings is being actively investigated. 

Contagious Bovine Abortion. —The research which is being 
undertaken in collaboration with the Scottish Committee on 
Contagious Bovine Abortion has as its ultimate object the 
development of effective methods of prevention by means of 
dead vaccines ; the disease as it occurs in small laboratory 
anilnals is being systematically studied, and satisfactory 
progress continues to be made. 
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Enzootic Abortion in Etves, —The field experiments which 
were designed to test the possible association of enzootic 
abortion in ewes with dietary deficiency have been repeated 
and extended, but no definite results have so far been obtained. 

Lactation Tetany and Magnesium Metabolism, —Investiga¬ 
tions have shown that magnesium deficiency in the blood is 
a constant feature of lactation tetany. A survey is now being 
made of the seasonal variations, if any, which occur in the 
blood magnesium of milch cows, and a systematic study of 
magnesium metabolism in the rabbit and sheep has now been 
undertaken. 

Scrapie, —A systematic histological investigation of the 
tissues in scrapie is being continued. 

The field experiment which was set up for the purpose of 
testing the possibility that the contagium of scrapie may b(‘ 
transmitted through the medium of the pastures has now 
been in progress for two and a half years : the result so far 
has been negative. 

Blow-fly and Tick Deterrents. —It is hoped to test in tht^ 
field the comparative', values of various combinations of 
chemical substances capable of repelling blow-flies and ticks. 
Since the question of effective repellents cannot be divorced 
from a consideration of the activities of the fly, as determined 
by prevailing weather conditions, a - series of continuous 
observations of the effect of climatic factors upon the question 
of ‘ strike ’ is also being made. 


THE EOWETT EE8EAECH INSTITUTE. 


BtrcKSBURN, Aberdeen. 

During 3934 the work of the Institute centred very largely 
round the problem of the influence of nutrition on thci in¬ 
cidence of disease in both the animal and human world. The 
results of the investigations have bexm published from time to 
time in appropriate scientific journals. This report is therefore 
limited to the work carried out in 1934 on the Duthie Experi¬ 
mental Stock Farm. The account has been prepared by Mr 
Arthur Crichton, Head of the Farm. 

Fodder Crop Conservation. —The efficient utilisation of our 
home-grown grass and fodder crops is a problem of considerable 
economic importance. Much work has been done in balancing 
winter rations, especially for dairy cows, but in summer cattle 
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are turned out to grass and allowed to eat ad lib. Some years 
ago at this Institute it was found that a considerable amount 
of pasture could be saved without loss of milk yield by con¬ 
trolling the length of the grazing j^riod. Further experiments 
have shown that cows giving a yield of about 2 gallons daily 
eat very little less grass than those giving 6 gallons. An experi¬ 
ment was begun last summer where grass was cut and fed to 
one group of cows according to yield, while another group was 
allowed grazing under the controlled system. The purpose 
of the experiment was to see whether a field of grass would 
produce more milk at less cost by cutting and soilmg than by 
grazing by the best known methods. It may be, of course, 
that the growth of grass is greater under grazing conditions. 

The most efiftcient method of conserving su^lus grass for 
winter use is now known to be artificial drying. There is 
practically no loss of the nutrients in the original grass. 
Feeding experiments are being carried out this winter to de¬ 
termine whether this dried grass has a value higher than is 
indicated by its chemical analysis. A most important feature 
is that the high carotene value of summer grass is well 
maintained. When really well-made material is fed the rich 
yellow colour of summer milk can be obtained in the winter 
product. Through the kindness of Lord Cochrane of Cults, 
who has installed a drying plant in Fifeshire, we have been 
able to obtain for our experiments an adequate supply of 
dried grass of high quality. 

Experiments on the question of the value of additions of 
sugar and acids to silage are being continued. So far, it 
appears that where the technique of silage-making in the 
ordinary way is well observed, there is little benefit in these 
additions and probably none at all when the extra cost is 
taken into consideration. 

Cattle ,—^An experiment on the relative value of linseed cake 
and earthnut cake has been carried out. There was no sig¬ 
nificant difference in the live-weight gam, but the linseed-fed 
cattle maintamed a better bloom. 

A number of groups of six-quarter old home-bred cattle 
are being wintered imder different conditions, and records 
will be kept of their progress when they go to grass. 

Pigs .—In this department a number of experiments have been 
carried out to determine the amount of food consumed per 1 lb. 
live-weight gain under various levels of daily food allowance. 
It seems fairly certain that the daily ration can be reduced to 
a point where the amoimt of food required to produce a 
pound of live-weight gain is considerably less than has 
generally been believed. These experiments are still in pro¬ 
gress, but an examination of the carcases of those pigs which 
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have already been killed shows that the pigs which consumed 
the least amount of food to reach bacon-weight, although 
they grow more slowly, are very likely to grade higher. 

A Pig-Becording and Litter-Testing Scheme has been begun 
in conjunction with the North of Scotland College of .Agri¬ 
culture. All the accommodation available for litter groups is 
taken up, and all the farms which it is possible to record 
with the facilities available are being dealt with. 

The joint experiments with the Colleges of Agriculture in 
Scotland on the value of various home-grown and other foods 
are being continued. 

Poultry ,—^The effect of artificial lighting and intensive 
methods of feeding and management have produced interest¬ 
ing results in hens that would ordinarily be discarded from 
the fiock. The birds have been brought through the moult 
easily and have laid better at the time when eggs are scarce. 

The experiments in co-operation with the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture for Northern Ireland and the Colleges of Agriculture 
in Scotland on the effect of different levels of protein for 
growing and laying stock are being continued. 

Sheep .—^During last year the flock has been reorganised. 
It now consists of 300 Grey-Paced ewes, which are lambing to 
three different breeds of rams, the Oxford Down, the Suffolk 
Down, and the South Down. Eecords are being kept of the 
production of the ewes, the rate of growth of the lambs, and 
carcase quality. 


THE SCOTTISH PLANT BBEEDING STATION, 
Cbaigs House, Cobstorphine, Edinburgh. 

Experimental work is in progress with oats, potatoes, 
herbage plants, and swedes. In this report, however, it is 
customary to refer to the work on only one of these crop 
plants each year, and on this occasion the work with potatoes 
is reviewed. 

In the past few years attention has been directed towards 
the production of a potato for cultivation having some of the 
desirable characters possessed by certain wild potatoes. 
While the origin of commercial potato varieties is not definitely 
known, it is evident that they do not bear a close relationship 
to many of the other species and varieties of tuber-bearing 
solanums indigenous to Central and South America. The 
wild plants as a rule are comparatively unproductive, but 
some of them possess certain desirable characters such as 
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resistance to blight, virus diseases, frost, and drought. Investi¬ 
gations concerning the possibility of introducing these char¬ 
acters into cultivated varieties have been in progress at the 
Plant Breeding Station for several years. Although the 
progress of the breeding work is handicapped by the incidence 
of both self and cross-sterility, numerous interspecific hybridi¬ 
sations have been made and the hybrid plants successfully 
propagated. The resulting progenies generally show a pre¬ 
ponderance of wild characters such as long stolons and small 
tubers, but further back-crossing to the cultivated parent 
invariably has the efiect of increasing the yield and size 
of tubers as well as giving a more desirable t 3 rpe of plant. 
First generation seedlings derived from 8. demissum x 
The Alness proved to be much more vigorous than either 
parent, but the size and yield of tubers was intermediate. 
By repeated back-crossing in such cases it is hoped that it 
may be possible to secure a useful commercial type possessing 
the desired characters shown by the wild parent. 

Experiments designed to ascertain the effect of repeated 
self-fertilisation of potatoes are in progress. Certain lines have 
reached the seventh generation and variations are still occur¬ 
ring. Some of the iSies have remained strong and vigorous 
and yielded good crops of tubers, while others have lacked 
vigour and displayed signs of degeneracy. The advent of 
this degeneracy is not due to disease, but presumably to the 
presence of unfavourable hereditary units possessed in a 
latent form by the parent plants. In certain circumstances 
the presence of these irnits becomes manifest by the appearance 
of most undesirable seedlings. While none of the inbred 
plants is yet true-breeding, some appear to be approaching 
that stage, and it is expected to use them as parents. 

The inter-crossing of particular varieties of the potato with 
a view to producing new and improved types has been con¬ 
tinued. Since many pairs of varieties have proved to be of 
little or no value in combination, a system of diallel-crossing 
has been pursued with the object of ascertaining the relative 
merits of individual .varieties and of pairs of varieties as 
parents from which to breed new economic forms. A more 
precise knowledge of the potentialities of the genetic consti¬ 
tution of potato varieties is desired so as to facilitate the 
breeding of types suitable for the numerous present-day 
requirements. 

Concurrently with the foregoing work, a mass of data has 
been accumulated regarding the mode of inheritance of some 
of the more important botanical and physiological characters 
of the potato. Information extracted from an analysis of the 
data has provided material for scientific papers dealing with 
the inheritance of tuber colour and of resistance to wart 
disease {Synchytriwn endohioticum). In addition to being of 
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academic interest, results of this nature are helpful in the 
selection of parents for breeding purposes. 

In the course of the breeding work a collection of seedlings 
comprising many promising commercial types has been secured, 
and all are being subjected to various tests. Several of them 
which have given encouraging results, are included this year 
in the official trials carried out by the Department of Agri¬ 
culture for Scotland, and by the National Institute of Agri¬ 
cultural Botany, Ormskirk, Lancs. 

In 1934 the Society received a Certificate of Begistration 
from the Department of Agriculture for Scotland in respect 
of a new potato seedling, Eeference No. 136 (10), now known 
as “ The Alness.” The variety was secured by crossing the 
varieties Abundance and Majestic. It is an early second- 
early and possesses shapely tubers of excellent cooking quality. 
Its main botanical characters are described in the Certificate 
of Begistration as follows:— 

Maturity: Second-Early. 

Tuber: Oval, skin white, flesh white, eyes shallow, 

sprouts pink. 

Foliage: Haulm medium height, spreading; wings 

straight; leaf open, rigid ; leaflets broad, 
ashy green, terminal leaflet well clear of 
last pair of laterals. 

Flower: White, anthers orange, stalks strong; buds 

dark; berries occur. 

Problems bearing upon the resistance of potato varieties to 
virus diseases have been further examined. Evidence has 
been obtained of the existence of two distinct types of resist¬ 
ance— viz., resistance to natural infection and resistance 
(tolerance) to the pathogen after infection has taken place. 
Although no variety or seedling yet examined has proved to 
possess complete resistance to all the potato viruses of major 
importance, a high degree of tolerance to individual viruses 
has been exhibited by some of them. The genetic aspects of 
these problems have been followed up by the raising of seed¬ 
ling progenies from seK-fertUised parents which have shown 
either a high degree of susceptibility or a high degree of 
tolerance to specific viruses. Hybrid progenies derived from 
susceptible and tolerant parents have also been raised. 

The investigations into the metabolism of healthy and 
mosaic-infected potatoes have been concluded and the data 
obtained have been examined statistically and prepared for 
publication. Anomalies in the carbohydrate economy of 
diseased plants have been found to be slight but definite in 
direction, and have been correlated chiefly with the disease 
symptoms shown. Disturbances in nitrogen metabolism, on 
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the other hand, have been found to be of relatiyely greater 
degree, the total nitrogen contents of laminae and petioles of 
mosaic-infected plants being significantly higher than those 
of corresponding healthy plsmts. 


THE WEST OF SCOTLAND AGBICULTUBAL 
COLLEGE. 

(o) Mtt.tt PnoDtroTioN Department. 

The work on the feeding and management of dairy cows 
continnes. A considerable number of problems were tackled 
within the year, but some of them take a long time to complete. 
Brief notes will be given on some of the work of the year. 

Silage .—Several years’ trials with Sunflowers and Artichokes 
as silage crops have now been completed. The sunflower 
would appear to give the better type of silage, and the addition 
of a 2 per cent solution of molasses appeared to improve it. 
An effort to make bracken into silage during the past year 
was a failure, but the bracken was imdoubtedly cut too late. 

Carrots .—A comparison of swedes and carrots for milking 
cows was made. A high feeding value has often been attributed 
to carrots, but their value has perhaps been over-estimated. It 
would appear that one pound of diy matter in carrots is of 
about the same value as a pound of dry matter in swedes. 

Ration Types .—A ration composed of oat straw, dried beet 
pulp, bruised oats, and bean meal, and which was supposed 
to be very efficient so far as the quality of the protein was 
concerned, was compared with one containing mangolds, hay, 
and a grain mixture. Each of the cows used showed an 
increased yield of milk and butter-fat on the second ration, 
the average mcrease being 11'6 per cent in milk and 6 per cent 
in fat. 

Bloat .—^The work on hoven or bloat has been continued, 
and it has been found that the saponin content of wild white 
clover is highest during the bloating season. The saponin 
appears to be the chief agent in producing bloat. The content 
of cyanoglucosides also appears to run somewhat parallel to 
that of the saponins. 

In co-operation with the Soils Section it has been found 
that a defidenoy in lime in the soil appears to be one of the 
factors leading to bloat, while lack of balance in other con¬ 
stituents of the soil may also be causal agents. 
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Feeding Butter-fai .—^Mueh publicity has been given to the 
feeding of butter-fat as a method of increasing the amount of 
butter-fet yielded by the cow. Some work carried out here 
appears to indicate that the possibility of increasing the 
butter-fat yield through the feeding of butter-fat has been 
over-emphasised. 

Proven Sires .—This work continues, and it is hoped to issue 
a complete list of proven dairy sires for Scotland in a few 
months. 


(b) Mtt.b: Utilisation Department. 

MUk .—^During the past year over 1000 samples of milk 
were examined for specifio defects: mastitis, faulty flavours, 
lack of keeping properties, and xmsatisfactory manufacturing 
qualities. With respect to mastitis, the observation made in 
the report of last year that this disease is of widespread 
occurrence and is deflnitely on the increase in the dairy stock 
of S.W. Scotland, is again fully confirmed. During a 10 weeks’ 
period in the spring of 1936, the milk of 420 cows belonging 
to 26 herds was critically examined for mastitis. The disease 
was found to be present in every herd, the rate of infection 
varying from 20 to 80 per cent; the average of the 420 cows 
examined was 42 per cent. The damaging effects of mastitis 
on the fiavour and technical properties of the milk, the methods 
by which the disease may be recognised, and the control 
measures which may be applied are set forth in some detail 
in Bulletin 196 of this College. 

Mastitis caused by haemolytic staphylococci is becoming 
annually more prominent; usually this form of the disease 
is more difficult to detect in its early stages, has a more pro¬ 
nounced influence on the flavour of the milk, and a more 
adverse effect on the quality of the cheese than the strepto¬ 
coccal type. Milk of cows suffering from staphylococcal mastitis 
not infrequently causes unthriftiness and mortality in calves. 

The rejection of mflk giving a positive alcohol test, which 
has recently been a practice in some creameries, has occasioned 
concern among dairy farmers in certain areas in S.W. Scotland. 
Investigation shows that milk rejected on this basis may be the 
product of healthy cows free &om any udder infections, that it 
may be of good market quality, and have a satisfactory flavour 
and good keeping properties. Milk produced in the early 
stages and in the later stages of lactation is frequently alcohol 
positive, while mastitis-infected milk is frequently alcohol 
negative. It would appear that the alcohol test is of doubtful 
vfduo as a mews of selecting milk for general market purposes 
or for determining its utility for special manufactures. 

Intra-mammary and transient infections of non-pathogenic 
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bacteria may cause abnormal flavours in the milk of otherwise 
healthy cows. Several such cases have been observed in 
recent years ; in the summer of 1934 the persistent develop¬ 
ment of a burnt flavour in the milk of a producer-retailer was 
shown to be caused by a lactic acid coccus which was present 
in the milk before it left the udder, Non-pathogenic udder 
micrococci are occasionally the cause of the development of a 
displeasing flavour in raw milk which has been stored for some 
time after its production. 

Cream and Butter .—^Investigation of defective flavours in 
several specimens of butters and cream submitted for exam¬ 
ination has shown that rancidity was frequently caused by 
lipolytic moulds as well as by fat-spUtting bacteria, and that 
tallowiness and kindred oxidation effects were due to traces 
, of copper picked up from the utensils. In a dairy factory 
where an astringent flavour occurred in the cream, the copper 
content was higher than normal, the copper having been 
derived mainly from the preheater. 

Cheese .— ^Discoloration in white Cheddar cheese of a typo 
which had not hitherto been observed was found to be associ¬ 
ated with the presence in the cheese of protein splitting putre¬ 
factive bacteria. 

Faults in the body and texture of farm and creamery cheese, 
frequently reported during the 1934 season, were shown to 
bo largely associated with defects in the character of the 
primary milk, mainly caused by mammitis infections in the 
producing cows. Large quantities of starter required to over¬ 
come the restraining effect of such milk and to render it 
workable in cheese-making, do not overcome the inherent 
weakness of the milk or result in cheese with a normal body 
and texture. Milk of this category gives a weak coagulum, 
produces a damp, lustreless curd which does not cohere 
properly under pressure, and cheeses which frequently leak 
whey in the curing-room. The whey often has a high soMs- 
not-fat content. 

Experimental Work. 

Butter .—^In pursuit of the investigations on the effect of 
the succulent part of the ration on the quality of milk and 
on the character of butter made from it, carrots were com¬ 
pared with swedes. The flavour conferred by carrots feeding 
was sweet and attractive, but the fat was somewhat softer 
than normal. In contrast to the yellow colour imparted by 
swedes, the colour associated with carrots feeding was definitely 
reddish in tinge ; it appeared within two days of them intro¬ 
duction into the ration, and i)ersisted for some considerable 
time after their withdrawal. The experiment suggested that 
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the addition of a few pounds of carrots to a daily root ration 
of swedes would improve the flavour, quality, and colour of 
winter-produced milk and butter. 

Cheese .—^Further experiments on the effect of selected 
lactic acid bacteria in cheese-making have confirmed our 
previous findings, that with an appropriate strain of 8. laotis 
it is entirely possible to make locally cheeses which possess 
the distinguishing features of the typical English Cheddar— 
thin rind, creamy white colour, and characteristic plastic 
texture. It was foimd that some minor modifications of the 
established technical process are desirable to secure uniformity 
of results ; it was also found that pasteurisation of the primary 
milk (142° P. for 30 minutes) will eliminate the slightly 
astringent end flavour which is frequently associated with 
English Cheddar cheese made from raw milk , 

Cultures of an organism which was foimd to be a cause of 
‘ non-acid ’ milk in cheese factories were received from the 
Dairy Besearch Institute in New Zealand, and their effect 
under local conditions determined. In raw milk this organism 
actually stimulated acid production, but when it was allowed 
to grow in the cheese milk for twelve hours and then killed 
by heat, acid production in the cheese milk (inoculated with 
1 per cent starter after pasteurisation) was markedly in hibited. 
Cheeses made from such infected heat-treated milk could not 
be completed in less than thirty-six hours, while control 
cheeses made from the same milk, iminoculated, were ready 
for the press in eight hours. The .cheeses whose making 
process occupied thirty-six hours were weak-bodied and 
went out of shape in the curing-room; the control cheeses, 
on the other hand, were of good body and texture and normal 
in all other respects. 

It has been suggested that because slow-working in cheese- 
making is often associated with mastitis-infected milk, the 
organisms causing the disease may be the agents responsible 
for the arrested lactic acid fermentation. C^tures of patho¬ 
genic streptococci isolated from mastitis-infected milk were 
inoculated into normal cheese milk and failed to reproduce 
the effect. 


THE HANNAH DAIBT BESEAEOH INSTITUTE. 

Kibkhttj,, Ate. 

Nvirition ,—^Past work carried out at this Institute has 
shown the importance of quality as distinct from quantity 
of protein in the rations of milking cows. This work has now 
been extended to include a study of the quality of protein 
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in relation to different methods of grass conservation— i.e., 
ensiling (using A.I.Y., molasses, and ordinary silage) and 
artificial drying. Experiments are still in progress on this 
subject. 

Miik Secretion, —^Work has been continued on the relation 
of blood composition to milk secretion, special attention being 
paid to the secretion of milk fat. In addition, a fundamental 
investigation has been undertaken into the differences which 
are found between the composition of arterial and of venous 
blood. 

Genetics of Dairy CatUe. —^The investigation of the genetic 
construction of the Ayrshire breed of dairy cattle, which has 
been in progress during the past five years, has now been 
rounded off. The results are being prepared for publication, 

Tuberevlosis. —^Between 1929 and 1932 an experimental 
eradication scheme was organised in a selected area in Ayr¬ 
shire, with very successful results. The basis of the scheme 
was the provision of free tuberculin testing and of free advice 
on methods of isolation, &c. The scheme was terminated in 
December 1932, when twenty out of the twenty-eight herds 
included in the area were completely free from infection, and 
the degree of infection in the remaining co-operating herds 
had been reduced from 62 per cent to 24 per cent. It is^ 
however, important to determine how far this satisfactory 
position has been maintained since the cessation of free testing. 
A re-survey of this area is therefore being carried out. 

Contagious Abortion. —^The Institute is co-operating with 
the Scottish Committee on Contagious Bovine Abortion in an 
investigation of the efficacy of segregation methods in con¬ 
trolling the spread of this disease. Twenty herds are at present 
included in the Institute’s scheme, and satisfactory progress 
is being made in all these herds. 

Mastitis. —^Preliminary work is being carried out in a 
number of herds in an endeavour to control the spread of 
mastitis by the use of a special diagnostic test for identifying 
infected animals and by the adoption of appropriate measures 
to prevent the spread of the disease. The efficacy of various 
curative treatments is also being investigated. 

Pasteurisation. —Beference has been made m previous 
Eeports to the pubUoation of reviews dealing with two im¬ 
portant aspects of pasteurisation— i.e., the effect of pasteurisa¬ 
tion on the nutritive value of milk, and the economic aspects 
of pasteurisation in relation to producers’ and consumers’ 
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prices. During the past year attention has been directed to a 
third aspect of the subject—i.e., the efficiency of design and 
operation of commercial pasteurising plants. A survey has 
been made of the various plants in the four Scottish cities, 
and valuable information has been obtained as to the chief 
causes of inefficient processing. 

Canned MUh Prodnets .—The study of commonly occurring 
defects in evaporated milk, which was referred to in the last 
Beport, has been continued. Nearly one hundred pure cul¬ 
tures of contaminating organisms have been isolated from 
defective cans, and their properties investigated. A study 
has also been made of defects occurring in canned (sterilised) 
cream, the manufacture of which provides an increasingly 
important outlet for surplus milk in Gotland. 


MACAULAY INSTITUTE FOB SOIL EESEABOH. 

Craigiebtjokxee, Aberdeen. 

During the year the adaptation of the buildings at Craigie- 
bucMer was completed, and additional laboratory accommo¬ 
dation provided. The work of the Institute has, up to the 
present time, been carried out under considerable difficulties, 
but through a generous gift from an anonymous local donor 
and a grant from the Development Fund very satisfactory 
working conditions have now b^n provided. 

Soil Fertility Investigations and Advisory WorTc .—^In soil 
advisory work tests are carried out on samples of surface and 
subsoil with a view to determining whether the soil is being 
adequately supplied with plant foods. On the basis of the 
results of these tests reports are issued which provide the 
farmer with information as to whether or not lime is required, 
and in what quantity, the amount and kind of manure which 
is considered most suitable for the soil in question, &o. About 
1000 soils were examined during the year and advisory reports 
issued. 

A series of field es^riments designed to estimate the 
amounts of plant foods in the soil, and similar to those carried 
out in 1933, was laid down to verify the previous year’s results 
and to obtain further correlation with pot experiments and 
laboratory investigations. Thirty-four soils, a number of 
which were also examined in pots, were investigated, drawn 
from different types of parent material, including calcareous 
soils, shales, carse clays. Old Bed Sandstones, granites, and 
peaty soils. Besults obtained from a similar series of pot and 
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field experiments in 1933 'W'ere verified, and an account of the 
work is to be published. 

In conjunction with the Eowett Institute, a series of pot 
experiments with grasses was undertaken to find the effect on 
the chemical composition of the plant of additions of copper 
and iron salts to the soil. 

A series of forest soils was examined by the pot method in 
conjunction with the Forestry Department of Aberdeen 
University, to see if ordinary methods could be applied to 
forest plants. 

The soils studied by field and pot methods are also examined 
by various chemical methods, and, when necessary, modi¬ 
fications in the methods used in routine advisory work are 
introduced. 

A uniformity field trial on oats was carried out, and the 
statistical treatment of the results is being undertaken by 
Dr J. P. Tocher. 

In conjunction with the Permanent Committee for Basic 
Slag, experiments are being conducted at three centres in the 
north of Scotland, and yields of a turnip crop in the experi¬ 
mental areas have already been obtained. 

Special fertility investigations on forest nursery soils, and 
joint work with the North of Scotland College of Agriciilture 
in a series of six-course rotation experiments with lime and 
various artificial fertilisers, were also undertaken. 

Special Investigations .—The pasture investigations under¬ 
taken jointly with Mr Heddle of the Edinburgh College of 
Agriculture have been continued, and interesting results 
have been obtained from the lawn treatment experiments at 
Craigiebuckler. 

The investigation into the lime status of various soils in the 
north-east of Scotland is being continued, with special reference 
to the sub-surface layers of the soil, and the study of the com¬ 
position and distribution of organic matter in typical soil 
profiles of the north-east of Scotland is still being carried out. 

Soil Surveys and Geological Work .—Soil surveys are being 
carried out on :— 

1. Eastern part of Kincardineshire. 

2. Durris, i^cardineshire. 

3. Teindland, Morayshire. 

4. N.-W. and Central Highlands. 

5. Aberdeenshire. 

6. Areas in Eenfrewshire. 

7. “Brown Soil” Areas. (Profiles representative of 

“ brown ” soil types occurring in Scotland are 
being studied in order to find their relation to the 
Continental “ Brown Earths.”) 
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The mineralogioal study of the soils of north-eastern 
Scotland has been continued, and the soils of other areas have 
been examined. 

Peat Soils .—^Experimental work at the farm in Lewis had 
again to be curtailed owing to lack of funds, but it was found 
possible to continue a drainage experiment and to carry out 
a few simple pasture improvement trials. Additional areas of 
moorland are being converted into good pasture, and in most 
cases this is done without cultivation. 

Throughout the year the milk produced by the tuberculin- 
tested cows at the farm has been sold in Stornoway, and the 
poultry work has continued to develop. Sheep are now also 
kept on the farm. Several crofters on the island are reclaiming 
land with the aid of implements lent by the farm. 

Advisory work on peat soils and peat products has been 
undertaken, and a number of peaty soils investigated by field 
experiments. 

On the survey side an attempt is being made to draw up a 
general classification of peat deposits. 

Study of the Drainage Constituents of the Soil ,—The study 
of the composition of the drainage from the soil of the Craib- 
stone lysimeters has been continued during the year 1934, 
when the crop was Victory Oats. Considerable damage was 
done to the young plants by wire-worm, and, in spite of a 
second sowing, the final yields were somewhat low. Separate 
ash analyses of the grain, straw, and chaff are being carried 
out. Very fine colloidal suspended material appears occasion¬ 
ally in the drainage waters in varying amounts, and this is 
being separated by different methods and analysed. 

Leaflets giving instructions for the taking of soil samples 
for analysis are issued on request to farmers who wish advice 
on problems of manurmg and liming. Copies of reprints of 
articles published and any other information in regard to the 
work of the Institute may also be obtained by applying to 
the Secretary.

SCHEME OP OFFICIAL MILK RECOEDS. 

Administration. 

In 1934, as in previous years, the scheme of official milk 
records was administered by the Association through local 
milk recording societies. The grant from the Treasury, 
obtained through the Department of Agriculture for Scotland, 
was continued in 1934 on the same conditions as in the 
previous year. The amount authorised was £2619, compared 
with £2504 for 1933. 

Grants were allocated to local societies on the following 
scale:— 
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MILE BECOBDS. 


1. Societies testing at intervals of not more than twenty-one 
days:— 

(а) The hire of the necessary milk-testing appliances 

free of annual charge, the society to upkeep the 
apparatus in good condition. 

(б) An annual grant of 98. 6d. per member towards the 

cost of surprise check tests. 

2. Societies testing at intervals of from twenty-two to 
twenty-eight days:— 

(a) The hire of the necessary milk-testing appliances 

free of annual charge, the society to upkeep the 
apparatus in good condition. 

(b) An annual grant of Ss. per member towards the cost 

of surprise check tests. 

During the latter part of 1933 and the earlier months of 
1934 every effort was made to obtain new members for local 
societies throughout the various dairying districts of Scotland, 
and 46 definite applications were received. But for various 
reasons, such as the continued acute depression in the industry, 
members disposing of their dairy herds or removing from 
their farms, &c., there were a considerable number of 
resignations. 

All the local milk recording societies which operated in 
1933 continued in 1934, The North of Scotland Society, as a 
temporary measure of economy in working, decided to dis¬ 
continue for 1934 the part-time circuit which they set up in 
1933 and to have two large circuits instead of three smaller 
circuits. 

The number of recorders’ circuits in 1934 was 38; the 
number of herds officially tested, 766 ; and the number of 
cows officially tested, 32,906, an increase of 11 herds and 449 
cows from the previous year, and the largest number of herds 
and of cows tested in the history of the Association. The 
position in 1934 was considered satisfactory under the con¬ 
ditions prevailing in the industry, when other milk recording 
organisations and the majority of agricultural societies or 
associations were unable to maintain their former member¬ 
ship.

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Definitions. 

The milk records compiled by the Association are records of 
the estimated quantity of milk produced by each cow in a 
separate lactation, and of the estimated percentage of milk fat 
contained in the milk. For convenience a gallon of milk is 
reckoned as 10 lb. A gallon of milk of average quidity weighs 
almost exactly 10| lb. The following further partiouhirs 
concerning each record were also given wherever possible:— 

Name of cow, byre number, and herd-book number. 

Sire of cow and herd-book nmnber of sire. 

Dam of cow and herd-book niunber of dam. 

Date of birth. 

Date of calving preceding opening of record. 

Number of weeks in milk. 

Date of calving after record closed. 

The following particulars of the preceding record were 
appended to each record, where available:— 

Date of calving preceding opening of record. 

Quantity of milk in gallons. 

Percentage of fat in milk. 

Number of weeks in milk. 

The milk yields were estimated in respect of quantity and 
milk-fat percentage from the results of systematic periodic 
tests by trained recorders approved by the Association. 
The recorders visited the farms for this purpose at intervals 
varying from twenty-one to twenty-eight days, and each day 
of visit was regarded as the middle day of the period covered 
by the visit. Milk records estimated in this way approximate 
closely to the actual milk yields. 


Method op Eecoeding—Official Becobds. 

A distinctive feature of milk recording in Scotland in 1934, 
as in foimer years, was that the official records were entirely 
the work of trained official recorders. Becorders had previ¬ 
ously to undergo a special course of training in milk recording 
at the West of Scotland Agricultural College, or other approved 
College of Agriculture. Only candidates of good character 
and good general education were selected to attend these 
courses ; and all recorders, before appointment, were approved 
by the Executive Committee of the Association, 

All dairy farmers taking advantage of the Association’s 
scheme were arranged into Local hulk Becording Societies 
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employing one or more recorders, the Executive Committee 
having the power to transfer members from one local society 
to another, in order to find accommodation for new appli¬ 
cants, and at the same time avoid overlapping of recorders’ 
drouits. Each local society applying to the Association for 
licence to conduct millr recording under the Association’s 
scheme signed the form containing the Association’s rules and 
regulations, and agreed to conform to these rules. The local 
society selected and appointed their recorder or recorders from 
the list of approved recorders obtained from the Association. 
Apparatus, chemicals, sheets, and books were selected and 
arranged for by the Association, all byre sheets and record 
books used by the recorders being supplied free of charge. 
Thus Tiniformity of method was, as far as possible, assured. 

The official recorder visited each herd at intervals of not 
more than twenty-eight days, or more usually from twenty to 
twenty-five days. He, or she, arrived at the farm in the 
afternoon, usually by means of a small pony and trap provided 
by the local society for the purpose, and was accommodated 
at the farm overnight. All cows giving milk in each herd, as 
far as was possible, were included in the records. Each cow 
was clearly distinguished in the byre by a stall number on the 
wall, immediately in front of, and above the level of the cow, 
and registered animals were also indelibly tattooed on the 
ears with distinctive registered tattoo markings. The cows 
were milked in the same rotation, evening and morning, on 
the occasion of the recorder’s visit. The recorder weighed and 
sampled the milk of each cow in the evening, noting the time 
at which each cow was milked, and entered the results in the 
corresponding columns in the byre sheet, taking up a position 
in the byre as near to the milkers as possible, so as to have 
them in full view, and as far as practicable receiving the noilk 
direct from the milker at the cow’s side. He again weighed 
and sampled the milk of each cow in a similar manner in the 
morning, and entered the results in the byre sheets. He 
then tested the mixed evening and morning sample for each 
cow by the Gerber method for percentage of milk fat. He 
entered in the byre sheet any unusual conditions likely to 
affect the milk yields. The recorder was required to see 
that all milk samples and b3rre sheets were securely locked 
up ovonight or during his absence. From the daily results 
the recorder calculated and completed the byre sheets, multi¬ 
plying the yields by the exact number of days which had 
elapsed since the last test, but so calculating throughout that 
each day of visit was regarded as the noiddle day of the period 
eove^ by the test. Special ready reckoners were used to 
facilitate calculating and to ensure greater accuracy. 

The byro sheets were written out in duplicate. The prin¬ 
cipal copies were posted at regular intervals to the office of 
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the Association, and the second copies left with the respecliTe 
members. The recorder transferred the results from the 
extended byre sheets to the milk record book for the herd 
indelibly in ink, each cow being assigned a separate page> at 
the top of which full particulars of the cow were entered, 
including the indelible tattoo marks on the animal. 

The b 3 rre sheets were carefully revised and corrected in the 
Association’s office during the season, and a list of the neces¬ 
sary corrections sent to each recorder periodically to be 
entered in the record books. 

Visits of inspection were made to each recorder and to the 
members of local societies at the different farms periodically 
throughout the year by members of the Association’s staff, 
and reports thereon submitted to the Executive Committee. 
The Executive Committee reserved the right to withdraw 
approval of any recorder at any time, or to limit the period 
of service of any recorder with any particular society. Members 
of local societies refusing to observe any of the rules of the 
Association, or deemed to be guilty of conduct injurious to the 
true interests of milk recording, were liable to be temporarily 
or permanently suspended. 

Another distinctive feature wore the surprise cheek tests, 
the records of each herd being checked in this way about two 
times throughout the year. The recorder was instructed, by 
a letter from the superintendent on a date unknown to recorder 
and owner of herd, to remain at the same farm another day 
and make another complete twenty-four hours’ test. The 
surprise test results were entered on special buff-coloured 
byre sheets, and in the record books in rod ink immediately 
below the results of the regular test of the previous day. 
The buff byre sheets were posted to the Association’s office 
with the other sheets, and any abnormal differences were 
immediately noted and were reported to the Executive 
Committee. 

As a result of this system of surprise chock tests, each page 
of the 1934 milk record books contains entries in red, com¬ 
parison of which with the immediately preceding entries 
provides valuable evidence as to the genuineness of the milk 
records. 

In addition to the surprise check tests made by the recorder, 
a number of independent surprise tests were made by the 
Association’s staff in order to check the recorder’s work. 

All records were closed at the end of December, the current 
lactations being carried forward to the new books of the 
following year. Finally, sumnaaiy sheets were written out 
in duplicate showing the total nodlk yields for each cow for 
the lactation or part lactation, with full particulars of the cow, 
dates of calving, &c. The principal copy of the summary 
sheet was posted to the Association’s office with the record 
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book, and the second copy left with the owner of the 
herd. 

All record books and summary sheets were carefully revised, 
corrected in detail, and initialled in the Association’s office 
during the next few months, the record being returned later 
to the respective members, and the summary sheets retained 
and bound for future reference. 

The milk records were next classified into three groups for 
cows and heifers respectively on the following basis. Ex¬ 
perience has confirmed the view that a very useful comparison 
is obtained by reckoning the yields at their estimated equivalent 
of milk of 1 per cent fat. Such a comparison takes into con¬ 
sideration both the quantity and the quality of the milk. 

Cows with a milk record equivalent to not less'than 2800 
gallons at 1 per cent fat, and heifers with a milk record equiva¬ 
lent to not less than 2240 gallons at 1 per cent fat, were 
grouped into Glass I. Cows and heifers with milk records of 
less than two-thirds of these amounts—^viz., 1860 and 1490 
gallons respectively—^were grouped into Class III. 

The following short table shows the corresponding values of 
these yields in fairly good milk of 3‘6 per cent miUc fat:—

All cows and heifers with milk yields falling between these 
limits would come into Class II. Such animals naturally 
claim less attention than the good milkers or the obviously 
unprofitable animals. It should be noted, however, that Glass 
II. would include a certain number of unclassifiable yields, 
as there were a number of cases where, from various causes, 
the results of a whole normal lactation could not be obtained. 

It should be noted that the above standards for classifica¬ 
tion of milk yields are higher than those formerly adopted, 
in the proportion of 2800 gallons at 1 per cent fat for a Class I. 
cow to the former standard of 2600 gallons, the other standards 
bearing the same relation as formerly to the cow Class I. 
standard. This decision of the Executive Committee brings 
the Glass I. standard for cows and heifers respectively into 
line with those adopted since 1924 for the Association’s Annual 
Begister of High-yielding Cows. This subject is dealt with 
more fully later in this report under “ General Beview.” 
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The Association will shortly publish an annual r^ort 
giving fuller details of the work of the Association and of each 
local milk recording society during 1934. This report will 
include tables showing for each farm the number of cows 
and heifers tested and the number and percentage included in 
Classes I. and III. respectively. Each herd is included under 
the respective local society, but is represented only by an 
alphabetical letter, the owner being advised privately of the 
identity in the report of his own herd or herds. From these 
tables any member may see how his herd compares with other 
herds in the same or any other district, and the improvement 
in his own herd compared with previous years. The report 
will also show in tabular form the percentage of Class I. and 
of Class III. animals of all animals tested under the Associa¬ 
tion’s scheme during the year, by both the former and the 
new classification standards, and will thus afford a valuable 
indication of the progress in milk production generally in 
recorded herds. 

An important feature of the Association’s annual reports, 
from 1917 inclusive, is the register of good milking cows with 
the names and addresses of owners and full particulars of the 
milk records. This register includes only the records of animals 
with a milk yield equivalent to not less than 2800 gallons 
containing 1 per cent of milk fat in the case of a cow, and 
2240 gallons containing 1 per cent of milk fat in the case of a 
heifer, and is further restricted to animals which completed 
their lactations before the end of the year and gave birth to 
another calf before 1st May 1936. Pull partic^ars of each 
record are given, and all lists of records are submitted to the 
owners of the respective animals for revision before publica¬ 
tion. The register is of great value to all interested in improved 
milk production and in the breeding and rearing of animals 
of the best milking strains, and is invaluable for reference. 

It should always be kept in mind when making a comparison 
of cows in different herds or in different districts that the 
different methods of dairying practised have a considerable 
influence on the milk yields, and that therefore milk yields 
alone do not necessarily indicate the true relative inherent or 
hereditary milking qualities of the animal. But the authenti¬ 
cated milk records compiled by the Association are of in¬ 
estimable value to breeders and owners of dairy cows if properly 
interpreted. 


Bevikw of 1934— Official Beoobds. 

Becording was carried on in 1934 by 38 local societieB or 
circuits, comprising 756 members. The number of cows 
tested in 1934 was 32,906, compared with 32,466 in 1933, 
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and ims the largest nxunber officially tested in the history of 
the Association. 

The percentage of dairy cows officially recorded in Scotland 
compares favourably with that of other countries. With the 
exception of Denmark, where milk recording was introduced 
earlier than in ScotkirUd and conditions prevail more favourable 
to movements on a co-operative basis, Scotland contains a 
higher proportion of officially recorded dairy cows than any 
other country. 

During the year 9 recorders, for various reasons, terminated 
their engagements. The Executive Committee, however, in 
the same period approved of 23 applicants for the position of 
milTf recorder, and were able to recommend a sufficient number 
of quaMed recorders. Six women recorders were employed 
in 1934 and 40 men recorders. In this coimection the Com¬ 
mittee are indebted to the West of Scotland Agricultural 
College for giving special courses of instruction for milk 
recorders to meet the Association’s requirements. Only one 
special course was required in 1934—^namely, in December. 
Twenty-three selected candidates attended the course, and 
obtained the certificate. 

The Executive Committee purchased the supplies of milk¬ 
testing apparatus, sulphuric acid, and amyUc alcohol for local 
societies, as in previous years. 

The system of surprise check tests, introduced in 1920, was 
continued in 1934. The total niimber of check tests made by 
recorders during the season was 1106.- In no instance in 1934 
was the average milk 3 deld for the herd more than 3 lb. milk 
daily less on the occasion of a check test as compared with 
the previous day. Only 1 herd showed an average of over 2 lb. 
less. In addition to the surprise tests arranged for and carried 
out by the recorders, the Assistant Superintendent made 32 
special check tests of difieront herds. The results in most 
instances agreed very closely in regard both to average milk 
yields and fat percentages with those of the recorders’ previous 
tests. Only 3 herds showed an average daily yield of over 
2 lb. less on the occasion of a special check test, and no herd 
had an average of over 2 lb. more. With regard to average 
fat percentages, no herd showed an average fat percentage 
of over ‘2 per cent lower, and only 1 herd an average of over 
*2 per cent higher. With the exception of 1 herd, the average 
fat percentages were all within ’2 of those obtained by the 
recorders at the previous tests. 

With regard to the general conditions for milk production 
during 1934, wintry weather set in during the last week of 
February, and continued throughout the ffist three weeks of 
Iforoh. OonditkHis were wet, cold, and stormy, with showers 
of snow and hail and night frosts in many districts, and 
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spring growth was considerably checked. During the greater 
part trf April the rainfall was very heavy. Low temp^- 
tures, ground frosts, and barren winds were experienced during 
May, and in many areas growth was retarded. Bright, warm, 
and dry weather prevailed generally during the fhst half of 
June; showers fell in most districts towards the end of the 
month, but in a few districts water supplies were low at the 
beginning of July. The weather during the first half of July 
was favourable for haymaking. Bain fell in all districts in 
the latter part of July, which improved the growth of grass 
and root crops. Broken weather prevailed throughout 
August. Wet and at times stormy weather was general during 
the greater part of October, and cold conditions set in towards 
the end of the month. 

Growth of the grasses and clovers was checked by the cold 
conditions during April and May. Clover appeared to be 
rather less abundant than usual, but the mixture improved 
with the rain towards the end of Juno. Excellent harvesting 
weather was experienced in the first half of July, when a 
considerable proportion of the crop was secured in good 
condition, but lack of moisture affected the yield severely in 
several areas. Thereafter harvest operations were greatly 
interfered with by broken weather, and in several districts 
the crop was spoiled to some extent. Pastures showed the 
effects of the dry w-eather in May and early Jtme, but improved 
quickly with the rain towards the end of July, and main¬ 
tained a fresh appearance from then on. Turnips and swedes 
suffered greatly from the dry weather conditions during the 
early stages of growth. Where sown early plants had a satis¬ 
factory appearance at the end of July, but where sown later 
the appearance of the crop was the worst for many years. 
In several districts the rain later in the season considerably 
improved the crop, but in many areas it remained far below 
the average both in condition and in bulk. In several districts 
deficiency of water supjjUes w^as experienced, but dairy 
cows generally maintained good, healthy condition. Hand¬ 
feeding had at times to be adopted to keep up the flow of 
milk. 

Prices generally for milk and milk products remained low 
relative to costs of production. From the financial point of 
view the year was far from satisfactory, and the cumulative 
effect of fourteen years of depression was being severely 
felt. 

In the case of recorded herds, other oonditionB militated 
against a higher average yield. As in recent years, a con¬ 
siderable proportion of herds which had been recorded for a 
period of years were entirely dispersed, or for other reasons 
already referred to did not continue to bo recorded, while a 
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considerable number of ‘ new herds,^ or herds tested for not 
more than three years, were included. The proportion 
of regular milk record herds was thereby correspondingly 
reduced. 

The following table shows for each society or circuit the 
number and percentage of cows and heifers of each class in

Keviewing the results of the 38 circuits as a whole, we find 
that, classifying on the new higher standards, of the total 
of cows and heifers tested in 1934, excluding 970 animals in 
herds tested during only a part of the season, and therefore 
not classified, 20,164 were included in Class I. and 998 in 
Class III. This is equivalent to 63 per cent in Class I. and 
3 per cent in Class III. Thus, 63 per cent of all the cows and 
heifers tested gave a milk yield equivalent to not less than 
800 gallons containing 3*5 per cent milk fat in the case of a 
cow and 640 gallons in the case of a heifer, while only 3 per 
cent gave a milk yield equivalent to less than 531 gallons 
containing 3*6 per cent milk fat in the case of a cow and 
426 gallons in the case of a heifer. 

The following table shows a comparison of the average 
results from 1914 to 1934 inclusive. For this comparison the 
1934 milk records have been specially classified on the lower 
standards adopted in previous years :—

We observe that when classified on the lower standards of 
1933 and previous years, 76| per cent were included in Class I. 
and only 1^ per cent in Class III. In 1933, 75 per cent were 
eligible for Class I. and IJ per cent were included in Class III. 

The average standard attained in 1934 was undoubtedly 
lowered by the inclusion of the considerable proportion of 
‘ new herds ’ and by the adverse conditions already referred 
to, yet it will be observed from the preceding table that the 
proportion of animals qualifjdng for inclusion in Class 1. on 
the lower standards in 1934 is the highest reached since the 
commencement of official milk recording thirty-one years ago. 

It ■will be observed also that the proportion of Class I. cows 
and heifers to the total animals tested has increased from 
39^ per cent in 1914 to 75J per cent in 1934, while the pro¬ 
portion of Class III., or ob-viously unprofitable, animals has 
been reduced in the same period from 9 per cent to IJ per 
cent. These figures indicate groat improvement in recorded 
herds, yet do not represent the full extent of the progress 
made since the introduction of milk recording in 1903. It is 
estimated that milk record herds generally are at the present 
time giving higher average yields than unrecorded herds to 
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the extent of considerably over 200 gallons per cow per 
annum. 

Improvement from milk recording is not confined to herds 
ofiicially recorded m 1934. A very much larger number have 
been tested and recorded for longer or shorter periods since 
the Association’s scheme of milk recording was introduced. 
And when we consider the spread or diffusion of the benefits 
arising directly or indirectly from milk recording, we find 
that these penetrate widely in various directions other than 
that of individual members of milk recording societies. For 
example, there is the effect on the remaining dairy herds of 
the country. The wide dissemination annually of inilk record 
stock bulls and milk record cows for breeding purposes among 
untested herds alone must exercise an incalculable improving 
infiuence on a very large number of these herds. Such influ¬ 
ence is increasing with the extension of the practice of using 
only milk record bulls in dairy herds. 

There is also the powerful educational influence and force 
of example permeating and leavening the whole mass of dairy 
farmers, and gradually creating a new habit of thought in 
the realm of milk production. If a census could be taken 
in this connection it would probably be found that a con¬ 
siderable proportion of herd owners outside the membership 
of milk recording societies are in one way or another testing 
and recording the milk yields of their herds who would never 
have done so had systematic or oflitaal milk recording not 
been in operation. The same consideration applies to the 
more enlightened methods of selecting, breeding, and feeding 
on milk record lines which have been adopted in many herds 
not officially recorded. 

There is another direction in which advantage from milk 
recording is penetrating widely beyond the ranks of milk 
recording societies. Increased efficiency in the production of 
milk lowers the cost to the urban populations, and some 
portion of the return from milk recording is handed on beyond 
the actual milk producers. 

There remains a stiU wider aspect of the question. Large 
numbers of milk record bulls and young cows are exported 
annually, and go to maiatain and improve the milking qualities 
of the dairy herds of the Empire. 

The Association’s activities are not confined to the official 
testing and recording of the individual milk yields, but are 
directed also to assisting the herd owners to improve their 
methods of production by means of the records obtained. 
The work is to some extent of an educative or advisory nature. 
Official recorders have to attend a course of instruction which 
includes the feeding and general management of the dairy 
herd, and are required to do all they can to interest and 
advise members in this connection. The Association have 
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prepared and issued to all members a concise practical guide 
to feeding of dairy cows, containing a table of fifteen selected 
food mixtures adapted to different conditions, and recorders 
and central staff take every opportunity of assisting members 
to follow the instructions given therein. 


Scheme op Private or Unoppioial Milk Eecords. 

The Association’s scheme of private or imofflcial milk 
records, inaugurated in 1924, was continued in 1934 on the 
same lines as in previous years. The chief objects are to 
establish milk recording on a wider and more popular basis, 
and to induce a greater number ultimately to adopt the 
system of official authenticated milk records. 

Milk recording under this scheme was administered directly 
by the Association. The following inducements were offered 
to members:— 

(a) The hire of a set of appliances for testing purposes 
free of annual charge, the member to upkeep the 
apparatus in good condition. 

(fi) Byre sheets and record books free of charge, with 
stamped addressed envelopes for return of byre 
sheets. 

(c) All calculations in byre sheets and record books to 

be made in the Superintendent’s office, and the 
sheets and record books to be returned to the herd 
owners duly extended and completed. 

(d) The total charge on members to be limited to an 

annual subscription to the Association at the rate 
of Is. per cow tested. 

Sixteen new members were enrolled for 1934. Pour of the 
members were transferred to the scheme of official recording. 
The total membership for 1934 was 104, and the total number 
of cows included 2264. This new scheme of recording had in 
1934 been the means of obtaining for official recording 46 new 
members of a very desirable type, which is one of the objects 
for which it was promoted. 

There are several reasons why the membership under this 
scheme has not increased more rapidly. The better milking 
herds are gradually transferred to official records. Further 
transfers have been arranged for season 1936. At the other 
extremity there are a considerable proportion of poor herds, 
the owners of which are evidently unduly discouraged 
by the low yields recorded, and apparently have not the 
mentality to appreciate the possibilities of effecting the much- 
needed improvement. Also, a number of members, after two 
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or three years’ experience, believe they can carry on recording 
on similar lines independently at smaller cost. 

This scheme of imofflcial recording is serving a useful 
purpose. For reasons already given, its effect must not be 
measured merely by the number of herds included in any 
particular year; account must be taken of its educational 
influence and propaganda value. Thus a considerable propor¬ 
tion of the members who have withdrawn, and meantime 
severed their connection with the Association, have acquired 
the milk recording point of view, and ought ultimately to be 
found among members of milk recording societies. No fewer 
than 403 herd owners have been initiated in milk recording 
through its operation. 

The following is a brief outline of the method of recording 
adopted:— 

All cows in the herd yielding milk must be included in the 
record. Each cow must be clearly distinguished in the byre 
by a stall number on the wall. On the occasion of a test the 
cows must be milked in the same rotation evening and morn¬ 
ing, and care must be taken that the milk of each cow for 
twenty-four hours, and for twenty-four hours only, is included 
in the test. The owner, or his agent, is required to weigh the 
milk of each cow evening and next morning by means of the 
spring balance and pail provided, once every twenty-one to 
twenty-eight days, and to enter the results and other neces¬ 
sary particulars in the byre sheet provided by the Association ; 
and each byre sheet must be signed by the owner, or on his 
behalf, as correct in respect of all entries made. The byre 
sheet is sent by first post to the Superintendent, and calcu¬ 
lated and extended by the Association’s staff, and returned 
to the owner as soon as completed. A milk record book for 
each herd is written out in the Association’s office. The 
record books are closed at the end of the recording season as 
at 30th November, and the results summarised and entered 
in special summary sheets. The record books and copies of 
the summary sheets, when completed and checked, are sent 
to the respective owners of the herds. 

It must, of course, be clearly understood that the milk 
records compiled under this scheme are purely unofficial 
unauthenticated records, and have no connection with the 
official authenticated milk records of the Association. But 
from letters received and opinions expressed by members it is 
evident that very useful guidance may be obtained from the 
records. 

Prospects for 1935. 

Propaganda on an extensive scale is carried through each 
year. Applications for membership, or for further particulars, 
arel invited through press advertisements, articles, circular

letters, broadcast talks, bills posted at auction marts, &o. 
All members of the Association, members of local milk recording 
societies, members under the sohmae of imofficial records, and 
milk recorders are requested individually to assist in obtaining 
new membws for either scheme in their respective districts, and 
to send to the Superintendent the names and addresses of local 
dairy farmers likely to be interested. In this way a compre¬ 
hensive propaganda list of possible new members is compiled. 
To each address on this list are sent circular letters and propa¬ 
ganda literature giving particulars of both systems of recording 
and enumerating the advantages to be obtained, and a form 
of application. Following on the distribution of literature, 
personal visits are made to most of the farms by the Associa¬ 
tion’s staff, and the herd owners are classified into three 
groups according to the degree of probability of their becoming 
members. Wherever any particular interest is shown, the 
visit is repeated until a deflate decision is reached. By this 
method, continued over a number of years, dairy farmers who 
were formerly quite indifferent have been enrolled as new 
members. 

Similar efforts were made to obtain additional applications 
for membership of local societies in 1935. With the scheme 
of private or unofficial milk records in operation, it was 
possible to carry out propaganda work for both schemes 
simultaneously, and over 2000 circular and other letters, 
with propaganda literature, were distributed to dairy herd 
owners throughout Scotland. In addition, 1278 personal 
visits were made. But as a result of the severe depression in 
dairy farming which has existed now for fourteen years herd 
owners were seeking to cut down expenditure in every possible 
direction, and there was the greatest difficulty in persuading 
many of them to adopt any new scheme entailing the slightest 
additional expenditure. The number of new members for 
official records for season 1936 obtained to date is 67, and a 
considerable number of prospective new members for the 
year following have also been obtained. If only conditions 
generally in the dairying industry were more normal, there 
would be every reason to expect a considerable increase in 
membership of milk recording societies in the inunediate 
future. 

AH the local societies of 1934 have continued in 1936. 
Owing to gradual increase in membership of the societies 
across Central Scothmd during recent years it was found 
necessary to set up an additional recorder’s circuit in that 
area. A joint meeting of the East Kilbride and District 
Society, the East Stirlingshire Society, and the West Lothian 
Society was held in Ghutgow on 14th November, when it 
was unanimously agreed to amalgamate these three societies 
to form one larger society to be known as the Central Scotland 
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Milk Becording Society; to accommodate surplus members 
from the Dumbartonshire Society and the East Lothian and 
Border Society, and form an ad^tional circuit—^namely, five 
circuits under the new society. The Central and South Ayr¬ 
shire Society and the North of Scotland Society have each 
also found it necessary owing to increase in membership to 
rearrange members and form a new circuit. The number of 
recorders’ circuits in 1935 is 41, an increase of three circuits 
from the previous year; the total number of herds and of 
cows officially tested will also show an increase. 

The Committee are in a position to recommend a sufficient 
number of qualified recorders. All vacancies at the beginning 
of the year have been filled, and there remain a number of 
approved recorders on the waiting list. The Committee have 
arranged for supplies of sulphuric acid, amyhc alcohol, and 
milk testing apparatus for local societies in 1935. 

With regard to unofficial records, 12 new members have 
been enrolled. Six of the members have been transferred to 
the scheme of official recording for season 1935, making a 
total of 51 transferred. The total membership for unofficial 
recording at present is 90, with approximately 1954 cows. 


General Bbview. 

The progress of official milk recording in Scotland, as in 
other dairying countries, has been more or less closely bound 
up with the vicissitudes of the milk-producing industry. As 
has been pointed out on a previous occasion, normal con¬ 
ditions in the dairying industry have proved the most favour¬ 
able for extension of milk recording. When demand and 
prices for milk were good, dairy farmers generally considered 
they could do quite well without milk recording ; when times 
were bad, they found they could not afford the small addi¬ 
tional outlay required; but when the majority of milk pro¬ 
ducers were makmg only a modest profit more of them were 
able to see in mi& recording a means of increasing their 
returns by improving the efficacy of their herds. 

Unfortunately the milk industry has not been carried on 
under normal conditions since shortly after the outbreak of 
the war. First, there were the years of shortage of labour, 
manures, and feeding-stuffs, when production was of necessity 
curtailed, and when the continuance of milk production on 
any scale at all was seriously threatened on many dairy 
farms. Then followed the boom years, when money was 
readily made in all branches of the agricultural industry. 
Afterwards came the period of depression, which has con¬ 
tinued in a more or less acute form for the past fourteen 
years.

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A more enlightened opinion, however, with regard to milk 
recording can now be discerned among a wider section of the 
commnnity—^that it may be more nsef^, or more necessary, in 
times of depression ; that it may be applied to cheapen pro¬ 
duction by the elimination of the low-yielding cows, the more 
systematic feeding of the good milkers in relation to actual 
daily yields, and by the adoption of a more rational policy 
in breeding, in the light of the records obtained. Since 1932 
we have had more members each year in our milk recording 
societies than in any previous year. It has become more 
generally realised that a lower cost per gallon of milk is to be 
achieved by the policy of a higher milk yield per cow, and 
that systematic milk recording is a valuable means to this 
end. Necessity has forced many to this conclusion. System¬ 
atic milk recording is emerging from the crisis more firmly 
established than before. 

Yet the fact remains that the majority of dairy farmers 
have up to the present stubbornly refused to adopt official 
milk recording; most of these have persisted in producing 
by the old haphazard methods, and in consequence have 
failed to show appreciable herd improvement in the last 
thirty years. It is quite irrational on their part to take up 
the attitude that milk recording would be of no advantage 
to them. The evidence shows that practically all unrecorded 
herds are relatively poor herds which fail to give a satisfactory 
milk yield; that the great majority of recorded herds are 
vastly superior to unrecorded herds. ' 

The owners of poor herds feel more keenly the need for 
higher prices for their milk, and call more loudly for restric¬ 
tion of output. Britain is still, however, only one-fourth self- 
supporting with regard to dairy produce, and countries which 
export to us are steadily improving their methods and in¬ 
creasing their output. Why, therefore, should we seek to 
restrict production in this country and allow other countries 
to further increase their supplies to us, while we are still 
adhering so largely to obsolete, inefficient methods f 

It is evident that one of the chief troubles to-day with the 
milk-producing industry in this country is that there are far 
too many unprogressive farmers with low-yielding cows. 
Our immediate concern should be to improve the former 
and eliminate the latter ; to bring the methods of our numerous 
inefficient milk producers into line with those of our more 
capable producers. Whatever proportion of our total require¬ 
ments in dairy produce is produced at home should be the 
produce from good-milking cows. If practically every cow 
kept on a British dairy farm for purely dairy purposes gave 
over 800 gallons of good quality milk annually there would 
be a great reduction in the average cost of home production. 
Why should we compulsorily restrict the production of milk 
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in the more efficiently managed herds where cost of production 
is already lower in order to enable production to he 
continued in other herds by less effective and more costly 
methods T 

Though the extension of milk recording in recent years has 
not been spectacular, the same cannot be said of the rate of 
improvement in recorded herds. The Association twenty-five 
years ago adopted as their method of measuring progress in 
this connection the classification of the milk records each year 
into three groups for cows and heifers respectively. For this 
purpose the milk yields were reckoned at their estimated 
equivalent of milk of 1 per cent fat. Such a comparison takes 
into consideration both the quantity and the quality of the 
milk. Exactly the same standards were adhered to for this 
classification up till 1934, a period of twenty-four years, and 
a most valuable comparison of results from year to year has 
been obtained. This shows a more or less steady improvement 
from 25 per cent in Glass I. of all animals officially tested in 
1910 to 76 per cent in Class I. in 1933. In 1910 only one cow 
in every four of approximately 10,000 tested was placed in 
Class I., while in 1933 three cows in every four of over 30,000 
tested passed this standard. During this period not only has 
the total number tested annually been more than trebled, but 
the percentage of Class I. cows has also been trebled. In other 
words, the number of milk record Class I. cows in Scotland 
in 1910 was approximately 2600; to - day it is almost 
26,000. 

It was suggested last year that the standard for a Class I. 
cow of not less than the equivalent of 714 gallons at 3*5 per 
cent fat in a lactation no longer served to bring out clearly 
the better milking herds, and that the time had come when 
the various standards should be raised to something more in 
conformity with the higher milk yields now generally obtained 
in milk record herds. It was pointed out that a considerable 
number of herds each year were attaining to the position of 
100 per cent in Class I., and a good proportion showed over 
90 per cent in Class I. Accidental circumstances had too great 
an influence on the results. There was not sufficient scope 
between the average percentage, 76 per cent, and the maxi¬ 
mum of 100 per cent to do justice to the higher yielding 
herds. 

The matter was considered at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee in June 1934, and it was unanimously agreed to 
raise the standard for a Class I. cow to that of not less than 
the equivalent of 800 gallons at 3*5 per cent fat, and that the 
Heifer Class I., Cow Class HI., and Heifer Glass HI. standards 
respectively should bear the same relation as formerly to the 
Cow Class I. standard. This decision brings the Glass I. cow 
and heifer standards respectively into line with those adopted 
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since 1924 for the Association’s Annual Begister of High- 
yielding Cows, so far as milk jrield is concerned. 

The following are the two sets of standards in detail:— 


I. Formbk Standards. 

Cows with a milk yield equivalent to not less than 2500 
gallons at 1 per cent fat and heifers with a milk record equiva¬ 
lent to not less than four-fifths of this amount—^namely, 
2000 gallons at 1 per cent—were grouped into Class I. Cows 
and heifers with milk records of less than two-thirds of these 
amounts—^namely, 1660 and 1330 gallons respectively—were 
grouped into Class III. The following table shows the corre¬ 
sponding values of these yields in fairly good milk of 3-6 per 
cent mi& fat:—

There was, of course, one serious objection to c ha nging 
the standards for classification of milk yields—^an accurate 
comparison with the results of previous years would be more 
difficult to obtain. This objection will be met to some extent 
by classifying on both scales and showing the results of both 
c^ssifications for a series of three consecutive years. From 
these combined results a useful indication of relative values 
should be obtained. 

It is not to be inferred, however, from the adoption by 
the Association of a new Class I. cow standard of the equivalent 
of 800 gallons at 3*5 per cent fat that this is the most satis¬ 
factory lactation milk yield, or the most desirable herd average 
annual yield. This has been selected as the minimum yield for 
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a good cow after her first lactation under present conditions. 
Practically the whole of the Class I. cows of 1934 have given 
larger yields.; many of them yields very much larger. 

This raises the debatable question: should the herd owner 
strive simply to obtain the highest possible lactation milk 
yield from each individual cow in Ws herd, or should he 
have a definite milk yield in view in this connection 1 If the 
latter, what lactation yield should he require of the modem 
dairy cow, or aim at in the breeding and general management 
of his dairy stock 1 His attitude probably is that he desires 
the most profitable return from his herd, and would aim at 
obtaining whatever milk yield could be proved to be the most 
remunerative. Unfortimately this subject has not been fully 
investigated by research workers, and no reliable data is 
available. 

It has been ascertained, however, that a relatively low milk 
jrield per cow means higher cost of production per gallon, and 
that as the milk yield per cow is increased from a low yield 
as a result of good management the cost per gallon is reduced. 
In the Eeport to the Board of Agriculture for Scotland on an 
investigation into the cost of milk production in Scotland 
for year ending 14th May 1921, by the Agricultural Costings 
Committee, it was shown that the best results—^that is, the 
lowest costs per gallon of milk—^were obtained in milk record 
herds with good herd average milk yields, two of which had 
an average of over 820 gallons per cow per year. Consider¬ 
able higher milk yields are now being obtained in many milk 
record herds, and the question we have raised has therefore 
become of increasing importance. There is the Law of Dimin¬ 
ishing Betums; and the possibility that the taking from a 
cow of relatively very high milk yields annually for even a 
few successive years tends to shorten her milking life, and, 
what is perhaps more important, her breeding life; and this 
in the case of a cow inherently of the highest type. 

It may well be the wiser policy in n^ production, in the 
present state of our knowledge, to aim at a definite prescribed 
lactation milk yield which is not unduly high, say, somewhere 
between the Association’s new Class I. standard of the equiva¬ 
lent of 800 gallons at 3-6 per cent fat and the higher of the 
recorded yields. In this connection we may refer to the sixty 
highest official milk yields of 1933 of all the cows which pro¬ 
duced another calf in not more than thirteen months. The 
average of these 60 milk yields is 1485 gallons of milk, contain¬ 
ing 4'03 per cent fat, which is equivident to 1711 gallons of 
mfllr of 3 ‘6 per cent fat. We have also reolassifled the whole of 
our 1934 milk records on the basis of a lactation mUk yield 
of the equivident of 1000 gallons at 3-6 per cent fat, and 
have foimd that 8704, or 27 per cent, of the cows recorded in 
that year exceeded this standard, wMoh is equivalent to 900 
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gi^ons at 3*9 per cent fat, 876 gallons at 4 per cent fat, and 
800 gallons at 4*4 per cent fat. 

In eyalnating the merits of a dairy cow from her milk 
records, the importance of length of interrals between calvings 
should be fully appreciated. In this connection the milk 
record of the farrow cow should be ignored. The normal lacta¬ 
tion for purposes of comparison may be taken to he that of 
a cow which has calved again within not more than twelve 
months. Where the period between calvings is longer than 
twelve months, the milk yield to be expected should be 
proportionately increased. 

The breeding or keeping of cows capable of giving excep¬ 
tionally heavy milk yields is not, however, to bo discouraged. 
Very remarkable milk yields can be obtained in many instances 
from super-cows by adequate and skilful feeding, milking 
three or four times daily, and the closest personal attention 
to every detail likely to further this object. Such cows ought 
to be of very great value to their owners, more particularly 
if of proven sires. They should, however, be valued mainly 
for breeding, and particularly for blood mixing with lower 
pelding strains, in order to bring up the milkin g qualities of 
the progeny to more remunerative levels. 

It may not be the best policy to milk out the super-cow 
to the fullest extent—that is, to take from her the highest 
possible milk yield for the largest possible number of lacta¬ 
tions. This may prove to be a wasteful procedure. There is 
the risk of her breeding life being prematurely ended. It 
may be wiser to milk the super-cow to her full capability for, 
say, only two lactations in succession, with a view to estab¬ 
lishing her reputation, and when this has been achieved to 
modify the demands upon her so far as milk yield is concerned, 
in order to realise to the fullest extent her potential breeding 
value. 

Nor is it to be assumed because of the Association’s use of 
3*6 per cent fat to express lactation yields in terms of fairly 
good milk that this is the most desirable quality of milk for 
a breeder to aim at. In a number of recorded herds the 
quality of milk produced is still relatively very low; there is 
difficulty at certain seasons of the year in maintaining the 
average fat content at much over 3 per cent. Many herd 
owners, on the other hand, have been breeding persistently 
for years for higher milk fat percentages. The quality in 
many herds has improved considerably during recent years; 
in a number of instances relatively very high fat percentages 
are being obtained. 

It is important to bear in mind that milk, undiluted and 
unadulterated, which is naturally richer in fat, is, as a general 
rule, relatively richer also in other milk solids ; and that very 
rich milk is relatively more costly to produce. The greatly 
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increased quantity of solid constituents per gallon means 
proportionately greater drain on the cow. Nature in her 
laws is inexorable ; nothing can be produced out of nothing. 
Milk poor in fat, on the other hand, is less palatable, and in 
consequence less acceptable to the consumer. It has also 
less nutritive value and less value for manufacturing purposes. 
It is, however, cheaper to produce per gallon, when all factors 
are taken into account. 

As in the case of total milk yield per cow so with regard 
to milk fat percentage, the wiser policy for breeders to adopt 
under present conditions may be to aim at a figure somewhere 
between the extremes observed in practice. MUk producers 
may conclude that, while individual cows giving milk of 
relatively very high fat percentage may have high breeding 
value for the improvement of low fat percentage herds, for 
ordinary milk production the herd giving a satisfactory 
quantity of milk per cow annually, of moderately high fat 
percentage, will in the long run prove the more profitable. 

We have carried out a brief investigation in fat percentages 
of the 1933 milk records. Time did not permit of the classifica¬ 
tion of all the 32,456 records into a number of fat percentage 
groups. We adopted the more rapid method of representative 
sampling, and found that about 84 per cent of all cows and 
heifers tested in that year showed a lactation fat percentage 
of over 3‘6, about 57 per cent of over 3*8, about 47 per cent 
of over 3-9, about 36 per cent of over 4-0, and about 10 per 
cent a fat percentage of over 4-3. 

The herd average annual milk yield may not be the best 
criterion of a dairy herd. A herd showing a satisfactory 
average milk yield may be found to consist for the most part 
of very high-yielding cows and very low-yielding cows. But 
the low yielders are not paying their way, while the very 
high yielders may have a shorter milking life and prove poor 
breeders. A better dairy herd for ordinary milk production, 
even though giving no better average milk yield, is a herd 
whore each cow gives a satisfactory yield of milk annually 
of the desired quality. It was not without significance that 
the Association, comprised so largely of practical dairy farmers, 
when adopting many years ago a method of measuring progress 
in recorded herds, preferred a system of classifying individual 
milk yields whereby each cow stood on her own merits to any 
method of calculating herd average milk yields. 

As already mentioned, a considerable number of breeders 
have been giving particular attention to improving the fat 
content of the mi& they produce, and mating their cattle 
with this end in view. Unfortunately in the breeding of dairy 
cattle the position has by no means been reached where the 
results of even the most skilful mating flow exactly according 
to plan. Disappointments are continually being met with. 
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and for no apparent reason so far as the practical breeder is 
concerned. !N‘aturally, when unsatisfactory fat percentages 
are being recorded, the keen breeder is sensitive of his failure. 
A few are inclined to show their impatience, and worry the 
poor official conducting the tests by casting doubts on the 
accuracy of his results. They seem to find it difficult to 
believe that unexpected variations in the downward direction 
in the fat percentages at any particular test are due to the 
cows and not to the recorder. It is, however, a well-established 
fact, and the common experience of the best of recorders, that 
the quality of a cow’s milk and of the milk of a whole herd 
may vary considerably from test to test, and even from day 
to day, from causes known and unknown. 

We would urge upon such not to be over-impatient to 
observe the desired improvement, and to have confidence in 
the recorders’ results, particularly after these have been con¬ 
firmed by official check tests. The Gerber process of milk 
testing, the method adopted by the Association, is a thoroughly 
reliable method, giving in the hands of trained recorders 
results which agree very closely with those of the analytical 
chemist by his much more elaborate system. All official milk 
recorders have been thoroughly trained in this branch of 
their work before they were appointed, and the chemical 
reagents used by them are from bulked supplies of standard 
quality. The recorder also has the very best opportunity of 
arriving at the correct fat percentage in a cow’s milk as he 
samples the milk warm from the cow immediately after it has 
been thoroughly mixed. They accept without question the 
upward variations in fat percentages; they should also 
accept with a good grace the downward variations. They 
should realise that any other attitude places the recorder in a 
difficult position. No recorder would deliberately enter lower 
fat percentages than he actually obtained. 

Space does not permit of dealing here with the causes of 
variation in the quality of milk, but we hope to include a 
special article on this subject, of practical interest to breeders, 
on a future occasion. 
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ANALYSES FOR MEMBERS DURING 1934.

The number of samples received during 1934 was 227, of 
which 38 were fertilisers, 35 were feeding-stuils, 45 were milks, 
52 were waters, 26 were examinations for poisons, and 31 were 
miscellaneous samples.

The average composition of the compound fertilisers analysed 
was found to be 5-2 per cent nitrogen, 7-6 per cent soluble 
phosphoric acid, 3*1 per cent insoluble phosphoric acid, and 
7*9 per cent potash. These proportions are approximately 
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the same as last year, except in the case of nitrogen, which is 
significantly higher. The proportion of nitrogen in the com¬ 
pound fertilisers ranged from 2 -2 to 8 *1 per cent. The variation 
in soluble phosphoric acid was from 6-9 to 10-3 per cent, 
while that of insoluble phosphoric acid was from 1 to 6 *7 
per cent. The proportion of potash varied from 4-6 to 12 
per cent. The following table (Table III.) shows the results 
of the analyses of samples of compound fertilisers analysed 
during the year :—

One sample of a compound fertiliser was above the guarantee 
in insoluble phosphoric acid to the extent of 1 -2 per cent. In 
two samples of compound fertilisers, intended for the potato 
crop, the source of the potash was found to be sulphate of 
potash as specified. An unusual fertiliser consisting of bat 
excreta, from a cave in the West Indies, was found to contain 
10 ’7 per cent of nitrogen, 9 per cent of phosphoric acid, and 6-3 
per cent of potash. This sample was above the guarantee given 
both in nitrogen and phosphoric acid and was a rich fertiliser. 
A sample of granite dust was found to contain 6-7 per cent of 
total potash, but only OT per cent soluble in hydrochloric 
acid. It was therefore practically worthless as a fertiliser. 
A sample of a blood meal fertiliser contained 12-6 per cent of 
nitrogen. The average proportion is about 12 per cent. One 
sample of ground lime contained a high proportion of caustic 
lime—79 per cent. The remaining minerals were 16 per cent 
of calcium carbonate and 6 per cent of calcium sulphate. 
Another sample contained 66 per cent of caustic lime and 3 per 
cent of calcium carbonate. A rather poor sample was found 
to contain only 37 per cent of caustic lime. A sample con¬ 
taining 73 per cent of calcium oxide was not well groimd. 
The majority of the samples were much above the average 
in caustic Itoe. One sample of ground nvineral phosphate 
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contained 27*2 per cent of phosphoric acid and had a fineness 
of grinding of 86 per cent. A sample of basic slag was found 
to have a fineness of grinding of 87 per cent. The proportion 
of citric soluble phosphoric acid was fairly high, being 88-8 
per cent of the total phosphoric acid. The other samples 
of fertilisers analysed all conformed to the guarantees given. 
The usual valuations were made, using the schedule of prices 
per unit. 


PEFJ)ING-STUPFS. 

Thirty-five samples of feeding-stuffs were analysed during 
the year, including the usual compound cakes and meals 
and most of the concentrates in use at the present time.

A sample of a feeding-stuff containing 7 per cent of oil 
and 20 per cent of albuminoids was found to contain 10 per 
cent of added mineral matter. A sample of linseed cake 
containing 9 per cent of oil and 30 per cent of {fibuminoids 
was tested for glucosides. The proportion of prussic acid 
developed was below the average, and the sample was reported 
as quite suitable for feeding purposes. A sample of ensilage 
was found to be rich in soluble carbohydrates and contained 
twenty-seven food units, being four food units above the 
average for Tower ensila^. A sample of maize blowings con- 
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toined 4 per cent of oil, 7 per cent of albuminoids, 40 jwr cent 
of carbohydrates, and 12 per cent of fibre, A sample of 
turnips was found to contain 8‘6 per cent of total solid matter. 


Milks. 

Forty-five samples of milk were analysed during the year. 
The number of samples found to be deficient or poor in quality 
was fourteen, being six more than last year. Three samples 
were found to be low in fat, ten in solids-not-fat, and one 
sample in both fat and solids-not-fat, when compared with the 
presumptive limits prescribed by the Ministry of Agriculture. 
The proportion of fat in the samples varied from 1*46 to 6 TO 
per cent, while that of solids-not-fat varied from 3-27 to 9T1 
per cent. As was the case last year, the milks analysed during 
the spring were found to be comparatively low in solids-not-fat. 
The following table (Table V.) gives the results of analyses 
of twenty-four samples of milk which were examined both for 
butter-fat and solids-not-fat.

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A sample of cream was found to contain 66 per cent of fat 
and 4 per cent of solids-not-fat. It was therefore reported to 
be of excellent quality. 


Waters. 

Fifty-two samples of water were analysed during the year, 
and of these thirty-five were passed as being fit for domestic 
use. Three samples were condemned owing to tho presence 
of dissolved lead. Two samples were regarded as unfit for 
domestic use owing to tho relatively high proportion of dis¬ 
solved copper. The other samples were imfit for domestic 
use owing to the relatively high proportion of organic matter 
containing sewage. Several samples contained fairly high 
proportions of chlorides, but this was due to the proximity 
of the source of the supply to the sea coast. With regard to 
samples of water containing dissolved lead, I have still under 
consideration the use of concrete-lined pipes for fairly large 
supplies and the use of lead containing a small quantity of 
tellurium for farm supplies. This lead alloy is reputed to 
withstand the action of acid m peaty waters which readily 
act on lead. 


Soils. 

Two samples of soil were found to have a very poor fertility 
value. One of the samples had a high degree of acidity and 
was also deficient in phosphate. Both samples contained very 
low proportions of organic matter. I reported that the poor 
quality was due to two factors, want of organic matter and 
acidity. The proportion of organic matter present was 4 to 5 
per cent. The usual proportion in a good soil is 10 per cent. 
I reported that the only method of improving the fertility 
of the soil was heavy dressings of farmyard manure and 
liberal dressings of limestone and phosphate. Members will 
please note that examinations of soils are not now carried out 
under the Society's scheme. 


Poisons. 

Twenty-six examinations for poisons were made in feeding- 
stufis and in the contents of the alimentary canals of animals. 
The stomach contents of a pig were foimd to possess an unusual 
degree of acidity. This animal was subsequ^tly discovered 
to have died from pneumonia. In a case of mortality among 
ewes, no poisonous substance was found in the stomach or 
other organs of the animals. I found, however, that the 
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lining was readily detached from the stomach wall. The lower 
gat was intensely inflamed and the other organs congested. 
If a sufficient supply of water was not available for the animals, 
such gastric disoMers would ensue. I reported that I regarded 
the death of the animals to be probably due to an insufficient 
supply of water in feeding. Two samples of linseed cake 
developed, on fermentation, 0*046 per cent and 0*060 per cent 
of hydrocyanic acid respectively. Bhododendron leaves were 
the cause of death of two sheep which happened to break 
through a fence and ate rhododendron leaves. These leaves 
contain two powerful poisons, equal in potency to the active 
principle in aconite, and quickly cause death. A sample of 
red pollards was suspected of causing illness or death of live 
stock. On examination, however, the sample was found to 
be free from poisons and quite a normal sample of the 
feeding-stuff. 

Members should note that, in cases of poisoning, not only 
should the feeding-stuff be sent in for analysis but also the 
stomach and other parts of the alimentary canal of the animal. 
Direct evidence of poisoning should be got in the alimentary 
canal, except in the rare cases of poisoning by very volatile 
substances. Prior to sending these organs it is desirable that 
a veterinary surgeon should examine the lungs and other 
organs in order to be able to give an opinion from a post-mortem 
examination as to the likelihood of disease being the cause of 
death. 


Poisons and Delbtebious Substances 
IN Peeding-Stuffs.^ 

In view of the reported illnesses and mortality among 
live stock due to the presence of deleterious or poisonous 
substances in feeding-stuffs, the Directors made a substantial 
grant to me, as chemist to the Society, of £60 iu aid of an 
investigation to ascertain the effect of poisons in general on 
live stock. I undertook to study (1) the effect of varying 
proportions of salt in rations to pigs and poultry, (2) the effect 
of varying proportions of the substance in linseed cake which 
under certain conditions produces illness or death to cattle, 
and (3) the effect on live stock of varying proportions of castor 
seed in feeding-stuffs. The chief object was to find the 
minimum quantities of poisons and deleterious substances 
which would certainly cause illness or death or both. Section 7 
of the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act provides that— 

“ (1) Any person who sells or offers or exposes for 
sale for use as food for cattle or poultry any article which

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contains any ingredient deleteiions to cattle or poultry, 
or has in his possession, packed and prepared, for sale 
for such use any such article, shall be g^ty of an offence 
against this Act unless he proves— 

(a) that he did not know and could not with reason¬ 
able care have known that the article contained a 
deleterious ingredient; and 

(b) where he obtained the article from some other 
person, that on demand by or on behalf of the prose¬ 
cutor he gave aU. the information in his power with 
respect to the person from whom he obtained it, and 
as to the statutory statement given to him, and as to 
any mark applied to the article when he obtained it: 

Provided that proceedings for an offence under this 
section shall not be instituted unless the article has been 
sampled by an inspector in the prescribed manner on the 
premises on which it was sold or exposed or offered for 
sale or on which it was when prepared for sale or con¬ 
signment, and the sample has been analysed in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act. 

(2) Any substance mentioned in the Fifth Schedule 
shall if present in a feeding stuff or, where a maximum 
quantity mth regard to the substance is indicated in the 
Fifth Schedule, if present in excess of that quantity, 
as the case may be, be deemed to be a deleterious in¬ 
gredient unless the contrary is proved.” 

The deleterious substances stated in the Fifth Schedule are 
as follows:— 

“ (a) Salts soluble in water, if present in a feeding stuff 
in proportion hkely to bo injurious to the health of 
animals. 

(b) All poisonous substances except those naturally 
present in the material or material from which the 
feeding stuff is derived. 

(c) Sand, silicious matter or other insoluble mineral 
matter not naturally associated with ingredients of the 
feeding stuff which do not fall within the scoi>e of this 
Schedule, or which, even if naturally so associated, are 
present in greater proportion than the maximum that may 
be expected to be due to such natural association.” 

It is clear from the wording of the Fifth Schedule of the 
Act that salts soluble in water are deleterious ingredients, 
only if in a proportion likely to be injurious to the health of 
animals. There is a difference, however, in the provisions 
of the Fifth Schedule with regard to poisonous substances. 
Here common sense must be used in the interpretation of the 
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wording of the Schedule. Should, for instance, the presence 
of a mere trace of arsenic, say four or five parts per million 
parts, be regarded as being a poisonous substance within the 
meaning of the Act t The British Pharmacopceia, for instance, 
permits the presence of arsenic in glycerine to the extent of four 
parts per million, and in a food such as extract of malt, to the 
extent of 1-4 parts per million. The presence again of castor 
seed husk, which contains no poison whatever, cannot come 
under the provisions of the Fifth Schedule. What must be 
present in the feeding-stuff is the body of the material within 
the husk, which contains protein substances, castor oil, and a 
minute portion of a poisonous substance called ‘ ricin. ’ Farmers 
generally will recognise that there is a great difference between 
a mere trace of an active substance which, taken in sufilcient 
quantity, is a poison, but which, in extremely minute quantities, 
can have no effect whatever on the health of the animal, if 
present in a ration fed to live stock. 

The results of experiments on feeding thirty pigs with a ration 
containing salt show that no toxio effect on pigs is evident 
when the quantities from J oimce to 3 oimces of salt are 
present in a ration, provided the salt is gradually increased 
up to 3 ounces a day. Pigs will not consume a ration con¬ 
taining a high proportion of salt. A ration containing 11 per 
cent of salt was offered to pigs. The food was left untouched. 
Salt in a ration to poultry is tolerated up to per cent of 
salt in the ration.^ If the ration contains 3 per cent of salt, 
the fowls become restless. Scouring occurred when 6 per 
cent of salt was present in the ration. WTien the fowls were 
fed with higher proportions of salt, death occurred. One 
ounce of salt to the pound of food (6'88 per cent salt) is dis¬ 
tinctly poisonous to fowls, and 1*2 ounces of salt to the poimd 
of food (7-0 per cent) causes death. 

It is well known that linseed contains a glucoside which, 
when decomposed, yields a poisonous acid Imown as hydro¬ 
cyanic acid, the common name for which is prussic add. I 
have not found a quantity of prussic acid greater than 0*06 
per cent developed from the glucoside. The commonest 
proportion is 0 ’02 per cent. I administered to a pig a quantity 
of 2i grains prussic acid in a capsule (a quantity wMch can 
be developed from 1‘8 lb. of cake yielding on treatment 
•02 per cent prussic acid) with no ill effects. When, however, 
I administered 6*16 grains prussic acid to another pig, the 
animal died within half an hour. This quantity would 
be obtained on treatment of 4-4 lb. of the cake. If the 
acid were speedily liberated, a pig would die on consuming 
1*8 lb. of cake yielding the highest proportion yet found in 
linseed cake. If the cake was capable of liberating -02 per 
cent prussic acid, the animal would require to consume 4*4 

^ This statement does not apply to chickens. 
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lb. of cake with fatal results if the acid were speedily 
liberated. 

A series of experiments was carried out on the four animals 
(which had previously been fed with small quantities of castor 
seed in a ration) with two sets of rations : (a) maize containing 
2 per cent of castor husk, and (b) maize containing 1 *5 per cent 
castor seed deprived of the hush. No effect was noted with the 
husk ration. Slight scouring occurred with the ration con¬ 
taining the body of the seed. It is known that castor husk 
contains no ricin. An analysis of the husk was, however, 
carried out in order to test the presence or absence of the 
poisonous substance, ricin. The husk was found to be quite 
free from ricin. Thus no danger can arise to the health of 
live stock due to the presence of the husk alone in any feeding- 
stuff. Husk found in a feeding-stuff may be present alone, 
but it is more likely that the whole seed is present if husk 
has been found in a feeding-stuff. There is therefore potential 
danger if castor husk is present. It is husk which is identified 
microscopically by the analyst, not the husk-free seed. The 
body of the castor seed, if present in such small quantities 
in a feeding-stuff, is so thoroughly incorporated in the cake 
and is in so minute a quantity as to render chemical identi¬ 
fication of ricin quite impossible. 

It should, however, be borne in mind that cattle may vary 
considerably in their resistive power to ricin. These results 
were obtained on animals two years old. Calves would be 
much more susceptible to the action of ricin. Only by a long 
and carefully conducted series of experiments on live stock 
can an injurious dose on the one hand, and a fatal dose on the 
other, be definitely established for young and adult animals. 

It appears quite unlikely that a proportion of husk in the 
neighbourhoood of *006 per cent, corresponding approximately 
to -024 per cent of castor seed, can have an injurious effect 
if present in a ration to live stock. Considering the wording 
of the Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs Act, Section 7 (1), it 
appears to me that an action against a seller on the ground 
of injury to cattle for supplying a feeding-stuff containing such 
a minute quantity as -024 per cent of castor seed, would be 
unwise. Whether (b) of the Fifth Schedule would apply to a 
proportion in the neighbourhood of *024 per cent would 
depend upon the legal meaning of a poisonous substance. 
All poisonous substances except those naturally present in the 
material or materials from wWoh the feeding-stuff is derived 
are to be regarded according to the Fifth Schedule as “ Dele¬ 
terious Ingredients in Feetog Stuffs.” Does “De minimis 
non curat lex ” apply to minute quantities of a substance 
containing a poison, when present in a feeding-stuff t A finsd 
verdict in a Court of Law on a stated case would answer this 
query.

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It has been argued that the distribution of a poisonous 
substance may be unequal in a feeding-stuft, and^ for this 
reason, even a small proportion of castor seed in a feeding-stuff 
might render the seller liable to prosecution. In any case 
only evidence of the actual proportion found on analysis would 
be admissible in Court. The fact that castor seed in fairly 
high proportion in a feeding-stuff may be held in any one case 
to be the cause of death in live stock does not mean that 
unequal distribution of castor seed in feeding-stuffs has been 
proved. Direct proof from the results of analyses of a number 
of samples is necessary to establish such a variable condition 
in commerce. Direct proof of the cause of illness or death 
is not the mere finding of a trace of castor seed in a feeding- 
stuff, but the evidence of experts as to symptoms in illness, 
and, if death occurred, the post-mortem appearances. Actual 
occurrences, not remote contingencies, should be considered. 
The Fifth ^hedule of the Act provides for legal action in the 
case of actual occurrence. 

Whether or not illness or death occurs due to the presence 
of castor seed or other foreign substance in a feeding-stuff, the 
legal meaning of (b) of the Fifth Schedule of the Act has to be 
considered. What constitutes a foreign poisonous substance in 
a feeding-stuff ? The answer to this question will settle one of 
the chief problems bearing on the purity of feeding-stuffs. 
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THE CEREAL AND OTHER CROPS OF 
SCOTLAND FOR 1934. 

The following comparison of the cereal and other crops of 1934 
with those of the previous year has been prepared by the 
Secretary of the Society from answers to queries sent to lead¬ 
ing agriculturists in different parts of the country. 

The queries issued by the Secretary were in the following 
terms;— 

1. What was the quantity, per imperial acre, and quality of 

grain and straw, as compared with last year, of the 
following crops? The quantity of each crop to be 
stated in bushels. What quantity of seed is generally 
sown per acre ?—(1) Wheat, (2) Barley, (3) Oats. 

2. Did the harvest begin at the usual time, or did it begin 

before or after the usual time ? and if so, how long ? 

3. What was the quantity, per imperial acre, and quality of 

the hay crop, as compared with last year, both as re¬ 
gards ryegrass and clover respectively ? The quantity 
to be stated in tons and cwts. 

4. Was the meadow hay crop more or less productive than 

last year? 

5. What was the yield of the potato crop, per imperial 

acre, as compared with last year? The quantity 
to be stated in tons and cwts. Was there any 
disease? and if so, to what extent, and when did it 
commence? Were any new varieties planted, and 
with what result? 

6. What was the weight of the turnip crop, per imperial 

acre, and the qutdity, as compared with last year ? The 
weight of the turnip crop to be stated in tons and cwts. 
How did the crop braird ? Was more than one sowing 
required ? and why ? 

7. Were the crops injured by insects? State the kinds of 

insects. Was the damage greater or less than usual ? 

8. Were the crops injured by weeds? State the kinds of 

weeds. Was the damage greater or less than usual? 

9. Were the pastures during the season of average growth 

and quality with last year? 

10. How did stock thrive on them? 

11. Have cattle and sheep been free from disease? 

12. What was the quality of the clip of wool, and was it over 

or under the average ? 
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From the answers received, the following notes and statistics 
have been compiled:— 

BDOTBUBOH DISTBICT. 

Mid-Lothian. Wheat —60 bushels per acre; straw, 40 cwt.; 
seed sown, 3J bushels. Barley —60 bushels per acre ; straw, 20 cwt. ; 
3 bushels sown. Oaia —62 bushels per acre; straw, 26 cwt. ; seed 
sown, 4 bushels. Harvest —^Began same time as last year. Hay — 
60 cwt. per acre of very good quality. Meadow Hay —Practically 
nono grown. Potatoes —6 tons per acre ; practically no disease. 
Turnips —14 tons per acre; affected by drought and tumip-fly; 
with mild weather, tubers increased in size, giving a better weight; 
a good deal of resowing. Insects —^No damage except by tumip-fly. 
Weeds —^No injury of any consequence. Pastures —Good, a little 
affected by drought. Live Stock —^Throve wonderfully well. Cattle 
and sheep were free from disease. Wool —^Average clip of good 
quality. 

West Lothian. Wheat —Full average crop; 40 to 44 bushels 
per acre: grain and straw of good quality; seed sown, 4 bushels 
per acre broadcast, 3 to 3} bushels drilled. Barley —44 to 48 bushels 
per acre; grain good; straw short but good; seed sown, 3J to 4 
bushels per acre. Oats —48 to 62 bushels per aero i grain good; 
straw short but of good quality; seed sown, 6 bushels per acre 
broadcast, 6 bushels per acre drilled. Harvest —Began about a week 
later than the previous year, but still a week earlier than average. 
Hay —1 ton 16 cwt. per acre; slightly under the average, but of 
excellent quality and well secured. Meadow Hay —^Not much grown. 
Potatoes —^Much the same as last year; earlies, 8 to 10 tons per 
acre ; main crops, 10 tons per acre; practically free from disease, and 
of good quality ; a severe frost which lasted for a few days during 
the last week of October did considerable damage to potatoes still 
in the ground; no new varieties planted. Turnips —12 to 18 tons 
per acre ; again whore early sown an excellent crop; where later 
sown the crop suffered from drought; crop brairded well; little 
resowing. Insects —^Practically no damage by insects. Weeds — 
Practically no damage by weeds ; an ideal summer for the destruction 
of weeds in green crops. Pastures —Of average growth and good 
quality. Stock —^Throve well. CaitU and Sheep —Comparatively 
free from disease. Clip of Wool —^Average clip, of good quality. 

East Lothian (Upper). Wheat —^Thrashed out much below an 
average, in many cases the smallest yield per acre for some years; 
36 to 46 bushels; seed sown, 3 J bushels where dressed with 
“ Ceresan.” Barley —^Much below crop of 1933; average 42 to 
46 bushels per acre; on many farms much laid and harvesting 
operations were delayed ; grain of rather rough sample when thrashed, 
and commanded an indifferent price; seed sown, 3 bushels per acre. 
Oats —Suffered from drought in mid-summer; grain and straw 
slightly under average ; harvested well, and fodder of good quality. 
Harvest —Commenced about usual time, but 8 or 10 days later than 
1933 harvest, which was exceptionally early; weather suitable on 
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the whole; crops all well sectired with little delay. Hay —Slightly 
under average; sufEered by drought in mid-summer; 2 tons per 
acre; quality good. Meadow Hay —^Little or none grown. Potatoes — 
Yield higher than last year; 8 to 10 tons per acre ; some varieties 
slightly more; complaints made by merchants that produce of a 
few farms was affect^ by “ wire-worm and “ sprain ” in the tubers 
which made them bad for marketing and then only at a much reduced 
price. Practically no disease. Tumvps —^Most disappointing of all 
crops; in the upper districts the worst in the memory of most 
farmers; resowing two and even three times had to be resorted to ; 
the long drought stopped growth; crop not one-third of average. 
Insects —^No injury except that mentioned above. Weeds —Little 
trouble. Pastures —Full average in early season; later suffered a 
little from drought. Live Stock —^Throve well; cattle and sheep 
were free from disease. Clip of Wool —^About an average. 

East Lothian (Lower). Wheat—^0 to 60 bushels ; average about 
44 bushels per acre; was harvested in first-class order, with the 
result that all was of ‘ millable * quality; straw about 36 cwt. per 
acre; seed sown, 3 to 3^ bushels up to 4 bushels per acre in late 
sowings; yield rather less than last year. Barley —good crop, 
but not so good as last year ; was harvested in first-class condition, 
but owing to ‘ lodging * only a moderate proportion was of high 
malting quality; threshed out only moderately well, and although 
yields of 66 bushels per acre were common on good barley land, the 
average would be 4 bushels below 1933 crop ; yield of straw was an 
average; seed sown, 3 to 3^ bushels per acre. Oats —^The least 
satisfactory of the cereals; worse than last year ; the straw was 
shorter than usual, and owing to the drought the grain was not well 
filled ; the acreage of tlois crop is being considerably curtailed owing 
to low prices; thanks to good weather the crop was well got, but 
the yield would be 8 to 10 bushels below average. Harvest —^W^as a 
record one for earliness and shortness; a stcurt; was mewie early in 
August, and, the weather being good, the work was got through 
pleasantly. Hay —Quantity was about the same as last year, just 
under 3 tons per acre ; was well got; areas have been much restricted 
in recent years owing to lack of demand and low prices, but some 
improvement set in this season. Meadow Hay —^None grown. 
Potatoes —^Better than last year ; from 7 to 10 tons per acre ; owing 
to two successive seasons of drought virus diseases and leaf curl 
were very evident, with the result that many fields were turned down 
at the inspection for seed; potato disease, * Blight,* was not much 
in evidence, but imfortimately ‘ Golden Wonder,’ a variety much 
grown, was foimd to be so much affected by ‘ Sprain ’ as to be un¬ 
saleable in a number of cases, and had to be consumed by cattle. 
Turnips —^Was the greatest failure in East Lothian for many years ; 
it would be difficult to state any yield that would give an idea of 
the crop ; in some cases the most promising crops disappea.^ almost 
entirely in July, owing to a severe attack of the turnip midge; 
besides, there were the usual difficulties and failures incidental to a 
season that was altogether much too dry for this crop. Insects — 
Insect pests were much in evidence, as is usual in a secuson of drought, 
but the most calamitous were the turnip midge on forward crops of 
swedes, and the Black Aphis on the sugar-beet crop, particularly in 
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the western part of the county. Weeds —^Not more than usual; 
weeds cure kept well under in this county by good cultivation, and the 
dry weather favoured weed-killing operations. Fasbwres —^The 
season, like last, was too dry, and pastures provided scanty grazing, 
especietlly in the later part of the season, but a mild autumn and 
winter &d much to mitigate inconvenience in wintering stock. 
Live Stock —^Throve well, and prices favoured a good return. Cattle 
and sheep free from disease. Clip of Wool —Quite an average clip. 


BORDER DISTRICT. 

Bebwiokshibb (Merse). Wheat —With an early harvest and dry 
autumn, conditions were most favourable for wheat sowings. The 
result was an increase of 1000 acres; inclusive of spring wheat the 
total acreage was 6248. Brairds came quickly and had a good 
appearance all wrinter. Spring growth was forward, ears appearing 
early in June. Heavy rains in August laid and twisted the better 
crops very seriously. Three biishels was the general seeding, mostly 
drilled. The yield would average 40 bushels millable wheat with a 
natural weight of 63 lb. Straw strong and bulky up to 30 cwt. per 
acre. Barley —^An increase of 2628 acres brought the total acreage 
of 9680 to something like normal for recent times. Barley ground 
was cle€u*ed and ploughed early, affording the 2^ bushels usually 
sown a good sea bed. Braii^ came away quickly and were 
promising, but later, many fields showed lack of moisture, where 
the crop eventually proved light. The heavier crops were badly 
laid and difficult to reap; conditions in August were wet and un¬ 
favourable for a sample to equal the standard of 1933. Grain was 
well filled with a natural weight of 66 4b. with, however, a very 
variable yield up to 46 bushels with some 24 cwt. of straw of good 
quality. Oats —^A total acreage of 22,011 showed a fall of 1867 acres. 
Conditions were similar as for barley, with the advantage that 
sowings were earlier and benefited from rain about the beginning 
of April. Brairds came strongly, and in many cases prospects re¬ 
mained good right into August, but some fields failed to fill in. August 
rains twisted the heavier crops very seriously, making harvest work 
exceedingly tedious and difficult. Big oats were mostly grown 
with a seeing up to 6 bushels. Considerable work was entailed 
in reaping, with a heavy loss of grain on the laid fields. Natural 
weight and yield most variable, the former to 41 or 42 lb. to well 
down in the 30’s—60 bushels was a big return, with many much 
under; quality moderate. Straw imder average quality, would 
vary from 20 to 30 cwt. per acre. HArvest commenced early in 
August, and was general by the middle of the month; some two 
weeks earlier than usual. Broken weather conditions made cutting 
of the laid crops slow and heavy work. Better conditions prevailed 
at leading time. A completion was made by the end of September. 
Hay —^An increased acreage ; harvest commenced early. The crop, 
generally, wcw not heavy, up to 28 cwt. per acre ; was well mixed with 
clover of fine quality. With work amongst the turnip crops over¬ 
lapping, it proved difficult to keep steadily working amongst hay, 
consequently some ricks stood out for a lengthened period. After¬ 
maths came away strongly, affording an unusual amount of eating- 
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fodder. Meadow Hay —Was also early, a good quality crop up to 
24 owt. per acre. Some loss by weather was incurred through ricks 
remaining out until after the cereal harvest. Potatoes —^The total 
area, 2236, showed a return to the low acreage of 1932. Seed was 
planted early in fine dry conditions. Plants came well away, but 
lack of moistme in the early part of summer retarded full growth of 
haulms. Weather conditions broke down before a finish was mctde 
with lifting, making this work difficult and tubers wet and dirty, 
but generally a fair crop of fully 6 tons was safely pitted, though 
showmg some disease. No new varieties planted and little spraying 
carried out. Turnips —^Again a reduction in acreage to 16,718. An 
early start was made with swede sowing, and, with land working 
well, despite the want of frost, these came away nicely. As sowing 
progress^ it became increasingly difficult to establish a braird, due 
to lack of moistiire, frost at night, and repeated hatchings of the 
turnip beetle, all of which took toll as the young plants showed above 
ground. Repeated sowings were tried, but eventually many fields 
were given up and later sown with rape. Swedes and the yellows 
which came away were singled early and did well for a time, but were 
subsequently attacked by a grub ; the former made a good recovery, 
but very few fields of yellows survived. Late-sown yellows failed to 
make any growth so that they were practically a blank, but swedes 
a fair crop to 22 tons, with isolated instances of considerably more. 
Insects —No serious damage except those referred to above as ejecting 
all root crops. Weeds —Charlock possibly not so much in evidence 
as usual, but all annuals were excessive in the turnip fields as work 
could not be done at the right time with the brairds hanging fire. 
With so large an area of pasture the work of keeping thistles in check 
is becoming very burdensome. Pastures —Never became so bare 
as last season, always affording a bite of very good quality. After 
July, there was strong growth, and though little roughage for autumn 
keep, open conditions have kept grass growing all winter with a 
minimum of extra feed being required. This has been one of the 
best grazing seasons for some time, pcurticularly for cattle. The fall 
of lambs was under average, ewes healthy and milked well. Many 
lambs sold fat off the ewe. Maggot was exceptionally troublesome, 
though not quite so bad as 1933. No dip would prevent the fly from 
striking for any time. Ewe stocks have had a good winter, and 
€dl in good condition. Gaiile and Sheep —Free from disease, except 
that there was a return after three years of a disease amongst 
breeding or milk cows of which the specialists appear to have learnt 
nothing, at one time stated to be a shortage of calcium and now that 
of magnesium; treated for either, the effects appear to be unsatis¬ 
factory. Foot-rot amongst sheep was very prevalent all autumn. 
Clip of Wool —Quality good, but rather a light clip. Sugar Beet — 
The acreage jumped from 45 to 405. If not quite so succe^ul as the 
1933 crop it did very well, with a good sugar content. Difficulty 
was experienced in getting the last of the crop off the fields, which, 
when got, was in a very dirty condition. 

Note .—1934 was a difficult year, too dry the first half and too 
wet the latter; water for stock was very scarce imtil well into August. 
For a second year in succession the turnip crop was a failure; with 
the open winter, however, roots and hay were saved, and a fair stock 
of the latter still remained at the end of January 1935. 
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Bebwiokshibb (Lammermoor). Wheaii —^More wheat is now being 
grown in order to obtain the A^eat Subsidy; agedn the weather 
conditions favoured wheat production, and a fairly good yield of 
good quality grain was obtained. BarUy—lB rapi^y disappeajiing 
from the rotation; where grown a fair yield of go^ qucdity was 
obtained; seed sown, 3 to 3^ bushels. Oats —^The principal grain 
crop of the district; not so good as last year; straw rather short 
and yield of grain l^low the average of last few years; say about 
40 bushels ; seed sown, 4 to 6 bushels. Harvest —^Much earlier than 
average, though about a week later than last year. Hay —light 
crop, due to dry summer; harvested in good condition; say 30 to 
36 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —^Also a light crop, but well got; 
26 to 30 cwt. Potatoes —good crop, and very little damage while 
growing; kept well in pits; no new varieties of note grown. 
Turnips —^The poorest crop for many years; seed brairded very 
badly; was attacked by tumip-fly; resowing was necessary in the 
great majority of cases; later finger-and-toe did a considerable 
amount of damage, with a result that only half the usual crop 
was obtained. Insects —^Tumip-fly did much more damage than usual. 
Weeds —Were more troublesome than last year, especially in turnip 
crop; delayed growth of turnips; made it impossible to get horse 
hoe going early enough to check the weeds. Pastures —^Average 
growth and quality. Live Stock —^Throve well. Cattle and sheep, 
on the whole, free from disease. Clip of Wool —^Average clip. 

KoxBUBOHSHraE. Wheat —^An increased acreage grown. Barley — 
A rather bigger acreage grown, but quality of grain not so good 
as last year; an average yield. Oa<fr—Owing to dry season, oats 
did not fill well, and samples were below the average in yield and 
quality. Harvest —^Began early, but owing to lodged crops and 
rather unsettled weather was more protracted than last year ; crops 
in many cases were difiicult to cut owing to lodging and second 
growth. Hay —^A light crop, but of excellent quality and well got. 
Meadow Hay —^A light crop but good quality. Potatoes —^A good crop ; 
10 to 12 tons per acre ; a certain amount of disease. Turnips —^The 
worst crop in memory ; late frosts and fly destroyed the first sowings ; 
owing to drought and fly 2nd and 3rd sowings were in many cases 
unsuccessful, and land was eventually sown with rape. Insects — 
Tumip-fly was very bad ; swedes especially were attacked by grubs 
in August and onwards. Weeds —Owing to failure of turnip crop 
weeds got out of hand, and “ miles ** were especially bad and difficult 
to control. Pastures —^Many pastures suffered from the drought; 
others on deeper land withstood the drought well, and though rather 
bare there was sufficient for stock. Live Stock-Stock throve well 
on the whole. A certain amount of contagious abortion in cattle; 
maggot-fly was very bad and difficult to combat. Clip of Wool — 
A g(^ clip—rather above the average. 

Sblkibkshibb. Wheat —^None grown. Barley —^A very small 
acreage grown ; average yield from 30 to 36 bushels per acre. Oats — 
Sowing was completed about the end of April. Brairds generally 
looked healthy in June and July, but on light land flnished a light 
erop; from 30 to 40 bushels per acre ; in the upland districts from 
20 to 80 bushels per acre. “ Ceresan ” dressing is now in general 
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use, and it aHords a healthier braird. In several cases lea oats 
were badly laid and twisted by the heavy rains in July, and were 
very difficult to cut. Seed sown, 6 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest — 
Began about a fortnight later than last year, and with broken weather 
conditions, took rather longer to handle than usual, but very little 
damage was done to the grain, which, however, did not thresh up 
to expectations. Hay —^Ryegrass, average yield, and got in excellent 
order; about 36 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —^Benefited by the 
wet July, and finished a very good crop; secured in first-rate order; 
28 to 30 cwt. per acre. Potatoes —very good crop; from 6 to 8 
tons per acre ; the July rains had a beneficial effect; crop fairly 
free from disease; pitted in good condition. Turnips —^Worst 
crop for years ; had to be resown several times, and during May and 
June would not grow ; tumip-fiy, rot, and a new “ turnip disease ’* 
prevalent; rain later on brairded the seed, and in a few isolated 
cases late sown turnips finished about a J crop of very poor quality. 
Insects —^Damage worse than usual. Weeds —^In the turnip crop 
especially, weeds were very difficult to keep in check ; in many cases 
turnips had to be cleaned by hand before they could be singled. 
Pastures —Grass more plentiful than last year. Live Stock —^Throve 
very well. Cattle and sheep free from disease. Clip of Wool — 
Average. 

Peeblesshire. Wheat — ^None grown. Barley — ^Very little grown ; 
yield from 34 to 40 bushels per acre. Oats —^In many cases very 
badly laid on the good land, but threshed well; from 48 to 
66 bushels per acre for new varieties, and about 40 bushels for 
Potato oats; on the poorer and high land a disappointing crop, thin 
on ground; 24 to 28 bushels per acre. Harvest —Quite an early 
harvest for Peeblesshire, but about 10 days later than 1933. Hay — 
Not such a big crop, but secured in very fine order; from 28 to 34 
cwt. per acre, but in poorer districts about 20 cwt. Meadow Hay — 
Much the same as last year where saved in time. Potatoes — A. very 
good crop, kept well, and quality excellent; Kerr’s Pink mostly 
grown ; 8 to 10 tons per acre dressed ware. Turnips —Swedes where 
early sown, a very good crop, but those sown at usual time were a 
complete blank. Yellow turnips in many cases were sown throe or 
four times, and on many farms rape had to be sown; with mild winter 
they grew well, but were not an average crop. Insects —^Did great 
damage; tumip-fiy never known to be so bsbd, and practically ate 
the new braird in one night. Weeds —^No injury. Pastures —Of 
average growth and quality. Live Stock —^Both cattle and sheep 
did well, but maggot-fiy was prevalent; sheep, where badly struck, 
suffered greatly in condition. Cattle and sheep free from disease. 
Clip of ITooZ—Very good and quality quite an average. 


DUMFBIBS DISTRICT. 

Dumfries (Nithsdole). Wheat —^None grown. Barley —^None 
grown. Oats —^Well got; threshed lighter than previous year. 
Harvest —General by Ist September; oat harvest.about 10 days 
later than last year. Hay —^A very good crop and well got during 
the first fortnight; later, hay became a bit weathered. Meadow 
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Hay ^—^About the same as last year, but not so well got. Patatoea — 
About 5 tons per acre; fairly free from disease. Tumypa —^A fair 
crop, not so good as last year; about 20 tons, but only 10 tons in 
plaees; brairded quickly and well; fly or beetle very bad; some 
blanks in fields caused by drought. Insects —Turnips attacked by 
turnip-beetle. Weeds —Crops were free from weeds. Pastures — 
Showed more growth than last year. Live Stock —^Throve very well. 
Cattle and sheep free from disease. Clip of Wool —Good quality, but 
clip about same as previous year. 

Dumfbies (Eskdale). Wheat —None grown. Barley —^None grown. 
OaJts —^An average crop; 36 to 38 bushels per acre; seed sown, 
about 6 bushels per acre of the heavier oats and less for Potato; 
most farmers have gone back to the Potato oat; results from seed 
dressed with “Ceresan” were again very marked. Harvest — 
About the same as last year, but late places got very bad weather, 
and in some districts the crop was got in a bad condition. Hay — 
Ryegrass was a light crop, about 32 cwt. per acre ; got in very good 
condition. Meadow Hay —^An average crop ; 26 to 28 cwt. per acre. 
Farmers who started early got extra good hay, but the weather broke 
towards the end of July, and, except in isolated cases, very little 
more hay was got. Potatoes —Heavier crop than last year; about 
7 tons per acre; very little disease; no new varieties planted. 
Twmipa-—Crop very small and probably never in memory was so 
much resown; many farmers sowed throe times, and even then not 
getting a crop; the dry weather in June, combined with frosts at 
night, caused plants to wither as they appeared. Insects —^Much 
worse than usual; the tumip-fly was prevalent. Weeds —Turnip 
fields got very dirty, there was no crop to keep the weeds dovm, 
most of which were redshank and thistles. Pastures —^About the 
same as last year. Live Stock —^Throve well. Cattle and sheep were 
free from disease; very little braxy amongst hoggs. Clip of Wool — 
Quality of clip about an average. 

KiBKcnDBRiGHTSHiBE. Wheat — ^Is being grown more, but the 
acreage is still limited ; crop was a very good one; about 20 cwrt. 
of grain and straw per acre ; most of it secured in good order. Barley 
—^None grown. Oats —^A very good crop, straw averaging 20 cwt. 
per acre except on light land, which suffered from June drought. 
The season was favourable for good threshing results, and grain 
averaged 20 cwt. per acre on go^ land; grain and straw of very 
good quality, as they were secured under favourable weather con¬ 
ditions ; se^ sown, 6 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest —^Began very 
early, and a few early farms actually began cutting a day or two 
in July, but it was general by the 6th Au^t. There was very little 
lodged grain and cutting progressed rapidly; rain fell frequently 
At the end of August, but leading was practically over by the middle 
of September. Hay—Crops a good average; about 35 cwt. per acre. 
Farmers who began cutting early secured the crop in fine condition ; 
quality as good as the previous year. Meadov) Hay —^About the same 
weight per acre as last year, but it was not secured in the best order ; 
showery weather at the end of July held up ricking, and the early 
com harvest forced lots of farmers to leave their hay in the fields 
until harvest was completed. Potatoes —^Were better than last year; 
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sound and free from disease; average yield, 8 to 9 tons for main 
crops. Turnips —Crop very irregular. Early sown turnips did 
splendidly and grew into very big crops, but those put in after 15th 
May had to be resown two or three times and finished very poorly. 
Some fields over 30 tons per aore; the majority, however, as low 
as 7 to 10 tons; fiy caused most of the resowing. Insects —^Tumip- 
fly was the only insect affecting crops, and it was very severe. 
Weeds —^Turnip crops where resown or retarded by fiy got very 
dirty with redshank, “miles,” and chickweed. Pastures —^Very good, 
clover being especially vigorous, the autumn growth was luxurious; 
a much better season than last year. Live Stock —^Did well all 
season. Cattle and sheep free from disease. Clip of Wool —^Average 
clip. 

WiGTOWNSHiBE. Wheat —^Very little grown. Barley —^Very little 
grown. Oats —Lea oats 38 bushels per acre; oats after green crop, 
46 bushels per acre; seed sown—^Potato oats, 6} to 6 bushels where 
broadcast, 3 to 6 bushels where drilled; large varieties, 7 to 8 
bushels per a.cre; in cases where “ Ceresan ” was used with Potato 
oats, 3 to 3^ bushels per acre did quite well. A good breadth of lea 
oats were early sown and got a dry seed-bed after an exceptionally 
dry winter. The braird was good and came on well, but a dry June 
checked it a little on light land. Rain came in July which did the crop 
a great deal of good, and the quality was better than last year. 
Harvest —Started very early; fairly general on early farms by 12th 
August. Early harvests experienced showery weather, but those on 
late land got very favourable weather for putting in. Glenerally 
speaking, oats were stacked in good order. Hay —^Most of the early 
cut crop was got in good condition ; quality was excellent; quantity 
much about the same as last year; about 35 cwt. per acre. Meadow 
Hay —Good quantity and quality. Potatoes —^Early potatoes a very 
light crop when digging started, but improved later up to 8 to 10 
tons per acre ; “ Epicures ” were mostly planted ; late potatoes had 
a certain amount of disease, and on many farms were very late in 
being lifted, owing to continual wet weather after harvest; yield, 
8 to 10 tons. Turnips —12 to 16 tons per acre ; the braird was varied ; 
early sown turnips showed the best results, brairded very well, and 
continued to improve. With regard to later sown turnips, some 
brairded well and others poorly; a good breadth was spoiled by 
frost; all over a great deal of resowing took place. Where yellow 
turnips were sown for the second time they did fairly well, but where 
swedes were sown they were not a success ; finger>and-toe doing the 
usual damage; many farmers complained of their turnips being 
black in the heart; a moderate season for turnips. Insects —^The 
chief damage by insects was in turnip, ” fly ” being a great pest on 
some farms. Weeds —^Where turnips were badly weeded or not 
gone through a second time, redshank appeared very thickly and 
retarded growth and keeping qualities; docks getting worse year 
by year, and are difficult to eradicate; other wee^ were kept down 
fairly well. Pastures —^Taken all over hardly so good on light land 
as in the previous year ; on heavy land a full average. Live Stock — 
Mostly did well, and, generally speaking, milk cows were better than 
in 1933, in spite of the fact that on many farms there was a shortage 
of water for all classes of stock. There were a good many cases of 
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grass sickness among horses, and a considerable amount of hoose 
among calves; otherwise a normal year. Clvp of Wool —Quantity 
and quality about the same as usual. 


QLASaOW DISTRICT. 

Aybshibe. Wheat —46 bushels per acre; mediiun quality, 63 J 
lb. per bushel; straw, 30 cwt. per acre ; seed sown, 2| to 3 bushels 
per acre. Barley —34 bushels per acre ; 65 lb. per bushel; very small 
acreage grown ; straw, 24 cwt. per acre ; seed about 3 to 3 J bushels 
per acre. Oote—48 biishels per acre ; 40 lb. per bushel; crop variable, 
but generally of good quality; straw, 28 cwt. per acre; seed, 
64 to 7 bushels per acre; grain ripened slowly. Harvest —^Began 
rather earlier than usual, but work was protracted on account of 
bad weather. Hay —Ryegrass, 32 cwt. per acre, secured in good 
condition. Meadow Hay —^Average crop of variable quality. Potatoes 
—6 tons 6 cwt. per acre. On the lighter soils along the coast crops 
were very poor on account of the prevailing dry weather; quality 
was good, and there was very little disease; “ Epicure ” variety 
still retains its popularity amongst the early growers. Turnips — 
About 17 tons per acre of fairly sound roots ; early sown lots brairded 
well, but those sown later had in many cases to be resown on account 
of unfavourable weather conditions and tumip-fly. Insects —Crops not 
injured more than usual. Weeds —^Annual wee^ amongst the green 
crops were the principal difficulty, but weather conditions made it 
possible to deal with these effectually. Pastures —^Wore kept bare in 
the early months of the year, but improved later in the season. 
Live Stock —^Made fair progress. Cattle and sheep free from disease. 
Clip of Wool —Average quality. 

Bute. Wheat — ^None grown. Barley — ^None grown. Oats —A 
good crop ; again badly laid before cutting finished ; well got in ; 
threshing better than last year ; seed, 6 or 6 bushels per acre. Harvest 
—Started a little earlier; more than half had to be cut with the 
reaper; grain kept well in stacks. Hay —^Again a short crop, but 
good quality; from 1 to IJ tons per acre. Meadow Hay —^Very 
little grown; got very bad weather, and some of it lost altogether. 
Potatoes —“Epicure” potatoes later than last year; began digging, 
16th June; a good crop—7 to 8 tons per acre; “Kerr’s Pink ” a better 
crop than last year—6 tons per acre ; no disease ; no new varieties. 
Turnips —^Very irre^lar; some, where they got a good braird, had 
a good crop; the majority of farmers had to sow most of their tiunips 
over again, which left them with all yellow turnips instead of swedes; 
good crops, would be up to the usual weight. Insects —^No injury 
by insects. Weeds —^No injury from weeds. Pastures —^Dry weather 
kept back pastures at the beginning of the season but finished up 
with good pasture at the end of the season. Live Stock —^Did well all 
year. Cattle and sheep free from disease, so far as known. Clip of 
Wool —Quality good; about an average clip. 

Abrak. Wheat —None grown. Barley —^Nono grown. Oats — 
A good crop generally, but the weather was not good and much grain 
was wasted. Quite moderate crops were la^ed to the ground 
before they were ripe, and in some cases crops had to be handled 
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like hay. Average yield difficult to estimate, as much grain was 
lost through bad weather. Harvest —^Began at usual time. Hay — 
A good crop ; in some cases up to 3 tons per acre. Meadow Hay — 
About same as in previous year. Potatoes —^About 6 tons per acre ; 
very little disease; a fairly large quantity of “ Arran Pilot ** was 
planted, this variety being popular. Turnips —Crop good, but 
finger-and-toe destroyed the crop in some districts. Insects —^Not 
troublesome. Weeds —Well kept down in most places. Pastures — 
Fully better than last year. Live Stock —^Did well. Cattle and sheep 
were free from disease, but maggots €md “ Tick *’ getting worse every 
year. Clip of Wool —^Much about the usual. 

Lanabkshibe (Upper Ward). Wheat —Only small quantities 
grown. Barley —^None grown. Oats —66 to 66 bushels per acre; 
a good crop ; quality of grain and straw good. Harvest —^Began 
early, and crops were secured in good condition. Hay —36 to 60 
cwt. per acre; a heavier crop than last year; early cut hay was 
secured in good condition, but later cut got a good lot of rain ; prices 
for good quality hay much better. Meadow Hay —A good crop; 
better than last year ; well secured. Potatoes —8 to 12 tons per acre ; 
a good crop ; a fow acres were late in being lifted and were thus 
slightly frosted; prices bettor than last year. Turnips —6 to 30 
tons per acre; a very poor crop ; brairded well, but were badly 
attacked by fly; dry weather and frost at night caused much re¬ 
sowing. Insects —Damage much greater than usual. Weeds —^More 
plentiful than usual, owing to turnips not brairding properly. Pas- 
tures —Good, and lasted well into the autumn ; full average quality. 
Live Stock —^Did well. Cattle and sheep free from disease. Clip of 
Wool —^Average clip. 

Lanabkshibe (Middle and Lower Wards). Wheat — 38 to 40 
bushels per acre ; straw, 26 cwt. per acre ; quality of grain and straw 
not so good as 1933 ; seed sown, mostly English, 3 bushels; Scots, 
3J to 4 bushels. Barley —^None grown. Oats —60 to 66 bushels per 
acre; straw, 20 to 25 cwt. per acre; quality of grain and straw 
inferior to 1933 ; seed, 6 bushels per acre for thick-skinned varieties, 
and 6 to 6} bushels for others. Harvest —^Began in the second week 
of August, about a fortnight later than the previous year. Hay — 
First cut ryegrass 36 to 40 cwt. per acre ; quality average, but crop 
heavier than last year. Meadow Hoy—40 to 46 cwt.; heavier crop 
than 1933, but quality not so good. Potatoes —8 to 9 tons per acre; 
slightly loss than last year ; disease appeared in certain fields previous 
to lifting; on the whole, potatoes were larger than in 1933. Turnips 
—Generally a poor crop ; only on an occasional field could the crop 
be said to be normal; where normal, 20 tons to the acre,’ but generally 
10 to 16 tons ; the crop brairded badly ; in fact in many places it 
had to be resown two or three times. Insects —Turnip-fly very bad 
in the early paxt of the season; no other insect pests. Weeds — 
Generally speaking, crops were free from weeds, and no damage 
resulted to the growing crops. Pastures —Were above the normal, 
and much superior to 1933. Live Stock —Cattle and sheep made 
good progress during the grazing season, and were free from disease, 
but the season was an exceptionally bad one for maggots. Clip of 
Wool —^Up to the average. 
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Rbnfbbwshirb. Wheat —considerably greater acreage grown ; 
crop good, both grain and straw being above the average; grain, 
26 to 30 cwt.; straw, 24 to 28 cwt., both x>er acre ; seed sown, 3 to 4 
bushels per acre. Barley —^None grown. OcUe —Rather above the 
average, but considerable lodging on fertile soils; yield of grain, 
22 to 28 cwt. per acre ; straw, 20 to 30 cwt. per acre, both according 
to district; seed sown, 4 to 6 bushels per acre. Harvest —Commenced 
about 12th August and finished about end of September; weather 
favourable in earlier stages, but later on was very broken, and many 
good crops of oats were discoloured by rain. Hay —^Ryegrass, an 
average crop ; secured in most cases in good order; yield, 30 to 40 
cwt. per acre; timothy, little now grown. Meadow Hay —^Very 
little grown. Potatoes —^A good crop, free from disease ; spraying is 
becoming more general among second-early growers ; yield of larger 
cropping varieties, 9 to 13 tons per acre ; “ Golden Wonder ” about 
half these figures. Turnips —Very variable crops; those early 
sown came away well and finished an average crop ; those sown later 
were mostly attacked by tumip-fly; in some cases resowing 
was done three times with poor results. Insects —No damage reported 
beyond attacks of tumip-fiy. Weeds —^Easily controlled during the 
liot and dry weather of May and June. Pastures —Gk)od, although 
inclined to bum on thin soils. Live Stock —Throve well, and free 
from disease, although attacks by maggot-fiy were as prevalent 
and persistent as last yeax; dipping proved little protection against 
this pest. Clip of Wool —^Average, but prices very low. 

Abgyllshibb (Lochgilphead). Wheat —Practically none grown. 
Barley —^None grown. Oats —^A good crop; grain, 26 to 30 bushels 
per acre; straw, about 26 cwt. ; seed, 6 to 6 bushels according to 
variety. Harvest —^Began at the usual time, but groat difficulty 
w€bs experienced in securing the crop owing to the continual wet 
weather which lasted right into November. Hay —A fair crop; 
better than last year; about 26 cwt. per acre ; where cut early 
it was well secured. Meadow Hay —A good crop, but there was no 
hay-making weather after the middle of July, and much of it was 
never got. Potatoes —Quite a good crop ; about 6 or 7 tons per acre ; 
much better than last year ; quality fair ; no disease. Turnips — 
A fair crop ; about 20 tons per acre; braird was slow and uneven 
owing to very dry weather in May and June, and there was some 
resowing. Insects —^No injury to any extent. Weeds —^No injury. 
Pastures —^Rather late in coming away, but lasted out well. Live 
Stock —^Throve well, and cattle and sheep were free from disease. 
Clip of Wool —^Average. 

Argyllshire (Kintyre). Wheat —Only about 10 acres grown ; 
yield of grain, about 40 bushels per acre; better than in preceding 
year ; straw much the same ; seeding, 4 bushels per acre. Barley — 
Some very good crops; best yield reported, 66 bushels per acre; 
average about 40 to 46 bushels ; considerably above that of preceding 
year; generally, colour of grain at threshing not so good as that of 
1933; yield of straw much the same; se^ sown, 3 to 4 bushels 
per acre. Oats —^A good crop, threshed very well; in one or two 
cases there were yields of 24 times that of last year; on an average 
an increase of 60 per cent on grain was obtained at threshing; 
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yield, 50 to 60 bushels per acre, and in one case a yield of 90 bushels 
w€is reported ; quantity of straw much the same as last year ; colour 
of grain not so good as in previous year; seed sown, 5 bushels per 
acre. Harvest —^About a week later than in preceding year. Hay — 
A very good crop, reached a yield of 3 tons per acre on the best 
soils, but average 2 to tons; some very good crops with clover 
mixtures ; crops generally secured in excellent condition. Meadow 
Hay —A heavier crop ; late crops harvested in poor condition on 
account of weathering in the swathe. Potatoes —^Yields better than 
last year; in some cases up to 16 tons per acre; a good average, 
however, was about 8 tons per acre ; not much diseas(i, and crops 
kept well in the pits. Turnips —A very variable crop—from 
complete failures to excellent yields of almost 40 tons per acre; 
very difficult to state an average, but would be about 20 tons per 
acre. Crop brairded slowly ; in many instances resowing required ; 
three sowings attempted on one or two farms owing to drought. 
Insects —Some trouble with tumip-fly, curly leaf midge, and root 
maggot. Weeds —Backward crops dirty with weeds, chiefly spurrey 
and redshank. Pastures —Rather rougher than in preceding year ; 
some very good clover pastures on the better soils. Fields remained 
very flush in late autumn and winter. Live Stock —^Throve much as 
usual. Disease among cattle and sheep about an average ; mastitis 
evident in daii*y herds. Clip of Wool —Quality good and about an 
average. 

Argyllsuibe (islands of Islay, Jura, and Colonsay). Wheat — 
None grown. Barley —^Nono grown. Oats —Good, 32 bushels per 
acre; 36 lb. per bushel; quantity sown, about 6 bushels per aere. 
Harvest —Slightly earlier than usual, but lasted longer; l^gan on 
8th August and ended 22nd September; although weather was 
broken, crops were well secured. Hay —Similar to last year. Meadow 
Hay —Similar to last year. Potatoes —Somewhat better than last 
year; about 8 tons per acre; some disease present towards end 
of October, but crops lifted before that date were in good condition ; 
no new varieties planted. Turnips —On the whole a poor crop, 
and much inferior'to that of lost year. In a few isolated cases there 
was a good yield amounting to as much a/S 18 tons per acre, but 
generally speaking, the dry weather at time of sowing resulted in 
the failure of the crop, and even a second sowing had no effect. 
Insects —Crops not injured by insects. Weeds —Crops not injured by 
weeds. Pastures —In excellent condition throughout season, and 
quality up to last year’s standard in spite of wet weather. Live 
Stock —^Throve well; housing animals left outside much later than 
usual. Cattle and sheep were free from disease, but sheep were 
greatly troubled by maggots in July ; no fluke trouble. Clip of Wool 
—^Average yield.

Dumbabtonshibe (Upper). Wheat —^None grown. Barley —^None 
grown. Oats —Straw was shorter than last year; not much lying 
com; quality good. Harvest —^Began about a week before average 
time. Hay —^Ryegrass hay was similar in bulk to lael year, perhaps, 
however, a little lighter ; quality excellent. Meadow Hay —^A good 
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orop, but badly spoiled by rain; some was lost after being out» 
and some not out at all. Potatoe ^—Quite a good crop ; better than 
last year; from 6 to 7 tons per acre; very little disease. Tumipa — 
A variable crop; some cases fair, others very patchy; braird was 
very irregular; resowing was needed in many cases. Inaecta — 
Turnips were badly damaged by “ Fly ” ; much more than usual. 
Weeda —^No damage by weeds. Paaturea —Good, and lasted long. 
Live Stock —Throve well. Cattle and sheep were free from disease. 
Clip of Wool —^An average clip. 

Dumbartonshibe (Lower). Wheat —Crop did not mature to the 
same quality as that of 1933 ; the yield was also smaller, about 
41 bushels per acre, weighing 69 lb. per bushel; yield of straw, 
about 30 cwt. per acre; seed sown, 4 bushels per acre. Barley — 
None grown. Oa;ta —Growth was retarded due to cold weather 
during May, and this check adversely affected the yield ; quality 
of grain and straw below the average; yield of grain, 48 bushels 
per acre, weighing 40 lb. per bushel; straw, 26 cwt. per acre ; seed 
sown, 6J bushels per acre. Harveat —Commenced about 10 days 
before the usual time. Hay —^Ryegrass hay bulked much the same 
as last year, and weighed about 36 cwt. per acre ; quality excellent. 
Meadow Hay —^An average crop, but in later districts suffered con¬ 
siderably in harvesting. Potatoea —7 tons per acre ; about the same 
as 1933.

Wheat —^Much the same as last year, 
but threshed hardly so well; 13 to 16 cwt. per acre; seed, about 
4 bushels per acre. Barley —None grown. Oata —^A fair average 
crop; 13 to 16 cwt. ^ain, and about 22 cwt. straw; quality not 
so good as last year as it suffered from unsettled weather at harvest; 
seed, 4 to 7 bushels. Harveat —^About 14 days before the usual time, 
but a fortnight later than last year. Hay —Crop rather below average, 
but of exceptionally fine quality. Meadow Hay —Crop rather smaller 
than last year. Potatoea —^About the same as last year, 7 to 10 tons, 
but fewer seconds ; no disease ; no new varieties planted. Tumipa — 
A smaller crop than last year ; 16 to 18 tons ; poor braird ; resowing 
general; sometimes twice, owing to dry weather. Inaecta —^Less 
injury than last year, except by tuniip-fly. Weeda —^Turnips very 
dirty, p^icularly with r^shank; weather rather unfavourable 
for cleaning. Paai/urea —^Hardly so good as usual. Live Stoch-^l>id 
not thrive quite so well as last year; no more disease among cattle 
and sheep than usual. Clip of TFoo^—Average clip. 
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Stirlingshibb (East). Wheat —^About 40 bu^els per aore; 
quality good; straw about 20 owt. per acre. Barney—^About 30 
bushels; quality fair; straw about 18 owt. per acre. Oate —A fair 
crop; about 48 bushels per acre; straw about 18 owt. per acre. 
Harvest —^Began about the usual time. Hay —^A fair average crop; 
well secured ; ryegrass, about 35 owt., and timothy, 45 owt. per acre. 
Meadow Hay —^Fair crop, but not well got. Potatoes —^About an 
average crop; the usual varieties planted. Turnips —Swedes a fair 
crop ; yellows imder an average; second sowing on many farms; 
swedes improved greatly during November. Insects —^No injury 
to crops. Weeds —^Damage about the usual. Pastures —^Fairly good. 
Live Stock —^Throve well. Cattle and sheep were free from disease. 
Clip of Wool —Good clip, about the average. 

Clackmannanshire. Wheat —^A good crop, but badly laid, 
especially the white varieties; brairded well; ripened evenly; 
yield, 38 to 40 bushels per acre; straw very soft, 28 to 30 owt. ; 
seed, 4 to 5 bushels per acre; many farmers forced to go back to 
red wheat, on accoimt of the white lying down so much. Barley — 
None grown owing to lack of demand. Oats —^In many oases very 
light, with very short straw ; ripened well, colour good ; harvested 
in excellent condition ; 30 to 40 bushels per acre; average weight, 
38 to 40 lb. per bu^el. Harvest —^Began about the usual time. 
Hay — 2 to 2 J tons ,* a very good crop, and secured in good con¬ 
dition. Mecdow Hay —^A good crop, and well got. Potatoes — 
Yield, 9 to 10 tons; “ Kerr’s Pink ” a good crop; no disease; 
“ Golden Wonders ” a very fine crop, 8 to 9 tons; quality excel¬ 
lent ; kept well in the pits; no early varieties plant^. Turnips 
—^Except in a very few cases practically a failure ; took a long time 
to braird owing to the very dry weather ; in several cases they were 
sown three or four times; from 5 to 20 tons; very little finger-and- 
toe. Insects —^Tumip-fly in many cases was very bad, and per¬ 
sisted for a long time : damage greater than usual. Weeds —There 
were a good many weeds, charlock mostly ; damage was greater than 
usual. Pastures-r-Q(Ood, Live Stock —^Throve well, and the cows 
milked well on the grass. Cattle and sheep were free from disease.

Pebthshibe (Western). WhecU —^An extra good crop; about 
the same break as last year, which was much larger than the usual; 
40 to 42 bushels per acre; harvested in good condition. Barley — 
Very little grown. Oats —^A good crop on lea, but not so good on 
red land ; average yield of grain, 5 to 6 quarters per aore. Harvest — 
Started ITth August, 10 da 3 rs later than last year, but still early 
for the district; fini^ed 16th September; crops mostly well got. 
Hay —^Above average on all good lemd ; 2 to 2 J tons per acre ; under 
average on light land ; a little over 1 ton per acre ; on carse land 
timothy an extra good crop ; 3 tons per acre ; all well got. Meadow 
Hay —^Under average ; not well got. Potatoes —^A good crop ; more 
waxe than usual; 8 tons per acre; very little disease when lifted, 
though “ Eclipse ” on some farms went bad in the pits. Turnips — 
On most farms very disappointing ; brairded well, but disappeared 
owing to frost and “ fly,^’ and had to be resown; yield—yellows, 
10 to 12 tons per acre; swedes, 15 to 18 tons. Insects —^Turnips 
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the only crop to be damaged. Weed9 —On some fields turnips 
very bad, as owing to resowing they were late in being hoed, and 
did not get the usual working. Paaturea —A very good grass year. 
Live Stock —^Did well. Cattle and sheep free from disease; sheep 
suffered more from maggots than for many years. CZip of Woolr^ 
A good average clip. 


PERTH DISTRICT. 

Fifbshire (Middle and Eastern). Wheat — ^Above average; a 
very good crop of excellent quality; 40 bushels per acre; straw, 
30 cwt. per acre ; seed sown, 3 to 4 bushels. Barley —^Very variable ; 
about an average crop; 36 to 48 bushels per acre; quality fair, 
not nearly so good aa last year; acreage of barley much smaller 
than that of many years ago; seed sown, 3^ bushels. Oata —^Below 
average crop by at least 8 bushels per acre; in many places very 
small cmd full of annual weeds; straw sho:^; seed sown, 4 to 6 
bushels. Harveat —^Began the second week of August, about a week 
later than the record early harvest of last year; most of the grain was 
stacked in excellent condition within a month, despite broken weather. 
Hay —Slightly below average for quantity; all got in good con¬ 
dition ; quality excellent; about 35 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay 
—^None grown. Potatoes —^About 7 tons per acre, of excellent quality ; 
crop rather less in quantity, but much more free from disease. 
Tumipa —^Very variable; below average ; swedes about the same 
quantity as last year; yellow tximips were a failure. Swedes finished 
up a fair crop owing to good growing weather in autumn and early 
winter. On some feums very few yellow turnips or swedes survived. 
Insects —“ Fly ” in spring destroyed many turnip crops ; damage 
probably greater than usual. Weeds —^Annual weeds did a great 
amount of damage, especially to the oat crop; owing to the dry 
summer, runch and skellocks were very prevalent. Pastures —^Very 
good both as regards quantity and quality.

Cattle and sheep were free from disease, but maggot-fly 
was very troublesome. Clip of Wool —^Average clip. Sugar Beet — 
The total acreage grown in the County of I^e in 1934 was 3046, 
the largest for a number of years. The tonnage per acre and the 
sugar percentage were both above the average, being an excess of 
8J tons and 17*2 per cent respectively. The crop produced an average 
ca^ return of between £17 and £18 per acre, to which falls to be add^ 
the feeding value of the tops, and the supply of dried beet pulp on 
specially ^vantageous terms to growers. Despite the season not 
being as favourable a one for sugar beet as that of 1033, the slightly 
lower average obtained this year was believed to be in large measure 
explained by the fact that of the total number of growers many had 
no previous experience of the crop. The weather throughout the 
sowing season—^that is towards the end of April and early in May— 
was favourable, but later sowings, especially in the drier districts, 
suffered from drought. Late summer and autumn showed a greater 
rainfall and less sunshine than last year, while the weather during 
the lifting season was generally suitable, with an entire absence of 
snow or severe frost. General satisfaction is expressed with the crop, 
and an increased acreage is expected in 1935. 
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Fifeshibb (Western). TTAeoi—^The season was favourable for 
wheat growing; average 3 rield from 32 to 40 bushels per aore; 
straw good quality and average yield ; seeding, 3^ to 4 bushels per 
aore. Barley —^Well ripened and matured by genial weather con¬ 
ditions ; 32 to 36 bushels per swjre; the natural weight, however, 
was disappointing in some cases; straw average crop and good 
quality ; seeding, 3 to 4 bushels per acre. Oats —^Varied consider¬ 
ably according to locality grown; 48 to 60 bushels recorded; 
grain well secured and good quality; straw of good feeding quality ; 
seeding, 6 to 6 bushels per acre. J^‘orves^^ommenced during 
the first week of August, and was general during the second 
week; crops all secured without interference by broken weather; 
harvest two weeks earlier than usucJ. Hay —^Ryegrass hay good 
quality, secured under ideal weather conditions; 2 to 3 tons per 
acre. Meadow Hay —^Well secured in the later districts; average 
yield. Potatoes —^Were slightly under the yields of former years; 
the quality was good; yields, 6 to 7 tons per acre; crop free 
from disease at time of lifting. Tumipe —One of the worst years 
for the turnip crop; early sown fields brairded well, but the dry 
season, with night frosts and bright sunshine, caused many fields 
to be resown two or three times; the resulting crops were very 
variable. Insects —^The tumip-fly caused much damage to the 
young plants; otherwise crops were free from insect pests. Weeds — 
The ^y season favoured the cleaning of land, and crops were free 
from weeds. Pastures —Were sufficient in most districts; grass of 
good feeding quality. Live Stock —^Throve well on pastures. All 
stock free from disease. Clip of Wool —^Average clip of good quality. 

Peethshibe (Eastern). Wheat —Showed a further increase in 
acreage, and was the best grain crop of the year; threshed well; 
about 42 to 48 bushels per acre ; seed, 4 to 6 bushels per acre. Barley 
—^An average crop of fair qucdity; samples rather mixed owing to 
poor harvest weather ; 36 to 40 bushels per acre ; seed, 3 to 4 bucSiels 
per aore. Oals —^A light crop; some on light land badly burnt 
owing to severe drought; 46 to 48 bushels per acre ; on li^t land 
26 to 30 bushels per acre ; straw short; seed, 4 to 6 bushels per acre. 
Harvest —^Began 6th August and finished 14th September; weather 
good for about a fortnight, but very broken after. Hay —^Ryegrass 
hay an average crop; secured in excellent condition; first-class 
quality; 26 to 36 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —^Very little grown. 
Potatoes —7 to 8 tons per aore; some disease amongst second earlies 
after being pitted ; complaints about potatoes not keeping very well 
owing to exceptionally mild weather; no new varieties planted. 
Turnips —^Very irregular; in some parts swedes were very good, 
others very poor; improved in October, November, and December 
owing to exceptional mild weather; 20 to 30 tons per aore on some 
farms; 10 to 16 tons on others. Yellows a very poor crop; in a 
number of cases a complete failure; braird very poor, except in 
early sowings; crops sufiered from night frosts, and were also attached 
by fly; some cases of second and t&d sowings. Insects —^The only 
cases of damage were caused by the tumip-fly, owing to very hot 
weather in Jime. Weeds —^No damage by wee^; a fine season for 
cleaning land. PasPures —Quite good; rain in the end of June kept 
them green, and owing to the entire absence of frost they oontinued 
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80 right up till New Year. Live Stock —^Throve very well. Cattle 
and sheep were free from disease. Clip of Wool —^Average clip. 

Pbbthshibb (Central). Wheat —^Acreage sown very much in excess 
of last year; yield about 44 bushels per acre ; crop secured in very 
fine condition ; grain very well filled; straw on most of the farms up 
to the average in bulk. Barley —Less sown ; harvested in excellent 
condition; about 40 bushels per acre; average wei^t, 52 lb. per 
bushel. Goto—^Larger area sown than last year; crop secured in 
good condition ; straw on some farms was short, and in consequence 
the crop in the stackyards did not bulk so well. Harvest —^Began 
at the usual time—end of August—and was finished by the end of 
September. Hay —^As a rule very good; secured in very fine con¬ 
dition ; about 35 owt. per acre. Meadow Hay —Crop cut late; on some 
farms much bleached and destroyed by the wet weather, and the 
quality was poor. Potatoes —Average quantity planted was much 
under last year; jneld, however, was good; no disease; average 
yield, 8 tons per acre. Turnips —^Both yellow turnips and swedes 
were, on many farms, a small crop ; quality fair; 6 to 10 tons per 
acre; a considerable area of turnips had to be resown to replace the 
plants destroyed by frost and tumip-fly.

PiQBTHSHiBE (Highland). Wheat —^None grown. Barley —Only 
small patches grown for stock; weight light. Gate—Crop lighter 
than usual; straw of fine quality; natural weight about 42 lb. 
per bushel; an average of 6 bushels per acre sown. Harvest —Started 
in the middle of August, about a fortnight sooner than usual, and 
was completed in most cases by the middle of September. Hay — 
A fair crop ; well secured ; 30 owt. per acre. Meadow Hay —^A light 
crop ; where cut late, only partially well got. Potatoes —^A fair crop ;

Owing to exceptionally dry early summer, crop brairded badly 
and second sowings much in evidence; yield per acre very light; 
10 tons average. Insects —^No damage done. Weeds —Very few. 
Pastures —Of average growth and quality. Live Stock —^Throve well. 
Cattle were free from disease; maggot-fly occasioned heavy losses 
among sheep over a continued period. Clip of Wool —^A good average 
clip of fine quality ; weather conditions good during clipping season. 

Angus (Western). Wheat — 36 bushels ; quality of grain and 
straw good; seed, 3 to 4 bushels drilled. Barley —38 bushels; 
grain and straw of good quality; seed, 2 J to 4 bushels drilled. 
Gate —54 bvishels, of good quality; in some instances straw very 
short, but of fine quality; seed, 4 to 7 bushels according to variety 
and district. Harvest —^Began early, and all grain secured in good 
order. Hay —36 cwt., and mostly secured in go^ condition. Meadow 
Hay —^little meadow hay grown. Potatoes —^Fully heavier than last 
year—8 tons per acre ; not more disease than usual, but some lat-e- 
lifted crops spoiled by frost. Turnips —17 tons per acre, although 
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DMwiy good crops of swedes; yellow turnips were very deficient— 
in some instances almost a blank; many cMires resown. Inaecla — 
The bulb-fiy did damage in some fields of wheat. Weeds —^Dan^e 
not more than usual. Pastures —Grass did well and kept fresh ri^t 
on till January. Live Stock —^Throve well. Cattle and sheep free 
from disease. OUp of Wool —Clip hardly up to the average. 


ABSBDRBN BI8TRICT. 

Angus (Eastern). Wheat —^The 3 deld was not so good as in 1933, 
and the quality was scarcely so good—there was more small wheat 
or * shag ’ to dress out; straw slightly imder the average weight, 
but the quality quite good; some land which was not ‘ wheat 
land ’ yielded not more than 32 bushels; 45 bushels was about 
the average, although some fields yielded 56 bushels ; seed generally 

4 bushels per acre. Barley —^An increased acreage was sown, and 
in most cases a better yield was got; 40 bushels to 56 bushels on 
good land where early sown; late sown was caught by drought in 
Jime and did not thresh well; 32 to 40 bushels; quality of grain 
good—56 to 58 lb. per bushel—^but price very disappointing ; straw 
imder average for quantity; seed, 3J bushels per acre. Oats — 
Only a fair crop—^much short of last year’s yield; 48 to 80 bushels 
on good land, but on thin gravelly land as low as 16 to 20 
bushels, and straw much under the average; the drought in June 
affected the crop badly, and rain in early August seemed to affect 
the colour of the grain, which took on a tawny look; it was well 
harvested, and weighed 42 to 44 lb. per bushel generally ; seed about 

5 bushels per acre where seed is ‘dressed,’ which is generally done. 
Harvest —^Was again very early—about first week of August; 
although more protracted than last year, it was completed in good 
order two to tliree weeks earlier than in ordinary years. Hay —^Crop 
was secured in excellent order; yield 10 cwt. per acre less than 
last year ; not exceeding 40 to 50 cwt. per acre. Meadoiv Hay —ery 
little meadow hay is grown; crop well got, but quantity 10 cwt. 
short of last year. Potatoes —Rather heavier crops than last year 
and very free from disease ; “ Majestic,” “ Doon Star,” and ” Airan 
Banner ” were the heaviest crops; about 8 to 10 tons per acre and 
sometimes more ; kept well in pits and qucdity excellent. Turnips — 
Crop very variable; about one-third excellent and two-thirds very 
poor, especially yellow turnips, which in many cases were sown two 
and even three times; although the autumn was favourable few fields 
exceeded 8 to 10 tons per acre, but there were many fields of swedes 
over 30 tons per acre ; generally speaking, the crop was not so free 
from disease as usual; seed sown before 10th May did badly and 
seed sown after 20th May did worse. Insects —^There was no great 
damage done by insects except the tumip-fiy, which was active. 
Weeds —^The dry summer helped in the cleaning of the green crops ; 
no damage was done except where charlock was bad, and many 
fields, where nothing was done to check it, sufiered badly. Pastures 
—^Were rather bare during summer, but came away fre^ and good 
by the middle of August, and feed was abundant ejl autumn. Live 
Stock —^Did very well, even although grass was scarce in summer, 
and put on fiei^ rapidly in autumn. Cattle and sheep were quite 
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free from disease. Clip of Wool —Just about the average. Sugar 
Be§i —fairly large acreage of sugar beet was grown* and the 
weather favoured it; it tximed out satisfactory* both as regards 
tonnage and sugar content, and left a fair profit to the grower; the 
tops were usefifi for cattle and sheep feed* and helped to save the 
turnip crop considerably. 

KmoARDXNSSHiBE. Wheat —24 to 48 bushels per acre; quality 
of grain good* though not quite up to last year; yield barely an 
average ; 4 bushels per acre sown. Barley —24 to 40 bushels per acre ; 
quality of grain and straw very good; yield about an average; 
4 bushels per acre sown. Oats —^Thin-skinned varieties* 20 to 62 
bushels per acre; thick-skinned, 30 to 72 bushels per acre; crop 
varied considerably* but generally lea oats were much the better 
crop ; quality excellent; 6 to 8 bushels per acre sown ; * Ceresan ’ 
was used extensively, with most satisfactory results* justifying the 
small extra expense. Harvest —^Began about the mid^e of August 
—about a fortnight later than last year; weather wcus rather broken 
and the harvest somewhat protracted. Hay —^A good crop—^up to 
the average—and secured in excellent order ; about 60 owt. per acre. 
Meadow Hay —None grown. Potatoes —Crop varied very much; from 
6 to 10 tons per cKsre; disease prevalent in several varieties* some 
of which did not keep well in the pits; no new varieties grown. 
Turnips —^The crop of turnips generally was the poorest for many 
years; swedes* where sown early* produced the best crop; those 
sown towards the end of May were a failure, and yellow turnips 
had to be resown on most farms, and in some cases three and four 
times; impossible to quote an average tonnage; frost and dry 
weather contributed to the failure of the crop.

Ha/y —^About the same 
as last yee^r; fair crop and well harvested. Meadow Hay —^None 
grown. Potatoes —Good crop ; 6 tons; splendid quality. Turnips 
—^Yellow turnips very poor in some districts; much resowing; 
swedes* where early sown* good crop ; yellows 10 tons* swedes 16 tons 
per acre. Insects —^Turnips injured by tumip-fly. Weeds —No 
injury. Pastwres —Splendid grazing season* especially during latter 
half. JAve Stock —^Throve well. Cattle and sheep free from disease. 
Clip of TFooi—An average. 

Abbbdeenshibe (Central). Wheat--A0 bushels per acre; the 
quality was fairly good ; seed sown* 3^^ to 4 bushels* mostly chilled. 
. Barley — 38 bushels per acre— 2 bushels more than last year; natural 
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bushel weight 56 lb., same as last year; seed sown, 3 to 3} bushels 
per acre where driU^, 4 bushels per acre where sown by broadcast 
maohine or sown by hand. Oato-^8 bushels per acre, same as last 
year; natural bushel weight 44 lb., J lb. heavier than last year; 
straw, 23 to 24 cwt. per acre, 1 cwt. more than last year; seed 
sown. Potato and all thin-husked varieties, 6 bushels per acre, 
where sown by drill machine ; 1 to bushels extra where broadcast 
or sown by hand; all thick-husked varieties 1 to IJ bushels additional. 
Harvest —^Began from 20th to 27th August, and was generally com¬ 
pleted imder favourable conditions by 22nd September. Hay — 
28 cwt. per aore, 6 cwt. more than Icuat year; quality not quite so good 
as last year, but better than average; mixture of grass and clover 
much the same as last year. Meadow Hay —^More productive than last 
year. Potatoes —6 tons per acre, 1 ton less than last year; quality 
good ; disease reported only to a very small extent; no new varieties 
planted.

Quantity grown was above the average ; crops were of good quality ; 
yield varied considerably, from 40 to 48 bushels per acre; weight 
63 to 68 lb. per bushel; 3^ to 4 bushels per acre sown. Oats —^In 
most parts better than last year ; yield distinctly above the average, 
being from 40 to 64 bushels per fiicre; quite a common average was 
48 to 56 bushels per acre, and the weight 41 to 44 lb. per bushel; 
straw of excellent quality, but quantity less than last yeeu. Harvest 
—Commenced a little earlier than usual—^possibly ten days. Hay — 
Grown almost entirely for home consumpt; fully more grown this 
year than usual. Meadow Hay —^None grown. Potatoes —^Were of 
good quality, and average quantity ; about 8 tons per acre ; “ Kerr’s 
Pink” and ‘‘Golden Wonder’ main varieties; no new varieties 
grown. Turnips —A poor crop generally ; resowing very common, 
even up to half the crop, due to dry weather.

Barley —40 to 45 bushels per acre, of fine quality; natural weight, 
54 to 56 lb. per bushel; seed sown, 4 to 4j^ bushels per acre ; straw 
of good quality, the crop being well harvested. Oats —60 to 60 
bushels per acre, of very good quality; natural weight, 43 to 46 lb. 
per bushel; seed sown, abcut 6 btishels per acre—one or two bushels 
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more for thidk-skiimed varieties; straw very good quality. Harvest 
—^Began about ten days earlier than usual time. Hay —^Average 
crop ; about 35 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —None grown. Potatoes 
—Slightly less than last yesx ; 7 to tons per acre ; no disease; 
no new varieties planted. Twmips —Lighter than last year; 14 tons 
per acre; in many oases second sowing had to be done owing to 
lack of moisture ; the crop brairded irreg^arly. Insects —No damage 
by insects. Weeds —^No injury by weeds. Pastures —^Were fully 
better than last year. Live iStoc^j—Throve well. Cattle and sheep 
were free from disease; sheep were badly affected by maggots 
during the very hot spell in June and July; many deaths among 
horses from grass sickness. Clip of Wool —^Average clip. 

Banvfshibb (Upper). Wheat —None grown. Barley —^A slightly 
increased area this year, as distillers had promised to buy up home 
barley before using foreign. Oats —The principal grain crop, but 
a sm^er area grown, as motor transport has killed the demand for 
oats, and owing to the increased area imder grass for sheep; yield 
12 to 16 cwt. per Shcre ; seed sown, 6 bushels generally. Harvest — 
Began firat week of ^ptember; rather earlier than usual; all 
finisliM in September. Hay —^An average hay crop ; good quality ; 
quantity from 1} to 2 tons per acre; superior to last years crop. 
Meadow Hay —Good crop; rather above last year. Potatoes — 
Bather less than last year; 4 to 5 tons per acre; no disease; no 
new varieties planted; common varieties, “ Kerr’s Pink ” and 
“ Keppleton Edney ; only planted for home consumption. 
Turnips —Crop variable; slow to braird, and in some cases sown 
two or three times ; finger-and-toe prevalent. Insects —^Turnip crop 
damaged by tumip-fiy, especially at brairding. Weeds —^Were well 
kept under owing to dry season. Pastures —^Excellent pasture season ; 
timely rains kept growth on successfully. Live Stock —^Throve com¬ 
paratively well. Cattle quite free of disease ; sheep greatly infected 
by maggots owing to the heat and drought; sheep ^1 over in good 
condition owing to prime pastures. Clip of Wool —Good quality 
wool; slightly above the average.

Harvest —^Began nearly as early as last year—^that 
is to say, about a fortnight earlier than in a normal year. Hay — 
Barely an average crop. Meadow Hay —None grown. Potatoes — 
6 J tons per acre ; no disease. Turnips —^Very poor crop owing to 
dry season; swedes better than yellows ; resowing on many farms. 
Insects —No injury. Weeds —No injury. Pastures —^Average growth 
and quality. Live iSftoefc—Throve well; a few cases of ‘ grass sickness ’ 
amongst horses. Cattle and sheep free from disease. Clip of Wool — 
Average clip. 

Invebnsss-shibe (Inverness). Wheal —^Larger area than Ic^st 
year; quality mostly good; seed, 4 bushels per acre. Barley — 
An average crop ; 40 bushels per acre ; increased area sown. Oats 
—A fair crop ; not nearly equal to the return of last year ; average 
about 48 bushels; straw about 26 cwt. Harvest —^Two weeks later 
than last year; weather throughout very suitable. Hay —^Below 
the average in many cases owing to the early part of the season being 
very dry. Meadow Hay —^A good crop, but spoiled by the wet 
weather at back end. Potatoes —Very good crop ; excellent quality ; 
about 7 tons per acre ; no disease. Turnips —^Very poor crop ; in 
many cases second and third sowings took place, with the result that 
on many farms they bulked badly; on some farms they were ex¬ 
cellent.

Inverness-shire (Sltye). Wheat —^None grown. Barley — ^None 
grown. Oats —^An unsatisfactory crop ; deficient in straw and grain. 
Harvest —Commenced about the usual time—about the end of 
August; harvesting took a long time on account of the broken 
weather, but with prevailing high winds the crop was stacked in 
good condition. Hay —^Ryegrass and clover only a fair crop; very 
difiicult to secure after the middle of July, on accoimt of broken 
weather. Meadow Hay — A fine crop—^the heaviest for a number of 
years, but on account of the heavy rainfall none of the crop w€« 
secured in good condition and a large proportion was left uncut. 
Potatoes —^The yield was about the same as last year; free from 
disease until October, when tubers began to rot owing to the wet 
condition of the soil; no new varieties planted. Turnips —^Unsatis¬ 
factory, and below normal. Insects —^No appreciable damage. 
Weeds-^iope are always more or less damaged by weeds, and ttie 
damage this year was more than in the previous year. Pastures —

—^More sown this year; 32 to 40 bushels per acre—^in some cases 
slightly more ; seed sown, 3^ to 4 bushels per acre ; quality of grain 
and straw not quite up to average. Gate —40 to 60 bushels per acre ; 
seed sown, 5 to 8 bushels per acre; quality of grain and straw not 
up to average. Harvest —Started about the usual time, but was 
protracted by wet weather. Hay —1 to IJ tons per acre; quality 
damaged by much rain. Meadow Hay —None grown. Potatoes —4 to 
8 tons per acre ; very little disease; quality very fine. Turnips — 
very poor crop in most places owing to repeat^ resowings due to 
* fly ’ and frost; resowing took place on almost every farm in the 
district, in some cases four or five times; yield 3 to 8 tons per acre 
for yellows; swedes 6 to 10 tons per acre. Insects —^Turnips injured 
by ‘fly.* Weeds —^No injiiry. Pastures —Over average growth. 

ikve Stock —^Throve well; much better than last year. Cattle and 
sheep were free from disease. Clip of Wool —^Average clip, and of 
good quality. 

Ross-shibb (Tain, Cromarty, and Invergordon). Wheat —Generally 
a good crop where not too much lodged, but on good land, after 
potatoes and turnips, late July rain did a lot of harm; on thinnish 
land quite a good crop; an average crop of 36 bushels. Wheat is 
grown on lighter land more than it used to be. Seed, 3 J to 4 bushels 
per acre. Barley —Grown on good land threshed well; extra good 
quality and weight; 67 lb. per bushel not uncommon; average crop 
48 bushels per acre; on thin land it varied very much, down to 
32 bushels per acre ; straw light generally; quality and colour good; 
seed, 3J to 4 bushels per acre. Oats — A. li^t crop generally, and did 
not thiesh well; 6 qrs. average crop; quality of grain sound ; no 
^at colour ; straw on good land much broken. All over, the 
lightest crop of oats for some years. Seed, 4 to 6 bushels per acre, 
according to variety. Harvest —Commenced about 17th August. 
Hay —^A middling crop; about 33 cwt. per acre ; quality very 
middling, due to wet weather at winning season; in fact, more 
damaged hay in the district than ever before in the reporter’s 
memory. Meadow Hay —^None grown. Potatoes —^About 6 tons per 
acre; a little blight; spraying was resorted to extensively. Turnips 
—^Excepting a few early swedes that did not get frosted or destroyed 
by ‘ fly,’ a very poor crop, both yellows and swedes; more second 
sowing than h^ been for many years. Swedes about 22 tons per 
acre average, yellows 18 tons ; a few extra good swede fields yielded 
36 tons per acre. Insects —‘Fly’ very prevalent, and, coming on 
the b€u:k of frost, did a lot of damage. Weeds —Land generally clean. 
Pastures —Generally good; aftermath fair to good. Live Stock- 
Cattle and yeld sheep did well. Cattle free from disease, but worms 
of all kinds in lambs caused much concern. OUp of Wool —^Average. 

SiJTHBBLANDSHiBB. Whe(xt —^None grown. Barley —^A good crop, 
and secured in good order in early districts; very little grown owing 
to the poor price. Oats —^A good crop in all districts, and secured 
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in good order in east of county ; in the west in many cases the crop 
was not got in at all owing to very wet weather in September and 
October. Harvest —^An early harvest in east coast district, but very 
late in west. Hay —fair crop of good quality ; in most cases secured 
in good order. Meadow Hay —^A fair crop owing to very dry weather 
in June and July ; secured in very bad order owing to wet weather 
and late cutting. Potatoes —^A very good crop and good quality; 
no disease ; as good a crop as last year in all districts. Turnips—h 
poor crop generally; in many cases had to be sown twice owing to 
cold dry weather in end of May and June. Insects —^Very bad, and 
damage done much more than usual. Weeds —^Did not do much 
damage. Pastures —Grass was very late in coming away, especially 
on the higher land and the centre of the county, and all animals 
suffered accordingly; plenty of grass later. Live Stock —Did not 
thrive well to begin with, and the result wcus a very short crop of 
lambs at speaning,'’ and not so good as usual; another cause of the 
short crop of lambs was the very bad snowstorm in beginning of 
April, the worst on record so late in the season ; hundreds of sheep 
were smothered in the centre of the coimty. Cattle were free from 
disease. Clip of Wool —^A short clip of wool and quality not so good ; 
prices not much better than last year. 

Caethness-shibe. Wheat —Small quantities grown ; on one farm 
near Wick 66 bushels per acre were obtained ; bushel weight 62 lb.; 
grain and straw of good quality, better than last year. Barley —^Not 
much grown ; crops were similar to last year ; yield 40 to 48 bushels 
per acre ; se^ sown 4 bushels per acre ; quality of grain and straw 
good. Oats —Crops similar to last year ; straw was longer ; quedity 
of grain good ; 40 bushels per acre average quantity; straw about 
2 tons per aere ; seed sown, 4 to 7 bushels per acre. Harvest —^Began 
three weeks later than last year, but earlier than usual; many 
fields were in stook at the end of August; weather was favour¬ 
able, and crops were secured in good condition. Hay —^A heavy crop, 
better than last year; average quantity about 3 tons per acre; 
clover more profuse than ryegrass; cocksfoot and timothy have 
supplanted ryegrass in hay crops to a great extent. Meadow Hay — 
An average crop, similar to last year; much of it was partially spoiled 
by foggy wet weather after cutting; was not secured in as good 
condition as last year. Potatoes —Crop was similar to last year; 6 to 
8 tons per acre ; there was evidence of blight in many fields at the 
end of August; no new varieties planted. Turnips —^Not so good as 
last year; rather more disease; yellows 18 to 20 tons per acre; 
swedes 24 to 28 tons ; crops were slow in brairding; resowing was 
necessary in some fields where soil was too dry for seeds to germmate. 
Insects —^Practically no damage caused by insects or grub. Weeds — 
An abimdant growth of thistles in com crops and pajstures; spurrey, 
sorrel, couchgrass, com marigold, wild parsley, and knotgrass i^est^ 
both cereal and root crops; not worse than usual. Pastures — 
Similar to last year; of average growth and quality. Live Stock — 
Throve well on pasture; cattle, sheep, and horses made good progress. 
Cattle were free from disease; sheep were subject to attack by the 
maggot-fly by 1st Jane. This pest, despite frequent dipping, de¬ 
manded constant vigilance on the part of shepherds and flookma^rs. 
Clip of Wool —^An average clip and of good quality. 
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Obilnet. None grown. Bere — Sowing was completed 

about the middle of May ; seed, 4 bushels per acre; healthy plant, 
and a very early crop; harvesting commenced at end of August; 
secured in yard after mid-September; yield of straw ^low normaJ; 
yield of grain from 37 to 39 budiels per acre; weight averaging 
49 lb. per bushel. OcUa —Sowing commenced early in April, with 
land in good condition, but work held up for about two weeks owing 
to wet weather; sowing resumed about the 17th of April and com¬ 
pleted about 10th Ma^; signs of grub on lots of fields about the 
middle of May; cutting was general about the second week of 
September, and on the smaller farms the crop was secured by the 
end of September, but on the larger holdings wet weather hampered 
harvest work and it was well through October generaUy before the 
crop was in the yard ; a good and plentiful yiM of straw and the 
grain was good, especially where early sown ; yield about 40 bushels 
per acre and weighing from 40 to 42 lb. of fair quality grain. Harvest 
—Cutting commenced second week of September and mostly 
finished about the end of September; although the small farms 
secured their crop about the end of September, the larger holdings 
only got their crop in the yard a month later, work being hamper^ 
by wet weather. Hay —Crop above average in quantity, in fact, 
heaviest for many years, due perhaps to light crops on clean land 
last year, which were reaped very early, affording splendid oppor¬ 
tunity for grasses and clovers to germinate ; a wet July made it very 
dii9&cult to secure the crop, and on some farms it was well through 
August before it was secured ; a record year for quantity, but quality 
was not up to standard owing to heavy rains in July and August; 
the average crop yielded about 2 tons per acre. Meadow Hay — 
Very little grown, and owing to wet July and August, a smaller crop 
than usual. Potatoes —^A fair average crop, but the season being 
very wet, much of the crop was not lifted and stored, and, conse¬ 
quently, a number of diseased tubers was the result; yield about 
tons per €bcre; “Doon Pearl,” a new variety of main crop, was 
tried on some farms with splendid results as to yield and edibility. 
Turnips —Sowing commenced about 20th May, but land in rather 
wet condition ; seeds were all in by the end of May and remainder of 
crop in by 10th Jime; singling commenced first week of July, and 
the early singled were covering drill by middle of July ; finger-and-toe 
was prevalent, and on wet land some rot among roots ; an average 
and plentiful crop. Insects —Owing to cold northerly winds in April 
grub was prevalent. Weeds —Owing to wet season setting in after 
June, weeds were more troublesome than usual. Pastures —Grass 
looked well from 10th May to first week of Juno; a fortnight later 
a wonderful improvement occurred and pastures were very plentiful 
throughout the grazing season ; clover abundant. Live Stock—CeMo 
did well on pastures ; early lambs were fairly numerous ; lambing 
cunong the larger flocks commenced about 10th April in trying weather 
and north-easterly wind and rain, but ewes were in thriving condition 
owing to the fine open winter and lambs were well fostered. Clip of 
TToof—Average. 

Shetland. Wheai —^None grown. Barley —^None grown* Oats — 
Generally the oat crop was above average throughout Shetland; 
.yields approximately 20 to 22 cwt. grain and 38 to 40 cwt. straw; 
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very unfavourable weather during September and October made 
harvesting difSoult and considerable quantities of grain were lost. 
Harvest —Commenced about the usual time. Hay —Crop was better 
than for many years, both as regards yields of ryegrass and clovers ; 
unfortunately, on account of wet weather, it was badly secured. 
Approximately 34 to 37 cwt. per acre. Meadow Hay —^Was slightly 
heavier than last yeewr; 18 cwt. to 1 ton per acre. Potatoes —^The 
potato crop was practically a failure in most districts; the cause 
appeared to be a form of blight; first signs of disease in July; no 
new varieties planted ; yield 2 to 8 tons per acre. Turnips —18 to 
20 tons per acre; similar to the yield last year; the quality was 
fairly good, but rot was prevalent during the winter ; crop brairded 
very well and made good progress right through the growing season ; 
no resowing required. Insects —No extensive damage by insects. 
Weeds —Chcurlock is a bad weed in the oat crop, and often reduces 
the crop considerably; damage no greater than in former yecmai. 
Pastures —splendid year for pasture, and growth above average. 
lAve Stock —Generally did very well. No disease reported ; sheep 
maggot-fly made its appearance this year and caused some damage ; 
liver fluke was general in many districts and sheep had to be treated 
regularly. Clip of Wool —Quality good, and clip about average; 
considerably better than last yeox. 
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THE WEATHER OF SCOTLAND IN 1934. 


By M. T. SPENCE, B.Sc., Edinburgh. 


This report consists of (1) a general description of the weather 
from month to month, and (2) a selection of rainfall returns in 
which each county of Scotl^d is represented by one or more 
stations. It is to be noted that all temperature readings 
referred to are, unless otherwise stated, from the thermometers 
exposed in the regulation “ Stevenson Screen.” 


Jantjaby. 

Until the 26th of the month a succession of depressions 
moving from the Atlantic across, or to the north of, the 
British Isles caused mild, wet, and stormy weather with 
westerly wind reaching gale force at times, but also with 
some bright days. From the 27th to the end of the month 
conditions were anticyclonic. Gales occurred frequently 
during the earlier part of the month, especially in the north. 
The most widespread was that of the 17th, on which day a 
gust of 92 miles per hour was recorded at Butt of Lewis. 

Mean temperature was weU above normal, the 17th being 
unusually mild; 66° P. was reached at Dunbar on that day 
and 55° F. at Stonehaven. The 4th, 6th, and 7th were also 
unusually mUd. The coldest days were the 20th, 26th, 29th, 
and 31st, with minimum temperatures falling to 20° F. at 
Dalwhinnie and 21° F. at Balmoral and Logie Coldstone in 
Aberdeenshire. Groimd frosts were fairly frequent. 

Except on the east coast, rainfall exceeded normal; in 
South-West Scotland several places had half as much again as 
their average. In a small area of Aberdeenshire and Banffshire 
the recorded fall was only about half the normal. The heaviest 
falls in a day occurred generally on the 3rd and 6th ; on the 
former date 3 inches or more fell at several places in Argyll. 
A total fall for the month of as much as 20 inches was recorded 
locally in West Inverness-shire and Perthshire. In contrast 
some places near the east coast had less than an inch for the 
month. 

There was a notable absence of snow, the 26th being the 
only day when it was at all general; snow-lying was confined 
almost entirely to the high groimd. Hail showers were 
infrequent. 
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Local thunderstorms were experienced between the 4th and 
23rd. Anrora was observed on tonr occasions. 

Several bright days and a comparative absence of fog, 
except in industrial districts towards the end of the month, 
gave sunshine aggregates above normal; there were deficiencies, 
however, especially in the extreme north. 


FEsauAET. 

February was a month of abnormally high barometric 
pressure, with generally fine, dry weather. !l^om the'11th 
to the 18th in particuls^, barometer readings were unusually 
high. On the 24th a depression moved from Iceland to 
Norway, colder air fiooded the country in the rear of this 
system, and the northerly winds were accompanied by sleet 
or snow in places, but falls in the South of Scotland were 
slight. Strong winds were not prevalent, but gales were 
experienced in the west and north between the 7th and 
9th. 

Mean temperature was well above the average, due to the 
mild westerly breezes which so frequently prevailed until the 
26th. Unusually mild days were fairly frequent; for example, 
58° F. was registered at Dundee and Aberdeen on the 22nd 
and 57° F. at Crieff on the 3rd, at Cupar on the 6th and 7th, 
at Arbroath on the 11th, at Fort Augustus on the 12th, and 
at Stonehaven and Montrose on the 22nd. The lowest tem¬ 
peratures of the month occurred almost everywhere between 
the 26th and 28th. Ground frosts were fairly frequent; on 
the 28th, temperature on the grass fell to 7° F. at Glenbranter 
in Argyll, and to 11° F. at Auchincruive in Ayrshire. 

February was phenomenally dry, except in the extreme 
north. At -Inohkeith the fall of -01 inch is the lowest ex¬ 
perienced since records began in 1870. At Edinburgh there 
has been no drier February and only one drier month (March 
1781, with -03 inch) since 1770. In South-East Scotland many 
places had only two days with measurable rain. In strong 
contrast to this, rain was measured on every day of the month 
at Baltasound in the Shetland Isles. With the exception of 
a day or two round the 26th there was practically no snow, 
and hail showers were of rare occurrence. 

Fog, mostly in the south-west, was experienced on the 
first three days of the month and again round the 15th. A 
few local thunderstorms were reported in the west and north 
between the 7th and 10th. 

The South and East of Scotland enjoyed sunshine which 
was well above the average in amount; at Stirling and 
Carnoustie the excess was as much as 41 hours. In the 
extreme north sunshine was below average. 
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March. 

This month was characterised by generally unsettled 
weather and was one of the few months of the year when 
conditions were rather cold. From the 1st to the 26th depres¬ 
sions moved from the Atlantic, either across or to the north 
of the British Isles. There were gales at times, with local 
thunderstorms and some falls of snow. For the rest of the 
month conditions were mainly antioyclonic, and \veather was 
bright and generally dry, but with much easterly wind, 
(lales occurred locally during the first six days, but the most 
stormy period was ^m the 11th to the 17th. The highest 
speed recorded in a gust was 90 miles per hour at Butt of 
Lewis on the 6th. 

Mean temperature was a little below average. A warm 
spell occurred aroimd the 24th, when maxima reached 60® F. 
at many places; 64° F. was recorded at Perth and Kirk- 
c^dy. Minima as low as 10° F. at Braemar on the 14th and 
13° F. at Balmoral on the 1st and 14th were recorded. Ground 
frosts were experienced at some places in Scotland on all 
mornings except the 24th and 26th, A grass minimum tem¬ 
perature of 6° F. was recorded at Braemar on the 14th. 

Bainfall was below average in the west and extreme north, 
also in parts of Aberdeenshire, Kincardine, and Angus, but 
in the east it was generally above average. The drought, so 
pronounced in February, generally gave way on 1st March. 
Twice the normal rainf^ for the month was recorded locally 
in Kfeshire. Snow, sleet, and hail showers were of frequent 
occurrence until the 22nd; some heavy fails of snow were 
experienced on the 16th and 17th, Snow lay at Balmoral 
from the 10th to the 24th. 

A thunderstorm over the West of Scotland on the 6th and 
6th was unusually severe in some districts. Fog was in¬ 
frequent, but rather thick in Glasgow on the 23rd. 

Sunshine was above average in the north and below in 
the south ; in the Orkney Islands the excess was as much as 
60 hours. The 27th, 28th, and 29th were very sunny days. 


April. 

With pressure liigh to the north and low to the south, cold 
easterly winds with falls of sleet or snow prevailed for the 
first ten days. For the remainder of the month, with the 
exception of the last few days, which were anticyclonic, low 
pressure centres in the vicinity of the British Isles maintained 
unsettled weather, with generally variable temperature. 

. Gales were frequent between the 4th and 16th, but the latter 
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hidf of the month was relatively quiet. A wind speed of 81 
miles per hour in a gust was recorded at Lerwick on the 16th. 

Api^, like March, was exceptional for 1934, in that mean 
temperature was decidedly below normal. The coldest period 
was from the 4th to the 7th ; there were, however, compara¬ 
tively warm periods from the 14th to the 17th and on the 
30th. A maximum temperature of 66** F. was reached at 
Kelso on the 15th and 66** F. at Gordon Castle, Kirkcaldy, 
and Edinburgh on the 30th. The lowest temperatures were 
22** F. at Kilmarnock on the 4th and at Wolfelee on the 6th. 
Ground frosts were frequent; the thermometer on the grass 
fell to 12** F. at Auchinomive on the morning of the 6th. 

The month was wet, except locally in Central Scotland. 
Inverness, Aberdeen, and Montrose had falls three times the 
normal for the month. Some very wet days were experienced 
between the 7th and 14th. A fall of no less than 3*44 inches 
occurred at Achfary in Sutherland on the 7th; on the same 
day 2*27 inches was measured at Wick. Flooding was wide¬ 
spread in the counties of Aberdeen, Kincardine, and Angus 
round the 12th. Some heavy falls of snow or sleet were 
reported between the 5th and 12th. 

Sunshine was almost everywhere below normal. The 27th 
and 30th were bright days, with duration records of twelve 
hours or more at many places. 


Mat. 

May was a month of varied pressure distribution, the 
antioyclonio periods being the first three days, the 10th and 
11th, and from the 22nd to the end of the month. A period 
of cold northerly winds, with occasional sleet or snow showers, 
occurred from' the 12th to the 18th. Gales were widespread 
on the 6th and 21st. 

Mean temi)erature was about normal. The warmest days 
were the 10th, 11th, and 31st, and the coldest nights the 
3rd, 16th, 17th, and 18th. Maxima as high as 76** F. at 
Montrose and 74** F. at Arbroath were reooided on the 10th. 
Minima as low as 27** F. at Braemar and 28** F. at Dalwhinnie 
and Balmoral were experienced on the 3rd. Ground frosts 
were widespread from the 2nd to the 6tb, the 13th to 19th, 
and the 23rd to 26th. 

Bainfall was deficient in the east and south-east, but in 
excess of normal in the west and south-west. Edinbilrgh had 
only 60 per cent of normal, but Colmonell in Ayrshiro had 
over 170 per cent of average. On the 15th rain was particu¬ 
larly heavy in East Scotland. Snow or sleet fell at times over 
the greater part of the country from the 12th to the 18th, 
and hail showers between the 14th and 18th.

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There were local thunderstorms on the 3rd, 6th, 12th to 
14th, 18th, and 23rd. Local fogs were reported on ten different 
days. 

Sunshine was less than average, except in the Shetlands 
and in eastern counties south of Aberdeen. 


June. 

Conditions were antioyclonic, with fine dry weather for 
the first twelve days and the last three days. During the 
rest of the month a series of low-pressure systems, travelling 
eastwards from the Atlantic, gave rise to unsettled weather, 
with some heavy falls of rain. There was an absence of gales. 

Mean temperature exceeded normal. The warmest periods 
were round the llth, the 16th, and on the 29th and 30th; 
the coldest from the 19th to the 24th. Among the extremes 
were 81° P. at Euthwell and 80° P. at Glenbranter and Paisley 
on the llth, 28° F. at Dalwhinnie on the 23rd, and 31° P. at 
Balmoral on the 24th. Extreme grass minima were 24° P. 
at Dalwhinnie on the 23rd and 26° F. at Arbroath on the 13th. 

Bainfall was most deficient in Central Scotland, with only 
about hsdf the normal fall. In South-East Scotland there was 
an excess; Edinburgh had 123 per cent of normal, but the 
greater part of the month’s total in this district fell on the two 
days 2l8t and 22nd June. Local hail showers were reported 
on the 8th, 13th, 21st, and 27th. 

There was much local coast fog. Thick fog was reported 
at Wick on the 7th, 8th, and 10th, and at Inchkeith on the 
1st, llth, 13th, and 29th. Local thunderstorms occurred on 
eleven days. 

Sunshine was below average in the south and above average 
in the north. Stornoway enjoyed an excess of sunshine 
averaging two hours a day. 


July. 

Pressure was high for the first eleven days, and weather 
dry, very warm and simny except in the extreme north. 
For the rest of the month conditions were thundery but 
rather warm. There was an absence of strong winds, though 
a g{de was recorded at Lerwick on the Ist. 

Mean temperature exceeded normal considerably. The 
first eleven days were exceptionally warm, and some notably 
high maxima were recorded—^namely, 88° P. at Perth and 86° F. 
at Eettins, Crieff, and Paisley on the 9th; 88° P. at Kil - 
mamock and 87° P. at Euthwell on the llth. There was a 
complete absence of ground frost. 
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Little or no rain fell during the first eleven days; there¬ 
after rain of thunderstorm type ocourred almost daily. The 
wettest periods were the 13th to 17th and 2lBt to 22nd. 
On the 22nd 2*40 inches fell at Borgie in Sutherland and 
2-37 inches at Beay in Caithness. Taking the month as a 
whole, rainfall did not differ greatly from average. 

Thunderstorms occurred frequently. The most widespread 
were those of the 12th, 13th, and 17th to 18th. 

Sunshine was m excess of normal and considerably so in 
South Scotland. The month’s total at Paisley was higher 
than any previous total in July since records commenced 
there in 1886. 


August. 

August was an unsettled month, with low-pressure systems 
predominating. The finest periods were between the 14th 
and 18th and the 24th to 26th. A gale on the 2l8t affected 
southern districts mostly, and one on the 28th western and 
northern districts. 

Temperature was about normal for the month, but there 
was an absence of really warm days, the highest temperatures 
being 73° P. at Forres on the 4th and 26th. The 31st was a 
cold day, and freezing point was recorded by the thermometers 
at Balmoral and Braemar ; a ground frost was experienced on 
this date locally in Fife and Argyll, as well as on the higher 
ground in Central Scotland. 

Generally rainfall did not differ greatly from normal. 
Much of the rain was of a thunderstorm type. Some exception¬ 
ally heavy rain accompanied a thunderstorm in Southern 
Scotland on the 2nd ; flooding occurred on this day at Girvan 
in Ayrshire, where a measurement of 3 ’80 inches was made. 

Thunderstorms were of fairly frequent occurrence; that of 
the 2nd was perhaps the most severe. Other storms which 
affected wide areas were those of the 20th, 30th, and 31st. 

Eastern districts enjoyed good sunshine records, but in the 
west the month was dull. 


8EPTE1IBES. 

Pressure was low to the north-west throughout practically 
the whole month; consequently winds were southerly, with 
much rain in the west. There were gtdes, but none outstanding 
in severity. 

Mean temperature exceeded normal considerably. Mavima. 
were unusually high for the time of year between the 12th and 
16th, reaching 79° F. at Ayr and Auchincruive and 78° F. 
at Troon, Fort William, and Forres. The 28th and 29th were 
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also wann days. Minima slightly below freezing point were 
recorded at Dalwhinnie, West Linton and Braemar on the 
2nd, and on the same day temperatnre on the grass fell to 
26® P, at Dalwhinnie and Braemar. 

Belative to the average, the month’s rainfall showed nn- 
usnally wide variations. IN^orth-East Scotland had much less 
than normal, and many parts of West Scotland much more 
than average. Totals for the month ranged from 17-14 inches 
at Elinlochquoich in Inverness-shire to 0-98 inches at Forres. 
A day’s fall of 3-16 inches was recorded at Ardnadam in 
Argyll on the 26th. Hail was comparatively infrequent. 

Fog was widespread on the 13th and 14th. A thunderstorm 
occurred over most of the country on the 15th and was 
severe locally. A thunderstorm on the 8th was severe in 
North Scotland. 

Except locally in the west, sunshine was above normal. 
At Gordon Castle the excess averaged nearly two homs a day. 


OOTOBEB. 

Weather in October was generally unsettled, but during 
most of the month mild. With low-pressure centres to the 
east there were colder periods, however, from the 14th to the 
16th and during the last three days of the month; at the 
end of the month wintry weather was established. Gales 
were comparatively frequent, that of the 22nd being wide¬ 
spread and severe. 

October was the sixth consecutive month with temperature 
above normal. The 6th to the 12th and the 20th were the 
warmest days. The highest maximum was 68° F. at Aberdeen 
on the 20th—^a record for the second ten-day period in October. 
The lowest temperatures were on the last day of the month, 
22° F. at Dalwhinnie and Glenbranter (in Argyll) and 24° F. 
at Auchincruive. The lowest grass temperatures were 12° F. 
at Glenbranter and 16° F. at Auchincruive on the 15th. 

At several places in the west and north rain fell on every 
day of the month, and totals were in excess of normal except 
locally in Aberdeenshire and East Lothian. At Kinloohquoioh 
iu Inverness-shire the month’s total fall was no less than 
23-94 inches. The heaviest day’s faU was 2-37 inches at 
Glencroe in Argyll on the 26th. Considerable flooding occurred 
in Dumbartonshire, Argyll, and Stirlingshire round the 26th. 

There was snow at the end of the month, and the countiy 
was well covered on the 31st. Hail showers were widespread 
on the 14th, 16th, and from the 26th to 28th. Thunderstorms 
were experienced over South and East Scotland on the 3rd 
and 4th, over West Scotland on the 26th, and locally in the 
south and extreme north on the 27th. 
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Between Aberdeen and the Forth and in the Orkneys and 
Shetlands sunshine was in excess of normal, but elsewhere 
below. At Oban the month’s total was 40 hours less than 
average. 


November. 

Bather cold and comparatively dry weather prevailed for 
the first thirteen days, pressure being low to the north-east 
at first and then low to the south. From the 14th to the 
18th conditions were anticyclonic. For the rest of the month 
pressure was low to the north and west and weather mild, 
but without much heavy rain. There was comparatively 
little wind, though gales were experienced in the extreme 
north towards the end of the month. 

For the seventh consecutive month temperature exceeded 
normal, but the departure was small; the excess was chiefly 
attributable to the unusually mild weather at the end of the 
month. Some high temperatures for the time of year were 
recorded between the 22nd and 27th, 68° F. at Gordon Castle, 
67° F. at Naim, Forres, Wick, and Aberdeen. Among the 
lowest temperatures were 16° F. at Dalwhinnie and Braemar 
and 17° F. at Balmoral on the 8th, and West Linton on the 
3rd. Groimd frosts were experienced everywhere on the first 
nine nights, and at most places between the 12th and 16th. 
A grass minimum temperature as low as 7° F. was recorded 
at Dalwhinnie on the 8th. 

The month was imusually dry except in South-East Scotland. 
Perthshire experienced the driest November on record : the 
month’s total at Pitlochry was only -08 inches. In Dum¬ 
friesshire, too, the month was exceptionally dry. Hail was 
infrequent. Intermittent snow fell in the first nine days, but 
afterwards little or no snow was experienced. No thunder¬ 
storm was reported. 

Fog was rather frequent early in the month in inland 
districts ; it was continuous at Benfrew from the 12th to 
the 16th. 

Sunshine did not differ much from normal. 


December. 

Pressure was low to the west of the British Isles practically 
throughout the mouth. This pressure distribution gave 
southerly winds with mild unsettled weather. Gales were 
reported on 20 days. The gale of the 26th was of considerable 
severity, and caused structural damage in various parts of the 
country. 

December was phenomenally mild, being the eighth con- 
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seoutive month with temperature above normal. At Aberdeen, 
Glasgow, and in the Orkneys no milder December has been 
experienced since at least 1871. A maximum temperature as 
high as 57° P. was recorded at Gordon Castle on the 2nd, at 
Achnashellach in Boss-shire on the 8th, and at Naim on the 
9th. Mean temperature for the month at Wick was only 
0-6° P. below the normal for May. Screen minima rarely fcU 
below freezing point. 

Eainfall was below normal in the north and above normal 
in the south. In the extreme north-west the fall totalled less 
than half the average, but in the extreme south-west nearly 
double the average was measured. The heaviest fall in a day 
was 3*10 inches at Meggemie Castle in Perthshire on the 8th. 
There was a notable absence of snow, falls being confined to a 
few local sleet or snow showers on the 25th and 26th. 

A thunderstorm was experienced over the Grampians and 
locally over the Pirth of Clyde on the 8th. Hail was rather 
widespread on the 25th and 26th; there were local falls on 
five other days. 

Pog was reported from inland districts on 19 days; on 
the 2l8t fog was thick in Paisley, Dunfermline, and Stirling. 

Sunshine was almost everywhere below normal, the greatest 
deficiency being in the south. 


General Notes. 

Perhaps the most notable features of the weather of the 
year 1934 were (1) the warmth of the year as a whole, and 
especiaUy of the months Pebruary, July, and December; 

(2) the exceptional dryness in February and November; 

(3) the relative absence of snow in the winter months January, 
February, November, and December ; (4) the frequent occur¬ 
rence of gales and strong winds, particularly in North Scotland.

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GENERAL SHOW AT GLASGOW, 1934. 

The Society’s One hundred and third Show was held at 
Glasgow on Tuesday, 19th June, and three following days. 
It was the sixteenth Show to he held in the Glasgow Show 
Division, fourteen of these having been held in the City of 
Glasgow, one at Ayr, and one at Paisley. 

An excellent site for the Show was provided by the''Cor¬ 
poration of Glasgow at Bellahouston Park, where the Show 
was held in 1926. It was ample in extent and convenient of 
access from the City, while the space available allowed of an 
attractive arrangement of the Show buildings. In addition 
to the site, the Corporation granted a free supply of water, 
free Police supervision, and gave a donation of 500 guineas 
to the Show Funds. In various other ways they co-operated 
wholeheartedly with the Society in their efforts to further the 
success of the Show. 

There was an extremely satisfactory entry of Live Stock, 
Cattle entries showing a decided increase over Dundee, and 
also over the Glasgow Show of 1926. Implements, Machinery, 
and General Exhibits also secured a notable entry, the total 
space applied for being considerably in excess of that usually 
occupied by these exhibits. 

The Horticultural Section also was on a larger scale than 
formerly, aU the leading Exhibitors having taken Stands, and 
this department provided a pleasant and attractive feature of 
the Show. 

On the Wednesday and Thursday evenings additional 
attractions were provided by a Pull Dross Musical Eide and 
Trick Biding Display by the Eoyal Scots Greys, in addition 
to the usual Jumping Competition and a Demonstration of 
Sheep-Dog working. These events were followed with 
tremendous interest, and the Grand Stand and other accom¬ 
modation around the Parade Bing was taxed beyond its 
capacity. 

The weather, which was good during the first three days 
of the Show, imfortunately broke down completely on the 
Friday, when wind and rain continued throughout the day. 
The attendance on that day was, in consequence, practically 
negligible. The total number of visitors who paid for admission 
during the four days was 79,113. This compares with 71,636 
at Glasgow in 1926, and 96,340 at Dundee in 1933. It appears 
reasonable to suppose that, had the weather continued fine 
on the fourth day of the Show, the remarkable attendance at 
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Dundee would have been exceeded. Under aU the circum¬ 
stances, the Directors are gratified to be able to report that 
the Accounts of the Show show a profit of £3634.

A satisfactory feature of the Show was’^the increased niunber 
of entries in the Cattle Section, The total of 507 has been 
exceeded on very few occasions, and was 64 in excess of the 
entry at Dundee in the preceding year. 

Shorthorns, with an entry of 73, gave one of the best displays 
seen in recent years. It is worthy of record that the Bapton 
Shorthorn Co., Ltd., Bapton Manor, Wanniuster, who were 
exhibiting at the Society’s Show for the first time, not only 
succeeded in obtaining several first prizes, but were also the 
exhibitors of the Champion Animal. This was a home-bred 
two-year-old red buU, “Bapton Eoyal Eobin,” 253,311 
(Fig. 43). An excellent specimen of the breed, he was sired 
by “ Cakossie Eingleader,” 235,690, his dam being “ Bapton 
Princess Eoyal 9th,’’ 106,147. With the President’s Champion 
Medal “ Bapton Eoyal Eobin ” also secured the Duthie 
Perpetual Challenge Cup and the Shorthorn Society’s Special 
Prize of £20 for best male animal. The Eeserve for Chsipapion- 
ship Honours, “Cruggleton Beverley,’’ 266,691, another fine 
two-year-old bull, was bred and exhibited by Mr Albert 
James Marshall, Bridgebank, Stranraer. With this bull and 
two females Mr Marshall became the first winner of a new 
Silver Challenge Cup presented by Mr W. M’Nair Snadden of 
The Coldoch, Blair Drummond, Another trophy offered for 
the first time was a new Emilio E. Carsares, Jun., Junior 
Memorial Champion Cup, given by Messrs J. Baird & Co. 
(Falkirk), Ltd., Bantaskin, Falkirk, to take the place of the 
original Cup, won outright by them in the previous year. 
Offered on the same conditions as before—^namely, for best 
yearling bull which had passed the Tuberculin Test, it is 
interesting to note that the donors became the first winners 
of the Cup with “ Aldie Air Eace,” 261,320, a dark roan bull 
bred by Mr Finlay MacGiUivray, Aldie, Tain. Mr Charles A. 
Linzee-Gordon, Cluny Castle, Sauchen, was awarded the 
Shorthorn Society’s Special Prize of £20 for best female, 
the winning animal being “ Cluny Augusta 29th,’’ 126,703, 
a dark roan four-year-old cow bred by the late Lady 
Cathcart. 

Despite the fact that the entries of Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
were 40 less than the remarkable total of 113 at Dundee 
Show, the breed was well represented, especially in the fenude 
classes, and the high quality of recent years was fully main¬ 
tained. The President’s Champion Medal, the Aberdeen- 
Angus Cattle Society’s Champion Gold Medal, and the Falconer 
L. Wallace Silver Gup for best femsde were awarded to “ Julie 
Erica,” 100,146 (Fig. 44). A worthy winner, this outstanding 
two-year-old heifer was exhibited and bred by Mr J. E. Kerr 
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of HamestouQ, Dollar, her sire being “ Jubal Erie,” 74,413, 
and dam, “ Jnlla Erica,” 87,335. The runner-up for Champion¬ 
ship honours and winner of the Ballindallooh Cup for best 
cow was “Empress Elegy of Bleaton,” 91,063, a splendid 
home-bred animal, five years old, belonging to Messrs Marshall 
& Mitchell, Bleaton, Blairgowrie. Colonel Norman Kennedy, 
D.S.O., Doonholm, Ayr, secured the Ballindalloch Cup for 
best bun and the Silver Challenge Cup given by Senor Eduardo 
Estanguet, Argentina, with “ Eoko of Dunira,” 81,477, a 
fine two-year-old bull bred by Mr W. Gilchrist Macbeth, 
Dunira, Comrio. With his Champion heifer and two other 
animals Mr J. E. Kerr also won the Silver Cup presented 
by Mr W. Gilchrist Macbeth for best group of Aberdeen- 
.^gus Cattle. 

Galloways showed a welcome increase in numbers, the 
classes for yearling bulls and two-year-old and yearling 
heifers being particularly well filled. The Champion animal 
was foimd in “ Ewanston Fashion,” 31,417 (Kg. 45), a seven- 
year-old cow exhibiting true breed character. The property 
of Mr Arthur B. Duncan, Gilchristland, Closebum, Dumfries, 
and bred by Mr James Gilchrist, Ewanston, Balmaclellan, 
she was sired by “ Grange Aide-de-Camp,” 14,368, and out 
of “ Fashion of Ewanston,” 26,969. The Edinburgh Corpora¬ 
tion Perpetual Gold Challenge Cup, offered at this Show for 
best^Galloway animal, and the Dr Gfilespie Memorial Challenge 
Trophy, were also awarded to this cow. The Deserve Champion 
animal was “ Boseleaf 3rd of Kirkland,” 35,130, a two-year-old 
heifer bred and entered by Mr Francis N. M. Gourlay, Kirkton, 
Tynron, Dumfriesshire. The Galloway Cattle Society’s 
Silver Challenge Cup for best animal of the sex opposite to 
that of the winner of the Gillespie Trophy went to Mr Walter 
Biggar, Grange Farm, Dalbeattie, for a two-year-old bull of 
his own breefing, “ Grange Marquis,” 18,496. 

Belted Galloways showed improvement both in regard to 
numbers and quality. The President’s Champion Medal and 
the Knockbrex Challenge Cup were won by The Marquis of 
Bute, K.T., Craigeach, Kirkcowan. The winning animal was 
“Mochrum Confidence of Craigeach,” 1420 B. (Fig, 46), a 
grand home-bred seven-year-old cow got by “ Boreland 
Pharoh,” 90B., out of “Mochrum Emma of Craigeach,” 
387 B. The animal placed next in order of merit, and winner 
of the Ian Hamilton Silver Challenge Cup, was “ Gartmore 
Charles,” 701 B., a massive seven-year-old buU, the property 
of Mr J. Faed Sproat, Boreland of Anwoth, Gatehouse, and 
bred by Sir August Cayzer, Bt., Gartmore. 

HighJaud Cattle were exceptionally good—one of the best 
exhibits seen for many years. Entries numbered 62—an 
increase of 15 over that of the previous Show, The Champion 
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animal came from the yearling bull class, this being “ An 
Qille Snasar of Killnndine,” 3743 (Fig. 47). Bred and owned 
by Mrs Lees-Milne of Eillundine, Drimnin, Oban, this compact 
brindled bull, whose sire was “ An Gille Siobhalt,” 3520, and 
dam, “ Biabhach MhoUach III.,” 10,076, also gained the 
Dundee Citizens’ Perpetual Silver Challenge Cup, offered for 
best Highland animal, and the Highland Cattle Society’s 
Perpetual Victory Challenge Cup for best bull. The Breed 
Society’s corresponding Cup for best female was awarded to 
the numer-up for Championship honours, “Annag Buadh of 
Bochastle,” an eight-year-old cow exhibited by Mr Francis 
W. Walker, Leys Castle, Inverness. 

The most outstanding display in the Cattle Section was 
that provided by the Ayrshires. Barely has there been on 
view such a comprehensive and picturesque show of Scotland’s 
native breed of dairy cattle. Each of the nine classes were 
well filled, the entries reaching the gratifying total of 95, with 
few absentees. Out of this large number the eleven-year-old 
“ Meikle Kilmory Bosary,” 91,252 (Fig. 48), scored a notable 
success by winning the Championship for the third year in 
succession. A grand t3rpe of milk cow, shown in perfect con¬ 
dition, she was sired by “ Carston General Haig,” 20,783, 
her dam being “Meikle Kilmory Bosie 6th,” 49,112. In 
addition to the President’s Champion Medal she obtained for 
her owner, Mr James M'AJister, Meikle Kilmory, Bothesay, 
the Paisley Perpetual Gold Challenge Cup and the Special 
Prize of £10 given by the Ayrshire Cattle Herd-Book Society 
for best female. The Beserve Champion animal and winner 
of the Cowhill Challenge Cup—^for which “ Meikle Kilmory 
Bosary ” was not eligible to comx>ete, having won it on a 
previous occasion—^was “ Howie’s Iris 2nd,” 44,133, a beauti¬ 
ful three-year-old heifer bred by and the property of Messrs 
James Howie & Sons, Muirside, Dumfries. The Ayrshire 
Cattle Herd-Book Society’s Special Prize of £10 for best male 
animal was awarded to Mr Bobert Semple, Netherton, Dal- 
rymple, for his four-year-old bull, “ Lessnessock Double Cream,” 
31,430, bred by Mr A. W. Montgomerie, Westbum Farm, 
Cambuslang. 

There was also an increased entry of British Friesians, 
and the aU-roimd quality of the animals forward was a credit 
to the breed. The President’s Champion Medal, the Fife and 
Kinross Perpetual Gold Challenge Cup, the MaoBobert Cfliam- 
pion Silver BeU, and the Breed Society’s Special Prize of £6 
for best female, were won by Mr T. E. Gladstone, Margery 
Flatts, Lanchester, Co. Durham, with “Dignit Diagram,” 
136,914 (Fig. 49). An exceptionally well-develoi)ed five-year- 
old cow, she was bred by exhibitor, her sire being “ Westonhall 
Johan 3rd,” 33,625, and dam, “ Westonhall Diadem 2nd,” 
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88,662. In addition to the above awards Mr Gladstone won 
the British Friesian Cattle Society’s Silver Challenge Cup 
for best group of three animals. Mr Malcolm M’llohere, 
Cartsido Farm, Thomtonhall, was the breeder and exhibitor 
of the Eeserve to the Champion, this being the noted five-year- 
old bull, “ Kintyre Thom,” 36,047, which was shown as 
‘ Extra Stock,’ and which also won the Breed Society’s Special 
Prize of £6 for best male. 

In the Bed Poll Cattle Section the Society was honoured 
by having at the Show three exhibits entered by His Majesty 
the King, one of which secured the President’s Champion 
Medal and the Kinmount Challenge Cup for best female.- 
This was “ Necton Daffodil,” 32,960 (Fig. 60), an excellent 
type of Bed PoU cow. Ten years old, she was bred by 
Mr E. Harvey Mason, Necton Hall, Swaffham, her sire being 
“ Marham Armistice,” 11,410, and dam, “ Necton Dolores,” 
26,401. The next best animal was “ Isle of Arran Eocket,” 
16,460, a two-year-old bull, bred and owned by the Duchess 
of Montrose, Brodick, Isle of Arran. 

There was a fair entry of Pat Cattle. Mr Arthur B. Duncan 
scored another success by winning the President’s Champion 
Medal with “ Ginger ” (Fig. 61), a two-year-old pure-bred 
Galloway bullock of his own breeding, sired by “ Emperor of 
Holmondis,” 16,460, out of “ Wells Euby Princess,” 31,772. 

Cows entered for the Special Prizes for animals from Grade 
A.(T.T.) or Certified Herds were judged on the second day of 
the Show. First Prize was secured by Mr A. W. Montgomerie, 
Westbum Farm, Cambuslang, with his seven-year-old Ayrshire 
cow, ” Balman^n Nannie 6th,” 14,260, bred by Mr W. P. 
Gilraour, Balmangan, Kirkcudbright. 


Horses. 

As at Dundee in 1933, Horses were disappointing in regard 
to numbers. The total entry of 287 was over 60 less than 
that of the previous Show held in Glasgow in 1926. 

Clydesdales, while slightly more numerous than in recent 
years, did not reach the figure expected in a district famed 
for the breeding of Clydesdale horses. Aged stallions were 
poorly represented, but the three classes for colts were fairly 
well filled. The premier honour in this section was obtained 
by Messrs T. & M. Templeton, Sandyknowe, Kelso, with 
“ Watchword,” 22,366 (Pig. 62), a weighty two-year-old dark 
roan colt, shown in splendid condition. Home-bred, he was 
got by the famous “Benefactor,” 20,867, out of “Eva,” 
67,361. This colt also gained the Cawdor Challenge Cup for 
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best Clydesdale stallion or colt. The runner-up to the Cham¬ 
pion was “ Woodbank Baron,” 22,205, a three-year-old colt 
exhibited by Mr Allan Clark, Woodbank, Windygates, Fife, 
and bred by Mr J. E. Kerr of Harviestoun, Dollar. 

Although the four classes for Clydesdale Geldings were 
only moderately supported with entries, there was nothing 
lacking in the quality of the animals forward at the Show. 
The winner of the President’s Champion Medal and the 
Meiklem Gold Challenge Cup was “ Colin ” (Pig. 63), a fine 
type of heavy cart horse exMbited by the Cleansing Depart¬ 
ment of the Corporation of Glasgow. Born in 1930, he was 
bred by Messrs Eeid, The Blair, Old Meldrum, his sire being 
“Tolq^on Chief.” The Eeserve Champion animal was the 
tliree-year-old “Preston Willie,” another very good gelding 
entered by Mr William Young, West Preston, Preston Mill, 
Dumfries, and bred by Mr John L. Prudham, White Field, 
Heads Nook, Carlisle. 

Clydesdale Mares and Fillies numbered 63, out of which 
total 31 were entered in the two-year-old and yearling filly 
classes. The supreme Champion and winner of the Eenfrew- 
shire Perpetual Gold Challenge Cup was “ Lane Lucky Girl ” 
(Pig. 64), a handsome five-year-old brown mare, bred by and 
the property of Mr George M. Beck, The Lane, Eavenstonedale, 
Westmorland. This mare, which was Eeserve Champion at 
Dundee in 1933 and at Inverness in 1932, was sired by “ Bene¬ 
factor,” 20,867, out of “ Craigie Beauty,” 66,012. The Cawdor 
Challenge Cup for females, for which “ Lane Lucky Girl ” was 
not eligible, having won it at Inverness in 1932, went to the 
next best animal in this Section. This was “ Charm o’ Borgue,” 
a nice-moving four-year-old grey roan mare belonging to 
Lord Dalziel, p.C., Borgue House, Kirkcudbright, her breeder 
being Mr Henry Murdoch, Balgreen, HoUybush, Ayr. The 
William Taylor Memorial Prize of £10 and Certificate offered 
to the breeder of the best filly in the two-year-old and yearling 
classes was secured by Mr George Argo, Petty, Pyvie, as 
breeder of the first prize yearling filly exhibited by Messrs 
T. & M. Templeton. 

Himters numerically were less than the previous year, but 
the quality of the exhibits was satisfactory. Mrs E. H. T. 
Parsons, Fordbank, Milhken Park, had the distinction of 
exhibiting both the Champion and Eeserve Champion animals. 
Both were geldings, the former being “ Friar’s Balsam ” 
(Pig. 66), five years old, sired by “ Friar,” and bred by Mrs 
Turner, Quarrels Farm, Taunton, Somerset. The latter was 
“Peregrine,” a home-bred two-year-old, sired by “Perios¬ 
teum,” out of “ Eose Isle,” 7446. With the President’s 
Champion Medal “ Friar’s Balsam ” also won the Dumfries 
Centenary Silver Challenge Cup for best hunter. The Hunter’s 
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Improyement, &o., Society’s Champion Ciold Medal for best 
hunter filly was awarded to Mr J. Steel, Kirkwood, Lockerbie, 
for “ Speedway,” a yearling fiUy of his own breeding. 

With a sma^ entry of 24 in the six classes, ffighland and 
Western Island Ponies gave a moderate display. ” Marina of 
Deroulioh ” (Pig. 66), a lovely two-year-old dark grey filly, 
secured for her owner, Mrs Gertrude C. Honeyman, Deroulioh, 
Strathtay, the President’s Champion Medal and the Highland 
Pony Society’s Special Prize of £8 for best female animid. 
Home-bred, this filly was sired by “ Thor II.,” 1064, her dam 
being “ Moira,” 6090. The animal placed next in order of 
merit was also an exhibit in the female classes. This was 
“ Muran,” 6227, a seven-year-old dun mare shown and bred 
by Mr George Mundell, Kingledores, Broughton. Mr W. 
Gilchrist Macbeth, Dunira, Comrie, with “Creag Liath,” 
1821, a grey two-year-old colt, secured the EQghland Pony 
Society’s Special Prize of £8 for best male animal and the 
National Pony Society’s Prize of £6 for best colt. The National 
Pony Society’s corresponding prize for best stallion went to 
“ Neil Gow,” 1662, a dark dun nine-year-old stallion, the 
property of Mr Thomas Wooley, Commercial Hotel, Bonar 
Bridge. 

Shetland Ponies were again short in numbers, but as usual 
they were a source of great attraction in the Parade Bmg. 
Mr William Mimgall of Transy, Dunfermline, was the most 
successful exhibitor in this section. In addition to winning 
the Championship and several 'first prizes, he gained the 
Special Prize of £10 given by the Breed Society for best 
group of Shetland Ponies consisting of one male and two 
females. The winner of the President’s Champion Medal 
was ” Helsa of Transy,” 4661 (Fig. 57), a beautiful home-bred 
eight-year-old black mare sired by “ Pole Star,” 884, out of 
“ Hel^ of Transy,” 4088. The Deserve to the Champion, 
“ Athos of Dunira,” 1286, a four-year-old stallion belonging 
to Mr W. Gilchrist Macbeth, Dunira, Comrie, was awarded 
the Shetland Pony Society’s Silver Medal for the best animal 
of the sex opposite to that of the winner of the President’s 
Medal. 

The two Saddle Classes proved to be very popular, these 
attracting a very satisfactory entry of 20 mares and geldings. 

Hackneys in Harness numbered 13. As in the case of 
Hunters, both the Champion and Beserve Champion horses' 
were the property of the same exhibitor. This notable success 
was attained by Messrs B. & J. Hamilton, 410 Butherglen 
Boad, Glasgow. The premier honour, for the second year 
in succession, was won by the famous “ Glenavon Glory,” 
G. 223 (Pig. 68), a stylish aged bay gelding sired by “ Iona,” 
12,869, and bred by Mr Enoch Glen, Eaim Park, Bathgate. 
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The Beserve animal, “ Biquette,” a dark chestnut mare bom 
in 1922, was bred by another Scottish breeder, Mr William 
S. Miller, Balmanno Castle, Bridge of Bam. 

In addition to a class for Draught Geldings in Harness, 
there was included a class for Horses in Harness shown in 
Van or Light Lorry. Both classes were well supported with 
entries. These were exhibited and judged on the last day of 
the Show, and it was unfortunate that the interest in these 
classes was somewhat marred by the inclement weather which 
prevailed throughout the day. 

Another feature of the Horse Section was a comprehensive 
exhibit of horses belonging to the Corporation of Glasgow. 
The judging and parade of these horses, which took place on 
the Thursday, provided a most interesting and impressive 
spectacle. 

There was an increase of entries in the Jumping Competitions, 
which as usual were of considerable interest. 


Sheep, Pigs, &o. 

Sheep were slightly less in numbers than at Dundee Show 
of the previous year. The quality of the various breeds was, 
however, fully maintained. There was a total entry of 27 
Goats with 7 entries in the Milking Competitions. Pigs were 
more numerous, especially in the Large White Section. The 
Dundee Citizens’ Perpetual Silver Challenge Cup, offered 
permanently for best Large White Pig, was again secured by 
Mr John B. B. Cowper, Gogar House, Corstorphine. The 
winners of the President’s Champion Medals for sheep, goats, 
and pigs are shown in Pigs. 59 to 69. 

The sections provided for Poultry, Bggs, Dairy Produce, 
Honey, and Eural Industries were fidly supported with 
entries, and the standard of quality of the various exhibits 
was well above the average. Babbits were again disappointing, 
the 19 classes attracting a very small entry of 85. 

In the Horticultural Section, which continues to expand, 
there were many excellent and beautiful exhibits of flowers, 
&c., which, combined with picturesque rock gardens, afforded a 
most pleasing and instructive sight for the many visitors to 
the Show. 

There was a falling off in the number of competitors in the 
Horse-Shoeing and Shoe-Making Competitions, but it was 
thought that this was largely due to the fact that the horses 
shod on this occasion were town horses. The work of the com¬ 
petitors, however, was of high merit. 

As at Dundee the Live Stock Judging Comi>etition took 
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place on the Wednesday, the second day of the Show. The 
popularity of this competition is reflect^ in the number of 
entries received, which reached the record figure of 171. 

The Buttermaking Competitions extended throughout the 
four days, and the competitors were to be commended upon 
the excellence of their work.

The late Marquess of Aberdeen and Temair, 

Before proceeding with the business of the Meeting, the Chairman referred, 
with deep regret, to the death of The Marquess of Aberdeen and Temair. Lorcl 
Aberdeen, he said, joined the Society in 1868, so that he was one of its oldest 
Members. Throuchout his life, ho took a keen interest in the affairs of the Society, 
having occupied the office of Vice-President on three occasions, in 1876, 1886, and 
1920, and President on two occasions, in 1902 and 1928. It would be within the 
recollection of the members of the Board that the great interest evinced by the 
late Lord Aberdeen and Lady Aberdeen in the Show of 1928 contributed largely to 
the success of that Meeting. Lord Aberdeen owned extensive estates in Aberdeen¬ 
shire and was esteemed as a considerate and ideal Landlord. Tliroughout his life 
he filled many distinguished offices, and his death marked the passing of a great 
Scotsman who ffid credit to his native country, both at home and abroad.

The Chairman said it was also with very deep regret that he had to refer to the 
death of a former well-known member of that Board, Mr William T. Malcolm, 
for maiw years of Dunmore Home Farm, Larbert, and latterly of Whittingehame 
Mains, Prestonkirk. Mr Malcolm, he said, was for over fifty years a member of 
the Society, and for a period of over twenty years a Director, having served in 
the latter capacity from 1894 to 1916, with the exception of one j^r—1906. 
He took a prominent part in the work of the Society, and was especially active 
in connection with the organisation of the Annual Show, at which he acted as

Steward of Fora^ continuously from 1902 to 1914. It was only right to say that, 
in reorganising the Forage Department at the Show, he rendered a notable service 
to the Society. Mr Malcolm was a successful breeder and exhibitor of Shorthorn 
Cattle, and of Clydesdale Horses, and as a Judge erf these his services were frequently 
in demand. Besides the prominent part which he filled in Agricultural afiairs, he 
gave freely of his time and services in the discharge of public duties.

Royal Society of Edinburgh. —^Inviting the attendance of a representative at 
a Reception on 7th May in connection with the completion of the 150th year of 
that Society. The President, the Earl of Home, K.T., indicated his willingness 
to represent the Society at tho function. 


Glasgow Show, 1934. 

Catering. —A Minute of Meeting of Catering Committee, dated 4th April, was 
submitted and approved. 

The Minute recommended that the Unlicensed Catering Stand be placed in 
ihe hands of Mr J. R. Ingram, Dundee. 

Horticultural Section. —On the recommendation of a Shows Sub-Committee, it 
was agreed to accept an estimate from Messrs Mackenzie & Moncur, Ltd., for tables 
for the Horticultural Section. 

Tomato Com/petition. —On a request from the Department of Agriculture for 
Scotland, it was agreed to grant permission to hold a Tomato Comj^tition in tho 
annexe to their Pavilion at tho Show. In conjunction with this Competition, 
there would be a display of Scottish National Mark Canned Fruit, Graded Fruit, 
Methods of Pocking Fruit, and Eggs. 


Aberdeen Show, 1935. 

On the Motion of Mr James Durno, Crichie, seconded by Mr W. P. Gilmour, 
Balmangan, it was unanimously decided that tho date of tho Show at Aberdeen 
in 1935 be fixed for the 18th to tho 21st June inclusive. 


Johns'8 Disease. 

The Chairman, in the unavoidable absence, through illness, of Lord Rowallan, 
moved that the Motion which appeared under his name in the Agenda bo remitted 
to the Science Committee for consideration and report, and this was agreed to. 
The Motion was in the following terms :— 

“ That the Society direct the attention of the Department of Awiculture 
for Scotland, County Veterinary Officers, Farmers and Dealers to the danger 
of the spread of Johne’s Disease through the importation of Dairy Cattle 
from England.** 


Proposed Litter Testing Station. 

Letters were submitted from Dr John Orr and Mr E. G. Bruce of the Rowett 
Research Institute, with reference to a proposal to establish a Litter Testing 
Station at tho Duthie Farm. In these letters the Society was invited to nominate 
a representative on a prmjosed Joint Committeo of Management, and the hope 
was expressed that the Society would make a substantial contribution to the 
funds reauired. 

Sir Ralph Anstruther of Balcaskie, Bt., moved that the matter be remitted to 
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the Finance Comraittee with a view to ob^ining further information regarding 
the proposed Station. In doing so, he reminded the Board that it had recently 
been remitted to a Sub-Committee of the Finance Committee to consider the whole 
question of grants to outside bodies. 

Colonel ^ J. Carruthers of Dormont, in seconding, suggested that inquiries 
should be made regarding the attitude of tho Department of Agriculture for 
Scotland regarding the proposed Station. 

The remit to the Finance Committee was then agreed to. 


Resignation of Consulting Entomologist. 

The Finance Cornmittoe reported that, in accordance with tho remit from 
the Board, tliey liad considered what steps should bo taken to mark tho Directors* 
appreciation of the long and valuable services rendered to the Society by Dr 
R. Stewart MacDougall. 

Dr MacDougall was appointed Consulting Entomologist on 17th January 1898, 
so that his term of office had extended over a period of 3b years. During that 
time he had contributed an article on Insects and Other Pests regularly to the 
annual volume of ‘ Transactions,’ and it was realised that these articles had been 
greatly appreciated by Members of the Society, and formed a valuable record of 
work in Economic Entomology. Dr MacDougall had also carried out a groat deal 
of experimental work on behalf of the Society, amongst which might be mentioned 
his recent extensive experimental investigations in connection with Warble Flies, 
all of which work was productive of results of the greatest value to Agriculture. 

Tho Committee recommended that Dr MacDougall’s services bo recognised 
by electing him an Honorary Member of the Society, and tliat ho bo presented 
with a piece of Plate or other article which he may select, of a value not exceeding 
i60, as a memento of tho Society’s appreciation of his valuable services. 

The recomiuondations of tho Finance Committee were unanimously adopted.

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PEOOEBDINGS AT BOARD MEETINGS. 


Johne*a Disease. 

A Minute of Meeting of Science Committoe» dated 2nd May, was submitted. 

The Minute stated that, in accordance with the remit from the Board at last 
Meeting, tlie Committee he^ considered the Motion with rewd to Johne's Disease, 
which was placed on the Agenda of that Meeting by Lord Kowallan. 

After a statement by Lord Bowallan with regard to the matter, and a full 
discussion, it was decided to recommend that communications be addressed to 
the Department of Agriculture for Scotland and the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries on the subject, Rawing attention to the dan^r of the spread of Johne*s 
Disease through the importation of Dairy Cattle from England. 

On the motion of Major K. W. Sharpe, Convener, the recommendation of the 
Science Committee was adopted. 


Animal Diseases Research Association. 

On the recommendation of the Finance Committee, it was ag^d that the grant 
of £200, which had been given for the past eight years, be renewed for the current 
year. 

Mr W. P. Gilmour, Balmangan, Kirkcudbright, directed attention to the vay 
heavy losses Dairy Farmers were sustaining thi'ough Mastitis in Dairy Herds. He 
understood the Animal Diseases Research Association had been investigating this 
disease, and he would like to know what progress had been made. 

Lord Rowallan said it was one of the moat serious diseases they had to contend 
with, and there were many cases where there had been a complete loss of Stock. 
He thought the Society should again call attention to the seriousness of the 
disease, and ask the Animal Diseases Research Association if they could con* 
centrate, as far as possible, on its elimination from Scottish Herds. 

The Chairman said that an inquiry would bo addressed to the Animal Diseases 
Research Association on the subject, and any information obtained would be 
submitted to the Board at next Mooting. 


Glasgow Veterinary College. 

An application from the Glasgow Veterinary College for a renewal for the 
current year of the grant of £100, which had boon given for the past four years, 
was submitted. 

On the recommendation of the Finance Committee, it was decided that the 
application be granted. 


Science. 

A Minuto of Mooting of Science Committee, dated 2nd May, was submitted and 
approved. 

The Minuto dealt with the following matters :— 

Scale of Fees for Analyses.- -Tho Committee had again considered the remit from 
the Board to revise the scale of payments for Analyses for Members, and also 
the Regulations relating to Analyses carried out at the scheduled prices. A 
Memorandum on the subject, by Dr Tocher, had been circulated to the Committee. 

After full discussion, the Committee decided to remit to the following Sub- 
Committee to draw ijp a suggested revised scale and relative regulations, for 
consideration by the Committee at a future Meeting. The Sub-Committee was 
as follows : Major R. W. Shag^e ; Mr James Durno ; Mr William Fraser ; and 
the Chairman, Treasurer, and Honorary Secretary, ex officii. 

Poisonous Substances in Feeding-Stuffs. —A second Report by Dr Tocher, on 
his experiments with Poisonous Subsl ancos in Feeding-Stuns, had been submitted.' 
Dr Tocher stated tkat his final Report on the Investigation would be submitted 
in November. 


Finance. 

A Minute of Meeting of Committee, dated 2nd May, was submitted and approved. 

The Minute dealt with the following matters :— 

Gonta>giou8 Bovine Abortion. — A letter had been submitted from the Secretary 
of the Scottish Committee on Contagious Bovine Abortion, stating that a sum 
of £45 had been received from various Agricultural and Breed Societies, and a 
grant had been promised by the Scottish Milk Marketing Board of £600 at the 
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rate of £200 per annxim for three years. Under these circumstances, the Com¬ 
mittee asked for payment of one-third of the sum of £1000, which the Society 
had decided to contnbute. 

The Finance Committee recommended that the ono-third (£333, Os. 8d.) be 
paid forthwith. 

OrarUa to Outside Bodies, —On the report of a Sub-Committee, the Committee 
recommended that there should be prepared annually a Statement of Income 
and Expenditure, distinguishing between Capital and Ordinary Revenue. This 
Statement should be prepared after the Annual General Meeting in January, at 
which the Annual Accounts are submitted. The Statement would be laid More 
the Finance Committee and Directors at the February Meeting, and woiUd be 
used as a guide to the Committee and Directors in dealing with applications for 
grants for the year. 

Bothamsted Experimental Station. — A, letter had been submitted from Sir E. 
John Russell, asking the Society to contribute towards the fund of £30,000 which 
was being raised to purchase the farm and other lands, so as to ensure the con¬ 
tinuance of the famous Rothamsted Agricultural Experiments. Of that sum, 
£20,000 had been promised on condition that the remaining £10,000 was subscribed 
before 12th May. Of that £10,000, a sum of about £5000 was, at the time of 
writing, still to bo secured. 

The Committee had agreed to recommend, provisionally, that the Society 
contribute a sum of, say, £100 ; but the Secretary had been instructed to wire 
to Sir John Russell to ascertain the position of the fund at that date. The actual 
amount to be contributed should be determined, after receipt of the reply, at the 
Directors’ Meeting. 

{Note, —^The reply received, which did not arrive until after the Directors’ 
Meeting, stated tnat the Appeal Fund that day required £460 for completion. 
On receipt of this, the Chairman, Treasurer, and Honorary Secretary agreed to 
increase the amount of the Society’s contribution to £150.) 

Highland Heel and Strath-ypcij Society. —The (/ornrnittoo recommended that the 
grant to the Highland Reel and Strathspey Soc iety bo renewed for the current 
year, and that the amount he increased from £30 to £50.

Glasgow Show, 1934. 

Entries for Show .—^The Secretary reported that, since last Meeting, entries 
liad closed for Rabbits, Honey, Live Stock Judging, Bacon Pigs, and Butter¬ 
making Competitions. These, in each case, showed an increase over the numbers 
for the preceding year. 

New Implements .—^The Secretary reported that certain Exhibitors of New 
In^lements had intimated that their machines were ready for trial. 

It was agreed to remit to the Steward of Implements to make arrangements 
for such Trials, if that were found possible, before the Show. 

Sheep Dog Demonstration .—It was remitted to James Kilpatrick and Mr 
George Buchanan to me^e arrangements for providing Sheep for the Sheep Dog 
Demonstration. 


Border Show, 1936. 

A Report of the Sites Committee, dated 6th June, was submitted. 

The Report stated tliat the Committee had visited Peebles and Melrose on 
the 23rd May, and Kelso, Hawick, and Selkirk on 24th May. At each of these 
centres, the Committee inspected prospective sites for the Show, being met by 
representatives of the respective Town Councils, and at some of the centres also 
by representatives of the County Councils and of Local Agricultural Societies. 

The Report contained detailed particulars of the various sites visited. At 
Melrose, the site proposed, at The Annay, was in close proximity to the town, 
and consisted of five or six fields, extending in all to about 57 acres. The fields 
were practically level, were in old grass, and the main road from Edinburgh, by 
Soutra, ran along one side of the ground. The Town Council offered the site and 
a supply of water free of charge. 

There was also a field of about acres, between the above site and the town, 
which belonged to a different ^iropriotor, and was not included in the oiler. The 
Committee were, however, informed that the tenant of that field would be pre¬ 
pared to make the field available for the period of the Siiow for a payment of £2 
or £3 plus compensation should the ground be badly cut uj) owing to wet weather, 
or for any other reason. 

The Committee, having given the matter careful consideration, recommended 
the Directors to accept the oiler of the site made by the Town Council of Melrose. 
This acceptance, however, should be on condition that the main water-pipe at 
the railway embankment was increased in size, before tho date of the Show, to 
4 inches—at least up to tho point where tho supply for tho Show will be taken off. 

On the motion of the Chairman, the Report and recommendation of tho Com¬ 
mittee were unanimously approved. 


Mastitis in Dairy Herds, 

The Secretary reported that, as instructed at last Meeting, he had written 
to the Director of the Animal Diseases Research Association, making inquiry 
as to whether any investigations were being carried out with regard to Mastitis 
in Dairy Herds. In reply, ho had received a letter from Dr Russell Greig, in 
which he stated that Mastitis was one of the major scourges of the Dairying 
Industry, and research upon measures for tho prevention and control of the 
disease had been actively prosecuted throughout the world. In this country. 
Mastitis Research had been confined to tlie Institute of Animal Pathology, Camden 
Town, London; indeed tliat Institute, for a number of years, had practically 
devoted its whole resources to the problem. For that reason, and because the 
Moredun Institute had a very full programme, the disease had not been included 
as a major problem in their investigations. They had, nevertheless, issued quan¬ 
tities of autogenous Mastitis Vaccine, that is, vaccine prepared from organisms 
recovered from cases in the actual outbreak concerned, and the results were being 
recorded and collated. 

Dr Russell Greig then referred to the need for extension of the buildings of 
the Institute if further research work were to be undertaken. 

A letter was read from the Director of the Hannah Dairy liesearch Institute, 
giving particulars of a proposed investigation into Bovine Mastitis to be con* 
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duoied at that Institute, and suggesting tliat the Society should subscribe a sub¬ 
stantial sum towards the cost. 

It was agreed that this request be remitted to the Finance Committee for 
confiideration when dealing with the question of grants to outside bodies. 


Johne'a Disease. 

The Secretary reported that, as instructed at last Mooting, he had addressed 
communications to the Department of Agriculture for Scotland and the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries, drawing atlention to tho danger of the spread of 
Johne’s disease through the importation of Dairy Cattle from England. 

A reply was submitted from tlio Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, in which 
it was stated that tho disease had been considered by a Sub-Committee of the 
Economic Advisory Council, and that the report of that Committee would be 
carefully examined by H.M. Government.

On the motion of Sir Ralph Anslruthor, Bt., it was uimniraously agreed to 
confirm tho proposed grant of £200 for the current year to tho Animal Diseases 
Research Association. 


Glasgow Veteritiary College. 

On the motion of Sir Ralph Anstriither, Bt., it wns unanimously agreed to 
confirm the proposed grant of £100 for the current year to tho Glasgow Vetorinaiy 
College. 


New Members. 

The Secretary intimated that there was a list of 410 Candidates for election 
as Members of the Socjioty at the Half-Yearly General Mooting to bo held that 
afternoon. Tho Chairman of Directors, the Convener of the Local Committee, 
and the Convenor of tho Shows Committee, had made a special effort to secure 
new Members in tho Glasgow District, and the success of their efiorts was reflected 
in the gratifying total of names to bo submitted. 


Science. 

A Minute of Meeting of Science Committoo, dated (iLh June, was submitted and 
appioved. 

The Minute stated that a revised Scale of Fees for Analyses for Members had 
been drawn up by tho Sub-Coramittoo appointed at last Meeting, and adopted 
by the Science Committee. It was now' recommended for aiiproval by the Board 
of Directors. 

It was further rocommriided that, for tho present, tho system whicli had been 
in force for the past sixteen years, whereby ono-third of the total fee for any one 
analysis was paid by tho member and two-thirds by tho Society, should 
be continued. 

The Society should not bo liable for payment of fees in rospoct of analyses for 
any member in excess of £5 for any one year, or £10 for any five consecutive years. 


Assistani ConsuUing Engineer. 

A Minute of Meeting of Shows Sub-Committee, dated 6th June, was submitted 
and approved.

It was further recommended that it be remitted to tho Chairman of Directors, 
the Steward of Implements, and the Secretary, to meet Dr 'I’odd, and discuss 
with him the duties which he should undertake, and adjust the terms of his 
appointment.

The late Sir Ralph Anstruther of Balcaakie, Bt. 

Before proceeding with the business of the Meeting, the Chairman referred, with 
the deepest regret, to the death at the end of September of Sir Ralph Anstruther 
of Balcaskio, jSt., the esteemed Treasurer of the Society. 

Sir Ralph’s connection with the Society, he said, extended over a period of 
more than forty years. He first joined the Board as a Director in 1896, and was 
Chairman of the Board during the years 1902>1903. In the latter year he also 
occupied the office of Vice-President, and again filled that office in 1924. In 
June 1930, on the death of the late Sir David Wilson, Bt., Sir Ralph was appointed 
Treasurer of the Society, an office which he filled up till the time of his death. 

Those of them who sat with Sir Ralph on that Board would remember him for 
his unfailing courtesy, and his thorough grasp of all matters relating to the finances 
of the Society. No one was more versed in the traditions of the Society, or had its 
interests more deeply at heart. 

Besides his work for the Society, Sir Ralph served on many public bodies, 
notably in the public administration of the affairs of the CounW of Fife, where 
for many years he was Convener of the County, and latterly Lord-Lieutenant. 
In all these activities he displayed those qualities of sound judgment and clear 
vision which, combined with his great kindliness of manner, rendered him respected 
and esteemed by all his colleagues. 

A Minute of regret and sympathy was submitted and adopted, the Members 
present upstanding, and the Secretary was instructed to forward a copy to Lady 
Anstruther and the family of the deceased. 


The late Sir James Inglis Davidson* 

The Chairman also referred, with deep regret, to the death since last Meeting 
of Sir James Inglis Davidson, Saughton Mains, Corstorphino. Sir James, he said, 
first joined the Society in 1877, so that his membership extended over a period 
of fifty-eight years. He was elected a Director in 1893, and served at various 
times in that capacity, his last period of office terminatii^ in 1931. He rendered 
valuable services to the Society as a Director, and especially was his wide know¬ 
ledge and experience of great assistance to the Finance and Law Committee in 
deeding with questions relating to land. 

Throughout a long and active business career he served on many public bodies, 
and earned their confidence in his sound judgment and wise counsel. He was 
an outstanding personality in the agricultural life of Scotland, and his pebssing 
left a blank which would not readily be filled. 

A Minute of regret and sympathy was submitted and adopted, the Members 
present upstanding, and the Secretory was instructed to forward a copy to the 
family of the deceased. 
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The late Sir Michael Q, Thorhurn of Olenormiston. 

The Chairman said the Society liad also suHered a loss tlirough the death of 
Sir ]^chael G. Thorburn of Olenormiston, who on two occasions acted as an 
Extraordinary Director of the Society, and, in 1926, filled the office of Vice- 
President. He was a well-known figure in the agricultural and industrial life of 
the Borders, and filled maiw of the highest offices in the public administration 
of the County of Peebles. Ho took a keen interest in the affairs of the Society, 
and recently was active in helping the Sites Committee to secure a suitable site 
for the Border Show of 1936. 

A Minute of regret and sympathy was submitted and adopted, tlie Members 
present upstanding, and the Secrotai*y was instructed to forward a copy to Lady 
Thorburn and the family of the deceased.

Johne'a Disease. 


The following letter from the Department of Agriculture for Scotland was 
submitted, in reply to the communication addressed to the Department in May 
last drawing attention to the danger of the spread of Johne’s Disease through 
the importation of Dairy Cattle from England :— 


Department op Agriculture por Scotland, 
York Buildings, Queen Street, 
Edinburgh 2, June 1034. 

Sir, 

Johne*a Disease. 


With reference to your letter of 10th ultimo., I have to quote for your 
information the following extract from a letter on the subject of Johne’s Disease 
which the Department have received from the Animal Diseases Research 
Association :— 

“It is generally believed that the incidence of Johno’s disease in Scotland is 
much lower than that which obtains in England. This belief has its basis in the 
clinical experience of veterinary practitioners. There is, however, reason to believe 
that the disease is much more common in Scotland than is generally assumed. 
The following observations made by Mr Arthur Gofton, Chief Veterinary Officer 
for the Citv of Edinburgh, during the period 8th February 1930 to 28th June 
1930, afford somewhat striking evidence of the comparatively common occurrence 
of the disease in Scotland. 

“ The intestines of 508 cattle (297 cows and 211 other bovines) were seized at 
the Edinburgh Abattoir for a variety of causes. All these intestines, irrespective 
of the cause of seizure, were then examined, particularly for evidence of Johne’s 
disease. Corrugation of the mucous membrane of the bowel was observed in 
iifty-one cows and* two bullocks. In all fifty-three cases, microscopic preparations 
were made for the purpose of determining the presence of the bacilli of Johne’s 
disease. These examinations were positive in the case of twenty-one cows and 
two bullocks, and it is possible that this number of positives would have been 
increased had the investigation included the histologiccd examination of the bowel 
itself. The results, however, are sufficiently striking in so far that they show that 
approximately 7 per cent of the total number of cow intestines examined were 
affected with Johno’s bacilli. It is further of interest to note that in only one of 
these 608 animals (a cow) were the clinical symptoms of Johne’s disease manifest. 

“ It is believed that the sheep is only rarely affected with the disease, but during 
the course of our investigations at tho Institute we have recently encountered a 
number of outbreaks of Johne’s disea.se in sheep in Scotland. 

“ A biological test, known as the Johnin tost, which is comparable with the 
Tuberculin test for tuberculosis, has been devised for the purpose of diagnosing 
non-clinical oases of Johne’s disease. The test, however, must be regarded as 
still in its experimental stage, and unreliable as a routine diagnostic procedure. 
This view has recently been confirmed in the Report of the Committee on Cattle 
Diseases of the Economic Advisory Council, p. 20, paragraph 43. 

“ Since, in the case of larjj^e numliers of cattle, the disease exists in a latent 
form, for the diagnosis of which we have yet no reliable test, it will be seen that 
the control of the distribution of the disease by administrative measures is at 
present imprcMJticable.*’ ^ 

The Department have also made enquiry of tho Royal (Dick) VeteriiMary College 
on the subieot, and they are informed that there are a number of areas in Scotland 
in which the presence of the disease is recognised, but that tho prevalence of the 
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disease in these areas is not clearly attributable to imported English cows. While 
it is recognised that in certain parts of England the incidence of the disease is 
high, these areas are not those from which in the normal course of trade many 
cows are exported to Scotland. 

The Department note that the Society have approached the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture and Fisheries in the matter.

Consulting Entomologiat, 

The Secretary reported that Mr A. E. Cameron, M.A., D.Sc., Lecturer in Ento¬ 
mology in the University of Edinburgh, had accepted the position of Consulting 
Entomologist to the Society. 


Assistant Consulting Engineer. 

The Secreta^ reported that Mr John B. Todd, B.Sc., Ph.D., M.I.Mocli.E., 
Header in Engineering and ^incipal Assistant to the Professor of Engineering in 
the University of Edinburgh, had accepted the post of Assistant Consulting 
Engineer to the Society. 


Warble Fly Investigation. 

A letter was submitted from the Secretary of the Leathersellers* Company’s 
Warble Fly Committee, forwarding copy of Resolutions passed at a Meeting of 
the Regulations Sub-Committee, and which had been communicated to the 
Ministry of Aj^culture. These Resolutions emphasised the desirability of the 
universal dressing of cattle against the Warble Fly Pest, and urged tho Minister 
of Agriculture to consider without delay the administrative problems involved and 
the means to overcome them. The Committee further expressed the opinion that 
no reorganisation of tho Cattlo Industry would be satisfactory which did not put 
into operation machinery which would lecwi to the ultimate elimination of the pest 
from this country. 

Tho Ministry of Agriculture, in reply, pointed out that measures taken in this 
country alone, oven if of universal application, could not be successful owing to 
the continued importation of infested cattle. Although cattle imported during 
theperiod of compulsory dressing could be dealt with, those imported from July 
to february would still bo liable to infest the cattlo in this country, as no measures 
during that period could be taken to destroy the parasite. They further stated 
that the present time was not regarded as opportune for a compulsory Order, 
owing to the depressed condition of prices of ail cattlo. 

Colonel Carruthers pointed out that tho Resolutions referred to came from a 
Sub-Committee, and most of the representatives, and certainly he, as the Highland 
and Agricultural Society’s representative, were not consulted before these repre- 
sentations were sent. He entirely agreed with the view of the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture that this was not a time to put forward any proposals for compulsory 
treatment. 

After some discussion, it was decided to take no further action in the meantime. 


Eradication of Bracken. 

Mr Ian M. Campbell, Balblair, Invershin, again directed attention to the serious 
position of certain pastoral areas in Scotland, owing to the inability of individual 
farmers to meet the cost of cutting bracken. Sheep stocks were Incoming badly 
affected by maggot fly, even up to mgh altitudes, due to the cover given by bracken. 
He asked the Directors to approve of an application to Government for a nant 
of not less than 60 per cent of the total cost of measures for eradication. If that 
grant were not forthcoming, it would mean the veritable extinction of Sheep 
Farming in bracken infested areas. 

A full discussion followed, which was taken part in by Captain Thomas Elliot, 
Colonel F. J. Carruthers, Major R. W. Sharpe, Lord Rowallan, Major S. Strang 
Steel, and others. 
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It waB eventually decided that, as the Society had already, in February, sub¬ 
mitted a request to the Secretary of State for Scotland and to all Scottish Members 
of Parliament that a grant under the Land Improvement Scheme be given for the 
eradication of bracken, no further action should be taken in the meantime. 

Pharmacy and Poisons Act, 1933. 

A letter was submitted from the Department of Agriculture, forwarding copy 
of a Provisional Poisons List and Poisons Rules issued by the Poisons Board 
appointed under the Pharma^ and Poisons Act, 1933, and inviting the observa¬ 
tions of the Society thereon. The list was divided into two parts. Part I. including 
those poisons which may only be sold by an authorised seller of poisons—t.s., a 
registered Pharmacist, and Bart 11. including poisons which may be sold by 
registered Pharmacists and also by retail Traders who carry on a regular business 
in Agricultural and Horticultural accessories, provided they are entered in a list 
kept for the purpose by the Local Authority. 

On the suggestion of Dr Tocher, it was decided that a reply be sent to the 
Department to the effect that the Directors noted that Part II. of the Provisional 
Poisons List did not include arsenical and phenolic sheep dips, and they therefore 
concluded that the Poisons Board intended that those Agricultural articles should 
in future be sold by registered Chemists and Druggists only. If that were the 
case, the Directors desired strongly to oppose this unexpected change, for the 
following reasons:— 

(1) At least three-fourths of the arsenical sheep dips purchased by farmers 

in Scotland are obtained from dealers licensed by Local Authorities 
and not from registered Chemists. 

(2) No skill is required in selling such articles. All that is necessary in the 

public interest is the record of sale, in order to trace the supply to its 
source in any poisoning case—accidental or otherwise. 

(3) Farmers would be seriously inconvenienced by having to purchase only 

from registered Chemists. Sheep Farmers are mainly m outlying districts 
where there are few Chemists* shops. 

(4) Usually registered Chemists are not equipped to carry largo stocks of such 

Agricultural articles as sheep dips. Their work is of a skilled character— 
preparing medicaments and dispensing proscriptions. 

(6) No proof has boon forthcoming that a change is necessary, and, finally, 
the Farming community generally is unaware of the proposed changes. 


Poisonous Substances in Feeding-Stuffs, 

Dr J. F. Tocher submitted a third Report on the Investigation which he was 
conducting on the effect of poisonous substances in Feeding-Stuffs. This Report 
dealt with further experiments with whole castor seed and with the shell or husk 
of castor seed. Dr Tocher stated that ho hoped to submit his final Report at the 
Meeting in January.

Aberdeen Show^ 1936. 

A Report of the Shows Committee, dated 6th November, which had been 
printed and circulated, was submitted and considered in detail. 

Late Evenings. —It was decided that the Show bo kept open late on both Ihe 
Wednesday and the Thursday evenings. , 

Hunters. —It was decided that, in the two Saddle Classes for Mares or Goldings, 
the weights be (1) to carry 14 stone and over, and (2) to carry 12 stone 7 lb. and 
under 14 stone. 

Wool. —^In view of a statement by the Secretary that it appeared improbable 
that entries of Shetland Wool would be forthcoming from Shetland, it was decided 
that the proposal to reintroduce Classes for Shetland Wool bo abandoned. 

The Report of the Shows Committee was otherwise approved. 

A Minute of Meeting of Shows Committee, dated 5th December, was submitted 
and approved. 

The Minute dealt with the following matters :— 

Bacon Pig Competition. —It was recommended by the Scottish Bacon Pig Com¬ 
mittee that, in future, each entry shall consist of one pig only, and tliat two 
Judges be appointed, one to judge the pigs on hoof at the Showyard and the other 
to judge the carcasses and finished product. The prize money this year to be as 
follows: £10, £8, £6, £4. £2, £1, £1—Total, £31.

Showyard. —^It was remitted to Professor Stanfield and Dr Todd to take the 
steps necessary for preventing excessive litter in the Showyard, and also to provide 
a flower border, or other ornamentation, around the Band Stand in the Main 
Square. 

Convener of Local Committee. —On the Motion of Mr James Durno, it was unani¬ 
mously agreed that Colonel R. W. Walker, Culter Lodge, Milltimber, be appointed 
Convenor of the Local Committee of Management. 

Special Prizes. — Pi. number of Special Prizes were intimated, and votes of thanks 
accorded to the donors.

The final Report by the Judges, which had been circulated to each member 
of the Board, was submitted.

Craibstone School of Rural Domestic Economy. 

A letter was submitted from the Secretary of the North of Scotland College 
of Agriculture, suggesting tlje establishment by the Society of a few Bursaries 
or Scholarships to assist students in taking a second Course at the Craibstone 
School of R\iral Domestic Economy. 

It was agreed that the letter be remitted to the Finance Committee for con¬ 
sideration and Report.

A Minute of Mooting of Office-Bearers Committee, dated 4th December, was 
submitted. 

The Minute stated^ that the Committee had considered the nomination of a 
Treasurer of tlio Society to fill the vacancy caused by the death of the late Sir 
Ralph Anstrutber, Bt. The Committee had had before them the names of tho 
Earl of Home, K.T., and Mr Alexander Murdoch, East Hallside, and had agreed 
to submit these two names to the Board of Directors for their decision. 

Mr Alexander Munro moved that Mr Alexander Murdoch bo nominated as 
Treasurer, and this was seconded by Mr George Grant, Glenfarclas. 

Lord Rowallan moved that the Earl of Home, K.T., be nominated as Treasurer 
of the Society, and Mr Gavin Ralston, Glamis, seconded. 

Mr Murdoch said that, while highly appreciating the action of the Committee 
and of his i^oposer and Seconder in putting his name forward, he wished to 
withdraw in favomr of the Earl of Home. 

The nomination of the Earl of Home, K.T., to fill the office of Treasurer, was 
then unanimously adopted. 


Border Show, 1936. 

Major R. W. Sharpe, Convener, reported upon the negotiations which had taken 
place between the Special Committee appointed at last Meeting and the Local 
Joint Committee. The Special Committee met at Melrose on 28th November, 
and later on the same day had a meeting with tho Local Joint Committee, consisting 
of representatives of the Melrose Town Council, Galashiels Town Council, and tho 
County Council of Roxburgh. The question of the water supply to the Showyard 
was fully discussed, and especially the question of increasing the size of the main 
pipe at tho Railway Embankment from 2| inches to 4 inclios. The Burgh Surveyor 
VOL. XLVn. 2 P 
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had stated that the cost of la 3 ring a new 4-inoh pipe would be about £400. On 
behalf of the Society, the Committee had suggested a contribution of £50 towards 
the cost. The representatives of the County Council agreed to take the matter 
up immediately with the County Council, with a view to ascertaining whether 
the Council were prepared to proceed with the scheme on the terms suggested, 
and also to finding out definitely what the actual cost would be. 

The Mooting also discussed the question of the supply of gas and of electricity, 
and the various conditions laid down by the Proprietor with regard to the use of 
the ground. 

It was agreed that the matter be left in the hands of the Special Committee 
to continue the negotiations. 


Finance, 

A Minute of Meeting of Committee, dated 5th December, was submitted and 
approved. 

The Minute recommended :— 

Scottiah Agricultural Organisation Society. —^That a grant of £100 be again given 
to the Scottish Agricultural Organisation Society for the year 1935. 

Hestrictiona on Importa of Wool into Italy. —A letter had l^en submitted from the 
National Farmers’ Union of Scotland, with r^ard to the position which had arisen 
as a result of the restrictions imposed by the Dalian authorities on the importation 
of Wool into Italy. A Conference of bodies interested had recentljr b^n held, 
and a Memorandum on the subj^ect was in course of preparation, which would be 
submitted to the Secretary of State for Scotland, the il^sident of the Board of 
Trade, and all Scottish Members of Parliament. The Secretary for Scotland and 
the Prosident of the Board of Trade had been asked to receive a deputation on 
the subject, and the Union desired to know if the Directors of the Society would 
be prepared to associate themselves with the representations which were being 
maae, and also whether they desired to be directly represented on the proposed 
deputation. 

The Comimttee recommended that the Directors express their desire to be 
associated with the other bodies in the joint representations which had been 
made, and which were proposed. They also recommended that, while not desiring 
any direct reprosontation on the proposed deputation, Mr J. P. Ross-Taylor, 
Mungoswalls, Duns, be appointed to represent the Society at any further Joint 
Conference which may be held.

They in Aberdeen looked forward with the 
greatest interest and pleasure to the Society’s visit, and anything which he 
personally, and the Town Council, could do in helping to make the Show a success, 
would be done with great pleasure and goodwill.

A letter was read from the Earl of Home, K.T,, thanking the Directors for 
inviting him to accept the office of Treasurer of the Society in ^lace of the late 
Sir R(uph Anstruther, Bt., and agreeing to acept office if his election were 
approved by the General Meeting on 9th January.

Tirnber Contract. —A Minute of Meeting of Show Contracts Committee, dated 
9th January, was reckl and approved. 

The Minute recommended the acceptance of a tender by Messrs George Gordon 
& Company, Aberdeen Sawmills, Aberdeen, for the hire of the timber for the 
Aberdeen Show. 

Shows Committee. — A. Minute of Meeting of Shows Committee was submitted 
and approved. 

The Minute dealt with the following matters ;— 

Space in Main Square. —On the recommendation of a Sub-Committee, it was 
recommended that the charges for space in the Main Square, for the erection 
of Exhibitors* own Pavilions, should be £5 for Members, and £6, 10s. for Non- 
Members, per 10 ft. of frontage. 

Facilitiea for Seeing Parades, —Another Sub-Committee had considered the 
question of enlarging the Parade Ring, or taking steps to provide more facilities 
for the public seeing the Parades without extra charge. It was pointed out that, 
on this occasion, the Parade Ring would be 40 ft. longer and 20 ft. wider than 
on the occasion of the last Show at Aberdeen. This in itself would considerably 
increase the facilities for seeing the Parade, and it was decided that if it were 
found that space would permit, alter the entries had been received, the Parade 
Ground should be still fuHher widened so as to give more facilities. 

Horse-Shoeing Com/Mtitions, —The following wore impointed a Committee of 
Management of the Horse-Shoeing Competitions: Dxrectors-r-Mr John E. B. 
Cowper ; Mr George Buchanan ; Mr James Cruickshank. Local Blacksmiths —

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Highland and Wutem Island Ponies .—On an application from the Breed Society,

Military Display and Trick Riding .—^It was recommended that arrangements 
be made for performances by the Royal Scots Greys on the Wednesday evening, 
the Thursday afternoon and evening, and the Friday afternoon. 

It was also agreed that the Band of the Royal Scots Greys be engaged for three 
days, and the Boys* Pipe Bank of the Oakbank School, Aberdeen. 

Special Prizes .—A number of Special Prizes were intimated, and votes of thanks 
accorded to the donors. 


Certificates in Forestry. 

Colonel F. J. Carruthers of Dormont reported that, at a Meeting of the Forestry 
Committee held the previous day, it had been decided to recommend that the 
Society discontinue its Examinations for Certificates in Forestry after the current 
year. The decision was arrived at in view of the fact that the Royal Scottish 
Forestry Society had now started a Scheme of Instruction and Examinations 
in Forestry, and proposed to grant Certificates and Diplomas in that subject. 
The Minute of the Forestry Committee would be submitted for consideration at 
next Meeting of the Board. 

Scottish Agricultural Organisation Society. 

On the motion of the Chairman, it was unanimously agreed to confirm the 
proposed grant of £100 to the Scottish Agricultural Organisation Society for 
the year 1936. 


Show of 1937. 

Mr James McLaren, Comton, Bridge of Allan, moved the following resolution : 
“ That provided a suitable site is available, and satisfactory financial and other 
arrangements can be made, the Society’s Show of 1937 be hold in the Stirling 
Show Division.” 

Mr John W. Prentice, Craigrie Farm, Clackmannan, seconded, and the motion 
was unanimously adopt^. 


New Members. 

The Secretary said he had much pleasure in informing the Directors that there 
were 374 Candidates for election as Members of the Society at the Anniversary 
General Meeting to be held that afternoon. Of this total, the remarkable number 
of 163 had been proposed by Mr James Durno, Crichio, Inverurie. Other Directors 
who had sent in a large number of names were Mr George A. Bruce, Inschfield. 32 ; 
Mr John Reith, Aberdeen, 23 ; and Mr John P. Sleigh, St John’s Wells, 10. 


Border Show, 1936. 

Major R. W. Sharpe of The Park, Earlston, reported upon the negotiations 
which had taken place between the Special Committee appointed by the Directors 
and the Local Joint Committee, with regard to water, gas, and electricity for 
the Melrose Show. The negotiations were still proceeding, and a further meeting 
with the Local Joint Committee was to bo held at an early date. He hoped to bo 
able to report on the arrangements arrived at at next Mooting of the Board. 


Finance. 

A Minute of Meeting of Finance Committee, dated 9th January, was submitted 
and approved. 

The Minute dealt with the following matters:— 

Exportation of Horses Bill .—Letters had been submitted from the International 
League against the Exportation of Horses for Butchery, inviting the Society to 
mve its support to the Exportation of Horses Bill which was recently presented 
m Parliament by Mr J. Henderson Stewart, M.P. 

After careful consideration, it had been decided to recommend that the Society 
do not grant its support to the Bill, the Committee being of the view that the 
limit of a vfiJue of £26, placed upon horses which may not bo exported unless 
under special conditions, was too high. 

Oemvas for Showyard .—The Secretary had reported that a number of the 
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Directors had had an interview with Mr Unite, of Messrs John Unite, Ltd., in 
London, during Smithfield Show week, when the matter of the canvas for the 
Showyard was discussed. In a subsequent letter from Messrs Unite, it was 
suggested that the Society should purchase the canvas at a cost of approximately 
£8000, should pay the wages bill for erecting and dismantling the canvas, and 
should also pay a sum of £260 per annum to Messrs Unite for supervising the work. 

The Committee recommenaed that this offer be not accepted, and that the 
Secretary be instructed to obtain tenders for the hire of canvas from suitable 
firms, for submission at next Meeting.

Show of 1937.

It was decided that the following bo appointed a Committee to visit and inspect 
the various proposed sites, and report: Mr James Durno, Mr George Grant, Mr 
J. E. Kerr, Mr James R. Lumsden, Mr James McLaren, Mr Alexander Murdoch, 
Mr John W. Prentice, Mr J. P. Ross-Taylor, Mr T. Mercer Sharp, Mr T. G. Wilson, 
with the Chairman, Treasurer, and Honorary Secretary, ex officii. 

Certificates in Forestry. 

A Minute of Meeting of Forestry Committee, dated 8th January, was submitted 
and approved. 

The Minute stated that— 

“ A letter was read from the Joint Secretary of the Royal Scottish Forestry 
Society with regard to the institution, by that Society, of Certificates and Diplomas 
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to be awarded to those CandidateB who x>eBS Examinations which the Society had 
instituted. The letter further stated that it was understood that the Directors 
of the Highland and Agricultural Society would be glad to dispense with their 
Examinations if they were satisfied that an equivalent existed. 

'* Along with the letter was submitted a Draft Syllabus of the proposed Exam¬ 
inations. From this, it appeared that the Forestry Society would hold Junior 
and Senior Examinations each year, and award tfunior and Senior Foresters* 
Certificates to those who obtained the necessary marks in the respective Examina¬ 
tions. The Junior Examination would consist of Practical and Oral Tests. The 
Senior Examination would be open only to those Candidates who had held the 
Junior Certificate for at least one year. The Forester's Diploma could not be 
obtained until three years had elapsed from the date of securing the Senior 
Certificate. 

“ The Secretary reported that the Highland and Agricultural Society’s Examina¬ 
tions in Forestry had been first held m 1869, and from then up to the present 
time 74 First Class and 24 Second Class Certificates had been awarded. The First 
Class Certificate carried with it Free Life-Membershm of the Society. 

“ On the motion of the Chairman (Sir Hugh Shaw-Stewart, Bart.), it was 
resolved to minute the Committee’s recognition of the valuable work which the 
Highland and Agricultural Socie^ had carried out in the past in conducting these 
Examinations and granting Certificates, which had done much to maintain a good 
standard of education in Forestry. 

“ Major S. Strang Steel (in ms capacity as Honorary Secretary of the Royal 
Scottish Forestry Society) having referred to certain points in the Syllabus sub¬ 
mitted by the Royal Scottish Forestry Society, and having explained the scheme 
of instruction in Forestry which the Society had instituted, by means of Classes 
in various centres, it was resolved to express approval of the proposed Syllabus as 
being of an e^ally high standard to that of the Highland and Agricultural Society. 

** Colonel F. J. Cfi^ruthers referred to the case of Candidates who were not 
practical Foresters, but wished to obtain a Certificate in order to qualify for 
appointment as Estate Factors. It was, however, pointed out that Forestry was 
now included in the Examinations of the Land Agents’ Society and the Surveyors’ 
Institute. 

It was agreed to recommend that after 1036 the Highland and Agricultural 
Society cease to hold Examinations in Forestry, and that the examination of 
candidates and the panting of Certificates and Diplomas be left in the hands of 
the Royal Scottish Forestry Society. It was recognised that the latter Society, 
besides providing instruction in the subject, was in a better position than the 
Highland and Agricultural Society to conduct practical tests therein. 

” In conclusion, it was decided that thanks be expressed to the Royal Scottish 
Forestry Society for notifying this Society of its proposed activities.” 


ImporkUion of Breeding Cattle, 

A letter was submitted from the .^rshire Cattle Herd-Book Society, forwarding 
copy of a Resolution passed by that Society regarding the Importation of Breeding 
Cattle into this country, particularly from Canada. 

Mr T. Q. Wilson, Carbeth Home Farm, moved that the Directors adopt a 
Resolution in similar terms. He pointed out that the class of breeding cattle 
arriving at British Ports from Canada was of a low standard. Such cattle were 
not quarantined in any way, nor were they subjected to the Tuberculin Test, the 
Agglutination Test for abortion, or any other test, before they were distributed 
to farms in this country. Cattle exported to Canada from this country, on the 
other hand, had to undergo a quarantine period of thirty days, and if any animal 
reacted to the Tuberculin Test while under quarantine, it was destro 3 red and no 
oon^nsation paid. There was a grave danger of the above diseases, and also 
of Contagious ^mmitis, being spread to the herds of this country. 

Mr W. P. Gilmour, Balmangan, seconded, and the Motion was unanimously 
agreed to. 

The Resolution, which it was decided should be sent to the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture and Fisheries and to the Department of Agriculture for Scotland, was 
in the following terms :— 

” That the Directors of the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland 
view with alarm the increasing number of Breeding Cattle being imported 
into this country, particularly from Canada, without undergoing, on landing, 
the Tuberculin Test, the Agglutination Test for Contagious Abortion, and 
further, without any g^rantee that such cattle are free from Contagious 
Mammitis. That the Directors urge upon the Authorities the desirability 
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of prohibiting the Importation of such cattle, which, in their opinion, con¬ 
stitute a grave danger to the live-stock breeding industry of Great Britain 
by the spread of the diseases above mentioned.** 


Eradication of Bracken. 

A letter was read from the Blaekface Sheep-Breeders’ Association, forwarding 
copy of a communication addressed by that Association, in November last, to the 
Secretary of State for Scotland and all Scottish Members of Parliament. The 
letter solicited the co-operation of the Society in making another appeal to the 
Secretary of State for Scotland, as well as to all Scottish Members of Parliament, 
directing their attention to the absolute necessity of a Government grant of 
60 per cent being given this year in order to enable proprietors and tenants of 
bracken areas to cut the bracken at the right stage of its growth, which, it was 
stated, was the only known system of eradication which had proved to be effectual 
and complete to the present time. 

Mr Ian M. Campbell, Bal Blair, Invershin, speaking in support of the repre¬ 
sentations mado by the Blackface Sheep-Breeders* Association, suggested that a 
deputation be appointed to interview the Secretary of State for Scotland, or that 
ho be authorised, on behalf of the Society, to bring the matter to the notice of the 
Secretary of State and Members of Parhament interested. 

A full discussion followed. 

It was eventually moved by Mr Andrew Spence, Commieston, Montrose, and 
seconded by Captain Thomas Elliot, Thirlestane, Lauder, that Mr Ian M. Campbell 
be authorised to approach the Secretary of State for Scotland, as proposed. 

Major R. W. Sharpe, of The Park, Earlston, moved, as an amendment, that no 
action be taken at the present time, and this was seconded by Major S. Strang 
Steel of Philiphaugh, Selkirk. 

On a division, 13 voted for the Motion and 13 for the Amendment. The Chair¬ 
man gave his casting vote in favour of the Amendment. 

It was accordingly decided that no action be taken in the meantime. 


Eelwortn in Potatoes, 

A letter was submitted, dated 24th January, from the Department of Agriculture 
for Scotland, in which it was mentioned that several instances of iixfostation of 
Scottish Seed Potatoes by the Potato Eelworm or Stem Eelworm {Tylenchne 
dipeachi) had been reported from Lincolnshire, and confirmed by the Pathological 
Service of the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries at Harpenden. A severe 
infestation, discovered by the Department’s officers in Perthshire, also pointed 
to the likelihood of the pest being prevalent in parts of that county. In view 
of the importance <5f the matter to the Potato Industry, the Department had 
decided to convene a Meeting of Representatives of the Associations to discuss 
questions relating to Eelworm, and they accordingly invited the Society to send 
representatives to a Conference to be held on Thursday, 3l8t January, at 2.30 r.M. 

The Secretary reported that the Society had been represented at the Con¬ 
ference by Mr Robert Miller, Ferrygate, North Berwick. Mr Miller had informed 
him that no definite conclusions had b^n arrived at, but that a Techmeal Com¬ 
mittee had been appointed to inquire into the manner in which the infestation 
was carried, and to report. No doubt a further Conference would be held at a 
later date. 

It was accordingly decided to appoint the following Directors to represent 
the Society at any future Conference, should such be convened: Mr John E. B. 
Cowpor, Mr James Paton, Mr Andrew Spence, and Mr Thomas Clark. 


Border Show, 1036. 

Major R. W. Sharpe, Convener, submitted a Report by the Special Committee 
on the negotiations which liad taken place between that Committee and the 
Local Joint Committee, comprising representatives of Melrose Town Council, 
Galashiels Town Council, and the County Council of Roxbu^h. The various 
decisions arrived at between the two Committees were approved by the Board. 

The Report dealt with the following matters :— 

IFofcr.—The Town Council of Melrose had agreed to lay a 4-in. water pipe 
irom the main in the High Street along Buccleuch Street and down Abbey Street 
to a Doint just beyond the bridge over the mill-lade at a total cost of about £285,

of which sum the Sooiety would contribute £66 towards the cost. From the 
point mentioned, a temporary 3-in. pipe would be laid on the surface, alongside 
the mill-lade, to the Showyard, a distance of about 300 yards. The cost oi this 
temporary pipe would be borne by the Sooiety, but it was understood that pipes 
could be got on loan, free of charge, and that the cost of laying would be sm^. 

Qa8 .—^There was a 2^ in. high-presaure main, from Melrose to Newstead, which 
could be tapped on the main road near the railway bridge. From this point a 
2-in. pipe could be led to the Showycurd, with a high pressure governor and a 
meter, for a sum of about £20. The Committee were assured that a sufficient 
supply of gas would be available, and that the necessary cooking appliances could 
be hired, and service pipes laid, at moderate charges. 

EhctricUy ,—^The provision of a supply of electric current was being considered 
by the Ceneral Manager of the Scottish Southern Electric Supply Co., Ltd., 
Galashiels. 

Proprietor's Conditions .—The Conditions proposed by the Proprietor of the 
ground were dea t with in detail. 


Argyll Naval Fund. 

A Minute of Meeting of Argyll Naval Fund Committee, dated 6th February, 
was read and approved. 

The Minute stated that a further vacancy had occurred in the List of Bene¬ 
ficiaries through the promotion to the rank of Lieutenant of Malcolm Wallace 
G. Webster. 

It was recommended that the following be appointed to one of the two vacancies 
—vie.. Sub-Lieutenant Kobert Love Alexander. 


Finance. 

A Minute of Meeting of Committee, dated 6th February, was submitted and 
approved. 

The Minute dealt with the following matters :— 

Summary of Income and Expenditure.—A Summary of Income and Expenditure 
for the year 1933-34 had been submitted, from which it appeared that there was 
a debit balance on the Ordinary Account of £708, but that, when the profit of 
£3684 on Glasgow Show was tc^en into account, this brought out a surplus of 
Receipts of £2876. From this, however, should be deducted £1209, being the 
amount of Life Subscriptions received during the year, which, according to the 
Charter, should bo treated as Capital. When this sum was deducted from the 
balance of £2876, a sum of £1667 was left to meet extraordinary expenditure, out 
of which a sum of £1421 in grants was already ear-marked, leaving, therefore, a 
balance of £246. 

Macaulay Institute for Soil Peaearch .—^It was recommended that a grant of £600 
be given to the Macaulay Institute for Soil Research, Craigiebuckler, Aberdeen. 

Society's Investments .—It was recommended that the Societv sell their holding 
of £6200 in 3 per cent Local Loans, and invest the proceeds in 3^ Conversion Stock. 

Tenders for canvas .—^Tenders for canvas were submitted, and it was remitted 
to the following Sub-Committee to deal with these and any further tenders which 
may be received, the Committee being given powers to settle the contract pro¬ 
vided they could arrange suitable terms for hire : Mr Alexander Murdoch, Mr J. P. 
Ross-Taylor, Mr James Dumo, Major R. W. Sharpe with the Chairman, Treasurer, 
and Honorary Secretcu'y, ex officii. 

Exportation of Horses Bill .—^Further communications had been submitted from 
the Internationm League Against the Export of Horses. 

After full consideration, the Committee recommended that a reply be sent to 
the League to the effect that, after further consideration, the Society had decided 
that it could not see its way to express support of the Bill at the present time. 

Poisonous Substances in Feeding-Stuffs .—A letter was submitted from Dr Tocher, 
containing a Statement of the total expenses in connection with his Investigation 
regarding Poisonous Substances in Feeding-Stuffs. From this, it appeared that 
the total amount expended was £64, Os. 2d., whereas the amount of the sum 
originally voted was £60. It was recommended that payment of the balance of 
£4, Os 2d. be authorised. 

Second Cleric .—It was recommended that the salary of Mr John Watt, Second 
Clerk, be increased from £276 to £300 per annum as from the commencement of 
the current financial year.

It was added that the Chief Constable had idso been in communication with the 
Royal Scottish Automobile Club with regard to parking arrangements. 


Royal Ulster Agricultural Society. 

A letter was submitted from the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society, dated 6th 
February% containing the terms of a Resolution unanimously adopt^ by that 
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Society with regard to the abolition of Customs Duty on Irish Free State Breeding 
Stock for exhibition at Amoultural Shows in Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

On the motion of Mr ^ezander Murdoch, East Hallside, Cambuslang, seconded 
by Mr J. P. RosS'Taylor, MungosWalls, Duns, it was unanimously decided to 
adopt a Resolution in similar terms to that adopted by the Royal Ulster 
Agricultural Society, and the Secretary was instructed to forward copies thereof 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Secretary of State for Home affairs, 
and the Secretary of State for the Dominions. The terms of the Resolution were 
as follows:— 

** That the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland strongly urges 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Secretary of State for Home Affairs, 
and the Secretary of State for Dominion Affairs to make such arrangements 
as may be necessary for Live Stock from the Irish Free State to be admitted 
duty free into Great Britain and Northern Ireland, for Exhibition at Agri¬ 
cultural Shows.’* 


AnimaU Exhibited at Fat Stock Shows. 

A letter was submitted, dated 12th February, from the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle 
Society, with regard to the amendment or withdrawal of Rule 30, which prescribes 
that no Cattle or Sheep which, after the age of twelve months, havo been oxhibilod 
as Fat Stock at any Show, shall be eligible to compete in the Breeding Classes 
for the Society’s Prizes. 

After some discussion, it was decided, in view of the fact that a member of tho 
Board had intimated his intention to bring forward a Motion with regard to this 
matter, that consideration of the letter be deferred until the Motion referred to 
was submitted. 

A further request by the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society, that the CaMle 
Attendants* sleeping quarters at the Show be placed as near as possible to the 
Cattle under the charge of the respective Attendants, was considered. It was, 
however, unanimously decided that this request be not entertained. 


Finance.

SpeekU Grants. 

Sir Ralph Anstruther of Balcaskie, Bart., Treasurer of the Society, moved 
approval of the following Special Grants which had been recommended by the 
Board of Directors:— 

(1) £200, for the current year, to the Animal Diseases Research Association. 

(2) £100, for the current year, to the Glasgow Veterinary College. 

(3) £60, for the current year, to the Highland Reel and Strathspey Society. 

Sir Ridph further stated that the Directors had decided to contribute a sum 
of £160 towards the fund which was being raised by Sir E. John Russell to pur¬ 
chase the farm and other lands at Rothamsted so as to ensure the continuance of 
the famous Rothamstod agricultural experiments. He trusted that the members 
would approve of the action of the Directors in that respect. 

Mr James R. Lumsden of Arden, in seconding, said tliat he was quite sure that 
all members present would agree that the money was being exceedingly well 
spent. 

The grants were then unanimously approved. 


Glasgow Show, 1034. 

Mr James Kilpatrick, Craigio Mains, Kilmarnock, Convener of the Shows 
Committee, reported that the work of preparation for the Show at Glasgow, on 
19th Juno and three following days, had proceeded along normal lines and was 
then nearing completion. As previously reported, the site at Bellahouston Park, 
placed at the disposal of the Society by the Corporation of Glai^ow, was both 
amplo in extent and convenient of access, and the Magistrates and Council, besides 
providing the site and giving a generous donation to the Show Funds, were 
co-operating with the Society in every effort to promote the success of the Show. 

An extremely satisfactory entry of Live Stock had been obtained. Cattle 
entries showed a decided increase over Dundee and also over the Glasgow Show 
of 1926. Horses were practically the same as at Dundee, while the number of 
Sheep was well up to the average. There was a gratifying increase in the number 
of entries in the Pig classes, while Poultry, Dairy Produce, Rural Industries, 
Honey, &c., all showed increases compared with last year. 

Implements, Machinery and general exhibits had secured a notable entry, 
the total frontage applied for reaching an aggregate of 11,000 feet, or practically 
2000 feet more than at Dundee. The Live Stock Judging Competition had 
attracted the largest entry since its inception—171—and the Buttermaking 
Competition had again received such a large entry that it would extend through¬ 
out the four days of the Show. 

The Horticultural Section continued to expand; all the leading exhibitors 
hcul taken Stands, so that that department of the Show should be even more 
attractive than in the past. 

A feature of the Show would be the judging and parade on Thursday of 100 
horses belonging to the Corporation of Glasgow. An unusually attractive pro¬ 
gramme of events was being provided for the Wednesday and Thursday evenings, 
consisting of a Jumping Competition, Full Dress Musical Ride and Trick Riding 
Dtolay by The Royal Scots Greys, and a Sheep Dog Demonstration. 

l%e prospects for the Show were most encouraging, and, given favourable 
weather, there was every reckon to expect that it would be an outstanding success. 


Aberdeen Show, 1936. 

Mr James Dumo, Griehie, Inverurie, Vice-Convener of the Shows Committee, 
reported that, as almady intimated, the Show of 1936 would be held at Aberdeen. 
The Corporation of Aberdeen had kindly pla(;ed at the disposal of the Society 
an excelTeiit site on the lauds of Seaton. The site extended to over 60 acres and 
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lay to the east of King Street, near the Bridge of Don. The President and Office¬ 
bearers for the Show had just been elected, and the work of preparation for the 
Show would commence soon after the conclusion of the Show at Glasgow. 


Border Show, 1936. 

Major R. W. Sharpe of The Park, Earlston, reported that the Directors had 
decided that the Border Show of 1936 be held at Melrose, provided suitable 
arrangements could bo made regarding a water supply. A Committee of the 
Directors had visited the Border District, on the invitation of the various Town 
Councils, and viewed available sites at Peebles, Melrose, Kelso, Hawick and Selkirk. 
The Committee reported to the Directors that they considered that the best site 
was at Melrose. The Directors had now adopted that report, and recommended 
that the Show be held at Melrose. The site was practically level, lying alongside 
the main road between Hawick and Edinburgh, and it was beside a main railway. 
Gas and electric light were available. The only difficulty that they saw was 
with regard to the size of the pipes supplying the water for the Show. That 
was being gone into, and provided suitaole arrangements could be made with 
regard to this, tho Directors recommended that the Show bo held at Melroso in 
1936. 


Agricultural Education» 

Colonel F. J. Camithers of Dormant, Convener of the Education Com¬ 
mittee, submitted a report on the Examination hold at Leeds from 12th to 
20th April for the National Diploma in Agriculture. 127 candidates presented 
themselves for examination. 32 candidates were from Scotland. As a result 
of the Examination 42 Diplomas were awarded, 1 with Honours. Of the 127 
candidates, 7 appeared for all tho subjects, and 2 of those obtained the Diploma. 
67 had passed certain subjects previously and were completing the Examination 
this year, and of these 40 obtained tho Diploma. The remaining 53 presented 
themselves for ^oups of throe, four or five subjects, and of these 30 passed in the 
subjects for which they appeared, and were entitled to appear for the remaining 
subjects in 1935 or 1936. 


Report by Chemist. 

Dr J. F. Tocher, Consulting Chemist to the Society, submittod a report on the 
work done in his department during the past half-year. Tho substance of Dr 
Tocher’s report appears on pp. 201 to 210 of this volume. 


Honorary Member. 

On the motion of Mr'Alexander Murdoch, Chairman of Directors, Dr R. Stewart 
MacDougall was unanimously elected an Honorary Member of the Societv in 
recognition of tho valuable services rendered by him to the Society, and to Agri¬ 
culture, throughout the period of thirty-six years during which he occupied the 
position of Consulting Entomologist to the Society. 


Presentation to Dr R. Stewart MacDougall. 

The President said they had now come to the end of the ordinary business, 
but before they left he had the great honour of presenting, on behalf of the Members 
of the Society, a Silver Salver and a pair of Candelabra to Dr Stewart MacDougall 
in recognition of his valuable services as Considting Entomologist to the Society 
from 1898 to 1934. The gifts were given in recognition of Dr MaoDoiigaH’s valu¬ 
able help to the Members and to the whole farming community, and they were 
also a token of sincere affection for an old friend. Dr Stewart MacDoug^l had 
been Consulting Entomologist to the Societv for thirty-six years, and during 
that time he h^ annually contributed most helpful, interesting, and instructive 
articles on Insect Pests to the * Transactions * of the Society. His research and 
consequent knowled^, and dispersion of that knowledge, must have saved 
farmers from incalculable damage. It was the earnest hope of the Members of 
the Society that his life would be long continued. They ofiered lum these ^ts 
as a token of their deep appreciation oi, and gratitude for, his admirable services, 
so freely given for the oenefit of those engaged in the oldest and most permanent 
of all industries. He understood his contribution on the subject of Warble Fly 
was in process of preparation, and its publication was being looked forward to 
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with the greatest ezpeotation. It would add even more to the debt which the 
Society owed him. 

We ask you, concluded Lord Home, to accept these gifts in memoi^ of your 
long and faithful service, of your long invaluable help and of your imfailing kind¬ 
ness and friendship. May you live long to enjoy the happiest reminiscences of 
your long connection with this Society. 

Dr Stewart MacDougall replied in a happy and reminiscent speech. He said 
he was very sorry indeed that he had had to send in his resignation of the post 
of Entomologist to the Society, he having for some time now passed the three score 
years and ten. He recalled some of the old Members and Office-bearers of the 
Society with whom he had the happiness of making acquaintance. Amon^ those 
he mentioned were Dr Aitken, the Chemist, a man of great talent in his own 
subject; Professor M*Alpine, one of the most wonderful teachers he had known ; 
and the Very Rev. Dr John Gillespie, “the weightiest of Moderators,** as he called 
liimself. In conclusion, Dr MacDougall send he would like them to believe how 
grateful he was for the gifts and for the very kind things the President had said 
regarding him.

GENERAL MEETING OP MEMBERS HELD IN THE SHOWYARD, 
GLASGOW, 20th JUNE 1934. 

The Earl of Home, K.T., President of the Society, in the Chair. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, said he need not say how deeply 
he appreciated the great honour of being invited to be President of the Society 
for that year. He knew they understood his grf^titude. It was a further pleasure 
that the Show was being held in Glasgow, where so much kindness had always 
been shown to him and his. It was an additional pleasure also that the weather 
had been so delightfully fine, and they thanked the Lord PFovost for having 
arranged it. 

At that Meeting some Members of the Society might expect the President to 
refer to the diffiemt conditions which surrounded the agricultural industry. He 
did not intend to do so, and for this reason, that when any machine went out 
of order, the only wise course was to summon the help of those with long and 
practical experience in its intricate working, and that wise course had been 
adopted. The responsible Ministers in Scotland and England, assisted by many 
of the best brains in the industry, were striving to repair the agricultural machine, 
so that it might successfully surmount the steep incline it had met in its journey, 
and the end of which was not yet in sight. Whether these efforts would be success¬ 
ful or not it was too early to say, but, at any rate, practical people were tackling 
the job, a fact which shomd give great comfort and hope to them all. 

There was only one matter upon which he was qualified to speak at a Meeting 
of agriculturists, and in speaking very brief words on that matter he knew he 
voiced the feelings of very many landed proprietors. It was well known that during 
the post-war years the stewardship of landed proprietors had been intensely 
difficult to fulfil. Undoubtedly the word Mmpossiole* would have taken the 
place of the word * difficult * had it not been for the competent help and con¬ 
sideration so readily mven by tenant-farmers at a time when the^ themselves 
had been so desperately hard pressed. That constant help and consideration had 
touched many hearts very deeply, and to-day be would express from those many 
hearts the deepest gratitude. He supposed that if the matter was simply 
regarded as a business proposition it would be best for many of them to cut 
their losses, clear out and l^nd over their stewardship to those better eqiupped 
to fulfil it. That view might be logically correct, but there was this difficulty. 
The links of old associations and friendship which bound many of them to their 
old homes wore so strong that they were unable to face the breaking of those 
links, and the parting with that which was one of the very few priceless possessions 
of life. If it was wrong for them to hold on to their old homes as long as they could, 
be believed it was a sin for which there was forgiveness in very many hearts. 
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He mentioned the subject that morning very briefly, for time was so limited, 
because, after all, co-operation, understanding and goodwill were the essential 
foundation stones for the success of eveiy industry, and he firmly believed that 
if they who owned the land and their mends who farmed it, and their hard¬ 
working companions who toiled in their interests—often, alas ! in these difficult 
times, for far too small a reward—if they were all determined to work together in 
that spirit of understanding, goodwill and self-sacrifice, this severe storm throueh 
which they were passing would, like many other previous storms, be safwy 
weathered, and the hard trial they were all undergoing would result in an even 
stronger spirit of comradeship in all their hearts. He thanked again the 
Members of the Society very much for their kindness in allowing h^ to be 
President for the year, and he eeirnestly hoped the Show would be splendidly 
successful, and that prosperity would ere long be restored to that most ancient 
and important of all industries. 


Votes of Thanks, 

Sir Ralph Anstruther of Baloaskie, Bart., Treasurer of the Society, proposed 
a cordial vote of thanks to the Lord Provost, Magistrates and Corporation of the 
City of Glasgow for the excellent site provided for the Show, for their liberal 
donation to the Show Fund and for their co-operation and assistance in all matters 
tending to promote the success of the Show. He felt sure, he said, that this 
motion would be received with acclamation by the Members present, because 
there could be no doubt that one of the features of the Highland Show was that 
to whatever part of the country they went they found the most cordial co-ojperation 
from the Local Authorities. In coming to Glasgow, which held a premier place 
in the municipalities of their island, they had received, as in the past, a cordial 
welcome and the most generous support. In a year like this, when water supply 
had been one of the great difficulties, it was satisfactory to think that the Cor¬ 
poration of Glasgow had given them a supply of water for their Show, and they 
were deeply indebted to them for that. The motion recognised their liberal 
donation, and, while it was a large one and they thanked them heartily for it, 
ho believed that quite as much thanks should be given for the supply of water 
as for any pecuniary donation. He felt sure that ^ the Members would receive 
that resolution with acclamation, and would really in their hearts thank the 
Lord Provost and the Corporation, and through them the citizens of Glasgow, 
for the great help they had given to the Society on this occasion. 

Lord Rowallan said he was asked by the Chairman of Directors to second 
the resolution as being one who was outside the City of Glasgow. He rather took 
exception to that, as his family had been for many generations connected with 
Glasgow, and he himself spent the first six months of his life on the top of the 
hill in Bellahouston House, so that he considered himself as closely connected with 
Glasgow as the Chairman of Directors. He did not intend to say very much, 
except to acknowledge with gratitude the work and the co-operation of the Lord 
Provost and representatives of the Corporation, and to express the hope that 
the work which they had put in in connection with the Show would be recognised 
by the citizens in regaining the record, previously held by them, but which last 
year was broken by the citizens of Dundee. 

The vote of thanks was heartily accorded. 

Lord Provost Swan, in acknowledging the vote of thanks, said ho felt he wanted 
to pass a vote of thanks to the Committee of the Highland Show for coming to 
Glasgow. They were sowing seed, and they knew that the Show in coming to the 
City of Glasgow was going to be a benefit to the city. They must acknowledge 
that the agncultural industry was the greatest industry that this country still 
possessed. That was very often forgotten, because they were not gathered 
together in one place. The importance of their industry had been emphasised 
during the war, but it w€us as important for the country to-day as over it was. 
The citizens knew that the farming industry had been going through difficult 
times. 

Yesterdav he had the Premier of Queenriand with him at lunch, and he was 
asking for freer importation into tliis country. Tlie Premier wanted to assure 
them that he did not compete with the British farmer. His statement was that 
the competition that existed was competition out with the Empire and not within 
it, and that the competition they were meeting mostly was from the Argentine, 
Poland, Russia and the Northern States of Europe. Ho thought they must regard 
their duties as a nation, both to their home farmers, their home producers and to 
those who were their kith and kin. He did, however, think the Government, who 
were responsible for quotets, must take into account, first of all, those at homo, 
and then those^who were so olosely connected with them. 
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The Highland Show had oome to Glasgow, and Glas^w was proud. They 
all knew the great competition there was to have the Iffighland Show within 
the precincts of the various cities and towns in the country, and they felt that the 
Society, in coming there, had put a certain responsibility upon them, and that 
was that the Society should have the most successful Show they had ever had. 
He was hopeful the people of Glasgow would recognise that, and that this year 
they would get, instead of five figures, at least a six-figure attendance, and well on 
in the six. 

Reference had been made to the contribution by Glasgow. He did not for a 
moment consider that the money was by any means a strain on the city but that 
the city would make a good pront out of it. As far aa water was concerned, there 
were not many things &ey could spare bettor than water in the City of Glasgow. 
They could use as much water as they liked and the city would still have plenty 
left. 

He wanted to thank the Society for the honour they had done to the City of 
Glasgow in coming there, and for the honour they had done him in asking him to 
come there and reply to that vote of thanks. On behalf of the citizens he expressed 
the strong wish that the Show would bo successful, and that the days of adversity 
through which the farming community was passing were near efh end. 

Maj or R. W. Sharpe, The Park, Earlston, moved that a vote of thanks be accorded 
to the Convener and members of the Local Committee of Management, for the 
work they had undertaken and successfully carried out in connection with the 
Show. 

As the Lord Provost had mentioned, they as agriculturists, he said, were spread 
t^oughout the len^h and breadth of Scotland, and as they went round from 
district to district it was necessary for the successful carrying out of the Show 
that they should have an energetic Committee formed in the district in which 
the Show W€b8 tedcing place. This year, under the Convenership of Colonel Houlds- 
worth, they had a largo and energetic Committee working for the success of the 
Show for the last few months. He was sure it was a groat regret to them all that 
Colonel Houldsworth was unable to see the fined results of all his labours and 
could not be with them that day. Fortunately they had a good team in their 
Local Committee, which included Mr Kilpatrick, who was Convener of the Shows 
Committee, and Bailie Fletcher, who represented the Town Council. He thought 
they would agree that all their arrangements had been successfully carried out. 
They had only to look at the results of their work on the previous day which 
enabled the judging to be carried through in such an expeditious manner. 

Mr William Fraser, Knockomie, Forres, seconded, and the resolution was cor¬ 
dially adopted. 

Mr Jeunes Kilpatrick, Craigie Mains, Kilmarnock, Convener of the Shows 
Committee, said he was rather at a loss in having to reply on behalf of the Local 
Committee. He was sure he expressed the feelings of every Member of the High¬ 
land Society when he said they regretted very much the absence of Colonel Houlds¬ 
worth. Colonel Houldsworth had done much for the welfare of the Highland 
Society and for the smooth working of the Show arrangements on that occasion. 
They had been favoured with a splendid Local Committee, who had put their 
hearts into the work, cmd everything up till now had passed off up to time. They 
were delighted to hear the Lord Provost’s expression of good wishes, and he hoped 
that good weather would continue throughout the Show period. He was quite 
sure wat if that were so, they would exceed any record made in the past. 

Mr J. E. B. Cowper, Gojgar House, Midlothian, moved that the Society express 
its appreciation of the satisfactory arrangements made by the railway companies 
for the expeditious transport of stock, implements and visitors to the Show. 
Without the co-operation and assistance of the railway companies, send Mr Cowper, 
there could be no Show there. It was an enormous undertaking to bring to that 
exhibition such implements and machinery as they had seen. It was also a serious 
matter for stock-breeders and the railway companies to imdertake the conveyance 
of valuable animals. At no Show had the rculway companies played their parts 
better than on this occasion, and as far as he could hear there were no oomplaints» 

That, he was sure, would be very gratifying to the railway compames. A 
good many hard things were said about the treatment that traders and others 
received at their hands. The day for that was past. The railway companies had 
wakened up to the interests of the public, and traders must admit that they were 
now getting full satisfaction and the utmost attention to all their demands. He 
wished to couple that vote of thanks with the name of Mr John Ballantyne of the 
L.M.S. Railway Company, who was also associated with agriculture. As the 
head of his department, Mr Ballantyne was naturc^y anxious to see that the 
work was well carried out, and his services were g^tly appreciated. 

Bailie Donald C. Fletc^r, Glasgow, in seconding, said there was a great deed 
of work in getting ready for a Show Uke that, and those of them who had been 
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associated with that work were beginning to feel it was almost over and in a 
day or two they could go back to their ordina^ occupation. But the railway 
companies hckd a ^ood deal of work before them in getting these valuable animals 
back safely to their destinations. 

The resolution was cordially adopted. 

Mr John Ballantyne, chief officer for Scotland of the L.M.S. Railway Com¬ 
pany, said it afforded him the greatest pleasure to be there that dav, and he 
thanked Mr Cowper and Bailie Fletcher very much indeed for the very handsome 
compliments they had paid to the railway companies in connection with the 
transport of traffic to the Show. He just hoped in all sincerity their compliments 
might be as well deserved on the return journey. At an earlier stage he said he 
was prepared to put at the disposal of the Highland Society the resources of the 
L.M.S. Railway Company, and he said there again that day that—having heard 
complaints in the past about valuable animals being far too long on the rood, 
particularly on the return journey—if there were any exhibitors there who had 
any fears as to what was to happen on Friday night or Saturday morning, he 
had given firm instructions that tnere was to be no question of live stock going 
homo with the milk in the morning. 


Vote of Thanks to CJiairman. 

Mr Alexander Murdoch, East Hallsido, Cambuslang, Chairman of Directors, 
said he had a very pleasing duty to perform, and that was to move that the 
thanks of the Meeting be accorded to Lord Horae for his conduct in the Chair 
that day, and for his services to the Society as President for the past year. Lord 
Home had boon no ornamental President. He had taken a real live interest in his 
job ; he had attended regularly the Meetings of the Directors in Edinburgh; 
he had assisted them in every possible way to make the Show there a great success ; 
and ho did feel that it was their duty to accord his Lordship a very hearty vote 
of thanks for his conduct in the Chair and for the great services he had ronderod 
to the Society. 

The Earl of Homo, in acknowledging the cordial vote of thanks, said he could 
assure them it had been a great pleasure to bo President for that year, and he was 
delighted that the Show was so successful and was being favoured with such 
glorious weather. 


ANNIVERSARY GENERAL MEETING, 9th January 1936. 

The Earl .of Caithnbss, C.B.E., President, in the Chair. 

The Chairman said tliat before commencing the business of the Meeting he should 
like to repeat what he said at the Directors* Meeting, that he appreciated very 
highly the honour they had conferred upon him by appointing him as President 
for the ensuing year. They wore looking forward in the north with the greatest 
interest to the Highland and Agricultural Society’s Show in Aberdeen next June. 
They had with them that day the Lord Provost of Aberdeen. The Lord Provost 
and ho were united in their desire to do everything that was possible on behalf of 
the Town and County to make the Show an unquiuified success. 


Annual Report. 

Colonel P. J. Oarruthers of Dormont submitted the Annual Report by the 
Directors. He said that, as it was in their hands, there were very few thinp in 
it to which ho need call attention. Probably the first was the question of the 
membership of the Society. They would see, according to the Report, that the 
numbers were 9688, an increase of 44 on the previous year. If the 374 candidates 
were elected that day that would bring the membership of the Society up to 
10,062. 

Some of the items in the R^ort would be the subject of special resolutions 
later on. The Reports on the Shows had in the past been moved by individual 
Directors, but now they wore all printed in the Report. With regard to the 
Glasgow Show, all that it was necessary for him to say wm that it was an im- 
quahfied success, in spite of the bad brecUedown of the weather on the Friday.

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Aa to the Aberdeen Show, they had heard what the President had said about the 
efforts the Lord Provost of Aberdeen and he were making. Everything was 
going very smoothly, and ho was certain they would have a good Show at Aber¬ 
deen. With regard to the Border Show of 1936, negotiations were still proceeding 
regarding a supply of water at Melrose, and he thought there was every hope 
they would come to a suitable arrangement on that very difficult question. He 
did not think there were any other matters to which he need refer, but if there 
were aj^ questions or explanations wanted he would be very glad to answer 
them. He begged to move the adoption of the Report. 

The Report was unanimously adopted. 

Election of Treasurer. 

Colonel K. J. Carruthers said that, in terms of the recommendation contained 
in the Report, he had pleasui’e in moving that the Right Hon. the Earl of Home, 
K.T., be appointed Treasurer of the Society. It would be in the recollection of 
all the Directors, and probably most of the members, that Lord Home took a very 
graat interest in all the activities of the Society during his ^temi of office as 
President last year, A man of very great ability and of very high stranding in the 
public life of Scotland, his addition to the Board would be an acquisition of 
strength, and of very great advantage to the Society. They were extremely 
lucky to get such a busy man as Lord Home to accept the Treosurership. 

Mr Alexander Murdoch, East Hallside, Cambuslang, who seconded, said if they 
searched the whole of Scotland they could not get a better Treasurer than Lord 
Home. Ho was a real * live wire * aa President of the Glasgow Show, and no 
small measure of the success of the Glasgow Show was due to what he did for 
the Society on tliat occasion. 

The election of the Earl of Home as Treasurer of the Society was unanimously 
approved. 

Election of a Director. 

On the motion of Colonel F. J. Carruthers, Treasurer Edward W. Watt, Aber¬ 
deen, WM elected an Extraordineury Director to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of ex-Treasurer M. Lunan, Aberdeen. 

Election of Members, 

The Secretary said he had much pleasure in submitting an extremely gratifying 
list of 374 candidates for election to membership. These were balloted for and 
duly elected. 

Annual Accounts and Special Grants. 

Mr Alexander Murdoch submitted the Accounts of the Society for the year 
ended 30th November 1934, of which, ho said, all had received copios. 

If they turned to page 3 they would find that the total funds amounted to 
£181,247. A year ago the amount of the general funds was £167,393. They had 
an appreciation in their investments of £13,864, so that he thought they would 
agree with him that the funds of the Society were in a healthy state. If they 
turned to pages 4 and 6 they would find a complete statement of the income 
and expenditure for the year. On pages 6 and 7 they would find an abstract of 
the accounts of the Glasgow Show, l^ey would see there was a profit of £3634, 
which, he thought, was very satisfactory considering the very wet day on the 
Friday. If the weather ooncutions had been as good on Friday as on the previous 
days they would probably have created a record. On the last page they l^d a 
view of the receipts and payments, which showed on the whole worldng of the 
Society they had a surplus of £2876; that was after paying £1446 of special 
grants, and other sums in local grants, and for the erection of a pavilicm for 
herdsmen. They would remember that a year ago they agreed to erect a pavilion 
for the herdsmen to commemorate the 160th anniversary of the foundation of' 
the Society. It was opened by Lord Home on the first night of the Show, and 
he was sure the herdsmen appreciated very much what the Directors had done 
in that direction. He moved adoption of the Accounts and approval of the 
following grants: £100 to the Scottish Agricultural Organisation Society and 
£10 to the Scottish Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. In admlion* 
he said, he had to refer to the Report on the Argyll Naval Fund, which appeared 
in the Annual Report, and which spoke for itseS. 

Mr James R. Lumsden of Arden seconded. 

Mr J. Milne Henderson, Edinburgh, pointed out that the great success of the 
Dundee Show was attributed very largely to the splendid attendances, but, if 
they looked at the accounts, they would see that a tremendous amount of the 
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profit came from the lesser cost of fitting up the Showyard. In Dundee the cost 
of hiring the timber was £1600, and it was more than double in some other places. 
In Inverness the cost was £2300, in Edinburgh £3600, and Dumfries and Alloa 
£3000. Personally, he did not see any reason why Aberdeen should not be able 
to supply timber for the fitting up of the Showyard for the same price as Dundee. 
A dinerence of £1600 per annum was a large amount. He might give them the 
total figures of fitting up the Show and the hire of timber. The highest was 
Edinburgh, £8600; the next was Alloa, £6800; and there followed Dumfries, 
£6600 ; Dundee, £6200 ; and Inverness, £6000. There was a tremendous dif¬ 
ference between the lowest and the highest. He quite admitted the Hundredth 
Show deserved all it got, but he respectfully suggested that the Directors should 
take this matter very seriously into consideration and see if it were not possible 
to fit up the Aberdeen Show at a price commensurate with Dundee. 

Mr Murdoch said the difference was easily explained. The Society were for¬ 
tunate in connection with the Dundee Show. The firm from whom they hired 
the timber had a very good stock in hand, and the Society gut it at a good price. 
Timber had since gone up very appreciably in price. The question of 1 he lure of 
timber was gone into very carefully by a special committee, and they might take 
it they did not throw away the Society's money. The difference between the cost 
in Dundee and Glasgow was due entirely to the rise in the cost of timber. 

The motion for the adoption of the Accounts and approval of the Special Grants 
was put from the Chair and unanimously agreed to. 


Oranta to Local Societies. 

Mr Jeunes Durno, Cricliie, Inverurie, Convener of the Shows Committee, sub¬ 
mitted a report on Grants to Local Societies. In 1934, he said, grants of money 
and medals were given to eighty-seven Local Agricultural Societies throughout 
Scotland. The total expenditure under this head, including Long Service Certifi¬ 
cates and Medals, amounted to £979, 9s. In 1935 the estimated total expenditure 
was £1060, 78. 3d. 


Show of 1937. 

On the motion of Mr James M’Laren, Cornton, Bridge of Allan, seconded by Mr 
John W. Prentice, Craigrie, Clackmannan, the following resolution was adopted : 
** That provided a suitable site is available, and satisfactory financial and other 
arrangements can be made, the Society’s Show of 1937 be held in the Stirling 
Show Division.” 


Chemisi's Report. 

Dr J. F. Tocher, Consulting Chemist to the Society, submitted a report on the 
work done in his depeu'tment during the past half-year. The substance of the 
report appears on pp. 201 to 210 of this volume. 


Eradication of Bracken. 

Lord Lamington asked if there had been any communication from the Govern¬ 
ment with regard to the Society’s resolution on the subject of the eradication of 
bracken. 

The Secretary scud there was an acknowledgment of the Society’s resolution, 
and the matter was taken into consideration. That was almost a year ago, and 
nothing further had happened. 


Vote of Thanks. 

Mr T. G. Wilson, Carbeth Home Farm, in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
President for his conduct in the Chair, said the Earl of Caithness had proved 
that the Society never made a wiser decision than when they elected him to his 
present position. The President had scud he highly appreciated the honour. Ho 
sincerely hoped that his Lordship would equally appreciate the honour which the 
Society conmrred on all its Presidents of purchMing a large number of medals for 
competition among stockowners. He could assure the President that everyone 
highly appreciated the honour he had conferred on the Society, and they were 
fully ooxmdent that under his presidentship the Show at Aberdeen would be an 
unquifiifled success. 

The President briefly returned thanks. With regard to the medals he oo^d 
only say that an Aberdonian did not spend money as a rule without getting 
monk’s worth for it. 
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GENERAL NOTICE. 

The Highland Sooiety was instituted in the"year 1784, and incorporated by 
Royal Charter in 1787. Its operation was at first limited to matters connected 
with the improvement of the Hi;ghlands of Scotland; but the supervision of 
certain departments, proper to that part of the country, having been subsequently 
committed to specif Boards of Management, Mveral of the earlier objects con^ 
tomplated by the Sooiety were abandoned* while the progress of agriculture led 
to the adoption of others of a more general character. The exertions of the Society 
were thus early extended to the whole of Scotland, and have since been continu* 
ously directed to the promotion of the science and practice of agriculture in all 
its branches. 

In accordance with this more enlarged sphere of action, the original title of the 
Society was altered, under a Royal Charter, in 1834, to The Highland and 
Aorioultural Society of Scotland. 

The Society avoids questions of political controversy, but in other public matters 
of practiced concern to agriculture it seeks to guard and promote, by every means 
in its power, the welfare of all interested in the agriculture of Scotland. 

Among the more important measures which have been effec ted by the Society 
are— 

1. Agricultural Meetings and General Shows of Stock, Implements, &c., held 
in the principal towns of Scotland, at which exhibitors from all parts of Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State are allowed to compete. 

2. A system of District Shows instituted for the purpose of improving the breeds 
of Stock moat suitable for different parts of tho country, and of aiding and direct¬ 
ing the efforts of Local Agricultural Societies and Associations. 

3. A scheme of Awards to Farm Workers for long and approved service in 
Scotland. 

4. Tho encouragement of Agricultural Education, under powers conferred by a 
supplementary Royal Charter, granted in 1866, and authorising the Society to 
grant Diplomas to Students of Agriculture; and by giving grants in aid of educa¬ 
tion in Agricultme and allied sciences. In 1900 the Society discontinued its own 
Examination, and instituted jointly with the Royal Agricultural Society of Eng¬ 
land an Examination for a Nation^ Diploma in Apiculture. 

6. The institution of an Examination for a National Diploma in Dairying, 
jointly with the Royal Agricultural Society of England and the British Dairy 
Farmers* Association. 

6. Tho institution of an Examination in Forestry for First and Second Class 
Oertificaies. 

7. The advancement of the Veterinary Art, by conferring Certificates on Students 
who have passed through a prescribed curriculum, and who are found, by public 
examination, qualified to practise. Terminated in 1881 in accordance with arrange¬ 
ments with the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

8. The appointment- of a Chemist for the purpose of promoting the application 
of science to agriculture. 

9. The establishment of a Botanical Department. 

10. The appointment of an Entomologist to advise members regarding insect 
pests, &c. 

11. The annual publication of the ‘Transactions,* comprehending papers by 
selected writers. Prize Reports, and reports of experiments, also an abstract of 
the business at Board and General Meetings, and other communications. 

12. The management of a fund left by John, 6th Duke of Ar^ll (the original 
President of the Society), to assist young natives of the Highlands who enter His 
Majesty’s Navy. 


CONSTITUTION AND MANAGEMENT. 

The general business of The Highland and Aobioultubal Sooiktt of 
Scotland is conducted under the sanction and control of the Royal Charters, 
referred to above, which authorise the enactment of Bye-Laws. 

The Office-Bearers consist of a President, Four Vice-Presidents, Thirty-two 
Ordinaiy and Twenty Extraordinary Directors, a Treasurer, an Honorary and an 
Acting Secretary, an Auditor, and other Officers. 

The Supplementary Charter of 1866 provides for the appointment of a Council 
on Education, consisting of Sixteen lumbers—Nine nominated by the Charter 
and Seven elected by the Sooiety.

REPORTS ON THE ANIMAL ENEMIES OF CROP PLANTS AND 
LIVE STOCK (INCLUDING POULTRY).

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NATIONAL DIPLOMA IN AGRICULTURE 

By a Supplementary Charter under the Great Seal, jpranted in 
1866, the Society is empowered to grant Diplomas. 

From 1868 to 1899 the Society held an annual Examination for 
Certificate and Diploma in Agriculture. In 1872 the Free Life 
Membership of the Society was granted to winners of the Diploma. 
In 1884 permission was given to holders of the Diploma to append' 
the letters F.H.A.S. to their names. 

In 1898 it was resolved by the Royal Agricultural Society of 
England and the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland to 
discontinue the independent Examinations in Agriculture held by 
the two Societies, and to institute in their st/ead a Joint-Examination 
for a National Diploma in Agriculture (N.D.A.) This Examina¬ 
tion is now conducted under the management of “ The National 
Agricultural Examination Board appointed by the two Societies. 


REGULATIONS FOR EXAMINATION IN THE 
SCIENCE AND PRACTICE OF AGRICULTURE 


1 . The Societies may hold conjointly, under tlie management of 
the National Agricultural Examination Board appointed by them, 
an Annual Examination in the Science and Practice of Agriculture, 
at a convenient centre. 

2. Candidates who pa8.s the Examination will receive the National 
Diploma in Agriculture—the Diploma to bo distinguished shortly by 
the letters “ N.D.A.” 

3. The Examination will be conducted by means of written 
papers and oral examinations. 

4. In order to be eligible to sit for the Board’s Examination in 
Agriculture, a candidate must— 

(a) Present a certificate from a recognised Agricultural 
College that his attainments in the subjects of General Botany^ 
Geology, General Chemistry, Physics, and Mechanics, as attest^ 
by claas and other examinations, are, in the opinion of the 
authorities of the College, such as to justify his admission to the 
Board’s Examination; or 
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(6) Produce evidence that he hcts passed the let B.So. or the 
Intermediate Examination in Science of a British University; or 

(c) Present a School Certificate awarded by a Britii^ 
University Examination Board, and produce evidence that 
he has continued his study of science for at least a year and 
has obtained a certificate in Physics, Chemistry and Botany 
at the Higher Certificate Examination of a British University 
Examination Board. 

(d) Present a Leaving Certificate in Science (including 
Chemistry and Botany) of the Scottish Education Depart¬ 
ment. 

5. In the case of students who satisfy the Board that they have not 

had the facilities for obtaining the foregoing certificates, the Board 
will be prepared to consider evidence of equivalent attainment. 
[Applications under this rule must be lodged three months before the 
date of the annual examination.] " 

6 . Before sitting for the PaACTiOAii AGRioirLTUBB and Fabm 
Machinery and Implements papers, all candidates must produce 
evidence of possessing a practical knowledge of Agriculture obtained 
by residence on a farm in the British Isles for a period or 
periods (not more than two) covering a complete year of farming 
operations, 

7. Candidates will have the option of taking the whole of the follow¬ 
ing nine papers at one time, or of sitting for a group of any three, 
four, or five in the first year and the remaining subjects (at one 
examination) within the next two years :—

This Examination^ instituted in 1897, is conducted by “The 
National Dairy Examination Board,” appointed jointly by the Royal 
Agricultural Society of England, the Eaghland and Agricultural 
Society of Scotland, and the British Dairy Farmers’ Association. 


REGULATIONS FOR EXAMINATION IN THE 
SCIENCE AND PRACTICE OF DAIRYING 

1. The Societies may hold annually in England and in Scotland, 
under the management of the National Dairy Examination Board 
appointed by them, one or more examinations for the National 
Diploma in the Science and Practice of Dairying; the Diploma to 
be distinguished shortly by the letters * N.D.D.’ 

2. The Examinations will be hold on dates and at places from 
time to time appointed and duly announced. 

3. Forms of Entry for the Examination in England may be 
obtained from * The Secretary, Royal Agricultural Society of Eng¬ 
land, 16 Bedford Square, London, W.C.l,’ and must be returned 
to him duly filled up, with the entry fee, on or before Saturday, 
l^Olh July 1935. 

4. Forms of Entry for the Examination in Scotland may be 
obtained from / The ^cretary, Highland and Agricultural Society of 
Scotland, 8 Eglinton Crescent, Edinburgh 12,’ and must be returned 
to him duly filled up, with the entry foe, on or before Thursday, 
lyt August 1935. 

6 . Any candidate may enter for the Examination either in Eng¬ 
land or Scotland, but not in both, and a candidate who has once 
taken part in an Examination in England cannot enter for an 
Examination in Scotland, or vice versa. An exception may be made 
in favour of a candidate reappearing under Regulation 11 (3) provided 
special application is made at the time of entry* 

6 . As a preliminary to the acoeptance of any application for per¬ 
mission to enter for the Examination, a candidate must produce:— 
(1) A certificate testifying that he or she has attended a Diploma 
Course in the subjects of the Examination covering two 
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academic yeare at an approved Dairy Training Institution 
and has satisfied the authorities of the Institution of his 
or her fitness for admission to the Examination. This 
period shall include six session months’ instruction (con* 
siating of not more than two periods) in practical dairy 
work. 

(2) Evidence that he or she has spent at least six months in 
not more than two periods on an approved Dairy farm 
and taken part in the work. This period must not run 
concurrently with the six months’ practical training 
referred to in subsection 1. 

A Dairy Farm to be approved must have not fewer than 
fifteen cows kept in daily milking. 

7. A candidate who has already taken a Degree in Agriculture 
of a British University or a Diploma in Agriculture recognised by 
the National Dairy Examination Board, will be allowed to enter 
for the National Diploma in Dairying Examination after one year’s 
training at an approved Dairy Training Institution, providing that 
such course includes at least six months’ training in practical dairy 
work, and that he or she has worked for at least six months on an 
approved Dairy Farm. 

8 * In the Examination a candidate will be required to satisfy the 
Examiners by means of written papers, practical work, and viva 
voce, that he or she has :— 

(1) A general knowledge of the Management of a Dairy Farm, 

including the rearing and feeding of Dairy Stock, the can¬ 
didate being required to satisfy the Examiners that he or 
she had had a thorough training and practical exi>erience 
in all the details of Dairy work as pui'sued on a farm. 

(2) A thorough acquaintance, both practical and scientific, with 

everything connected with the management of a Dairy, 
and the manufacture of Butter and Cheese. 

(3) A general knowledge of Dairy Factory Management, Dairy 

Hygiene, Dairy Engineering, and Dairy Book-keeping. 

(4) Practical skill in Dairying, to be tested by the making of 

Butter and Cheese. 

Notx.—A candidate must be prepared to make any one 
of the following varieties of Hard Pressed Cheese, the 
Examiner in Cheese-making having the option of say¬ 
ing during the Examination what variety a candidate 
shall make:—

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CERTIFICATES IN FORESTRY 


The Society grants First and Second-Class Certificates in 
Forestry. 

1. The Examination is hold each year in the month of March. 

2. A Final Examination * was held at 8 Eglinton Crescent, 
Edinburgh, on the 12th, 13th, and 14th March 1935. 

3. Candidates must possess—1. A thorough acquaintance with the 
theory and practice of Forestry. 2. A general knowledge of the 
following branches of study, so far as these apply to Forestry : (a) The 
Elements of Forest Botany and Forest Zoology; (6) The Elements of 
Meteorology and Geology; (c) Forest Engineering, including Land 
and Timber Measuring and Surveying; Mechanics and Construction, 
as applied to fencing, draining, bridging, road-meiking, and saw-mills; 
and Implements of Forestry ; (d) Arithmetic and Book-keeping. 

4. The Examinations are open to candidates of any age, may be 
both written and oral, and will include such practical tests as may 
from time to time be decided to apply. 

5. The maximum number of marks for each subject is 100 ; Pfiuss 
marks for First-Class Certificate—^Forestry, 76; fiil other subjects, 
60. Pass marks for Second-Class Certificate—^Forestry, 60 ; all other 
subjects, 60. 

6. A candidate who obtains Pass marks in certain subjects, but 
fails in others, may come up for these other subjects alone, it being 
understood that without the special permission of the Society no 
candidate will be eligible to enter for more than two subsequent 
Examinations. 

7. A candidate who has obtained the Second-Class Certificate may 
enter again for the First-Class Certificate. 

8. Cemdidates who obtain the Fir8t-Cl€W8 Certificate in Forestry 
will be elected Free Life Members of The Highland and Agricultural 
Society of Scotland.

guaranty, if any, on which the goods were sold, and also as to the 
price charged. 

These charges apply only to analyses made for agricvMural jmrposes, and for the sole 
and private use of members of the Highland and Agricultural Society who are 
not erhgaged in the manufacture or sale of the substances analysed. 

Valuations of manures, according to the Society’s scale of imits, 
will be supplied if requested. 

The Society will not be liable for payment of fees in respect of 
analyses for any member in excess of £5 for any one year, or £10 for 
any five consecutive years. 

The undemoted fees are those payable by a member. These 
amoimts represent only one-third of the total fee for any particular 
analysis, the other two-thirds being paid by the Society. 

This scale does not apply to members whose subscriptions are 
in arrears.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR SELECTING SAMPLES FOR ANALYSIS. 

Manures. 

Any method of sampling mutually agreed upon between buyer and 
seller may be adopted, but the following method is recommended as 
a very complete and satisfactory one : Four or more bags should be 
selected for sampling. Each bag is to be emptied out separately on a 
clean floor, worked through with the spade, and one spadeful taken 
out and set aside. The four or more spadefuls thus set aside are to 
be mixed together until a uniform mixture is obtained. Of this 
mixture one spadeful is to be taken, spread on paper, and still more 
thoroughly mixed, any lumps which it may contain being broken 
down with the hand. Of this mixture two samples of about half a 
pound each should be taken by the purchaser or his agent, in the 
presence of the seller or his agent or two witnesses (due notice having 
been given to the seller of the time and place of sampling), and these 
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samples should be taken as quickly as possible, and put into bottles 
or tin cases to prevent loss of moisture, and having been labelled, 
should be sealed by the samplers—one or more samples to be retained 
by the purchaser, and one to be sent to the Chemist for analysis. 


Fbeding-Stuffs. 

Samples of feoding-stuffs which are in the form of meal may be 
taken in a similar manner to that mentioned above. 

Samples of cake should be taken by selecting four or more cakes 
from the bulk. These should be nutted to a size not larger than 
walnuts. The nutted cake should then be thoroughly mixed and 
samples of not less than one pound each taken from it. The samples 
should be put into bottles or tins, sealed up, and labelled. One 
sample should bo sent to the Chemist, and one or more duplicates 
retained by the purchaser. 


Vegetable Pboducts. 

Turnips^ dbc,^ at least 50 bulbs carefully selected as of fair average 
growth. 

Hay, straw, ensilage, dsc,, should be sampled from a thin section 
cut across the whole stack or silo, and carefully mixed ; above 2 lb. 
weight is required for analysis. 

Grain should be sampled like manures. 

Grass should be representative of the whole field; about 5 lb. 
weight is required for analysis. 


Dairy Produce. 

Milk .—Samples of milk from individual cows should be taken 
direct from the milk-pail after complete milking. Average samples 
from a number of cows should be t^en immediately after milking. 
Specify whether the sample is morning or evening milk, or a mixture 
of these. Samples to bo tested for adulteration should not be drawn 
from the bottom or taken from the top of standing milk, but they 
should be ladled from the vessel after the milk has been thoroughly 
mixed. Samples of milk should be sent immediately to the Chemist. 

For most purposes a half-pint bottle of milk is a large enough 
sample. 

Butter .—^About quarter-pound samples are required. 


Waters. 

When the water is from a well, it should be pumped for some 
minutes before taking the sample. 

If the well has been standing unused for a long time, it should be 
pumped for some hours, so that the water may be renewed as far 
as possible. 

If the well has been newly dug or cleaned out, it should be pumped 
as dry as possible, daily, for a week before taking the scunple. 

Water from cisterns, tanks, ponds, &c., should be sampled by 
immersing the bottle entirely under the water, and holding it, neck

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upwards, some inohes below the surface. Water from the surface 
should not be allowed to erUer the botUe, 

Spring or stream water should not be sampled in very wet weather, 
but when the water is in ordinary condition. Such waters should be 
sampled by immersing the bottle. If not deep enough for that 
purpose, a perfectly clean cup should be used for transferring the 
water to the bottle. 

When the bottle has been filled the stopper should be rinsed in the 
water before replacing it. 

Interference with or disturbance of wells or springs, or the ground 
in their immediate vicinity, must be carefully avoided during 
sampling, and for at least twenty-four hours before it. 

After a sample has been taken, it should be sent to the Chemist as 
speedily as possible. 

A description of the source and circumstances of the water should 
accompany the sample, as the interpretation of the analytical results 
depend to some extent on a knowledge of such particulars. 

JV.B.—Stone jars and old wine bottles are unsuitable for conveying 
samples. Winchester quarts chemically cleaned should be obtained 
from Dr J. F. Tochbb, Crown Mansions, 41J Union Street, Aberdeen.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR VALUING MANURES. 

The unit used for the valuation of manures is the hundredth part of a 
ton, and as the results of analyses of manures are expressed in parts per 
hundred, the percentage of any ingredient of a manure when multiplied 
by the price of the unit of that ingredient represents the value of the 
quantity of it contained in a ton. 

As an example take muriate of potash ; a good sample (see p. 52) will 
be guaranteed to contain 50 per cent of oxide of potash. All potash 
manures are valued according to the amount of potash (oxide of potash) 
they yield, and muriate of potash yields 50 per cent of potash (K^O)—i. 0 ., 
50 units per ton; and as a ton of muriate of potash costs £6,19s., the 
price of the unit is the fiftieth part of that—viz., 2/7^. If on analysis 
a sample of muriate of potash guaranteed to contain 50 per cent of 
potash is found to contain only 48 per cent, the price per ton will be 
5/^ (twice 2/7J) less—viz., £6, 48. 9jd. 

I^milarly with all other manures, the price per unit is derived from 
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the price per ton of a sample of good material up to its guarantee, and 
therefore the proper price per ton of a manure is found by multiplying 
the price of the unit of the valuable ingredient by the percentage as 
found by analysis. If a manure contains more than one valuable 
ingredient, the unit value of each ingredient is multiplied by its per¬ 
centage, and the values so found when added together give approxi¬ 
mately the price per ton of the manure. 

Nitrate of soda contains no ammonia, but it contains nitrogen, and 14 
units of nitrogen are equivalent to 17 units of ammonia. 

The commercial values of manures are determined by means of the 
Units in the following manner:— 

Take the results of analysis of the manure, and look for the following 
substances:— 


Phosphates dissolved (or soluble phos¬ 
phoric acid) 

Phosphates undissolved (or insoluble 
phosphoric acid) 

Total phosphoric acid 
Nitrogen 
Potash 

Should the results of analysis or the guarantee not be expressed in that 
way, the chemist or the seller should be asked to state the quantities 
in these terms. 

Suppose the manure is ground mineral phosphate— 

The proportion of phosphate present in a sample guaranteed to contain 
26 per cent phosphoric acid, may be 24 per cent phosphoric acid. The 
price per unit of phosphoric acid in ground mineral phosphate (26 per 
cent grade) is la. lid. The value of ground mineral phosphate contain¬ 
ing 24 percent phosphoric acid is therefore 24 times Is. lid., equal to 
£2, 6a. per ton. 

Suppose the manure is a superphosphate—say an ordinary superphos¬ 
phate, 15 per cent soluble phosphoric acid,—the price per unit of phos¬ 
phoric acid in superphosphate (16 per cent grade) is 3/7J at Leith.

Insoluble phosphoric acid is not valued in a superphosphate. 

Suppose the manure is a compound fertiliser containing 4 per cent 
nitrogen, 7 per cent soluble phosphoric acid, 3 per cent insoluble 
phosphoric acid, and 4 per cent potash. From the units given on p. 53 
for “Mixtures and Compound Manures,” the value of this compound 
fertiliser is obtained as follows :—

I’lie following ia a Table showing (under Section A) the average 
proportions of digested nitrogen, undigested nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid, and potash present in the feeding-stuffs named. The Table also 
shows the value per unit of nitrogen (digested and undigested), 
phosphoric acid, and potash, the prices per unit being the value per 
unit for compound manures prevailing for 1935. Under Section B 
of the Table is shown the compensation value per ton of food con¬ 
sumed for each of theTeeding-stuffs named, based on the unit prices 
for 1935. Column (1) of Section B of the Table shows the value 
per ton recovered in dung; Col, (2) of the same section shows the 
value of the lasting part of dung per ton; while the remaining three 
columns show the residual values per ton after one crop, two crops, 
and three crops have been removed. 

In accordance with the decision arrived at by the Committee 
appointed by a representative meeting of Scottish agriculturists, 
who reported in September 1917 on the “ Compensation for Manurial 
Improvements and Cumulative Fertility,” under the Agricultural 
Holdings (Scotland) Act, 1908, the value of undigested nitrogen per 
ton as manure is calculated as being 70 per cent of the value of 
digested nitrogen. The residual value, after one crop has been 
removed, is taken as one-half of the original residual value.

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BOTANICAL DEPARTMENT 

Considling Botanist to the Society —(vacant). 

The Society has fixed the following scale of charges for the 
examination of plants and seeds for the bona fide and individual use 
€uid information of members of the Society (not being seedsmen), 
who are particularly requested, when applying to the Consulting 
Botanist, to mention the kind of examination required, and to 
quote its number as appearing in the undernoted Scale of Charges. 
The charge for examination must be paid at the time of application, 
and the carriage or postage on all parcels must be prepaid. 


Scale of Charges for Exa^ninations. 

1 . A report on the purity, ainoimt, and nature of foreign materials, 

and the germinating power of n sample of seed . . Is. 

2. Determination of the species of any weed or other plant, or of 

any vegetable parasite, with a report on its habits and the 
means for its extermination or prevention . . .Is. 

3. Report on any disease affecting farm crops . . .Is. 

4. Determination of the species of any natural grass or fodder 

plant, with a report on its habits and pasture or feeding 
value. . . Is. 

The Consulting Botanist’s Reports are furnished to enable members 
—^purchasers of seeds and com for agricultural or horticultural pur¬ 
poses—to test the value of what they buy, and are not to be used 
or made available for advertising or trade purposes by seedsmen or 
otherwise. 


Purchase of Seeds, 

The purchaser should obtain from the vendor, by invoice or other 
writing, the proper designation of the seed bou^t, with a guarantee 
of the percentage of purity and germination, and of its freedom from 
ergot, and in the case of clover, from the seeds of dodder or broom- 
rape. 

It is strongly recommended that the piuchase of prepared mixPures 
of seeds should be avoided. The different seeds should be purchased 
separately and mixed by the farmer: mixtures cannot be tested for 
germination. 


The Sampling of Seeds, 

The utmost care should be taken to secure a fair and honest 
sample. This should be drawn from the bulk delivered to the pur¬ 
chaser, and not from the sample sent by the vendor. 
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When legal evidence ia required» the sample should be taken from 
the bulk» and placed in a sealed bag in the presence of a witnees. 
Care shoidd be taken that the sample and bulk be not tampered vdth 
after delivery, or mixed or brought in contact with any other sample 
or bulk. 

At least one ounce of grass and other small seeds should be sent, 
and two ounces of cereals and the larger seeds. When the bulk is 
obvioiisly impure the sample should be at least double the amount 
specified. Grass seeds should be sent at least four weeks, and seeds 
of clover and cereals two weeks, before they are to be used. 

The exact name under which the sample has been sold and pur¬ 
chased should accompany it. 


Reporiuig the RtsvUa. 

The Report will be made on a schedule in which the nature and 
amount of impm'ities will be stated, and the number of da 3 rs each 
sample has been under test, with the percentage of the seeds which 
have germinated. 

** Hard *’ clover seeds, though not germinating within the time 
stated, will be considered good seeds, and their percentage separately 
stated. 

The impurities in the sample, including the chafi of the species 
tested, will be specified in the schedule, and only the percentage of 
the pure seed of that species will be reported upon ; but the Real 
Value of the sample will be stated. The Real Value is the combined 
percentages of purity and germination, and is obtained by multiply¬ 
ing these percentages and dividing by 100: thus in a sample of 
Meadow Fescue having 88 per cent purity and 96 per cent germina¬ 
tion, 88 multiplied by 95 gives 8360, and this divided by 100 gives 
83*6, the Real Value. 


Selecting Specimens of Plants. 

The whole plant should be taken up and the earth shaken from 
the roots. If possible the plants must be in fiower or fruit. They 
should be packed in a light box, or in a firm paper parceL 

Specimens of diseased plants or of parasites shoifid be forwarded 
as fresh as possible. They should be placed in a bottle, or packed 
in tinfoil or oil-silk. 

All specimens should be accompanied with a letter specifying the 
nature of the information requii^, and stating any local circum¬ 
stances (soil, situation, &o.) which, in the opinion of the sender, 
would be likely to throw light on the inquiry.

Members consulting Dr Cameron are requested, when writing to 
him, to give full particulars of the damage or disease upon which 
his advice is desired. In addition, there should be sent to him 
specimens of the injured plants, or the injured parts of plants, &c., 
as well as specimens of the insects or other animals believed to 
be the cause of the injury. 

Specimens should be sent in tin or wooden boxes, or in quills, in 
order to prevent injury in transmission.

Tlie Local Society or Committee may, if they desire, arrange to 
let each Ploughman have one person to guide the horses for the first 
two and the last two furrows, but in no case shall Ploughmen receive 
any other assistance, and their work must not be set up or touched 
by others. Attention should be given to the firnmess and sufficiency 
of the work below, more than to its neatness above the surface. 

0. The Local Committee is required to fix the time to be allowed 
for ploughing the portion of land, and they are recommended that 
the time be at the rate of not more than fourteen hours per imperial 
acre on light land, and eighteen hours on heavy or stony land. 

NoTS.—^Tha attention of the Directors of the Society has frequently been 
drawn to certain irre^laritiea which have occurred in connection with 
the conduct of Ploughing Matches and the completion of the Reports 
thereon. Oomplaints have been made (a) that the allotted amount of 
ground has not been ploughed, within the s^cified time, by the com¬ 
petitor awarded the first prize ; (6) that the Report sent to this Society 
has been signed by a Member of the Society who was not present at the 
Match. It has to be pointed out that any infringement of the above Rules 
by a Local Society or Ploughing Association will render that Society or 
Association liable, at the discretion of the Board of Directors, to be debarred 
from receiving the Society*s Mededs in future.

9. A Committee shall be appointed to watch the work, and cmy 
Competitor found transplanting or otherwise not complying with 
the Buies shedl have his number withdrawn, and be debarred from 
receiving any prize which might otherwise have been awarded to him. 

Note. —^Medals will be awarded under similar conditions for Com¬ 
petitions in hand-singling. 


3. CERTIFICATES AND MEDALS FOR LONG 
FARM SERVICE. 

Certificates and Silver Medals for long service will be awarded by the 
Society to farm servants, male or female, having an approved servioe 
in Scotland of not less than thirty years—(a) with one employer on 
the same or different holdings ; (6) on the same holding with different 
employers. 

Special Certificates and Gold MedcJs are also awarded to farm 
servants, male or female, having an approved service in Scotland 
of not less than forty-five years, on similar conditions of employ¬ 
ment as the above. 

These Certificates and Medals will be issued as applications are 
received. 

Forms of Application are obtainable from the Secretary, 8 Eglinton 
Crescent, Edinburgh. 

War Service to co\int towards the time required for qualification, 
where farm servants have returned to same servioe or employment 
with same farmer or his family. 

Estate workers, such as Foresters, Carters, Grooms, &c., are not 
eligible. The award is strictly confined to Farm workers, such as 
Ploughmen, Shepherds, Ac.

GENERAL CONDITIONS, 

1. The Competition, except where otherwise state(i in the Premium 
List, is open to Exhibitors from all parts of Great Britain, Northern 
Ireland, and Irish Free State. 

2. Every Lot must be intimated by a Certificate of Entry, lodged Sntriet, 
with the Secretary not later than Monday^ let April, for Implements^ 

New Implements, and other Articles; Saturday, 20 th April, Horticul¬ 
tural Section; Wednesday, 2 Uh April for Stock, Poultry, Dairy 
Produce, Eggs, Rural Industries, and Horse-shoeing and Shoe-making; 

Thursday, 0 th May, Live-Stock Judging Competition; Thursday, 
loth May, for Honey; Thursday, 23rd May, for Buttermaking Com- 
petitions and Bacon Pig Competition; Tuesday, llf/t June, Draught 
Geldings in Harness and Horses in Harness in Van or Light Lorry, 

Printed forma of Entry will be issued on application to tlie Secretary, 

No. 8 Eglinton Crescent, Edinburgh 12. Admission Orders for 
Exhibits and Attendants will be forwarded to Exhibitors, by post, 
previous to the Show. 

Between 24th April and 23rd May an Exhibitor who has made, in SubHitu- 
due time, an entry of Horses, Cattle, Sheep, Goats, or Pigs, in a tionof 
particular class, will bo permitted to substitute for it an entry of 
another animal in the same class on payment of a fee of Five Shillings 
each entry. 

3. This Premimn List is published and the Show will be held Lictntu 
subject to any Orders that may be issued by the Ministry of Agri- for moving 
culture or Local Authorities. Any licences that may be required 

for the movement of Stock into or away from the Show must be 
obtained by Exhibitors. For these licences application should be 
made to the Chief Constable, Aberdeen. 

4. Animals suffering from any form of infectious or contagious Biaeasoi 
disease—including ringworm or other form of infectious or contagious Animals, 
akin ailment—must not be brought to the Show. Those infringing 

this Rule shctll be liable to a fine of 4Qs., and to have their Stock 
removed. 

The Steward of Horses shall have power to require that any Horte* 
animal showing symptoms of cold be examined by the Veterinary 
Surgeon, and, if found to be so suffering, the animal shall be isolated 
or excluded from the Showyard. 

6. No Entry can be received or recorded unless it is accompanied Fees to 
by the necessary fees, and complies fuUy with the Regulations in 
the Premium List, the Secretary being empowered to return entries ■®****^* 
sent without the necessary fees. 

6. The Schedule of Entry must be filled up so far as within the 
knowledge of the Exhibitor. The Society shall have power at any 
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time to call upon an Exhibitor to furnish proof of the oorreotness 
of any statement in his entry. 

7. The name of the Breeder, if known, must be given, and if 
the Breeder is not known, a declaration to that effect, signed by 
the Exhibitor, must be made on the Entry Schedule, and no pedigree 
will be entered in the Catalogue when the Breeder is unknown. 

8 . All animals, except calves, foals, and lambs shown with their 
dams, must be entered in the classes applicable to them, and cannot 
be withdrawn after entry, or other animals be substituted in their 
place, except as provided in Rule 2. 

9. For Prizes given by the Society, no animal shall be allowed to 

enter in more than one class, or to compete in any class except 
that prescribed for animals of its pedigree and description; but this 
Rule does not apply to the Jumping Classes. ' 

10. All stock exhibited at the Show, except where otherwise stated 
in the Premium List, must be, at the time of entry, the bona Jidt 
property of the Exhibitor in whose name it is entered. 

11. Exhibitors are alone responsible for the accureu^y and eligibility 
of their entries. The recording of an entry or the admission of the • 
exhibit to the Showyard wiU not relieve the Exhibitor of this 
responsibility. The entry fee paid for an animal entered in a class 
for which it is not eligible is not returnable. 

12. In the event of the entries in any section of Cattle, Horses, 
Sheep, Goats, or Pigs being less in number than an average of three 
per class, or the number of different Exlubitors in the section being 
less than three, the classes for that section shall be cancelled auto¬ 
matically for the year and the entry fees returned. 

13. The Society shall not be liable for any loss or damage which 
Stock, Poultry, Dairy Produce, &c.,* Implements, or other articles 
may sustain at the Show, or in transit. 

14. The Society reserve to themselves the right of refusing, cancel¬ 
ling, or prohibiting the exhibition of entries from any person who, 
after 1st January 1904, has been expelled from the membership of 
any Agricultural or Dairy Society, or who may have been prohibited, 
suspended, or disqualified from making entries or exliibiting at the 
Show or Shows of any Agricultural or Dairy Society or Breed Society 
in consequence of having attempted to obtain a Prize by giving a 
false Certificate, or by other unfair means, or who is under exclusion 
from any Breed Society for fraudulent practices. 

15. When an animal has previously been disqualified by the decision 
of any Agricultural or Breed Society in the United Kingdom, such 
disqualification shall attach, if the Exhibitor, being aware of the 
disqualification, fail to state it, and the grounds thereof, in his 
entry, to enable the Directors to judge of its validity. 

16. Any artificial contrivance or device of any description found, 
on or proved to have been used on an animal, either for preventing 
the flow of milk or for any other improper purpose, will disqualify 
that animal from being awarded a Premium, and the Owner of said 
animal may be prohibited from again entering Stock for any of the 
Society’s General Shows, for such a period as the Directors may 
see flt.

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19. Stock entered for competition, and actually in the Show, is OoniMcJ 
subject to the control and under the orders of the Stewards, Secretary, 

and other Show officials of the Society, and such stock may not be 
withdrawn from competition without the consent of the Stewards or 
Secretary. 

20. Persons making insulting remarks to, or in any way unduly impropwr 
interfering with, the Judges, Stewards, or other officials while in the Oonduei. 
performance of their duties, and all Exhibitors or others in charge of 

stock while in the Judging Rings refusing to accept or display tickets, 
rosettes, &c., awarded by the Jud^s, and handed to them by the 
Stewards or other officials, or tearing up tickets, rosettes, &o., so 
awarded and handed to them, or indulging in any similar conduct, 
shall be considered guilty of misconduct, and shall be dealt with 
under these rules. 

21. All persons in charge of stock or other exhibits, and all persons Sul^eet to 
admitted into the Showyard, shall be subject to the rules of the Ordera. 
Society, and shall obey the orders of the Stewards, Secretcuy, and 

other officials of the Society. Exhibitors shall be answerable for the 
conduct of their servants or representatives. 

The Stewards and other officials have power to enforce the Regula- Powar oj 
tions of the Society in their different departments. OjfUsidla. 

22. A protest having reference to exhibits at the Show may be ProUata. 
lodged by any person having interest. Protests having reference to 
competitions which take place on the first day of the Show must be 
lodged in writing with the Secretary at his Office in the Showyard 

not later than 9 a.m. on Wednesday, the second day of the Show, 
and parties must bo in attendance at the Secretary’s Office in the 
Showyard at 9.30 a.m. that day, when protests may be disposed of. 

Protests relating to competitions taking place after the first day of the 
Show must be lodged before 6 p.m. on the day on which the par¬ 
ticular exhibition takes place. Each protest must state specifically 
the groimds of objection, and must be accompanied by a deposit 
of £2, 2s., which deposit may, if the objection be proved frivolous 
to the satisfaction* of the Directors, be forfeited. Protests may be 
lodged at any time by Directors, and in this case no deposit will be 
required. Protests will be heard and determined by the Directors. 

Protests on veterinary grounds not received, 

23. The violation of any one of the Regulations, or disobedience of PanaUiaa 
the orders of the Directors, Stewards, Secretary, or other officicJa of 

the Society, shall render the offending person liable to the forfeiture 
of all Premiums awarded to him, or of such a portion as the Directors 
may ordain, and also liable to be expelled from the membership of 
the Society, and disqualified from again, or for a certain number of 
years, exhibiting at the Sho]?^ of the Society, or to have his case 
disposed of by fine or otherwise as the Directors may determine. 

24. The decision of the Directors shall, in every matter ansing at Final 

or in connection with the Show, be final ; and every person present -AttOorOy. 
at the Show, whether as a Judge, Exhibitor, Visitor, or otherwise, 
shall be deemed thereby to have agreed to refer the subject-matter 
of such decision to the final determination of the Directors to the 
exclusion of all Courts of Law. 

25. All decisions under these Rules may, along with the names and Iniimat- 
addresses of the persons against whom such decisions have been pro- 
nounoed, be communicate by the Secretary of this Society to the ^^•®***®"*’ 
Secretaries of all Agricultural or Dairy Sodeties holding open Shows 

in the United Kingdom, and to the S^retaries of all Breed Societies 
in the United Kingdom, and may be published in the Annual Reports 
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of this Society* and in such newspapers or journals as the Directors 
may determine; and every Exhibitor competing at the Show* and 
every person present at the Show, whether as a Director* Member of 
Committee, Steward, Judge* Exhibitor, Visitor, or otherwise* shall 
be deemed thereby to have consented to such communication and 
publication. 

26. An animal to which a drat Premium has been awarded, even 
if it should not qualify for that Premium, or an animal which subse¬ 
quently becomes entitled to a first Premium* at a General Show of 
the Society* cannot again compete in the same class* notwithstanding 
any alteration in the heights stated for such class* but may be 
exhibited as Extra Stock (see page 137). 

27. Shorthorn, Aberdeen - Angus, Galloway, Belted Galloway*" 
Highland, and British Friesian cattle must be entered in the herd- 
books— Ayrshire Cattle in the herd-book or any Appendices 
thereto—or the Exhibitor must produce evidence that his animal is 
eligible to be entered therein. Dun Galloways entered in the ordinary 
Galloway classes must be registered in, or eligible for entry in, the 
Galloway Cattle Society’s herd-book. 

28. All Horses or Ponies entered in classes in which a particular 
height is stated shall, before being judged, be measured with their 
shoes on. No subsequent measuring or alteration of shoes will be 
permitted. In the case of Highland and Western Island Ponies, 
these may be measured without shoes, the height limit in such cases 
being reduced by quarter of an inch. 

29. Exhibitors of Hackney and Harness Horses shall be required 
to adhere to the Rules and Regulations of the Hackney Horse Society 
with regard to the weight of shoes on their exhibits, the Society’s 
Veterinary Inspector being instructed to examine all the B[ackneyB 
and Harness Horses on the second morning of the Show and see 
that the following Rules as to the weight of shoes are attended 
to—vi*., (a) For Hackneys exceeding 14 hands (except BLackney 
yearling colts and Hackney yearling ^ies), no shoe (nails included) 
may exceed 2 lb. in weight; (5) for Ponies not exceeding 14 hands* 
Hackney yearling colts and Hackney yearling fillies, no shoe (nails 
included) may exceed IJ lb, in weight. 

30. Breeding Stock must not be shown in an improper state of fat¬ 
ness, and the Judges are requested not to award Premiums to overfed 
animals ; and no Cattle or Sheep which after the age of twelve months 
have been exhibited as Fat Stock at any Show are eligible to compete 
in the Breeding Classes for the Society’s Prizes. 

31. Aged Bulls and StaUions must have had produce, and, along with 
two-year-old Bulls, three-year-old Colts, and two-shear and aged Tups* 
have served within the twelve months immediately preceding the Show. 

32. Except as may be otherwise specially provided in thu Premium- 
List, cows of all breeds (other than Ayrsh^ and British Friesian) 
must have had a live or full-time calf on or after Ist September 
of the year preceding the year of the Show, and before the first 
day of the Show, and when exhibited must be in milk. Cows of the 
Ayrshire and British Friesian breeds must have had a live or 
fidl-time calf within fifteen months previous to the Show. AmmdU 
of any age that have had a ealj must he ehown at Oowa. 

33. Two-year-old Heifers of the Shorthorn* Aberdeen-Angus* 
Galloway, Belted Galloway* A 3 nr 8 hire* and British Friesian breeds* 
and thm-year-old Hightod Heifers* must be in calf when ex¬ 
hibited* and the Premiums will be withlield till birth be certified* 
which must be within nine months after the Show. 
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84. A Mare entered in a class for ** Mares with foal at foot ’* must Mart*. 
have produced a foal after Ist January of the year of the Show, must 
have regularly nursed her own or another foal, and must (except 
where otherwise provided) have the foal with her in the Show. If the 
mare’s own foal is alive it must be the foal shown with the mare. In 
the case of a Mare that has not foaled before the Show, or whose foal 
has died, she shall, if not in milk, be eligible without further entry 
to compete among the Yeld Mares if a corresponding class for Yeld 
Mares be included in the Premium List. Draught Yeld Mares must 
produce a foal not later than 1st August of the year following the year 
of the Show. A Mare in a class for “Mares or Geldings” may or 
may not have had a foal in the year of the Show, but shall not have 
her foal exhibited with her, nor be in milk at the time of the Show. 

36, All Sows bom in or before 1933 must have produced a litter of Sowt, 
pigs in the year of the Show before the opening day. Sows bom 
between 1st January and Ist September 1934 must either have pro¬ 
duced a litter of pigs before the Show, or produce a litter within 
three months of the last day of the Show. Certificates of the date of 
farrowing must be supplied in every case. 

36. With reference to Regulation 33, birth of a live or full-time Caku and 
calf must be certified; and in regard to Regulation 34, birth of at 

least a nine months’ foal; or in the case of the death of the dam, a 
Veterinary Surgeon’s certificate must be produced certifying that at 
the time of death the animal was so far advanced with calf or foal ing Oar- 
that if it had lived it would have produced a full-time calf or foal within tifieatea, 
the periods stated in Regulations 33 and 34. Certificates required by 
the foicgoing Regulations will be issued after the Show, and must reach 
the office of the Secretary as follows; calving certificates within ten 
months, foaling certificates within thirteen months, and farrowing 
certificates within four months, of the last day of the Show. In 
default of this, the animal will be regarded as having failed to fulfil 
the Regulations, and the Prize will therefore pass to the animal next 
in order of merit or be forfeited. 

37. Except when otherwise provided, the awards of Special SpaeUU 
Prizes shall not be subject to the Regulations as to calving, foaling, PriM«. 
and farrowing. 

38. The Premiums awarded, except those withhold till birth of 
calf or foal or litter of pigs is certified, will be paid as soon after the 
Show as practicable, and, with the exception of the Tweeddale Gold 
Medal, Special Cups, and Medals, may be taken either in money or 
in plate. 

39. No Stallion or entire Colt, two years old or upwards, shall be VaUfinynjf 
allowed to compete for any of the Society’s Prizes unless it has J^J*w**®* 
previously been licensed for stud purposes during the current year suMm 
by the Department of Agriculture for Scotland, the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Fisheries, or the Irish Department of Agriculture. 

40. Judges are particularly requested to satisfy themselves, as far SouninMi 
as possible, regar^ng the soundness of all Horses before awarding 

the Prizes, and to avoid giving Prizes to animals showing S 3 niiptoin 8 
of hereditary disease. The Judges may consult the Society’s Veteri- Aooommo- 
nary Surgeon if they deem it expedient. Private ac<^oinmodation is 
provided for the examination of horses by the Veterinary Surgeon. 

No protests on veterinary grounds will be received. 

41. Every Ewe must have given birth to and reared a lamb in the JNMf. 
year of the Show; and Ewes of the Blackface and Cheviot breeds 
must be in milkf and have their lambs at foot. 
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42. Animftla in milk of the Dairy breeds must be milked dry at 
6 o’clock on the evening previous to the opening of the Show in the 
presence of, and to the satisfaction of, the Steward of Cattle or a 
representative of the Society duly authorised by him. Animals 
arriving after six o’clock will be milked dry at the time of arrival. 

All animals in milk, in the Ayrshire Cattle Classes, must be milked 
out in the ring before the awards are made. 

43. Sheep must have been dipt bare after the first day of the 
November preceding the Show, no part of the animal to be dipt 
prior to that date—this Rule not to apply to Cheviot Sheep. 

No Blackface Sheep shall be eligible which has not been dipt bare 
on or after the 1st April of the year of the Show. (This rule does not 
apply to Lambs.) 

44. The Steward of Sheep, who can call in assistance if so desired 
by him, shall have full power to disqualify any pen of Blackface, 
Cheviot, Border Leicester, and Half-bred Sheep which he considers 
unnaturally coloured, or when the fleece, face, or legs have been 
dealt with by the use of foreign substances other than ordinary dips 
or bloom dips. 

The use of artificial whitening or powder on Large White Pigs 
is prohibited, and the Judge is empowered to disqualify any pig 
so whitened or powdered. 

46. All Oxford Down and Suffolk Sheep shown must be entered or 
eligible for entry in the Oxford Down and Suffolk Flock Books 
respectively. 

46. In Poultry the Aged Birds must have been hatched previous 
to, and Cockerels and PuUets in, the year of the Show. 

47. Railway Certificates for Stock, for both outward and return 
journeys, will be issued to Exhibitors before the Show along with 
their Tickets of Admission (see page 104). 

48. Poultry and Stock will be admitted on Monday, the day before 
the opening of the Show, and, with the exception of Horses, must be 
in the Yaid before 12 o’clock that night. Horses must be in before 
8 o’clock on the morning of Tuesday, except those entered in classes 
for which other times for arrival are elsewhere stated in this Premium 
List. Judging begins at 9.30 a.m. on Tuesday. Poultry and Stock 
will be exlfibited on Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday. 
Any animals selected by the Stewards may be required to take part 
in the Stock Judging Competition on the Wednesday. Stock may be 
admitted on the Saturday preceding the Show, but only by sending 
two days’ prior notice to the Secretary’s Office in the Showyard. 

49. Horses and Cattle must be paraded at the times stated in the 
Programme of the Show, and when required by the Stewards, and 
under their direction. Females of the Highland Cattle breed born in 
or after 1927 must be paraded; those bom before 1927 will be 
paraded at the option of the Exhibitor. In Parade, Horses must be 
ridden or led as provided in their respective classes. Prize and 
commended Cattle and Horses will receive two rosettes each, which 
must be attached to the head of the animal, one on each side. Atten¬ 
dants must be beside their animals forty-five mimUea before ike hour 
of Parade, and be ready to proce^ to the ring immediately on 
receiving the order of the Stewards. Infringement of this Rule, or 
failure of any attendant to obey the orders of the Society’s officials, 
will render the Exhibitor liable to a fine of 20a. for each separate 
infringement or act of disobedience, and to the forfeiture of any or 
all of the Prizes awarded to him at this Show.

61. No animal shall be taken out of its stall after 10 a.m. during Moving 
the Show except by order of the Stewards, or with permission of the 
Secretary.

53. Soap or other adliesive material must not be used in dress- Soaping 
ing cattle or horses.

matter on cattle is prohibited. Infringement of this Rule will 
render the animal upon which the material is used liable to be 
disqualified. 

54. Loose-boxes will be provided for all horses; covered accom- Loonies 
modation for other live stock.

ordinary rates. Boxes (floored) for attendants on Cattle, Horses, 

Sheep, Goats, and Pigs will be provided at a charge of 40s. for each 
box for members; 50s. for non-members.

55. Exhibitors requiring the boxes, stalls, or pens for their animals Floored

56. Bulls must be secured by nose-rings, with chains or ropes Securing 
attached, or with strong halters and double ropes.

than Highland Cattle, must be tied in their stalls. 

57. During the time the Show is open to the public no rug shall be OoneeaUng 
hung up so as to conceal any animal in a horse-box or stall, except -4mmak. 
with the special permission of the Steward of that department. 

58. Five days' supply of straw, hay, grass, and tares will be pro- Foddor, 
vided free by the Society. Any additional fodder or other kinds of 

food required will be supplied at fixed prices in the Forage-yard. 

The Forage-yard will close at L30 p.m. on Friday, the last supply 
to be given to attendants then ; and if any extra supply is required 
on account of stock remaining in the Yard after the close of the 
Show, notice must be given to the Forage Steward not later than 
5 o’clock on Thursday. Any servant removing bedding from an 
adjoining stall will be fined in double the amoimt taken. Exhibitors 
may fetch their own cake or com to the Yard, but not grass, tares, 
hay, or straw.

liable to a fine of lOs. The gates will be closed at midnight, and no 
person shall be allowed to enter or leave the Yard between that 
time and 5 ▲.H. without a special permit. 

63. Stock or Poultry cannot be removed from the Yard till 5 p.m. Removal 
on Friday, the last day of the Show, except on certificate by the 
Veterinary Surgeon employed by the Direotors, countersigned by the 
Steward of the department or tito Secretary. 
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64. At the close of the Show on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thurs¬ 
day, horses may be withdrawn for the night on a deposit of £6 for 
each animal, which shall be forfeited, along with any prize money it 
may have gained, if the animal is not brought back. They must 
return between 7 and 7.30 the following morning, and those not in 
before 8 shall forfeit 10s. Horse passes to be applied for at the 
Secretary’s Office between 6 and 6 p.m. on Tuesday, and the deposit, 
unless forfeited in whole or in part, will be returned between 12.30 
and 2.30 on Friday. 

65. When the Stock is leaving the Yard, no animal is to be moved 
till ordered by those in charge of clearing the Yard. Those trans¬ 
gressing this Rule shall be liable to a fine of lOs., and to be detained 
till all the other Stock is removed. 

66 . Poultry may be penned before the opening and removed at the 
close of the Show by Exhibitors themselves or their representatives. 
In the event of neither the Exhibitor nor an authorise representa¬ 
tive of the Exhibitor being prasent to pen or remove Poultry, the 
birds will be penned and removed by men hired and paid by the 
Society, but this will be done on the understanding that the men 
are hi^ to do the work on behalf of Exhibitors, and solely at their 
risk, and that the Society will be in no way responsible for expenses 
incurred or loss of or injury to Exhibits by errors or accidents in 
penning, despatching, or conveying Exhibits. 

67. On the opening day of the Show the Poultry Shed will be 
closed to the public during the Judging. On the last day of the Show 
the Poultry Shed will be closed to the public at 4 p.m. ; at 6 p.m. 
Exhibitors or their representatives will be admitted to the Shed 
to remove Exhibits, provided the Exhibitor has, not later than 11 a.m. 
on the last day of the Show^ given written notice to the Secretary to 
the ofiect that the Exhibitor or the Exhibitor’s representative will 
attend at the Poultry Shed at 6 p.m. to remove the birds. 


JUDGING STOCK AND POULTRY. 

68. On Tuesday, the first day of the Show, no person will be 
admitted, except Servants in charge of Stock, till 8 a.m., when the 
Gates are opened to thft public. 

69. The Judges will commence their inspection at 9.30 a.m. The 
spaces reserved for the Judging will be enclosed, and no encroach¬ 
ment thereon shall be permitted. 

70. In no case shall a Premium be awarded unless the Judges deem 
the animals to have sufficient merit; and where only one or two 
lots are presented in a class, and the Judges consider them unworthy 
of the Premiums offered, it shall be in their power to award a lower 
prize. 

71. In addition to the Premiums, the Judges may award one 
Very Highly Commended, on© Highly Commended, and as many 
Commended tickets in each class as they consider justified by the 
number and merit of the entries. 

72. Ayrshire and British Friesian Cows which have not calved 
before the Show, whether entered in a class for Cows in Milk or 
for Cows in Calf, shall be judged along with the Cows in Calf, and 
Ayrshire and British Friesian Cows or Heifers which have calved 
before the Show—^in whichever of the classes entered—shall be 
judged along with Cows in Milk. Heifers entered in a Milk Class, 
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whioh have not calved before the Show, will be judged along with 
Heifere in Calf. 

78. Attending Members will accompany the Judge of each section. Attending 
It will be the duty of Attending Members to bring the animals out M«mber§* 
to the Judges and to see that no obstruction is offered to them, and 
that the space reserved for them is not encroached upon; to ticket 
the prize animals; to send the Nos. of the prize animals to the 
Award Lectern near the Secretary’s Office; to assist the Judges in 
completing their return of awards; and should any difficulty arise, 
to communicate with the Stewards or Secretary. 

74. It shall not bo competent for any Exhibitor, nor for his Factor 
or Land-Steward, to act as a Judge or Attending Member in any 
class in which he is competing. 


DAIRY PRODUCE. 

75. Dairy Produce will be received in the Showyard on Monday, 
the day before the opening of the Show, and till 8 a.m. on Tuesday, 
the first day of the Show. Judged at 9.30 a.m. on Tuesday. Ex¬ 
hibited Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday. 

76. Dairy Produce must have been made on the Exhibitor’s farm Placing 
in the year of the Show. No Exhibitor shall show more than one 

lot in each class. Exhibits of Dairy Produce may be placed before 
the opening and removed at the close of the Show by Exhibitors ProAiM. 
themselves or their representatives. In the event of neither the 
Exhibitor nor a person with written authority from the Exhibitor 
being present to place or remove exhibits, they will be placed and 
removed by men hired and paid by the Society, but this will be done 
on the understanding that the men are hired to do the work on 
behalf of Exhibitors, and solely at their risk, and that the Society 
will be in no way responsible for expenses incurred or loss of or 
injury to exhibits by errors or accidents in placing, despatching, or 
convejdng exhibits. > In the case of exhibits which are not removed 
by 6.30 p.M. on the closing day of the Show, the Society will hold 
itself at liberty to hand them over to the railway companies for 
despatch to the respective Exhibitors. 


STALL RENT. 

77. The Stall Rents (whioh include Entry Fees), as stated opposite Stott EmU. 
the individual classes in this List, shall be paid by Exhibitors when 
making their entries. The Secretary is instructed to return entries 
sent without the necessary fees. 


FLOORED BOXES AND STALLS. 

78. Exhibitors desiring the boxes, stalls, or pens for their animals Flooni 
to be floored can have this done by giving instructions, stating Sta^/or 
the Catalogue No., ten days before the opening of the Show, to tibe -^"•***^* 
Society’s Showyard Erector (Mr John Reid, Showyard, Ab^deen), 
to whom the followii^ charges for flooring have to be paid: 

Horses, SOs. each; Ponies, Cattle, Sheep, Goats, and Pigs, 20s. each.

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ACCOMMODATION FOR ATTENDANTS. 

79. Boxes for accommodation of attendants on Stock will, if desired, 

be provided beside the Stock at a charge of 408. per box for members 
and 60s. for non-members. Attendants’ boxes will be floored and 
lined with wood, with door. Applications for attendants* boxes 
must accompany entries of Stock, and in the case of Belted Galloway, 
Ayrshire, and British Friesian Cattle, and all Horses, Exhibitors 
must state, at the time of entry, the animal next to which the 
attendant’s box is to be placed. Attendants’ boxes in the other 
Cattle Sections and the Sheep, Goat, and Pig Sections will be erected 
at the end of each run of shedding. Attendants’ boxes cannot be 
guaranteed after the closing date. , 

IMPLEMENTS AND OTHER ARTICLES. 

80. Implements will be received in the Yard from Tuesday, 11th 
June, till 5 o’clock on the afternoon of Monday, 17th June. Exhibited 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday. The Schedule of Entry 
must be filled up so far as within the knowledge of the Exhibitor, 
and prices must be stated. 

81. No Money Prizes or Medals, except when speoiaUy offered, 
will be given by the Society for Implements of any li^d. 

82. Agricultural Implements, and Implements and collections of 
articles not Agricultural, will be received for Exhibition, but the 
Secretary is entitled to refuse entries from dealers in articles not 
deemed worthy of Exhibition. 

83. In order to encourage exhibits of Agricultural Implements from 
operative Blacksmiths and Ceurpenters in the district of the Show, 
open space will be provided for these in some less prominent part 
of the Yard at a charge of 16s. for space 10 feet wide and 20 feet deep. 

84. Every article to be exhibited must be entered on the Society’s 
Entry Form. Any article not so entered that is taken to the Show 
is liable to be ordered out of, or removed from, the Showyard, or 
confiscated to the Society. Exhibitors infringing this Rule are more¬ 
over liable to a fine of £1. 

86 . “ Cheap-Jacks ” are not admitted to the Showyard. The selling 
of goods by auction, shouting, and other behaviour calculated to 
annoy visitors or Exhibitors, are strictly forbidden. The use of 
mechanical loud-speaking appliances is also prohibited. Exhibitors 
infringing this Regifiation are liable to a fine of £1, and to have 
themselves and their goods ordered out of, or removed from, the 
Showyard, or to have their goods confiscated to the Society. 

86 . The articles of each Exhibitor must all be placed in one Stands 
except Implements in motion, and must not on cmy account extend 
beyond the allotted space. No article shall be moved out of its 
Stand, or the Stand dismantled, till the termination of the Show, at 
6 P.M. on Friday. 

87. When the ground requires to be broken, the turf must be 
carefully lifted and laid aside, and the surface must be restored to the 
satisfaction of the Society, and at the expense of the Exhibitor. 
Failing this being done, the Society shall be at liberty to restore the 
ground and charge the cost to the Exhibitor. 

88 . Exhibitors must arrange their own articles loUhin the space 
allotted to them before 9 o’clock on Tuesday, the first day of the 
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Show, and to the satiafaotion of the Stewards in charge of the Imple¬ 
ment Yard. Exhibitors are prohibited from sub-letting space 
allotted to them, and from displaying the name of any other firm 
on their Stand. All signs, except signs on gables, must face the Sigm, 
front only. Nails must not be driven into the canvas. 

89. E:i^bitor8 are not allowed to distribute handbills an 3 ^here HtmdMU, 
in the Yard except at their own Stand; and they must not for this or 

any other purpose encroach upon the adjacent alleys or open spaces. 

90. Exhibitors are required to have their Stands and the portions Swt^ng 
of the alleys immediately adjoining them swept up before eight SUMid$, 
o'clock on each morning of the Show. 

91. All Machines requiring steam or fire must be entered as such FutL 
in the Certificate, and will be placed in the Motion Yard. Coke only 
shall he used in aU cases where fire is required. Coal shall not be used 

at any time in the Showyard. Those infringing this Buie shall incur 
a penalty of £5. 

92. No Steam Engine shall be driven in the Yard at a greater St$am 
speed than 4 miles an hour. Traction Engines shall not be used in 
conveying Exhibits or other goods into or out of the Showyard or 
from one place to another therein. 

93. Locomotive and Traction Engines and other Machines must TraUion 
not be moved from their places without permission of the Secretary 

or Steweurds, and must not leave their Stands till 6 p.m. on Friday. 

94. There must be attached to each Implement, when forwarded C(msigning 

to the Show, a label bearing the Exhibitor's name, and that of the IrmpU- 
Implement, as well as the number of the Exhibitor's Stand. men##. 

95. The carriage of all Implements must be prepaid. 

96. Photographing in the Showyard is not permitted, except by Photo- 
photographers having a Stand in the Showyard or holding a “ Photo- sroMng 
grapher's Ticket.” The ” Photographer's Ticket *' may be had from 

the Secretary, price 208. It admits the holder to the Show when 
open to the public, and entitles him to photograph in the Showyard, 
subject to arrangements made by the Stewards. It does not entitle 
the holder to sell photographs in the Showyard. No photographer 
shall be allowed in the ring during Parades, except with the sanction 
of the Steward of Parades. 

97. Covered Booths for Offices (9 feet by 9 feet), purely for busi- OJfiess, 
ness, not for exhibition of goods, can be for £5 to Members and 

£7 to Non-Members. 

98. Each Exhibitor in the Implement Department who is not a E^HbUon* 
Member of the Society will receive one free Ticket of Admission to eed AMni* 
the Showyard for himself or a member of his firm. All Exhibitors 

will receive, for the use of attendants employed by him at his Stand, 
two Tickets of Admission for each complete ten feet of shedding in 
the Motion Yard, and one Ticket for each complete ten feet of 
shedding in the other sections. No additional Ftm Tickets can be 
issued in any circumstances whatever. Additional Attendants* 

Tickets, not more than three for each ten feet of frontage, and in 
no case exceeding a maximum of twenty for one Exhibitor, may be 
obtained by application in writing by the Exhibitor at 5s. each. 

No tickets will he issued without an Order. 

99. The Tickets of Admission for Exhibitors and Attendants Tiekeuto 
referred to in the foregoing Regulations will (about fourteen days * 
prior to the Show) be issued to the Exhibitors in blank, with the 
number of the Exhibitor's Stand. The name of the person for whom 

each Ticket is intended must be written on it before it is used. Each 
person holding a Free Ticket of Adnussion must sign his or her name 
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on the back thereof, and must also, when required, sign his or her 
name in the book at the Entrance Gate. Exhibitor’s attendants are 
strictly cautioned not to lend or transfer their Tickets, which can be 
used only by the persons whose names they bear, and who must be 
6 ona fide acting for, or employed by, the Exhibitor. No ticket is 
transferable. An Exhibitor is liable to a fine of £1 for each case of 
transfer or other improper use of a Ticket issued to himself or 
employee. 

100. The following are the arrangements for the admission of 
Supplies (Refreshments or other goods) for Stand-holders during the 
Show : Messenger on foot (with or without hand-barrow), with sup¬ 
plies, admitted by Special Ticket; price for one admission, 2s., for 
six admissions, 10s. Motor or horse vehicle and driver, with supplies, 
admitted by Special Ticket; price for one admission, 2s. 6d., for six 
admissions, 12s. These Special Tickets may be had from the Secretary. 
Vehicles, with supplies, will be admitt^ to the Showyard only 
between Seven o'clock and Nine o'clocks on each morning of the Show, 
except by written permit from the Secretary. 

Vehicles, with a carrying capacity of more than 2 tons, will not- 
be admitted to the Showyard at any time, except by special permit 
from the Secretary. 

101. The riding of Cycles in the Showyard is prohibited. 

102. The Society will not be responsible for any accident that may 
occur from the machinery belonging to any ExUbitor ; and it is a 
condition of entry that each Exhibitor shall hold the Society harm¬ 
less, and indemn^y it against any legal proceedings arising from 
any accident caused by his machinery. 

103. The giving of Alcoholic Drii^ to visitors at Stands in the 
Show is strictly prohibited. With a View to the enforcement of this 
rule the Society reserves the right of unrestricted access, by its 
authonsed representative, to all Exhibitors* Stands during the Show. 

104. Exhibitors desiring the use of gas in the Showyard should 
apply to the Manager, Gas Works, Aberdeen, and those desiring 
electric power should apply to A. B. Robertson & Son, Ltd., 260 
Union Street, Aberdeen, in both cases not later than 11th May. 

105. * Ground to be taken in spaces of 10 feet frontage by 20 feet 
deep, and in Motion Yard in spaces of 10 feet frontage by 60 feet 
deep. Exhibitors must take their space in one or other of the follow¬ 
ing Sections. Space is not let partly covered and partly open. 
Exhibits not in motion may be excluded from the Motion Yard. 
The space in the Motion Ya^ being limited in extent, and intended 
mainly for exhibits in motion, not more than one-fifth of the space 
allotted to any one Exhibitor—^and in no case more than 600 square 
feet—^may be occupied in the Motion Yard by exhibits not in motion. 

106. The maximum extent of space which any one Exhibitor may^ 
apply for shall be 60 feet of frontage in the Motion Yard, and 120 feet" 
of frontage in the other Sections. 

107. The Society reserves the right to allot to applicants for 
Stands either the whole or part of the space they ask for. 

108. Exhibitors requiring work executed in connection with the 
fitting up of Stands allotted to them must employ the Society’s Show- 
yard Erector—^Mr John Reid, 56 Blenheim Place, Aberdeen. The 
execution of orders received later than one week before the opening 
of the Show cannot be guaranteed.

HORTICULTURAL SECTION. 

See also Regulations 80 to 108. 

Judges: John T. Jeffrey; George Angus. 

1. Exhibits in this section may comprise collections of flowers, 
fruits, plants, or shrubs, formal gcurdens, and rock gardens. 

2. The Society will award six Gold Medals for exhibits of out¬ 
standing merit in the Horticultural Seotion. Silver Medals, not 
exceeding six in number, will be offered for next best exhibits. 

3. Application for space, for which no stand rent or entry fee is 
payable, must be made on special entry forms, to be obtained from 
the Secretary and lodged on or before 20th April. Entry forma 
must give full details of each exhibit and the amount of space re¬ 
quired. Space, which may be either covered or open, will be allo¬ 
cated in sections of 10 feet each, with a depth of 20 feet, and a 
maximum of 60 feet frontage for one exhibitor. For space without 
shedding special consideration will be given to applications from 
exhibitors desiring a greater depth than 20 feet. Staging will be 
provided free of charge. 

4. The Society reserves the right to refuse any application for 
space, or to limit the amount of space to be allocated to any exhibitor. 

5. Each exhibitor shall receive one exhibitor*s ticket and, in addi¬ 
tion, two attendants* tickets for each 10 feet of frontage. Additional 
attendants* tickets, not more than three for each 10 feet of frontage, 
and in no case exceeding a maximum of twenty, may be purchased 
at a price of each. No Heketa wiU be iaaued without an order. 
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6. Ail exhibits must be in position not later than 5 p.m. on Monday* 
17th June, with the exception of out flowers, which may be staged 
up till 8 A.M. on Tuesday, 18th June. Judging will commence at 
9.30 A.M. on Tuesday. Stands must remain open imtil the Show 
closes on each of the four da 3 rs. 

NEW IMPLEMENTS. 

1 . Entries of New Implements for the Society’s Silver Medal 
must be made on or before 1st April. Entries shall be made 
on a special form obtainable from the Secretary, and must define 
clearly the exact nature of the novelty which qualifies such implement 
to be entered for a Medal. Unless the “ New Implement ” be properly 
described in the specification, and particulars of its novelty are given 
at the time of making the entry, it will not be accepted. 

2. For each entry of a “ New Implement,” a non-returnable Entry 
Fee of £1 wfil be charged. 

3. In cases of sufficient merit, the Judges will recommend the award 
of the Society’s Silver Medal to New Implements for agricultural' 
or estate purposes, or to new improvements in such implements. 

4. The Society does not bind itself to try in the field every “New 
Implement” entered for a Silver Medal, but in general a practical 
trial will be required before an award is made. The Judges shall 
report to the Directors those cases in which they consider a practical 
trial necessary. 

6 . Where intimation is received by the Secretary, not later than 
the 22nd April, that a *‘‘New Implement” is ready for trial, the 
Directors may arrange for a practical trial before the Show at a 
place and date to be decided upon. In other cases the practical 
trial of New Implements will take place after the Show. 

6 . Any Exhibitor who expresses a wish to do so can, with the 
sanction of the Steward of Implements, at his own expense take 
his New Implement out of the Showyard during the Show week and 
put it to work, and, if within a reasonable distance, the Judges 
will, if they deem it necessary, inspect it at work and decide if it 
is worthy of a Silver Medal. 

7. No Silver Medals will be awarded to, nor can any entry as New 
Implements be accepted of, machines of any class for which competi¬ 
tive trials have been announced by the Society as about to take place. 

8 . The Judges of New Implements will commence their inspection 
at 2.30 P.M. on Monday, 17th June, and will take in rotation the 
stands of the Exhibitors who have entered New Implements for the 
Society’s Silver Medals. Each Exhibitor, or his representative, will 
be expected to be at the stand to explain the worlang of the Imple¬ 
ment to the Judges. If the exhibit be not ready and in worlang 
order by the time the Judges make their inspection, it is liable to 
be struck ofl the list. 

9. All publications by Exhibitors of the award of the Society’s 
Silver Medals must state the yecur of the award, and must specify the 
exact nature of the ” New Implement,” of the improvement, or of 
the attachment to an Implement, for which the Silver Medal has 
been awarded. 

10 . On the recommendation of the Judges, with the approval of 
the Directors, any New Implement of merit, which cannot be suffi¬ 
ciently tried, or which is capable of further development, may be 
enter^ and exhibited as a ‘‘ New Implement ” at the succeeding 
Show of the Society. 
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11. The Judges* decision, when duly accepted and recorded, will in 
all oases be final.

ADMISSION OF MEMBERS AND EXHIBITORS. 

On exhibiting their “ Member'*s Badge,^' which is strictly not trans¬ 
ferable, Members of the Society are admitted free to the Showyard. 
Badges will be sent to all Members residing in Groat Britain, Northern 
Ireland, and Irish Free State, whose addresses are known, and on no 
account will duplicates be issued. All Members not producing 
their badges must pay at the gates, and the admission money 
will not on any account be returned. Badges must be signed 
by Members before being presented at the gate, and Members should 
continue to wear the bc^ge during the whole time that they are in 
the Showyard. 

Tickets of admission to the Showyard are sent to Exhibitors of 
Stock, Poultry, Dairy Produce, &c. (not Members), whose Entry 
Fees amount to not less than 12s. fid. 

For Exhibitors of Implements and their assistants tickets are issued 
as provided in the Regulations for Implements. 

VARIOUS. 

Exhibitors may display their own Placards inside and in front of 
their stands ; with this exception, no Bills of any kind other than 
those of the Society are permitted on any of the Show erections. No 
newspapers or any other articles to be carried about the Yard for 
sale or display. 

No Carriages or Equestrians admitted without special leave from the 
Directors, and then only for Invalids. Bath-chairs may be brought in.

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RAILWAY ARRANGEMENTS. 

The Railway Companies will be furnished with a list of the Exhibi¬ 
tors of Stock and Implements, after the 28th May. All applications for 
horse-boxes and trucks, and for information as to train arrangements, 
must be made by the Exhibitors themselves to the Stationmaster 
where their stock is to be trucked. 

Tht currangemenU madt hy the Railway Oompaniee for the conveyance 
of Live Stock and Goods to and from the Show are indicated below, but 
Exhibitors are recommended to apply to the respective Companies for 
full particulars : — 

1. Live Stock, Agricultural Machines, Implements, and other 
exhibits to the Show to be charged ordinary rates. 

2. Live Stock, Agricultural Machines, Implements, and other 
exhibits/rom the Show, if sold, to be charged ordinary rates. 

3. Live Stock from the Show, if unsold, and returned not later 
than the second day after the closing day of the Show (excluding 
Sunday), to be carried at half rates back to the Station whence the 
animals were sent, at owner’s risk, on surrender of a Certificate from * 
the Exhibitor, provided in accordance with the Railway Companies’ 
requirements, and signed by the Secretary, to the effect that they 
are really unsold; failing surrender of such Certificate, ordinary 
rates will be charged. The reduction to half rates is to be allowed 
only when the Stock are consigned to be returned by the same route 
as that by which they were conveyed to the Show, but it shall be 
in the option of the Railway Company or Companies to return the 
Stock at half rates by a different route. Minimum charge for Stock 
returning at half rates to be one-half the ordinary minimum. 

4. Live Poultry from the Show, if unsold, to be carried by Passenger 
Train at half rates back to the Station from which sent, at O.R., on 
surrender of an agreed Certificate signed by the Secretary of the 
Show to the effect that the Poultry are unsold and remain the 
property of the Exhibitor. No Certificate will be required for such 
traffic, which is intended by the owner to be returned from the Show 
to the original sending Stations by the same route as originally for¬ 
warded and the charges j)repaid for both the outward and return 
journeys. (Poultry to be charged ordinary rates both ways when 
conveyed by Goods Train.) 

Pordtry are only charged at the half rate when returned by 
Passenger Train not later than the second day after the closing of 
the Show (Sunday being treated as a dies non). 

5. Horse-boxes, or other Passenger Train vehicle, will not be 
provided for the carriage of Live Stock sent by Goods Train and 
invoiced at Goods Train rates. For rates for Horse-boxes by Passenger 
and Special Trains, apply to the Railway Companies, 

6 . Provender conveyed to and from Agricultural Shows in tho 
some vehicle as Live Stock will be charged at the applicable rates, 
subject to a free weight allowance, viz.— 

Cattle ...... per animal, 1121b. 

Horses ...... „ 112 „ 

Sheep, goats, lambs, pigs, and calves . „ 56 „ 

7. The carriage of all Live Stock, Implements, and other articles 
going to the Show for exhibition must be PREPAID ; and the 
carriage on all traffic returned from the Show by Passenger Train 
Service must be PREPAID. 

The carriage charges on Live Stock conveyed in special vehicles 
by Passenger Train and intended to be returned to the original 
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sending Station may also be prepaid for the return journey at the 
original sending Station if the owner so desires. 

The Railway Charge on all exhibits wliioh are conveyed by 
Passenger Train in the Guard’s Van and intended to be returned 
from the Show direct to the original sending Station by the same 
route must be PREPAID, for both the outward and return joimieys, 
at the original sending Station. The agreed form of address label 
for Poultry, Dairy Produce, Eggs, Bee Appliances, and Rural 
Industries exhibits, which will be supplied through the Secretary of 
the Society, must be used in such cases. 

8 . Attendants in charge of Live Stock are conveyed free in the 
cases shown below, when certified by the owners to be hona fide in 
charge of such Live Stock :— 

In Horae-Boxea. —Horses and Cattle : One man for each consign¬ 
ment, except where the consignment requires more than one vehicle, 
when one man to each vehicle may be sent free; but where two 
or throe Horses or Cattle forming one consignment are sent in the 
same Horse-box and a man is required to travel with each animal, 
a man for each animal may be conveyed free, provided each animal 
is charged for separately. 

In Horae^Boxea. —Small animals : One man to each vehicle. 

In apecially conatrncted Cattle Trucks, —Cattle or other animals ; 
One man to each vehicle. 

9. Agricultural Machines, Implements and other Exhibits from 
the Show, if unsold, to be conveyed at half rates back to thc3 Station 
whence they were sent, at Owner’s risk, on production of a Certifi¬ 
cate from the Exhibitor (provided and signed by the Show Secretary) 
to the effect that they are unsold ; failing production of such Certifi¬ 
cate, ordinary rates must be charged. The reduction to half rates 
is to be allowed only when the articles are returned by the same 
route as that by which they were conveyed to the Show, but it 
shall be in the option of the Railway Company or Companies to 
return the articles at half rates by a different route. This applies 
only to Goods Train Traffic. 

10. Unsold eui)icles, previously carried by railway, transferred 
from one Show to another, or exhibited at several Shows consecu¬ 
tively, and returned to the Station from whence originally sent, 
will be conveyed at half rates at Owner’s risk, on production of a 
Certificate from the Exhibitor (provided and signed by the Show 
Secretary) to the effect that they are unsold ; failing production of 
such Certificate, ordinary rates will be charged. This applies only 
to Goods Train Traffic. 

11. Unsold Live Stock transferred from one Show to another will 
be charged ordinary rates. 

12. The ordinary rates charged for carriage do not in any case 
include delivery to, or collection/rom, the Showground. 

13. Agricultural Societies’ Show Plant must be charged at Class 10 
rates. Station to Station. 

14. Tents, Canvas, Show Stands, and other articles not for 
exhibition— 

(o) When the property of Exhibitors, to be chcurged half the 
ordinary rate at Owner s risk from Show to Show, and on 
return from the Show to the Station from whence originally 
despatched. 

(6) When not the property of Exhibitors, to be charged the ordinary 
rates .both going to and returning from Show. 

16. Carriages and other Road Vehicles are onlj’ conveyed by 
Passenger Train when this can be conveniently done.

The latter Certificate is 
the standard of qualification, and failure to produce such will render 
the Cow liable to diaiiualiflcation, and no entry money will be 
returned. 

6. The evidence of Milk Yield and Milking Pedigree shall be in 
the form of a Certificate signed by the Secretary of tlie Scottish Milk 
Records Association. The Certificate, besides giving the actual 
yields, shall give these calculated on a uniform basis of a perioil ot 
52 weeks between calvings, and 3*8 per cent butter fat. Tms latter 
figure shall be communicated to the Judge before adjudicating. 

In the case of an Exhibitor founding on the Milk Yield of any 
animal, or animals, made in England, said Exhibitor mast forward 
a Certificate of Milk Yield from the Secretary of the County Milk 
Recording Society lu which the Bxliibitor resides, together with a 
Certificate from a competent analyst, stating that a butter-fat test 
had been made at lea.st once every 28 days during the perioit of 
lactation, and with details of said bntter-fat tests attached, to 
the Secretary of the Scottish Milk Records Association, who has 
undertaken to check the records and to certify same.

ENTRIES. 

Each entry shall consist of one pig only. There will bo no restric¬ 
tions regarding age or breeding. The pigs entered should weigh not 
less than 196 lb. and not more than 226 lb. on the opening day of the 
Show, and for each lb. under 196 lb. and for each lb. over 226 lb., 
one point will be deducted. It is a primary condition that all pigs 
must be suitable for bacon-curing purposes. 

FEEDING. 

It is desired that, where possible, exhibitors should provide a 
Statement of Rations (constituents and percentages) fed during the 
month prior to showing. 


JUDGING. 

The Competition will be arranged in three stages, and judging will 
take place in each, namely :— 

Stage I. The Live Pigs—at the Highland and Agricultural 
Society’s Show, Aberdeen. 

Stage U. Carcases lat the Bacon Factory, Dyce, 

Stage III. Bacon—^Wiltshire Sides J Aberdeenshire. 


PRIZES. 

The Final Awards will be based on the aggregate of points scored 
in Stages L, 11., and III. 

In the Final Awards there will be seven money prizes and two special 
prizes—^viz.: first, £10, Silver Cup and Silver Medal; second, £8 ; 
third, £6 ; fourth, £4 ; fifth, £2 ; sixth, £1; and seventh, £1. The 
prize money and Silver Medal are offered by the Highland and 
Agricultural Society of Scotland. 

The Silver Cup will become the property of the Exhibitor who 
shall win it three times, not necessarily in succession. 

Prize Cards will be awarded in Stage I. and for the Final Awards. 


ENTRY FEE. 

There will be an Entry Fee of 68. for each entry of one pig. 
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CARE AND FEEDING OF PIGS. 

If necessary, arrangements will be made to have a herdsman in 
attendance on the pigs while at the Show. Five days* supply of 
straw, hay, grass, and tares will be provided free by the Society. 
Any additional fodder or other kinds of food required will be supplied 
at fixed prices in the Forage-yard. The Forage-yard will close at 
1.30 P.M. on Friday, the last supply to be given to attendants then ; 
and if any extra supply is requir^ on account of stock remaining 
in the Yard after the close of the Show, notice must be given to the 
Forage Steward notjlater than 6 o’clock on Thursday. Any servant 
removing bedding from an adjoining pen will be fin^ in double the 
amount taken. Exhibitors may bring their own Pig Meal to the 
Yard, but not grcLSS, tares, Jiay, or straw. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

All pigs suitable for the manufacture of bacon will be graded in 
accordance with the Pigs Marketing Scheme measurements, and paid 
for at grade price. 

The General Regulations of the Highland and Agricultural Society 
applicable to Stock at the Show shall apply to exhibits in the Bacon 
Pig Competition in all its stages. 

If any part of a carcase, other than head and ofial, be condemned, 
or if a carcase be graded below Grade “ C ” standard, the exhibit so 
condemned or graded will be automatically disqualified from taking 
any further part in the competition. 

A protest having reference to exhibits in any of the three stages 
of the competition may be lodged by any persons interested. Pro¬ 
tests having reference to exhibits in Stage I. of the competition must 
be lodged in writing with the Secretary of the Highland and Agri¬ 
cultural Society at his office in the Showyard not later than 9 a.m. 
on Wednesday the second day of the Show, and parties must be in 
attendance at the Secretary’s office in the Showyard at 9.30 a.m. that 
day, when protests may be disposed of. 

Protests having reference to the exhibits in Stages II. and III. 
of the competition must be lodged in writing with Dr A. Calder, 
Pigs Marketing Board, 124 St Vincent Street, Gleisgow. No protests 
in regard to these stages will bo entertained unless lodged with Dr 
Calder within a period of forty-eight hours from the time of adjudi¬ 
cation of the stage concerned. 

Each protest must state specifically the grounds of objection and 
must be accompanied by a deposit of £2, 2s., which deposit may, if 
the objection be over-ruled, be forfeited. Protests may be lodged 
at any time by the Directors of the Highland and Agricultural Society 
or by the members of the Scottish Bacon Pig Committee, and in these 
cases no deposit will be required. Protests in regard to Stage I. 
of the competition will be heard and determined by the Directors 
of the Highland and Agricultural Society, and protests in Stages II. 
and III. will be heard and determined by the Scottish Bacon Pig 
Committee. 

The decision of the Scottish Bacon Pig Committee on any other 
matter arising out of the competition shall be final. 

Three Directors of the Highland and Agricultural Society shall be 
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members of the Scottish Bacon Pig Committee. Three members of 
the Committee shall form a quorum.

1. All uxiiibits must be despatched in time to be delivered at the Sbowyard not later than 
6 P.M. on Monday, the day before the opening of the Show. Under the railway regula¬ 
tions, exhibitors will require to pay return carriage and cartage when despatching. Return 
carriage-paid labels will be supplied by the Secretary, and must be addressed for the retuin 
journey, and have numbers of Classes on same. Non-compliance with this regulation will mean 
that tne exhibit will be left in the Showyard. Boxes containing hives, Jars, or 
seotlons must be aorow&ti and not nailed, and the hives, bottles, and 
seotlons so placed that they can be lifted out and replaced without 
disturbing the packing. 

2. The number of the exhibit will be sent by the Secretary (as entered on the printed slip) and 
must bo placed on every exhibit—viz., Jarsi on side of jar about half an inch from the foot. 
Seotlons and Frames t at right top corner of the glass. Wax; at right top coiner of 
the glass. Also on 1 lb. Cakes : on the underside. No goods will be staged unless this rule is 
complied with. All competitors must leave the Bee Shed by 9 a.m. on Tuesday morning. 

3. No card, trade mark, or name of the exhibitor may be placed upon any part ot an exhibit. 
Every article exhibited must be the property of the exhibitor, and all honey must have been 
gathered in the natural way within Great Britain, Northern Ireland, and Irish Free State, by 
bees the property of the exhibitor. 

4. Comb Honey Sections, 4j inches by 4-^ inches, to be stageil in cardboard boxes glazed on 
both sides, showing not less than 3^ inches by 3J inches of comb surface clear of points of 
laciug, but allowing easy access to the Judge. Sections with fixed glass will be disqualified. 

Shallow Frames,—no paper edging is permissible and each frame must be exhibited in a 
separate glazed case. 

5. All Run, Extracted, and Granulated Honey must be shown in the usual mercantile 
Glass Jars holding appoximately 1 lb., except in Class 11. 

fi. No exhibitor shall be allowed to take more than one prize in any one class. 

7. The Judge shall be empowered to withhold prizes in case of insufficient merit. 

8. Should there bo in any class three or less than three entries, the value of the fiist prize 
may be reduced at the discretion of the Judge to that of the second, the second to that of the 
third, and no third prize will be awarded. 

9. The Judge will commence his inspection at 11 a.m. on Tuesday, and the Bee Shed will 
be closed to the public during the iudging. 

10. Exhibits of Honey may be placed in their positions in the shed before the opening and 
removed at the close of the Show by exhibitors themselves or their representatives. In the 
event of neither the exhibitor nor a person with written authority from the exhibitor being 
present to place or remove the exhibits, they will be placed and removed by men hired ana 
paid by the Society, but this will be done on the understanding that the men are hired to do 
the work on behalf of the exhibitors, and solely at their risk, and that the Society will be in no 
way responsible for expenses incurred or loss of or injury to exhibits by errors or accidents in 
placing, despatching, or conveying exhibits. In the case of exhibits which are not removed by 
5.30 P.M. on the closing day of the Show, the Society will hold itself at liberty to hand them 
over to the railway oompanies for despatch to the respective exhibitors. 

11. No lot can be removed from the yard till 4 p.m. on Friday, the last day of the Show. 

12. The Society undertakes no responsibility for the receipt or despatch of exhibits, nor for 
any injury exhibits may sustain during the Show or otherwise

ARRANGED ACCORDING TO COUNTIES 
AND SHOW DIVISIONS 
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By the Charter of 1834 the Society conaists of two classes, Ordinary and 
Honorary or Corresponding Members. The number of Honorary or Corre¬ 
sponding Members resident in the United Kingdom must not exceed twenty, 
but with power to the Society to elect as Honorary Associates persons resi¬ 
dent abroad, not subjects of his Majesty, who may have been benefactors to 
the Society, or who are distinguished for their skill in Art or Science, pro¬ 
vided that the number of such Foreign Assocfates shall not exceed twenty. 

By a Bye-law passed in 1873, with reference to the Supplementary 
Charter of 1856, successful Candidates for the Society’s Agricultural Diploma 
were thereby eligible to be elected Free Life Members of the Society. 
This Bye-law was rescinded in 1900. 

Candidates for admission to the Society must be proposed by a Member, 
and are elected at the half-yearly General Meetings in January, and June 
or July. It is not necessary that the proposer should attend the meeting. 

Higher Subsai'vption .—The Ordinary Annual Subscription is £1, 3s. 6d., 
and the Ordinary Subscription for Life Membership is ;£12,128.; or, after 
ten annual payments have been made, £7^ 78. 

Lowen' Subscription .—Proprietors farming the whole of their own lands, 
whose Rental on the Valuation Roll does not exceed ;^500 per annum, and 
all Tenant-Farmers, Secretaries or Treasurers of Local Agricultural Associa¬ 
tions, Factors resident on Estates, Land Stewards, Foresters, Agricultural 
Implement Makers, Grain, Seed and Manure Merchants, Agricultural 
Auctioneers, Cattle Dealers and Veterinary Surgeons, none of them being 
also owners of land to an extent exceeding £500 per annum, and such 
other persons as, in respect of their official or other connection with 
agriculture, the Board of Directors may consider eligible, are admitted on a 
Subscription of 10s. annually, which may be redeemed by one payment of 
£7, 78., and after eight annual payments of 10s. have been made, a Life 
Subscription may be purchased for £5, 6s., and after twelve such pay¬ 
ments, for £3, 38. Subscriptions are payable on election, and afterwards 
annually in January. 

By a Bye-law passed in 1934, any ordinary Member of the Society who 
has paid an annual subscription for a period of not less than forty years, 
and who has intimated to the Society the desire to be relieved of further 
annual payments, shall be admitted by the Board of Directors as a Life 
Member without further payment. 

According to the Charter, “ Any person elected an Ordinary Member of 
the Society who shall not have objected to his election, on the same being 
intimated to him by the Secretary, shall not be entitled to resign or with¬ 
draw his name as a Member of the Society, unless he shall have paid up 
his Life Subscription, or shall have previously settled and paid in Annual 
Contributions a sum equal to that fixed by the Society at the time of his 
election, to be paid by Members as the purchase of a Life Subscription in 
lieu and in redemption of the Annual Payments.’* The Life Subscription 
for a Member paying £1, Ss. 6d. is £12,128., and for a Member paying 
lOs., £7, 78. 

Members having Candidates to propose are requested to state whether 
the Candidate should be on the £l, 3s. 6d. or 10s. list. 

Members of the Society receive the ‘ Transactions ’ free on application, 
and are entitled to consult the Chemist and Botanist at reduced rates—to

This arrangement terminated in 1900, when the Highland and Agricultural Society of 
Scotland and the Royal Agricultural Society of England discontinued the independent 
Examinations in A^culture held by the two Societies, and instituted in their stead a 
Joint-Examinatlonfor a National Diploma in Agriculture (N.D.A.).
